Levi  Woodbury^

Josiah/  born  June  15,  1682  ;  his  eon  Joeiah/  born  Feb.  16,  1708  ; 
hia  6on  Peter/  bom  March  2H,  1738;  hi  §  boo  Peter,*  born  Jan,  17, 
1767,  who  nifirried  Mary  Woodbury.  These  hist  were  the  parents 
of  Levi/  Mary,  hie  mother,  was  descended  from  Peter/  through  his 
son  Pet^r/  born  in  1G64,  whose  son  Peter/  born  170r>,  was  father 
of  James,*  born  1 738,  who  was  father  of  Mary*  James  WoiKlbury, 
grandfather  of  Levi,  had  served  in  tlie  French  war  at  Lake  George, 
and  was  also  one  of  the  provineial  rangers  who  were  with  Wolfe 
the  next  year  at  the  capture  of  Quebec.  Each  grandfather  was 
born  in  Beverly,  and  James  settled  in  Narraganset  No.  4  ( Amherst), 
in  1765  or  '6,  on  land  given  him  by  hie  father  in  the  part  now  Mt, 
Vernon, 

As  Peter  signed  a  petition  in  1770  relative  to  town  affairs  in 
Amherst,  he  was  already  living  there,  lie  was  an  anient  rebel, 
and  was  a  member  of  Capt,  Taylor's  company  that  marched  from 
Amherst  in  Dee.  1775,  to  Winter  HilL  His  name  is  fifth  on  the 
list  of  those  in  Amherst  wlio  in  April,  1776,  pledged  to  resist  with 
arms  and  fortune  the  encroachments  of  the  British  parliament  on 
American  Hbcrty.  He  was  of  tlie  legishiture  who  formed  the  first 
Constitution  of  New  HampsbLi'c  in  the  name  of  the  people,  and  was 
frequently  on  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety.  Two  of  bis  sons, 
Levi  and  Jessie,  served  in  the  army  and  afloat  under  the  flag,  and 
the  youngest,  Peter,  enlisted  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years,  but  liis 
father  6to}>ped  it. 

Janies  Woodbury  was  a  signer  in  1776  of  the  pledge  to  resist 
with  arms,  also  was  on  eommittees  and  other  pubHe  service  during 
the  revolution.  Tlie  Idood  of  other  famihes  of  the  settlers  of  Essex 
County  betbre  1641,  through  the  wives  of  his  ancestors,  flowed  in 
his  veins ;  such  as  liichard  and  WilUam  Dodge,  Conant,  Williara 
Woodbury,  Herrick,  Batchclders,  Osmond  Trask,  Goodells,  &c., 
also  the  Ipswich  families  of  Perkins,  Rogers,  Wade  and  Burnhara. 
Many  also  of  respecter!  individuals  in  Massachusetts,  Maine  and 
New  Hampshire  were  allied  through  their  descent  from  females  of 
the  \Voodbury  stock.  These  facts  show  that  Mr.  Woodbury  w^as 
thoroughly  of  diat  early  New  Enghmd  stock  whose  memory  the 
Beoister  seeks  to  i>reserve- 

Thc  subject  of  .this  notice  was  the  second  of  ten  children  born  to 
his  parents,  and  was  named  after  his  uncle  Levi,  who  had  been 
captured  in  the  privateer  Esaex^  and  died  in  Dartmoor  prison  in 
England  near  the  close  of  the  revolutionary  war.  He  entered 
Dartmouth  College,  was  graduated  with  distinction  in  1809*  and 
entered  on  the  study  of  law,  which  lie  pursued  under  Judge  Gould 
at  Litchfield,  Conn.,  Hon.  Samuel  Dana  at  Boston,  and  Hon.  Jere* 
miah  Smith  at  Exeter,  N,  H,  Whilst  a  student  he  had  acquired 
considerable  loctd  celebrity  by  speeches  and  resolutions  at  war  meet- 
ings in  his  native  county,  and  September,  1812,  he  commenced  the 
practice  of  law  at  Francestown  with  industry  and  met  w^ith  success. 
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was  elected  clerk  of  the  Senate,  and  became  one  of  the 
trustees  under  the  new  act  as  to  Dartmouth  College.  In  course  of 
the  same  year  he  wag  appointed  one  of  the  aesociate  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire.  In  conjunction  with  Chief 
Justice  Richardson  he  prepared  the  first  three  volumes  of  the  Keport 
of  tliat  state. 

In  1819  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  W.  Clapp,  the  daughter  of  the 
Hon.  Asa  Clapp  of  Portland,  ilainc,  and  removed  his  Residence  to 
Portsmouth,  the  old  provincial  capital  of  the  state.  In  1822  he 
wa«  Dominated  for  governor,  and  elected, — tlie  vote  in  the  town  of 
his  rceidence  l>eing  Levi  Woodbury  000,  all  others  34,  In  June 
he  was  inaugurated  as  governor,  in  hie  inaugural  he  eaye,  '^  Among 
the  most  sacred  of  tliose  princijdes  my  education  and  political  faith 
have  always  led  me  to  rank  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge, 
equality  of  rightjs,  liberty  of  conscience,  and  a  strict  aecouutaliility 
^  all  public  serv'ants/*  These  objerts  be  pursued  through  his  whole 
public  career.  In  1823  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society  was 
»rme<l  with  Gov,  Plunu^r  as  president  and  Mr.  Woodbury  vice 
esident.  Next  year  he  beeamc  its  president,  and  always  took  a 
eat  interest  in  its  objects.  In  1824  he  was  defeated  fur  governor, 
i- returned  to  his  profession.  In  1>^ 25  he  was  elected  from  Ports- 
Ith  to  the  legislature,  %vliich  elected  him  speaker,  and  before  the 
cIoAe  of  ita  session  he  was  elc(*ted  to  the  United  States  Senate, 
industry  and  capacity  shown  in  committees  and  in  debate  soon 
placed  him  among  tlie  most  vigorous  of  the  Democratic  cohort.  On 
ois  inauguration  (icn.  Jacki!(on  ti'n<lcred  him  the  mission  to  Spain,. 
which  he  declined.  He  declined  being  a  candidate  for  re-election^ 
but  a  few  days  after  the  close  of  his  term  he  was  elected  to  the 
(tate  senate.  Gen.  Jackson  re-organized  his  cabinet  in  May,  1831,. 
nd  invite*!  Mr,  Woodbury  to  take  the  portfolio  of  tlie  navy  dcpart- 
iriiich  he  accepted,  and  entered  on  its  duties.  Having  served 
re  on  the  naval  committee,  Mr.  Woodbury  was  not  unpre- 
pared fur  the  iluties  of  the  otKce,  He  dcspatclied  a  frigate  to  chas- 
ti«e  the  Malays  at  Quallah  Ibittoo  who  had  plundered  a  Salem  ship; 
made  a  valuable  report  on  the  live  oak  supply  of  ttie  country,  in- 
—  '  T  the  comnmting  of  the  spirit  ration  of  the  sailors  for  money, 
li^cd  the  method  of  alloting  service  among  the  officers,  re- 
vised the  Navy  regulations,  and  restrained  the  power  of  subordinate 
officers  to  inflict  punishment  on  s^ailore.  He  visited  personally  all 
tlie  na\y  yards  of  the  United  States,  and  despatched  a  sloop-ot-war 
carry  Mr.  Riiberts,  the  agent,  to  conclude  commercial  treaties 
rilh  Siam  and  Muscat.  He  also  sent  a  Heet  to  Charleston  to  sua- 
the  ctistom  authnritiee  against  the  nullifying  threats  of  re- 
ace  by  some  sugar  importers,  and  provided  a  sbi[>-of-t he-line 
support  our  minister,  Mr.  Nelson,  in  the  Bay  of  Naples  in  en- 
f'  l^'mands  for  indenmity  on  the  Xeapolitan  government.      Hia 

i  the  gnuiual  improvement  of  the  navy  and  for  better  ad* 

mmitftration  of  iU  afiaire  were  much  commended. 
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IS  Levi  Woodbury.  [Jan* 

The  petition  of  the  United  States  Bank  for  a  re-charter,  and  the 
withdrnwal  of  tiie  treasury  deposits,  raised  an  intense  political  ex- 
citement. The  nomination  of  iir.  Taney  as  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury was  rejecteti  by  the  Senate.  Mr.  Woodbury  then  was  nomi- 
nated for  tliat  post,  and  I'onfirined  w^  it  bout  objection ;  he  hekl  the 
position  during  the  remainder  of  Gen.  -lackson's  term,  and  having 
been  re-ajipointed  by  Mr.  Van  Buren,  held  it  during  his  adminis- 
tration. During  all  tliis  time  political  controversy  focused  on  the 
fiscal  policy  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Secretary  was  conse- 
quently the  objective  point  of  attack  from  the  opponents  of  the  ad- 
ministration. Any  history  of  tlic  controversy  is  too  long  for  this 
article,  but  it  ended  with  a  final  divorce  of  the  govemiuent  from 
dependence  on  the  banks  for  keeping  its  revenues,  and  tlie  enaet- 
,  nient  fif  the  sub-treasury  system.  Before  the  end  of  (len.  Jackson's 
'  term  Mr.  Woodl>urv  lisul  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  national  del>t 
paid  in  full.  The  ''speeie  circular'*  and  "the  gold  bill ''  show  big 
efforts  to  strengthen  the  specie  basis  of  the  country.  The  distribu- 
tion of  the  surjflus  revenue  atuong  the  states  contrary  to  his  remon- 
etranec,  brought  on  the  suspension  of  the  banks  in  1837.  Deprived 
of  the  revenue  in  their  hantls,  and  forbidden  by  law  to  use  the 
depreciated  paper  of  the  banks,  the  public  credit  was  in  danger,  but 
under  his  guidance  the  treasury  weathered  the  storm,  "The  public 
credit  was  maintained  w^ithout  the  aid,  abuost  in  defiance  of  the 
moneyed  classes  *'  ( IL  RHUtoub  dr. ) .  Tbe  struggle  between  fallacies 
and  truth  bad  k»gically  led  to  tbe  first  sub-treasury  law,  wbercliy  the 
government  kept  in  its  own  possession  the  revenues  it  collected,  and 
disbursed  from  its  own  treasury.  It  was  re-enacted  in  1H4<>  as  tbe 
Independent  Treasury,  and  m  still  the  Ijsisis  of  the  treasury  system. 
The  use  of  banks  by  the  treasury,  authorized  in  tbe  war  of  seces- 
sion, is  practically,  l>ut  not  exclusively,  relegated  to  negotiations 
concerning  loans  and  war  debt,  Mr,  Woodbury,  by  remarkable 
industry  and  excellent  metliods  of  business,  was  able  to  give  due 
attention  to  the  numerous  miscclhmenus  subjects  in  charge  of  his 
department,  many  of  w^hich  may  be  seen  in  some  dozen  or  two  vol- 
umes of  treasury  documents  emanating  during  his  term.  Among 
these  I  will  refer  to  a  report  on  the  rise  and  [jrogress  of  cotton  in- 
dustry in  the  United  States,  and  to  another  on  the  losses  sustiiined 
from  banks  and  bunk  paper. 

In  lH:iH  be  w^as  otferetl  and  declined  the  chief  justiceship  of  New 
Hampshire.  In  1840  Mr,  Van  Ikiren  was  defeated  for  re-election, 
and  in  the  winter  after  New  Hampshire  elected  Mr,  Woodbury  to 
the  United  States  Senate.  So  on  his  retirement  from  tbe  cabinet 
he  began  his  term  March  4,  1H41,  as  senator,  A  (jucstion  was  in- 
formally submitted  to  him  whether  lie  had  not  lost  his  residence  in 
New^  Hampshire  by  his  absence  on  puidic  business  and  thus  become 
ineligible.  He  prepared  and  showed  senators  a  brief  on  the  pointy 
which  they  considered  conclusive,  and  no  motion  was  made  in  the 
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senate,  nor  has  the  point  ngam  been  mooted.  An  extra  session  of 
CongresB  was  called,  when  Mr,  WooJbury  at  once  took  grmmd 
igaindt  the  charges  made  on  the  hite  administration,  and  the  new 
policy  projected  in  the  finances  with  such  thorou^jh  information  and 
logical  force  as  materially  aided  to  renew  the  confitlcDce  of  tlie  de- 
feated democracy.  The  plans  to  re-cluirter  a  United  8tntes  hank 
were  vetoed  by  President  Tyler,  and  the  democrats  apiieHled  to  the 
people  to  re|K;al  w^hat  else  the  Whiirg  had  enacted.  The  campaign 
of  1H44  opened  on  the  old  isflucs,  and  on  the  annexation  of  Texas, 
which  he  had  supported  in  the  senate  and  a<lvocated  Ijcforc  the 
people*  The  democrats  were  succcBstul,  and  President  Po!k  tend- 
cpecl  the  mission  to  the  Court  of  St.  James  to  Mr,  Woodbnr}^  which 
for  family  reasons  he  declined.  On  leaving  the  cabinet  Mr.  Wood- 
hiiry  had  resumed  the  practice  of  htw,  travelling  the  circuit  in  the 
vacations  of  Congress,  as  was  the  habit  of  the  leading  lawyers  of 
New  Hampshire. 

In  August^  1845,  Mr,  Justice  Story  resigned  from  the  bench  of 
the  supreme  court,  and  Mr.  Woodlmry  was  np[)ainted  to  succeed  that 
distinguished  jurist.  He  accepted,  and  held  all  the  courts  of  the 
Fall  circuit.  He  was  confirmed  Ijy  the  senate  on  its  sissendihng. 
His  remarkable  industry  and  great  powers  of  tracing  a  legal  prin- 
ciple through  ninny  prece4lents  anil  analogies  now  found  a  new  and 
fertile  field.  His  decisions  in  the  circuit  court  can  be  found  in  the 
three  volumes  of  Woodbury  and  Minot^s  Kc|»orts.  In  the  supreme 
court  hi^i  opinions  are  reported  in  from  four  to  eleven  Howard's  reports. 
Hie  contributions  to  constitutiomil  biw,  to  questions  of  admiralty 
jurisdietionf  conflicts  of  state  and  fedenil  jurisdiction,  and  t!ie  limits 
rf  executive  power,  were  important,  but  in  every  branch  of  law  his 
opinions  ?rhow  judicious  discrimination  of  the  true  principle  involved 
b  the  i&sue  before  him. 

Mr.  Woodbury^s  labors  tokl  on  his  iron  frame,  and  though  ill  he 
completed  the  spring  circuit  of  1851,  and  after  delivering  Ijefore 
Trinity  College,  Hartford,  an  address  July  31,  he  returned  home 
hoping  that  mental  rest  aud  exercise  on  his  farm  would  bring  back 
hif  u^al  health  ;  but  in  vain,  and  the  absent  members  tyi'  bis  family 
wen*  summoned  to  his  side.     He  died  Sept.  4,  1851. 

Demonstrations  of  regret  at  his  loss  came  from  his  fellow  citizens 
and  from  the  bar  of  his  native  state,  from  the  circuit  court  he  had 
presided  over,  from  the  circuit  coui-t  of  New  York,  and  that  of 
Ptan«ylvania  and  many  others,  and  from  the  supreme  court  at 
HHHuDgton.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  and  the  leaders  of 
HHilr  bore  witness  to  his  courteous  patience  on  the  bench,  to  his 
abQity,  integrity  and  professional  learning.  It  would  exceed  the 
limits  of  this  article  to  repeat  all  that  was  eloquently  said  by  dis- 
tiiif^i«hed  leaders  of  all  parties  in  commendation  of  the  deceased, 
but  I  may  be  pardoned  tor  referring  to  some  special  characteristics 
they  commemorated  without  repeating  the  universal  testimony  thej 
hmat  to  his  industry,  ability,  learning  and  integrity, 
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In  the  Suprome  Court  at  Wasliington^  Hon.  J.  J,  CrittenJen, 
attorney  getieral,  io  offering  the  rcsolutione  of  the  bar,  said ; 

Judge  Woodbury  was  a  rasin  who  far  a  long  series  of  yeara  ocjcapied  a 
most  conspiciious  position.  Tlio  contimieti  contiflence  reposeil  in  him  by 
his  couutry,  and  the  rmraerous  honors  which  he  Bhared*  all  testify  to  his 
greatness,  and  will  be  hift  noblest  moo u men t.  *  *  *  Judge  Woo*  1  bury 
was  a  mau  who  wore  bis  honor.%  great  us  they  were,  meekly,  and  it  was 
his  distinguishing-  merit  that  he  thought  much  less  of  tbem  than  of  the 
duties  they  entailed. 

Chief  Justice  Taac^y  replied  ; 

His  life  had  been  passed  mainly  in  the  public  semca  before  be  became  & 
member  of  this  court.  And  in  the  various  and  important  offices,  jndichd 
and  politicid,  to  which  be  had  been  appointed,  he  wa^  always  found  equal 
to  the  duties  imposed  upon  him,  ami  never  failed  to  distinguish  himself  by 
the  extent  and  accuracy  of  bis  information  upon  every  subject  connected 
with  his  othcial  duties,  or  upon  which  he  was  at  any  time  called  upon  to 
act.  ♦  •  ♦  We  all  feel  we  have  lost  an  able,  upright  and  learned 
associate,  and  most  truly  and  sincerely  deplore  his  death. 

In  the  New  York  Circuit  Court  Mr.  J.  Prt^scot  Hall  moved,  and 
the  llou.  Benjaiuin  F.  Eutler,  United  States  attomcy  (jenenil  uuder 
PresideutJi  Jaeksou  and  Van  Burt-n,  geconded  the  resolutions  of  the 
bar,     Mr,  Justice  Nelson  replied: 

He  was  truly  an  able  and  painstakino^  j^'^^^-  Patient  if  possible  to  a 
fault  in  listening  to  the  arguments  and  aiitboritieB  of  counsel ;  and  what  is 
of  e(|tial  if  not  higher  merit,  indefatigable  in  weighing  the  argnmeiits  and 
searching  out  the  authorities  referred  to,  so  that  counsel  might  be  sure  the 
client  could  have  the  benelit  of  tbem  in  the  investigations  and  judgment  of 
the  court  ♦  *  *  Xhe  private  virtues  and  worth  of  the  deceased  were 
as  exalted  as  bii?  ptiblic  character.  Remarkable  for  the  kindness  of  his  dis- 
position and  amiability  of  temper,  his  intercourse  with  his  brethren  of  the 
bench  and  bar  was  most  agreeable  and  pleasant,  ever  ready  to  extend 
courtesy  and  respect  where  it  was  due,  and  especially  guarded  at  all  times 
against  utteriug  an  offensive  word  that  might  wound  the  leeUngg  of  ao 
associate. 

Mr,  J,  Preecott  Hall,  Mr,  Butler,  late  attorney  general  of  the 
United  States,  and  Jntlge  Bctta  of  the  District  Court  also  were 
among  the  apeakere. 

In  Pennsylvania  Mr,  George  M.  Dallas^  seconding  the  resolutions 
presented  by  Mr.  Askuiead,  said : 

He  bad  uniformly  exhibited  talents  of  the  moat  solid  and  brilliant  char- 
acter, accompanied  with  unvarying  purity  of  moral  purpose,  and  adorned 
by  an  unfading  glow  of  true  patriotism;  such  a  citizen  as  Levi  Woodbury 
was  invaluable  to  any  country,  and  be  felt  pride  and  pleasure  in  being  per* 
mi t ted  even  brieiy  to  bear  his  testimony  lo  his  merit. 

Mr.  Justice  Grier,  with  Tvhom  was  Judge  Kane,  replied : 

The  country  has  lost  a  most  able  and  learned  judge,  a  pattern  of  assiduity

[Captains  Grant  and  Bragdon  are  instructed  to  march  to  Norridgewa

afierwanld  stddeil  concholotry.  He  delivered  many  public  lectures 
before  the  National  Int^titute  and  various  college  and  historical 
societies,  in  which  his  earnest  desire  to  promote  progress,  self-knowl- 
edge and  independence  of  opinion  among  his  countrymen,  is  mani- 
fest. His  eulogy  on  Gen.  Jackson  in  1845  showed  a  liigh  appre- 
ciation of  that  remarkable  man,  formed  tlurough  years  of  confidential 
interi'ijurse.

It  h  only  a  very  few  months  since  his  native  state  of  New  Hairip*ihire  in 
full  convention  of  the  prevailing  party  here,  again  unanimously  presented 
Mn  Woodl»tir_v*8  imtne  for  the  presidency,  and  it  is  no  disparagement  to 
other  eminent  men  who  may  have  been  thought  to  deserve  the  honors  and 
to  be  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of  timt  high  station,  to  say  that  no 
evei«t  wus  more  probable  than  hia  election  to  succeed  the  present  incumbent 
in  that  (>(Bce. 

A  summary  of  hifl  speeches  and  views  would  not  be  appropriate 
here.  I  will  say  that  the  Compromises  of  1850  received  his  wjirm 
e(upport,  ag  tending  to  preserve  the  Union  he  loved  from  perils  he 
clearly  fijressiw.  In  the  matter  of  religious  liberty  and  toleration, 
won  in  New  Ilamp^iliire  in  l^W  after  twenty  years  of  conflict,  by 
re[>eiiling  the  |K)Wcr  of  towns  to  gfcftlc  ministers  and  tax  the  minority 
for  their  t^uppurt,  when  governor  he  avowed  his  adheeion  to  the 
new  liberty.  Ag^ain  in  l848  he  invoked  in  a  letter  the  same  prin- 
ciph.*s  in  liehalf  of  a  charter  ioT  the  Collcfrc  of  the  Holy  Cross  at 
Worcester,  ami  again  in  1850  in  the  New  Hampshire  Constitutional 
Convention  he  sought  to  remove  constitutional  disabilities  from 
Catholics,  which  ut  a  later  day  was  accomplished, 

Mr,  Woodlniry  had  a  pleasing  ami  flexible  voice,  and  was  a  ready 
anrl  imprcfcisivc  speaker  at  the  bar^  in  the  senate,  before  the  people, 
and  on  llie  hencli,  placing  lens  reliance  on  tlie  flowers  of  oratory 
than  on  the  logical  array  of  the  facts  he  wished  to  impress.  "  He 
was  courtctms  in  dcl>nte,"  remarks  Mr.  Knntuul,  "He  never  allowed 
political  prtjiulices  to  poison  the  sanctity  of  private  intercourse." 

The  domestic  life  of  Mr,  Woodlniry  was  isingularly  liap[>y.  At 
liome  he  loved  to  have  Ins  family  about  him  even  when  at  work, 
Mrs,  Woodbnry  always  made  her  parlors  attractive,  and  he  joined 
in  their  social  life  more  than  would  be  expected.  His  wife  and 
children  survived  him.  The  children  were :  Charles  Levi :  Mary 
Elizabctli,  who  married  Jndge  Montgomery  Blair ,  subsequently 
postonistiT  general  under  Frcsidcnt  Lincoln  ;  Frances  A,,  who  mar- 
ried A.  IL  Low  cry,  Esq.,  of  New  York  ;  Virginia  L,,  who  married 
Hon,  G,  V.  Fox,  assistant  secretary  of  the  navy  under  President 
Lincoln,  and  Ellen  C  de  Q,,  unmarried.

Having  orcasion  to  conBult  the  ""Aniiy  List"  of  the  English 
aniiy  for  the  period  of  the  Frcneh  find  Indian  war,  and  ex|>erienc- 
iii!^  DO  little  difficulty  in  dctennining  the  purtieular  officer  I  wished 
to  locate,  it  occurred  to  me  that  a  complete  list  of  8uch  officers  and 
regiments  as  served  on  the  American  continent  before  the  Revolu- 
tioiu  would  be  useful  to  others,  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  find  A 
complete  set  ot'theee  annual  "  Army  Lists"  in  tire  Astor  Library,  \ew 
York,  and  from  these  "official"  registers  the  following  names  have 
been  taken.  The  arrangement  in  the  *'  Lists  "  is  by  rT^giments  ;  but 
I  haye  made  it  al|>habetical,  not  only  for  greater  convenience  fof 
reference,  but  also  as  l>etter  showing  the  rise  of  an  officer  in  rai]" 
and  his  change  from  regiment  to  regiment.  The  list  Is  intended 
be  full,  and  I  have  taken  no  risks  in  confusing  names,  however 
similar,  or  however  probable  the  identity  might  ap{>ear.  Whatever 
error  lies  in  the  list,  is  due  to  too  great  fulness ;  and  doubtless  it 
could  be  compressed  in  some  fifty  or  sixty  instances ;  yet  in  tJie 
absence  of  positive  evidence,  I  prefer  to  enter  a  name  twice ,  to  run- 
ning the  danger  of  combining  the  names  of  what  might  prove  to  be 
of  difTcrent  officers. 

This  insertion  of  more  than  one  rank  under  a  name  ia  made  co 
paratively  safe  by  the  cuBtom  of  giving  the  date  of  a  eommissic 
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Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Sylvanus  Crockett  son  of  Jonathan  it  Catharine 
Crockett,  of  Thomaston  Maine,  who  died  at  Norfolk  Ya,  on  board  schooner 
Corro,  Oct.  7,  1844. 


NOYES  INSCRIPTION  AND  MEMORANDA.

A  PHOTOGRAPH  of  the  light-brown  stone  tablet  which  covers  the 
remains  of  Rev.  James  Noyes  in  the  ancient  Palmer  burying  ground 
upon  a  sloping  hill  on  the  east  side  of  Wequetequoc  Cove,  midway 
between  Stonington,  Connecticut,  and  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  is 
reproduced  in  fac-simile  on  the  opposite  page. 

Rev.  James  Noyes  was  a  son  of  Rev.  James  Noyes  of  Newbury, 
Mass.,  and  grandson  of  Rev.  William  Noyes,  rector  of  Cholderton, 
Co.  Wilts.,  England.  He  was  bom  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  11  March, 
1639-40 ;  was  graduated  at  Harvard  College,  1659 ;  ordained  10 
Sept.  1674,  as  the  first  minister  of  Stonington,  Conn. ;  married  11 
Sept.  1674,  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Anna  (Lord)  Stan- 
ton.    Rev.  James  Noyes  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Yale  College. 

The  photograph  was  taken  in  1889  under  the  direction  of  Judge 
Richard  A.  Wheeler  of  Stonington,  Conn.  The  tablet  was  recut 
before  the  photograph  was  taken.*  George  W.  Marshall,  LL.D., 
Rouge  Croix,  Heralds'  College,  London,  says  that  the  only 
Noy-Noye— Noyes  arms  recorded  are  those  of  William  Noy  of 
Buryan,  Co.  Cornwall,  England,  who  died  1593,  and  whose  grand- 
son was  William  Noy,  Attorney  General  to  Charles  I.  These  arms 
were  granted  by  Robert  Cooke,  Clarencieux,  and  the  blazon  is  as 
follows  :f 

Coat — Azure  3  crosses  botony  in  bend  Argent. 

Crest  —  On  a  chapeau  Azure  turned  up  Ermine  a  dove  Argent  in  the  beak 
an  olive  branch  Vert.

The  construction  of  the  table  will  speak  for  itself.  Where  no 
number  of  a  regiment  is  given,  the  date  is  that  of  the  rank  in  the 
army.

DESCENDANTS   OF  JOHN  BRIANT,    SEN,,  OF    SaXU- 

ATE,   MASS. 

By  Dr.  Pebct  Betant,  of  BaffiUo,  N.  Y. 

The  name  Bryant  can  be  traced  back  to  Sir  Guy  De  Brian  t,  whu  lived 
In  tbe  time  of  Edward  IIL,  and  whose  descendants  had  their  seat  in  the 
Castle  of  Hereford  in  the  marches  of  Wales.  Arma :  the  field  is  Or,  three 
piles  meeting  near  in  the  ba^e  of  tbe  Escutcheon,  Azure.  No  connection 
has  been  established  between  this  family  and  the  first  of  the  name  who 
came  to  America  with  the  early  settlers  of  Plymouth  Colony,  but  this  will 
probably  be  accomplished  when  the  effort  is  made. 

About  the  year  1 640^  there  were  in  the  Plymouth  Colony,  four  famiJiei 
of  the  name  of  Bryant,  namely:  John  Briant  of  Taunton,  John  Briant 
Sen.  of  Scituate,  Stephen  Briant  of  Plymouth,  and  Lieut  John  Briant  of 
Plympton.  It  does  not  appear  from  any  records  examined  by  tbe  writer, 
that  these  families  were  related  (except  as  shown  by  a  deed  first  discovered 
by  Dn  Lapham,  that  Lieut  John  of  Plymptou  was  a  son-in-law  of  Stephen). 
Tradition,  however,  gives  it  that  John,  Sen.  of  Scituate  aud  Stephen  of 
Plymoulb  were  probably  brothers. 

Genealogies  of  two  of  these  families  have  appeared  iu  the  Register; 
Uiat  of  Stephen  Briant  of  Plymouth,  Vol.  24,  page  315,  by  Mr.  John  A. 
Boutelle,  and  Lieut  John  Briant  of  Plympton,  Vol.  35,  page  37,  by  Dr- 
William  B.  Lapham. 

In  this  paper*  the  writer  will  confine  himself  to  the  family  of  John 
Briant  Sen.  of  Scituate. 

He  was  a  prominent  person  in  the  early  his-      mj 
tory  of  Plymouth  Colony,  and  throughout  his    flT^^^wj^ 
life   was  active   in  public  afliiirs;   was  a  land 
owner,  and  was  actively  engaged  in  the  survey

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1 657,  and  again  id  1 677-78.  The  date  of  bia  arrival  in  America  is  not 
known,  though  there  is  a  tradition  that  he  came  from  Kenti  Eug.  in  the 
Ann,  He  lived  in  Barnstable  previoua  to  moving  to  Scituate,  Tlie  first 
appearance  of  bis  name  Id  the  recsorda  of  the  Colony  occDrs  among  the  list 
of  freemen  in  1639,  and  in  1643  he  is  mentiooed  among  the  list  of  105 
men  of  Scituate  able  to  bear  arms. 

He  married  three  times:  first,  Mary,  daughter  of  George  aud  Mary 
(Jenkins)  Lewis  of  Barnstable,  Nov.  4,  1643,  by  whom  be  had  seven  chil- 
dren. She  died  July  2,  1655*  He  married  the  second  time,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Rev.  William  Wither!  11  of  Scituate,  He  married  the  third 
time,  Mary,  duuifbter  of  Thomas  Highland  of  Scitnate.  His  will  is  dated 
Nov,  4,  1684.

The  extensive  territory,  piirtitionetl  amonn^  Hic  early  iolialiitante 
f  Charlestown,  lying  without  the  settk-nuTit  m\d  iiccooiuiodiitionB 
I  the  htirbor,  or  port,  was  denoiiiinrUeil  in  common  j!«peet^h  ami  in 
kc  public  recoTtl  under  sevenil  divisions,  eurh  as :  the  east  feilde,

and  fifty  years  ago,  but  Mcnotomy  river  hae  long  been  knowTi  af 
Alewife  brook  and  nijirka  the  present  boundary  between  Cambridge 
and  Arlin^^on.  Agreeable  to  this  map»  the  strip  of  land  along  the 
margin  of  tliiB  little  stream  was  reaenx^l  for  a  highway^  but>  if  it 
ever  was  bo  improved,  no  memory  or  known  record  thereof  exists. 
The  bridgeway,  now  Broadway  and  Warren  streete  in  Arlington, 
extended  from  the  foot  bridge  to  tlie  bridge  below  Cooke's  miUe, 
above  tlie  present  Arlington  eemeter^^  and  (xas  works.  The  high- 
way, leading  aeroes  the  lots  to  "mistick  weare,**  *m  ^ubst^intially 
the  line  of  the  present  Medtord  street.  The  other  way,  affonling 
an  approach  to  the  river >  lower  down  and  below  the  islanda,  is  now 
Kiver  street. 

The  names,  written  npon  these  lots,  are  all  of  well  known  early 
inhabitant**  of  Cluirlestown.  The  lots  of  the  most  may  !)e  iilentificd, 
in  language  eorresponding  with  their  position  on  this  map,  with 
entries  in  the  Charlestown  J^ook  of  Possessions.  S<mie  of  the  lot«, 
even  thus  early,  had  been  suld,  and  appear  under  other  proprietors, 

Capt.  Edward  tfohnson,  the  proprietor  of  the  lot  at  the  top  of  the 
plat,  was  a  carpenter  at  Charlestown  and  a  leading  citizen.  Sab* 
eequently  he  was  a  promoter  in  the  settlement  of  Woburn,  whert 
he  served  till  his  death,  as  town  clerk,  and  as  representative  to  the 
General  l\>urt,  of  which  he  was  Speaker.  He  was  the  author  of 
the  "  Wonder  Working  Provi*lcnce/*  His  possessions  [^^*]»  CB?- 
tered  in  the  Charlestown  LandS)  include  liie  several  lot«  on  this  vaasft 
as  follows :

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THE  KELLOGG  FAMILIES   OP  COLCHESTER,   CONN. 

By  Jakm  H.  PBRanr,  Esq.,  of  Lafayette,  Indiana. 

Ths  chief  sources  from  which  the  following  is  taken  are  the  town  records 
of  Hebron,  Colchester,  Hadley  and  Hatfield ;  Judd's  History  of  Hadley ; 
RandalFs  Colchester  Epitaphs,  in  the  Registrr  for  1889;  and  the  Kellogg 
trticles  in  the  Register,  xii.,  201-6,  xiv.,  xv.,  125-32.  The  last  articles 
meDtion  four  early  Kelloggs,  antecedents  unknown : 

L  Lieut.  Joseph,  of  Farmington,  Boston,  and  Hadley,  descendants 
given. 

Nathaniel,  Hartford  1639,  removed  to  Farmington. 

Samuel,  supposedly  brother  of  the  above  Nathaniel,  settled  at  Hat- 
field. 

Daniel,  settled  at  Norwalk  1655,  descendants  given. 

The  present  article  gives  some  account  of  the  Samuel  falsely  supposed 
to  be  a  "brother  of  the  above  Nathaniel."  As  Nathaniel  was  adult  in 
1639,  while  Samuel  was  not  married  until  1664,  they  seem  unlikely  to 
u?e  been  brothers,  especially  as  Samuel  is  not  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
Nathaniel.*  An  account  is  also  given  of  the  descendants  of  Ebenezer  and 
Jonathan  Kellogg,  sons  of  Lieut.  Joseph,  referred  to  in  the  Register  for 
April,  1860,  as  having  removed  to  Colchester.  Pedigrees  of  allied  fomilies 
kre  been  traced  back,  whenever  possible,  to  the  first  person  of  the  name  in 
Colchester. 

Ihe  writer  will  be  grateful  for  any  information  concerning  the  ancestry 
<rfthe  Samuel  Kellogg  whose  descendants  are  here  given.

THE  EIRTLAND  OR  KIRKLAND  FAMILY. 

By  y.  C.  Sambobm,  of  La  Orange,  Dl. 

Although  from  time  to  time  many  facts  have  come  to  light  as  to  the 
origin  of  the  Kirklaud  family,  no  published  collection  of  these  facts  exists* 
The  four  principal  sources  of  information  about  this  family  are: 

1.  Dr.  Lothrop's  Memoir  of  Rev.  Samuel  Kirkland,  in  Sparks'i 
"  Library  of  American  Biography." 

2.  Savage's  "  Genealogical  Dictionary." 

3.  Mr.  F.  W.  Chapman's  "Kirtland  Family"  (Register, Vol.  xiy.), 
and  his  published  ^'  Pratt  Genealogy." 

4.  Lewis  and  NewhalPs  "  History  of  Lynn." 

Dr.  Lothrop's  account  was  the  earliest,  forming  a  basis  for  future  re- 
searches; and  as  his  account  has  been  very  generally  accepted,  it  seemi 
advisable  to  quote  it  here,  in  order,  by  the  genealogy  given  later,  to  em- 
phasize the  corrections  which  have  been  made  by  discoveries  subsequent 
to  1845,  when  Dr.  Lothrop  published  his  memoir.     He  says: 

'*Thc  Kirkland  family,  as  the  name  shows,  is  of  Scotch  descent.  Li  thb 
country  it  may  be  traced  back  to  Saybrook,  Ct.,  in  1635.  Among  the  3( 
heads  of  families  who  were  the  early  settlers  of  that  place,  the  name  of 
John  Kirkland  appears,  who  is  said  to  have  come  from  Silver  St.,  LondoSi 
He  had  a  son  John,  who  was  the  father  of  ten  children,  of  whom  Beft 
Daniel  Kirkland  was  the  youngest  but  one,  and  born  in  1701." 

In  fact,  John  Kirtland  was  not  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Saybrook,  for 
he  did  not  move  there  till  1672,  nor  have  I  been  able  to  find  any  authorit|f 
for  the  statement  that  he  came  from  Silver  St.,  London.  Mr.  Chapman,  i 
believe,  discovered  in  the  Saybrook  records  the  connection  between  JohB 
Kirtland  of  Saybrook  and  Nathaniel  of  Lynn ;  and  Mr.  S.  6.  Drake  pub* 
lished  in  his  "  Founders  of  New  England  "  (Register,  Vol.  xiv.)  the  sail* 
ing  list  of  the  JHapewell  in  1635,  with  names  of  the  brothers  Philip  and 
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NJiihante]  Kirtland  as  passengers,  Lewis  and  Newball's  **  History  of 
Lynn"  gives  much  fragmentary  information  about  Philip  and  Nathaniel; 
aod  Savage  supplements  this  with  many  dates  and  facts,  iiut  ati  e^^Rential 
link  in  the  Lynn  records  seems  to  have  been  overlooked  by  these  authors^ 
namely^  that  in  1638,  when  Philif)  and  Nathaniel  were  but  24  and  22  years 
of  age  retpectively,  there  were  two  Philip  Kirtknds  in  Lynn*  This  point 
eitablishes  a  coonection  between  the  American  settlers  and  a  certain  John 
Kirdand  of  Buckinghamshire,  whose  will  I  quote  hereafter. 

Before  tabulating  the  early  generations,  let  me  say  a  word  as  to  the 
family  name.  All  the  records  show  that  the  name  of  our  faroily  was  spelled 
^Kirtland/*  "Kyrtland'*  or  "Kertland"  from  1616  to  1773,  Iwih  in  this 
coontry  and  in  England.  On  what  authority  rests  the  present  spelling,  I 
cannot  say;  Dr.  Lothrop  thought  tbat  the  family  was  of  Scotch  descent;  and 
probably  the  change  from  Kirtland  to  Kirkland,  as  a  supposed  original 
ipelling,  was  made  about  1780  by  Rev.  Samuel  Kirkland,  and  soon  after 
WIS  adopted  by  his  connectiona.  His  brother  Joseph,  writing  in  1773  to 
iDotber  brother,  John,  announcing  the  de^th  of  their  father »  liev,  Daniel 
Iirtla»d«  signs  his  name  and  directs  his  letter  **  Kirthmd/^  This  letter  is 
now  in  the  possession  of  Major  Kirkland  of  Chicago, 

The  name  ^""Kirtland**  is  not  to  be  found  in  English  records  or  pedigrees, 
10  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascerUiin.  In  Essex »  in  the  13th  century, 
Peter  de  Kirteling appears  as  the  witness  to  a  grant  of  laud;  but  no  further 
mention  of  tha  name  occurs.  No  family  of  that  name  regi*;tercd  it^  pedigree 
tt  the  Herald's  Visitations  of  Buckinghamshire  or  elsewhere,  '*  Kirtland'^ 
may  be  derived  from  **  Ourdmui'*  (meaning  lack-land),  and  Burke's 
**  General  Amory"  describes  the  arms  of  Ourtland  (no  lucation  given)  as, 
Or  ^  thrtt  cinquefoih  pierced  gules.

A  clue  to  the  origin  of  the  American  family  is  furnished  by  the  will  of 
John  Kirtland  of  New  port- Pagnell,  Bucks.,  England,  dated  161G.  Mr, 
E  F.  Waters  printed  this  will  in  the  Registeu,  Vol.  xli.,  page  CO,  and 
I  ^Qote  his  abstract :

(This  may  have  been  the  signature  of  son  Philipt 
but  I  think  he  was  then  on  Long  Island.)  Children  of  Philip'

ton  in  Bucks,  aged  19.'*  (See  under  Philip^  for  possible  items  about 
him  in  Lynn  records.)     In  1638  was  granted  10  acres  by  town  of 
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Lj^nn.  In  1640,  he  and  hia  brother  Nathstniel,*  with  many  other 
Lynn  people,  settled  on  Long  Ishunl,  but  Philij)*  must  soon  have  re- 
turned to  Lynn,  from  the  dates  of  his  children's  births  on  the  Lynn 
retjonls.  In  1652  he  hmi^ht  from  Nathaniel  Tyler  hia  house  and 
lands  in  Lynn.  Philip'  died  before  1659,  for  we  find  in  Salem 
Court  Files  July  17th,  1659»  the  following:

William  Harcher  of  Lynn^aged  about  C5,  stated  that  when  Pliilip 
Kerllaiid  was  going  to  sea  he  told  him  substantially  as  above. 
On  October  14tb,  1659»  Evan  Thomas  (a  vintner  who  came  to 
Bo(8ton  from  Wales,  Vith  wife  Jane  and  four  children,  in  1640), 
announces  his  intention  of  marrying  the  widow  Alice  KertJand  of 
Lynn;  and  be  made  conveyance  of  estate  in  trust  for  her  children 
April  ^4,  1G61.  By  wife  Alice,  Philip  Kertland  had  the  following 
children,  all  born  in  Lynn;

John  Kertland  married  Nov.  18th,  1679,  Lydia,  daughter  of  Lieut. 
Wm.  Pratt,  an  early  and  influential  settler  of  Saybrook,  and  upon 
the  death  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wastall  succeeded  to  a  good  estate  leffe 
by  them.  John  Kirtland  was  somewhat  prominent  in  local  affairs, 
and  was  appointed  Lieutenant  of  the  fort  at  Saybrook  in  1702  and 
again  in  1708.  (Colonial  Records  of  Cl,  Vols.  4  &  5).  He  died 
January  20,  1716,  having  had  the  following  children  :

Mr.  F.  W. Chapman's  '* Kirtland  Family"  (Register,  Vol.xiv.), 
to  which  I  have  alluded,  gives  the  family  record  of  John*  Kirtlandf 
.from  the  point  reached  above,  for  several  generations;  and  so  this 
article  is  merely  intended  to  present  a  record  of  the  first  threo 
generations  in  this  country,  and  to  call  attention  to  their  £ngiiBh 
connection. 

The  will  of  John  Kirtland,  which  Mr.  Waters  discovered  and  printed 
(Rkqistkr,  Vol.  41,  p.  60)  is  valuable  in  the  proof  it  furnishes  af 
to  the  location  of  the  family  in  England;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  thit 
further  research  will  be  made  to  trace  the  pedigree  of  the  English 
Kirtlands  or  Kirklands. 

Both  Sherrington  and  Newport  Pagnell  are  towns  in  the  northern 
part  of  Buckinghamshire,  within  a  few  miles  of  each  other.

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UiBBiNS  AND  Bellingham.— Mrs.  Ann  Hibbins,  whose  will  is  printed  in  the 
Registek,  vl..  283,  was  the  Midow  of  William  Hlbbins,  a  merchant  of  Boston. 
As  is  well  known  she  was  executed  for  witchcraft  In  June,  1656.  Previous  to 
her  marria^re  to  Mr.  Hibbins  she  had  a  husband  by  the  name  of  Moore,  and  her 
sons  John,  Joseph  and  Jonathan  are  named  in  her  will.  It  has  been  often  stated 
that  she  was  a  sister  of  Governor  Richard  Bellinf^ham. 

Capt.  Charles  Hervey  Townshend,  of  New  Haven,  Ct.,  has  sent  as  some 
entries  from  tlie  Boston,  Lincolnshire  register,  which  he  copied  some  years 
ago  from  Col.  Joseph  L.  Chester's  transcript.  From  them  we  infer  that  it  was 
Mr.  Ilibbins's  tirst  wife  (Hester)  and  not  his  last  wife  (Ann)  who  was  a  slater 
of  Gov.  Bellingham.     The  entries  are :

The  name  of  Stiff  is  a  very  rare  one  both  in  England  and  America,  and  I VM 
not  previously  aware  of  its  occurrence  in  Massachusetts,  though  cognizant  of  tli^ 
fact  that  there  are  several  families  of  the  name  in  Virginia.  As  to  the  latf 
the  ^uess  may  be  hazarded  that  they  came  from  Gloucestershire,  thouf^ 
present  the  only  reason  for  the  suggestion  is  that  the  very  distinctive  named' 
Jacob  Stiff  occurs  both  in  Virginia  and  Gloucestershire.  By  a  parity  of  nfk 
soning  we  may  suggest  that  Elias  Stiff  came  from  Berkshire.  In  that  conn^, 
at  least  as  early  as  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century,  there  were  sevent 
settlements  of  the  name,  one  of  them  being  at  Lamborne.  I  have  several  ci 
their  wills,  and  all  the  entries  of  the  Stiffs  in  Lambome  parish  register  dowi 
to  1766,  and  I  find  the  name  of  Elias  Stiff  occurring  pretty  frequently  froM, 
1631  to  1762. 

Thomas  Stiff,  of  Lamboume,  weaver,  mentions  in  his  will,  1648,  three 
Elias,  Thomas  and  Francis.    Elias  Stiff  would  appear  then  to  have  been  $,p> 

On  August  1,  1631,  one  Elias  Stiff  (query  the  son  of  Thomas,  1648) 
Susan  Bother  (query  Bocoer). 

On  April  14, 1647,  was  baptized  **  Elias  the  sonne  of  Francis  and  Margaret 
of  Lamboume." 

On  Sept.  24,  1670,  we  find  the  burial  of  Susanna  the  wife  of  Elias  Steefe, 
on  Dec.  13,  1685,  was  buried  Ellis  Stlffe  of  Lamboume.

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Disco'V'^RT  OF  THS  BiRTHPLACB  OF  THB  AposTLB  EuoT. — ^The  Mithplace  ol 
Rev.  John  Eliot  of  Roxbury  has  till  last  year  been  unknown,  thongh  it  has  gc» 
erally  been  supposed  that  he  was  bom  at  Nazin^  in  Essex,  where  a  brother  ol 
his  and  two  sisters  were  baptized,  and  where  his  father  Bennet  Eliot  died  (oali, 
Registkr,  28 :  140-5 ;  39 :  365-7 1 ) .  In  1893,  a  descendant,  Ellsworth  Eliot,  M.]>^ 
of  New  York  city  (whose  address  is  No.  48  West  36th  street),  visited  Englaad. 
and  made  some  genealogical  searches.  He  found  on  the  parish  register  of  St. 
John  Baptist  at  Widford,  Herts.,  a  record  of  the  marriage  of  his  parents,  Tis.: 
'*  Bennett  Eliot  and  Letteye  Aggar  were  married  the  30th  of  October  1598."  Oi 
the  same  register  is  found  the  baptism  of  the  Apostle,  as  follows :  **  John  BlUolt 
the  Sonne  of  Bennett  Elliott  was  baptized  the  fyfte  daye  of  August  1604."  Tim 
baptisms  of  his  sister  Sarah  in  1599,  his  brother  Philip  in  1602,  and  his  brothsr 
Jacob  in  1606  are  also  there  recorded.  Between  1606  and  1610,  the  family  nt\fmm 
to  have  removed  to  Nazing.  Dr.  Eliot  has  made  arrangements  through  tlM 
rector  of  Widford,  Rev.  John  Traviss  Lockwood,  to  have  a  memorial  windoir 
placed  in  the  church  in  memory  of  his  ancestor,  and  has  issued  a  circolar  to 
other  descendants  inviting  those  interested  to  contribute  towards  the  expeoM 
of  the  window. 


Lincoln  County  Probate  Recoiuos.  —  The  Maine  Grenealogical  Sode^, 
Portland,  Maine,  have  issued  a  prospectus  for  publishing  probate  records  ol

I  Issued  and  a  fifth  vulume  is  in  fi^ess.     The  income  from  the  Towne 

Fund  is  devoted  to  the  publication  of  tbese  volumes. 
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Rev.  Andrew  Pre8ton  Peabodt,  A.M.,  D.D..  LL.D.,  was  elected  a  resident 
member  of  this  Society  January  3,  1883 ;  became  a  member  of  the  Cooncil  in 
1889,  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  carrying  forward  the  baainessof  the  Society 
until  he  resided  his  seat  in  the  Council  in  June,  1892.  He  was  quite  freqaent^ 
present  at  our  stated  meeting,  and  contributed  from  time  to  time  vahiable  his- 
torical papers.  His  death,  on  the  10th  of  March,  1893,  removed  from  ns  one  of 
the  most  useful  and  distinguished  of  our  members. 

He  was  l>orn  in  Beverly',  Mass.,  March  19,  1811.  His  ancestry  was  of  tlie 
best  Puritan  stock.  He  was  of  the  seventh  generation  from  Lieut.  Francis 
Peabody,  who  came  to  New  England  in  1635.  His  name  is  enrolled  in  the  fol- 
lowing certificate  dated  April  2,  1635,  found  In  the  **  Augmentation  Oflice,"  in 
Rolls  Court,  Westminster  Hall,  rx>ndon :  *'  Thels  underwritten  names  are  to  lie 
transported  to  New-England,  Imbarked  In  the  Planter,  Nicholas  Traice,  Master, 
bound  thither.  The  parties  have  brought  certificate  from  the  minister  of  Great 
St.  Albans  In  Hertfordshire,  and  attestacons  from  the  Justices  of  tlie  Peace, 
according  to  the  Lords  order." 

Lieut.  Peabody  settled  at  Ipswich,  from  which  place  he  removed  to  Hampton, 
N.  H.,  and  later  to  Topsfield,  Mass.,  where  he  became  one  of  the  most  promi- 
nent men  of  the  town,  both  for  property  and  enterprise.  He  is  termed  in  the 
early  records  **  Husbandman.**  Among  his  descendants  have  been  men  disting- 
uished for  piety  and  patriotism.  Some  have  acquired  large  fortunes.  Among 
these  should  be  counted  George  Peabody  of  London,  the  eminent  banker  and 
philanthropist,  whose  benefactions,  amounting  to  several  millions  of  dollars, 
have  no  parallel  In  history.  Others  have  been  distinguished  In  literature  and 
science,  and  in  professional  life. 

Dr.  Peabody  was  graduated  at  Harvard  In  1826,  when  he  was  only  fifteen 
years  of  age.  lie  was  a  private  tutor  at  Meadville,  Penn.,  for  some  years,  after 
which  he  entered  the  Divinity  School  at  Harvard,  and  was  graduated  in  IBSH. 
He  was  tutor  in  mathematics  at  his  Alma  Mater  in  1832.  He  was  ordained  and 
Installed  as  pastor  of  the  South  Church  (Unitarian)  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  in 
1833,  and  continued  In  that  ofllce  for  twenty-seven  years.  In  1860  he  was  ap- 
pointed Plumer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals  In  Harvard  College,  and  preacher 
to  the  University.  He  resigned  these  positions  In  1881.  He  was  acting  presi« 
dent  of  Harvard  In  1862,  and  again  In  1868-9.  He  was  editor  of  the  North 
American  Review  from  1853  to  1863.  He  was  a  frequent  contributor  to  the 
Christian  Examiner,  the  Wliig  Review,  the  Nnc-England  Magazine,,  the  Nwrik 
American  Review,  and  to  various  other  publications.  He  pnblished  a  number 
of  volumes  of  lectures  and  sermons,  besides  a  large  number  of  occasional  ser- 
mons. .  His  most  elaborate  work,  published  In  1887,  was  his  **  Lectures  on  Moral 
Philosophy." 

In  his  character  and  personal  qualities  he  was  pre-eminently  a  Puritan  of  the 
very  highest  type,  although  his  theological  views  were  quite  different  from  thoie 
of  the  Puritans.  He  was,  above  all  else,  an  apostle  of  righteousness.  As  a 
preacher,  and  teacher,  and  author  he  stood  for  the  things  that  are  true  and  just 
He  had  great  skill  in  commending  the  truth  to  the  conscience.  He  was  a  very 
diligent  student  down  to  the  last  year  of  his  life,  and  his  learning  was  raried 
and  profound.  His  character  was  as  simple  as  It  was  elevated.  When  he  WM 
convinced  that  he  had  been  mistaken  In  his  judgments,  and  that  he  had  done 
injustice  to  any  one,  he  was  prompt  and  generous  In  his  efforts  to  make  foil 
reparation.  He  was  decided  in  his  religions  opinions,  but  as  free  as  any  mas 
from  sectarian  narrowness.  He  preserved  to  a  remarkable  degree  in  his  old  age 
the  fresh  feelings  of  youth.  He  did  not  seem  to  be  an  old  man.  During  Idt 
last  years  all  his  powers,  except  perhaps  the  memory,  seemed  to  be  unimpaired. 
Dr.  Peabody  was  one  of  the  few  men  who  have  been  able  to  bring  forth  froR 
In  old  age  as  fine  as  that  of  earlier  years. 

Francis  Parkman,  A.B.,  LL.B.,  LL.D.,  was  bom  In  Boston,  Sept.  16,  1828i 
in  a  fine  old  house  of  the  colonial  period,  fronting  on  Bowdoin  Square,  and  te 
has  always  had  a  home  In  Boston.  Many  of  his  ancestors  were  ministers.  ThA 
family  lliie  Is  traced  back  to  E lias  Parkman,  who  came  to  New  England  in  tbB 
early  years  of  the  Colony, — was  a  freeman  in  Dorchester  in  1633, — and  afte^ 
ward  removed  to  Hartford,  and  finally  settled  in  Boston.  The  great-grandfatlMI 
of  Francis  Parkman  was  the  first  minister  of  Westboro',  Mass.  His  father, 
from  whom  he  was  named,  was  also  a  minister,  of  whom  pleasant  traditionf 
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%Kr%  eome  down  to  us.  Harvard  College  has  received  the  endowment  of  two 
iTOtaBOraJiips  from  a  member  of  tldn  family. 

Mr.  Fmncin  Parkmau  wa«  graduated  at  Han*ard  in  1844,  and  studied  law  two 
yeAr»  aft^r  hi:»  graduation.  He  waa  attracted  towards  literary  pur-^iutH  more 
ftroD^ly  than  towards  a  professional  career,  and  before  comptetitii?  bin  course 
It  the  Lnw  School  he  decided  to  devote  bimsnelf  to  historical  studies.  He  went 
ibroad  for  a  time,  and  after  Ids  retnro  he  spent  ifeveral  montlm  amonjs^  the 
Boeky  Mountains,  living  for  a  time  among  the  Dacotas  and  otber  tribes  of  wild 
iDdiaos.  His  health  was  broken  by  tbe  exposure  of  these  journeys,  and  he  was 
1  sufferer  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His  tlrst  book  was  an  account  of  the 
Bockj  Mountain  region  and  Its  inhabitants.  Four  years  later  he  published  *'  The 
CoDifplrscj  of  Pontiac  and  the  Indian  War  after  the  Ctjnquest  of  Canada/*  Hia 
XbM  book  was  a  novel,  with  the  title  "  Vjissall  Morton/'  In  1HB6  he  published 
Wa  *^Book  of  Roses.'*  Tbe  same  year  "The  Pioneers  of  France  in  the  New 
World  "  was  published.  Ln  18G8  he  published  ''  Tbe  Jesuits  in  North  America  In 
the  SeTenteeuth  Century/*  and  tn  186*J  *'  La  Salle  and  the  Discovery  of  the  Great 
W«t.*  He  also  published  "  The  Old  Rej^me  in  Canada"  in  1874',  and  *'  Count 
Frtnttenac  and  the  New  France  under  Louis  XIV."  in  1877.  **  Montcalm  and 
Wolfe*"  in  two  volumes,  appeared  in  1884. 

Mr.  Parkraan  was  a  dili<^ent  and  enterpriHing  student.  He  made  a  number  of 
▼faita  to  France,  and  examined  thu  udgiual  docuraents  which  were  the  authorl- 
tSflB  for  his  histories.  He  is  reijarded  by  some  judicious  critics  as  the  most 
pMlooophicai  of  American  historians. 

He  wa&  elected  a  resident  member  of  tbe  New-England  Historic  Genealogical 
Society  SepL  6,  1865.  He  was  also  a  prominent  member  of  the  Massachusotta 
Horticaltunil  Society »  and  for  two  years  ita  president, 

Hon.  Leopold  Morse,  a  member  of  this  Society,  elected  Febmary  6,  1884, 
died  at  bis  residence  on  Commonwealth  Avenue,  Bojston,  December  15,  1899. 
Kr.  Morse  had  represented  the  City  of  Boston  tn  Congress  from  1877  to  1885, 
ind  froiD  1887  to  1889.  Althouijh  the  nominee  of  tbe  democratic  parly,  he  was 
Widely  siip(>ortod  by  those  who  did  not  alilliato  with  that  party.  He  had  by  hla 
own  exertions  attained  a  position  as  one  of  tbe  leading:  merchants  of  Boston, 
Uihoaae  t Leopold  Morse  &  Co.)  bein;?  amon^  the  most  prominent  and  wealthy 
Id  the  clothing  trade.  Not  alone  \m\\  he  the  trust  of  his  brother  democrats. 
There  was  a  confidence  extendinj^f  beyond  parly  lies,  among  the  merchants  of 
Boston^  that  his  sagacity,  mercantile  intelligence  and  inlefrrity  could  serve  the 
Mcral  Interests  and  commerce  of  the  city  greatly  to  their  advantage.  So  he 
JB4  p..^t..,.  ''jrinf?  the  last  sixty  years  ha.s  profit ed  much  by  tbe  ability  and 
conpr  f  the  merchants  who  have  represented  her  in  Congress,  and  the 

Wmm  <  nee,  Appleton,  Hooper,  Kice  and  Morse  a»  rcpresentativos  of  her 

Hiiterlai  iuter«?«ti»  will  fill  an  honorable  place  in  her  hif^tory.  In  Congress  Mr. 
Hone  served  on  important  committees  with  credit,  and  was  induentia!  both  for 
lb  oaUre  good  sense  and  keen  perceptions  and  for  hit!  generous  and  courteous 
Ijrtrit.  The  cause  of  the  humble  and  the  influential  of  Ids  constituents  found 
•like  a  prompt  and  vigorous  aid  from  him.  In  banking  and  real  estate  hia 
Mpncnt  stood  high  among  the  bu!^iness  men  of  Bojston,  Mr.  Morse's  health 
btcame  somewhat  impaired  for  two  years  before  bis  death,  ivhicb  rendered  visits 
to  Enpop«m  springs  necessary «  He  was  a  liberal  giver  in  a  good  cau^;e,  and 
lasfffoiDpt  to  sympathlsce  with  distress  and  misfortune.  He  founded  and  en- 
Asired  the  '*  Boston  Home  for  aged  an<l  infirm  Hebrews  and  Orphanage*'  at 
We*|  Roxbury,  In  bis  life — which  conlinut'!*  in  successful  existence, 
•  Mr.  Morse  was  born  Aug.  15,  1831,  in  tbe  town  of  Wachenheim  in  tbe  Rhenish 
lUftliiate.  Bavaria^  and  came  to  this  country  in  1848,  where  he  joined  an  elder 
then  in  trade  at  tSandwich,  N.  H,  In  the  keen  stmgglea  of  the  town 
inga  and  the  March  elections  of  that  political  battle-ground,  the  American 
of  self-governmeut  and  constitutional  liberty  were  planted  in  his  breast 
rule  of  right.  Not  only  did  Mr.  Morse  become  a  citizen  of  this  repx^bllc,

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business  credit  when  his  state  was  smail  and  Interested  tbemselves  In  his  pro- 
gress, and  never  shrunk  from  avowing  his  oblljB^ation  to  them,  Mr<  Morse  had 
a  large  heart,  a  generous  hand  and  a  leood  head,  couple<1  with  rare  bosioeiB 
qualities.  An  exemplary  hnsband  and  a  kind  fatliert  and  an  unflincliing^  friend. 
A  strilfing  evidence  of  tiie  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Morse  was  heid  hv  ali  ranks  In 
this  city  was  shown  in  the  composition  of  the  vast  patherin^  at  his  funerat 
The  leadinjsr  merchants,  distinguished  members  of  the  professionsi,  the  maf- 
tiates  of  political  and  city  lifCt  were  blended  with  his  workmen  who  bad  lov«i 
him,  men  and  women,  the  old  and  crippled  whom  he  had  served  in  some  way» 
and  the  stalwart  citizens  wh^se  principles  he  had  represented  in  Conirres's. 
Every  race  and  every  rcMi^on  dwellingamong^t  us  were  represented  in  the^reat 
and  serious  tlirong  who  came  to  look  their  last  on  tbe  inanimate  remains  of  one 
whose  honorable,  kindly  and  useful  life  had  endeared  him  to  them  beyond  the 
mere  alllniiles  ^rowiug  from  a  similarity  of  political  principles-  Boston  has 
lost  in  him  a  public-fipirited  and  able  citizen  who  promoted  and  sought  her  wel- 
fare with  fidelity  and  success.

Asa  Millet,  M,D.,  elected  a  resident  member  of  the  Society  An^st  2^  18^, 
died  at  East  Brid^ewater,  Mass.t  March  21,  mKi,  In  the  eightieth  year  of  hlsa^e. 

Dr.  Millet  was  a  descendant  of  Thomas  Millet  of  London  (Southwark).  whe 
with  his  wife  (Marj'  Greenoway)  came  to  New  England  on  the  ship  EUz  ^  ' 
1085,  He  settled  first  in  Dorchester,  afterwards  in  Gloucester,  where  i 
eral  generations  the  name  was  a  common  one.  Thomas  Millet,  the  graiiui^.L.^ . 
of  *Mir  member,  removed  to  Leeds,  Me.  He  was  a  revolutionary  soldier,  and  i 
mariner  on  the  Unriroe  1%  the  war-ship  ordered  by  the  Continental  Confess  and 
built  by  Massachnsetts  in  1776.  His  wife  was  Eunice  Parsons.  Thetr  son* 
Zebulon  Parsons  Millet,  manied  Deliverance  Rich  of  Sandwich,  Mass.*  and 
resided  in  Leeds,  where  Asa  Millet  was  bom,  June  22,  1813, 

He  fitted  for  college  at  Monmouth  and  Waterville  Academies  In  his  native 
state,  and  took  a  partial  course  in  Waters  Hie  College  (now  Colby  University), 
in  tlie  class  of  WMh  After  a  few  years  spent  tn  teaching  he  devoted  himself  to 
the  study  of  metlicine,  ^raduatinji  from  the  Medical  School  of  Maine  at  Bowdoifl 
Coiiejpje  in  1842.  He  began  the  i^ractice  of  his  profession  in  Mattapoisett,  Mass., 
removing  In  1847  to  East  Bridj2:e water  From  1854  to  1862  he  resided  in  Abin^ 
ton,  and  from  1862  to  1BT3  in  Bridgewater,  returning  in  the  latter  year  to  Eait 
Bridgewater,  where  he  remained  to  the  close  of  his  life.  The  whole  half  cen- 
tury of  bis  professional  career  was  thus  spent  in  the  Did  Colony,  where  he  wM 
thorouajWy  known  and  respected. 

lie  was  a  memljer,  and  at  one  time  a  vice-president,  of  the  Ma>ssachns«ttfl 
Medical  Society.  He  bclon^sred  also  to  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  AmerlOU 
Revolution.  Although  a  man  of  Htrong:  political  convictions  and  connected  froiB 
the  first  with  the  republican  party,  he  never  held  politicat  office  except  as  a  menF 
ber  of  Governor  Andrew's  Council  In  186.>,  to  which  position  he  was  elected  bf 
the  legislature  to  till  a  vacancy  caused  by  resiguation.  He  served  in  the  army  for 
a  short  time  as  contract  surgeim  in  18GI,  until  sickness  compelled  him  to  returt 
home,  hut  as  member  of  the  Surs:ical  Aid  Corps  he  made  several  visits  to  th» 
front  during  the  progress  of  the  war. 

Dr.  Millet  was  married  in  1843  to  Miss  Hnldah  Allen  Byram  of  East  Brid^ 
water,  daughter  of  Capt.  Branch  Byram  and  Anne  Washburn,  She  survirrt 
him  with  three  sons  and  two  daughters.  The  sons,  all  graduates  of  Harvard, 
are  Frank  D.  Millet,  the  artist,  widely  known  in  connection  with  the  ColumblJA 
Exposition.  Josiah  B.  Millet,  of  the  pulilishiug  house  of  J.  B,  Millet  Co.,  Bos* 
ton,  and  Charles  S.  Millet,  M.D.,  of  Rockland.

'Borf  eon  of  the  9th  Conneeth^ut  volonteerSt  and  showed  great  seal  and  efficiency 
Ici  the  hospital  on  Ship  Island,  where  he  waa  flrsit  stationed* 

In  1863  he  went  with  General  Bntler  to  New  Orleans,  and  the  following  year 
was  pnt  at  the  he-ad  of  the  St.  James  Hospital  there,  and  for  two  years  under 
General  Butler  he  had  charge  of  all  the  sanitary  arran|ijemenl«  of  the  city. 
He  was  appointed  In  December,  ISfiJl,  surgeon  of  the  tlrst  New  Orleans  Volun- 
teers, and  subsequently  held,  during  his  ten  years*  rcskleiice  In  New  Orleana, 
vartoas  important  oflicei*,  chil  and  uiilUary,  amon^  others  that  of  Hi^h  SheriflT, 
During  his  administration  of  the  lattrr  ofHce,  the  InipartiaHty  of  his  conduct  won 
the  approval  of  very  many,  even  among  those  who  had  previously  been  opposed 
to  Mm. 

During  the  terrible  epidemics  of  cholera  and  of  yellow  fever,  he  was  one  of 
ib«  few  physicians  who  remained  at  hia  post,  and  was  on  duty  night  and  day 
•for  weeks. 

L  He  made  many  friends  in  the  city  through  his  devotion  to  his  patlenU,  and  In 
ifeore  ibaji  one  case  he  took  to  his  own  rooms  some  northern  man,  although  aa 
Kentire  stran|rer<  and  faitlvfully  cared  for  him. 

In  November.  1871,  he  removed  to  Hartforfl,  Conn.,  where  he  hdd  positions 
of  trutft.  For  several  years  he  was  surgeon  of  the  Iwt  Ke^iment  National  Guards, 
txainlner  for  the  Soldier's  Home,  and  a  member  of  the  pension  exaudning  board, 
Et  was  aUo  a  member  of  the  Hartford  Medical  Society,  and  from  May,  1874, 
he  wa«  attending  physician  at  the  American  Asylum  for  the  De4if  and* Dumb. 
He  eodeanxi  himself  to  the  pupils  of  this  institution  by  his  affectionate  intereat 
to  tbelr  welfare.

He  pradnated  at  Bowdoln  College  In  1842,  and  at  Jefferson  Medical  Collet 
lo  1845.  He  studied  theolojry  under  Dr.  Albert  Barnes,  and  in  1855  was  ordained 
a  Presb.vterian  minlnter  at  Valparaiso,  Chili,  where,  for  several  years,  he  wia 
pastor  and  preacher  to  the  Scotch  ininerH.  In  1849  he  went  to  Califomia.  and 
from  inril  to  18r»7  wa>i  the  editor  of  the  Paci^c  Hetes  In  San  Francisco.  He 
received  the  detn*ee  of  M.l>.  from  the  UniviTijity  of  California  In  1876. 

Upon  the  breaking:  out  of  the  war  in  18fil  he  offered  his  servtcea  to  bis  country 
and  wAH  coinmiK8iotied  chnplnin  of  the  UniUnl  States  Volunteers,  lu  August  of 
that  year.  In  JnlVt  18<13,  he  rec<*ived  a  coraitiij^ston  as  captain  of  the  3d  United 
Stat^  Colored  TrtH^ps*  and  at  the  siege  of  Fort  Wagner  was  wounded  In  the 
1i€MI,  from  the  effects  of  which  he  suffered  the  remainder  of  his  life.

Mr.  Blake  had  a  life  of  varied  experience.  He  was  a  man  of  enerary  and  ic- 
tivity,  of  genial  nature,  eaj^y  and  fluent  in  conver;*atiou,  and  a  cultivated  Chri*' 
tian  gentleman.  For  many  years  he  waH  much  interested  in  peuealo;^,  freely 
expendintr  money  and  labor  in  tracing:  the  lineage,  not  only  of  the  Blakes>  htti 
also  of  other  families  in  which  lie  wa.s  Kpeciaily  interested— Winohc**ter*  Dopee, 
Farringtou,  &c.  To  him  belongs  the  credit  of  niakinjr  known  the  existence  of 
the  records  of  the  baptism  and  marrlatre  of  William  Blake  the  emigrant  to  New 
England  about  1636,  which  were  fouud  at  Pitminster  parish,  Somerset  C 
England.

It  maj  «afely  be  claimed,  in  betialf  of  antlquariaii  research,  tliat  there  U  bo 
nobler  Held  for  literary  labor  than  that  in  which  Is  gleaned  and  recorded — eltber 
In  the  form  of  Biojrrapliy,  Genealogy,  or  History — the  true  tiohUity  af  a  wortbx 
ancestry,  Ont  of  this  field,  in  the  be^nninp  of  the  la^t  year,  have  coi 
us  two  works  of  snch  considerable  size  and  valne  aa  to  render  them  some' 
phenomenal  contributions  to  the  annai»  of  the  Colony  and  State  of  Cooi>* 
We  refer  to  Dr,  Stiles'  Revised  Edition  of  the  Hisinrj/  and  Genealogies  of  Amded 
Windnor,*  and  to  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Sali.sbnry*s  Famiitf-HiMoric^  and  Oenealo^fiiMt 
connected  mostly  with  the  old  town  of  Lyme.  Conn. 

Both  of  these  towns^Wlnds<jr  at  the  head  of  navlfratioo  on  ttie  Connectlcol 
River,  and  Lyme  (then  a  part  of  Saybrook)  near  to  its  month,  upon  the  seaboard* 
were  of  nearly  the  same  date  of  settlement;  both  were  peculiarly  rich  in  Ibi 
Inheritance  of  that  **  best  blood*'  (midtlle*clftss),  which  gnve  and  still  ^ives  to 
Old  England  its  stalwart  strength  among  the  nations  of  the  earth;  both  wert 
•*  mother-towns,"  sending  forth  colony  after  colony  into  the  wihiemcss  Wyood 
them ;  and  of  both  it  may  be  said,  even  to  the  present  day,  that  they  are  abtiod- 
antly  honored  in  their  children  in  this  fair  land.  Consequently,  the  simnltaneoQi 
appearance  of  two  such  works  as  those  above-mentioned  is  an  event  of  no  sonlt 
Interest,  not  only  to  the  many  whose  descent  Ls  derived  from  these  two  towm, 
but  as  strongly  indicative  of  that  wider  appreciation  of  the  value  of  sach  books 
ivhich  now  obtains  In  the  present  generation  of  Americans. 

It  is.  however,  more  particularly  of  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Salisbury's  remarkable 
volumes  that  we  wish  to  speak,  in  the  present  instance;  since,  bi»th  as  reganli 
their  extent,  accuracy,  mlnntc  and  loving  di-tail  and  charming  literary  style,  no 
less  than  for  the  superb  hixuriousness  of  their  meclianical  make-U|>I  they  ««. 
in  every  respect,  remarkable.  Tlie  five  quarto  volumes  under  present  notice 
may  be  considered  as  supplementary  to  the  two  volumes  of  a  similar  > 
printed  by  Prof.  Salisbury  in  1885,  and  whkh  dealt  chiefly  with  the  eei> 
lines  of  his  own  descent.  Together  they  present  a  most  remarkable  lu^i  uj'  .•  ^i 
similarity  of  tastes  and  of  felicitous  literary  co-operation  between  man  and 
wife;  and  irresistibly  suggest  the  wish  that  tlie  same  loving  Imnds  mny,  in  da* 
course  of  time,  present  us  with  a  Hiaturif  of  Lymf^,  Cl^  for  which,  iodeed,  tiMBi 
volumes  seem  to  form  a  natural  grounii-work  and  preparation. 

The  wish  to  which  we  have  thus  given  expression,  and  which  we  are  8\a% 
will  be  echoed  by  all  who  consult  these  volumes,  is  greatly  stimu]at<*d  by  Uw 
very  appetising  Preface  and  *'  Introductory  Notes  on  Lyme,"  in  tlje  rtr>^  I 
of  these  Family-HlHtories.  In  this  the  author  aptly  remarks  that  **  N*- 
ever  km>whow  much  of  heroic  stniggle  and  devotion  to  duty  and  affe.  ti.xi,  »i* 
the  lives  of  the  settlers  of  our  old  towns,  has  bi*en  hidden  and  lost  iii  the  lapst 
of  time.  '  Tljey  had  no  poet,  and  died/"  True  I  they  "had  no  poet**  ih<ii; 
but  in  these  latter  days  the  Lord  hath  raised  up  these  "*  veracious  chronlclefi** 
who  have  saved  their  memories  to  us  and  to  our  children,  for  our  cdlflcation 
strengthening.  And  every  page  of  these  Genealogies  furnishes  abdolate 
of  the  iitnesfl  of  the  same  chroniclers  to  give  ua  a  history  of  this  grand  old 
nectlcut  tow*n. 

In  the  MacCurdy,  MUchell,  Buchanan  genealogies  we  are  treated  to  some  rooit 
delightful  slimpses  of  the  characteristics  of  the  Scotch  and  Scotch- Irish  race, 
whose  snccessive  immigrations  (beginning  about  172G),  Into  America broujrhiio 
our  colonial  era  a  new  accession  of  back-hcme,  and  a  little  later  added  to  Ifci 
establishing  of  our  newly -won  liberties  *'  the  creed,  the  spirit  of  resistance 
the  courage  of  the  Covenanters,"  fully  justifying  Lord  Montjoy*a  remarft 
1784)  that  **  America  was  lost  to  the  English  Crown  by  Irtish  emlgranta.*' 

John  McCurdy,  of  a  family  once  prominent  in  the  Isles  of  Bute,  in  the  W«ll 
of  Scotland,  emigrated  (a^.  21)  in  1745.  from  Ireland  j  settled  at  Lyme  :-  '''■* 
and  married  Anne  Lord,  whose  tlecision  of  character  over-ruled  the  \vi 
disfavor  with  which  her  father  regarded  her  Irish  lover.     A  man  of  grc-^ 
spirit,  enterprise  and  benevolence,  an  active  patriot  in  the  Revolution »  M 
became  one  of  the  wealthiest  and  most  prominent  citizens  of  his  county*.^

All  these  genealogies  are  abundantly  fortified  by  iiote^  and  references  to 
authorities ;  and  intersperi^ed  with  wuch  a  delicknis  Inllnity  of  minor  detaib  of 
biography,  personal  characteristics  and  antiquarian  commentary,  as  to  render 
them  of  intertJit  even  to  the  general  reader.  They  are  (Vol.  III.)  further  iilii;»trat> 
ed  by  the  twenty-nine  (folded)  PediLrree-charts  of  the  alwve  named  and  othi^ 
families  (including  two  Fed igree-c harts  of  Combined  Descents),  tiearing  Uie 
coats-of-anuH  of  the  respective  families,  and  elegantly  printed  on  bank-note  paper. 
Prettied  to  Vol.  I  IT.,  as  a  motto,  are  these  words  of  Prr»f.  Goode  on  the  Scieotiflc 
Value  of  Genealogical  Facts  :  *'  The  time  is  coming  when  the  sociologist  and  U» 
historian  will  make  an  extensive  xise  of  the  facts  so  laboriously  and  gysteroati* 
Cftlly  classitied  by  genealogists/' 

Of  the  external  appearance  of  these  volumes  it  can  be  truly  said  that  th«y 
are  stimptunUH.  With  a  personal  knowledge  of  nearly  all  of  the  many  hundred 
famOy-historles  published  in  the  United  States,  for  the  past  flfty  year^i  or  mow 
(many  of  which  have  been  elegant  and  costly),  we  hesitate  not  to  place  thej« 
volumes  at  the  heiid  of  the  list,  as  specimens  of  the  ''  Art  Preservative"  of  ill 
artH.  After  iHunchiug  upon  the  sea  of  Literature  two  such  noble  vessels  as  tlie 
Histories  of  1885  and  18SJ2,  we  may  venture  to  renew  the  expression  of  a  hofft

The  Life  of  Gmrge  Mason,  1725-1792^  By  Kate  Mason  Rowland.  New

These  two  volumes  present  the  main  facts  in  the  career  of  an  eminent  Aiaol* 
can  statesman  and  patriot  of  the  lie  volution.  A  Virginian  by  birth  and  tnifi- 
Ing,  he  waj*  the  immediate  neighbor  of  Washington.  Their  estates  johiediA 
part,  and  both  fronted  on  the  river  Potomac.  They  were  friends  from  yontk, 
Rlason  being  seven  years  the  elder.  There  was  a  bond  of  sympathy  between 
them  in  respect  to  social  position  and  business  activities,  andVl^o  in  principles 
of  conduct  and  standards  of  life.    In  the  iuceptiou  aud  prosecution  of  the  wir

\  drcainstance  did  not  dbtarb  tlicir  iimicable  social  relations.  Mason^a  Vir- 
ian  con  temporaries  in  public  aHlilrs,  seemingly  withont  exception,  have  borne 
itmotiy  to  his  excellence  In  those  qoallties  which  make  up  the  Ideal  of  a 
(ism&n;  to  his  learning,  and  his  s^eal  and  tldelity  in  the  public  canse.  He  i9 
iwo  In  the  record  distinctively  as  '*Georire  Mason  of  Gunston/*  or,  sorae- 
ea,  more  » peel  (leal  ly,  '*of  Gauston  Hall,"  the  one  appellation  being  that  of 
estate  and  the  other  that  of  tlie  mansion  where  lie  dwelt.  The  loiis  of  many 
loscrfptfi,  letters,  and,  in  some  instance^^  pnblic  records  by  lire,  or  other- 
e,  hais  prevented  the  preparation  of  what,  in  strictness,  might  he  called  a 
iplete  biography  of  him.  But  diligence  and  friendly  zeal  have  rescned  much 
lie  way  of  data  that  is  perfeclly  authentic  and  clearly  adeqnate  for  the  proper 
ftioj?  of  his  character  and  life  work,  ami  thuw,  in  the  hands  of  his  present 
p*&pher.  he  has  been  made  to  appear  to  this  and  the  succeeding  generations 
istinct  and  Impressive  historical  figure.  The  volumes  bear  evidence  that  the 
reh  baa  been  thorough,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
tliUis  important  can  ever  be  added.

»lic  characters  in  the  councils  of  peace  or  war.  The  flrst  George  Mason  waa 
nffestty  a  sturdy  monarchist.  His  descendant  of  the  fourth  generation  waa 
leas  distinctively  a  republican  in  his  political  doctrines  and  theories,  and,  aa 
narratlTe  shows,  became  a  republican  in  action  and  eventually  one  in  the 
ty  senae.  He  is  described  in  his  early  manhood  as  a  planter  and  philosopher* 
Whiae  rather  than  a  politician,  and  as  having  reluctantly  gone  Into  the  public 
Qa.  He  had,  for  the  period  and  the  situation,  an  extensive  library,  in  which 
EMilf  the  works  mentioned  were  those  of  Locke,  Sydney,  M<mtp,s<|uieu, 
chlareHl  and  Junius.  The  presence  of  others  of  the  great  doctrinaires  may 
lnferr»xi.  He  was  not  a  man  to  buy  books  for  the  mere  ornamentation  of 
iinmiH,  and,  there fore^  when  the  political  crisis  approached,  was  duly  pre-

*laimtion  of  Independence  repeated  its  cardinal  maxims  and  adopted  many  of 
phraaes.  That  the  Massachusetts  bill  of  rights  is  framed  upon  the  model 
Chat  of  Virginia  is  the  statement  of  Bancroft,  the  historian;  and  Mason 
laelf,  in  enclosing,  in  1778,  a  copy  to  a  friend  In  Loudon,  avows  the  author- 
p  Wttd  remarks.  "  This  was  the  flrst  thing  of  the  kind  upon  the  continent,  and 
\  biaii  closely  ImitatiMl  by  all  the  States.**  It  has  been  continued  without 
ka^  at  the  head  of  each  of  the  three  Constitutions  which  Virginia  has 
ipted.  The  original  constitution  is  also  preferred,  at  this  day,  by  many  Vir- 
kiaim,  to  either  of  its  successors.  When  the  first  revision  was  made  by  a 
krcntioQ  in  1829  John  Ilandolph  of  Roanoke,  a  delegate,  appeared  in  each 
r's  session  with  crape  on  his  hat  and  sleeves,  '*  in  mourning/'  as  he  said, 
or  the  old  constitution.'* 

a  the  Convention  of  177fi  which  adopted  that  constitution  Mason  was  the 
Up  /spirit,  though  Patrick  Henry  is  to  be  reckoned  in  nmny  respects  hla 
H^  Madison,  who  was  also  a  member,  was  then  but  25  years  of  age.  In 
Hicnse  Maaon  was  in  the  public  service  of  Virginia,  as  member  of  the 
^Kltnre  or  otherwise,  during  the  interval  between  that  date  and  the  assem- 
HSf  the  Federal  constitutional  convention  iu  1787.  In  becoming  a  member 
Bb  Utter  btwiy  be  found  himself  to  be,  as  he  distinctly  intimates,  in  a  cora- 
ls of  Imninajies.  In  a  letter  written  soon  after  the  opeuing  of  the  sessions,

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he  sAys,  **  America  has  certainly,  upon  thij  occai^ion,  drawn  forth  her  first  char- 
acters; thero  are  upon  this  convention  many  ^eutlemen  of  the  most  respectable 
ablllticait  and,  so  far  as  I  can  discovert  of  tbc  parejf^t  intentiona."  The  word 
"  resjpectable  "  a<*  thu»  uhwI  haii,  at  that  date»  a»  U  well  known,  a  stronger  aljjf- 
nlflcance  thiin  prestent  ut$a^e  jcrives  it,  and  the  phrase  has  all  the  force  of  that 
preceding,  "  first  characters."  It  is  manifest  not  only  timt  Ma^on  had  grreai 
weight  In  t!ie  convention,  but  that  he  went  hand  in  hand^  cordially,  with  the 
majority  till  near  the  end  of  the  proceed! njorSt  and  was  as  much  a  ''  Federalist*' 
as  any.  Certain  cliaugei*  made  in  the  constitution  in  the  closing  stage  aroused 
his  opposition,  which  he  never  afterwards  forebore;  and  he  was  one  of  the 
three  delegates  in  the  convention  who  refuiiod  to  sign  the  document  when  flnallj 
engro9rt€*d. 

This  opposition  was  nomlually  a  defence  of  "  state  rights,"  and  the  matter 
la  so  s^rt  forth  in  the  biography.  The  author  U  at  some  pains  to  show  that  the 
political  principles  herein  avowed  by  ^[ason  were  identical  with  those  with 
which  the  secessionists  entered  upon  the  war  in  1661.  She  goes  farther  and 
ranks(  many  of  the  leading  Virginians  of  1787  In  the  same  category  with  JelCer- 
8on  Davis  and  hi:*  coadjutors,  naming  especially  Mason,  Henry,  R.  H.  Lee,  Jef- 
ferson and  Madison.  While  it  is  admitted  that  in  1787,  and  later,  Madison  waa 
a  Federalist,  it  is  claimed  that  eventually  he  took  the  side  of  state  rights.  Thla 
phrase  *'  state  rights^*  Is  used,  however,  in  a  broader  than  the  literal  sense,  and 
in  one  connection  the  author  supplements  It  with  another  which  brings  out 
nearly  the  full  meaning,  where  she  speaks  of  certain  words  of  the  conatitutioo 
as  having  been  perverted  to  serve  "  as  an  argtimeut  against  state  rights  and  the 
doctrine  of  secession,"  While  in  the  formal  declarations  of  the  leaders  of 
secession  and  in  certain  utt^jranec^s  and  writings  <if  the  Virginians  above  named 
there  may  be  an  identity  of  phraseology,  it  may  be  held  to  be  an  unwarrantable 
inference  that  these  men  of  1787,  who  were  subject  to  a  partit*ular  con?!' 
things  and  a  particular  set  of  apprehensions,  as  to  dangers  then  thr^ 

would  approve  the  action  of  those  who  began  war  in  1801,  surrounded  1^   .,

The  anther  of  that  Interesting  and  instructive  book,  "  The  Sabbath  tti  Puritan 
New  England,"^  needs  no  Introduction  to  the  American  public.  So  far  as  may  be 
inferred  from  a  necessarily  rather  hasty  examination  of  Mrs*  Earle's  latest 
work,  it  would  appewr  that  It  fully  euiitains  lier  rupntation  for  careful  and  ex- 
tensive research  in  the  annals  of  our  dearly-loved  New  England.  This  book 
will  be  gladly  welcomed  and  eagerly  read  by  New-England  people,  and  by  all 
whose  honest  pride  it  is  to  trace  their  descent  from  New-England  forefathers. 
There  will  be  a  difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  value  set  by  the  author 
OQ  the  iDfluence  of  Puritan  belief  and  action  on  the  history  of  our* native  land. 
While  evidently  meaning  to  be  jnst  in  her  estimate,  there  yet  permeates  her 
wrjtioga  a  spirit  altogether  too  common  at  present  among  many  of  our  writers, 
m  spirit  of  depreciation  of  the  grand  work  wrought  by  our  PuritJin  ancestors 
Id  Laying  the  fotindatioiis  of  our  great  Kepiiblic  here  in  the  wilds  of  the  new 
world.

On  the  26th  of  Jnne,  1857,  he  married 
Mis^s  Mary  May  nurd,  the  eliiewt  daugh- 
ter of  Jamea  and  Mary  Maynard,  then 
of  London*  Later  on  he  purchased  the 
booksellitig  and  stationery  bu$tiiieaH  of 
bis  wife'a  grandfather,  Mr,  W.  Mayrard, 
who  carried  on  that  busineas  for  forty 
years  under  the  shadow  of  the  Old 
Abbey  Church,  Walthatn,  where  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  up  to  within  a  few 
weeks  of  his  deatb^  was  passed.  Hia 
success  in  thin  business  was  so  great 
that  in  a  few  years  he  was  able  to  give 
up  hiK  connection  with  the  Gunpowder 
Factory.

[Zacharie  Simes,  named  by  the  testator  as  a  cousin  or  nephew^  and  as  execu- 
tor of  her  will,  was  evidently  the  Rev,  Zechariah  Syms  or  Sjiumes,  who  was 
tbe  minister  of  CharlesftowUp  Mass.,  frum  Dec.  22^  104  tilf  his  deatli  Feb.  i» 
l€7(l^l.  He  was  the  sou  of  Rev*  William  Symmes,  whose  father,  William 
Symmes,  was  a  firm  protestant  in  the  reign  of  Quik-u  Mary. 

Rev,  Zechariah  Symmes  was  born  in  Canterbiiryt  Kent,  April  6,  1699,  was 
educated  at  Emmanuel  College,  Cambridge  University,  and  received  his  A*B,  in 
1*520.

I  do  not  know  whether  the  exact  connection  of  the  New  York  Ludlows  with 
the  English  genealogy  can  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  any  of  your  readers.  If

The  New  York  Ludlows,  together  with  the  Philadelphia  branch  of  the  family, 
to  whicli  belonired  the  Rev.  John  Ludlow,  D.D.,  Provost  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  from  1834  to  1852,  and  his  sons  John  Livingston  Ludlow,  M.D.» 
and  Judge  James  Ryley  Ludlow,  are  descended  from  Gabriel  Ludlow,  who 
landed  iii  New  York,  in  his  32d  year,  on  Nov.  24,  1694,  and  on  April  5,  1697,  wis 
maiTied  in  New  York  to  Sarah,  a  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Hanmer,  D.D. 

In  a  memorandum-book  belonging  to  Gabriel  Ludlow,  the  entries  in  which  an 
In  his  liandwriting,  which  book  is  in  the  possession  of  Alfred  Ludlow  Carroll. 
M.D.,  of  New  York,  appears  tlie  following  note: —

was  on  Monday  niglit  at  12  o'clock,  at  Castle  Cary."

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David,*  father  of  the  subject  of  this  memoir,  in  the  eighteenth 
year  of  his  age,  was  engaged  with  his  father,  David,*  in  throwing 
up  the  fortifications  on  Dorchester  Heights,  in  March,  1776.  He 
was,  also,  a  substitute  for  his  father,  who  was  drafted  in  the  Dor- 
chester company  the  next  year,  and  as  a  member  of  that  company 
was  stationed  at  Cambridge  to  guard  General  Burgoyne's  army, 
then  prisoners  of  war.  They  continued  there  five  months.  Soon 
after  his  return  home  firom  Cambridge  he  was  draftied  as  one  of  nine 

frivates,  who  with  a  sergeant  and  corporal  were  sent  to  Noddle's 
sland  (East  Boston)  to  guard  the  fort  at  that  place.  "At  the 
time  I  was  at  the  Island,"  he  says,  in  his  diary,  "  there  were  only 
two  dwelling  houses  and  two  families,  the  inhabitants,  I  think,  no 
more  than  twelve."  "At  several  times  in  the  years  1779,  *80  and 
*81  I  enlisted,"  he  writes,  "  as  a  soldier  and  served  under  Captain 
Champney  and  Captain  Clapp  twenty-two  months  at  Dorchester 
Heights."  See  "  Clapp  Memorial,"  pages  223,  247  ;  Hist.  Dorches- 
ter, page  348.  The  above  David*  died  May  15,  1846,  in  his  87th 
year.  About  three  acres  of  land  left  by  him  on  "Jones's  Hill" 
came  into  possession  of  his  son  David*  who  retained  it  intact  untfl 
the  year  1889,  when  the  upper  portion  of  the  estate  was  sold  in 
house  lots.  "A  street  through  the  centre  from  Cushing  avenue  is 
laid  out,  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  give  the  name  of  Salcombe  street, 
thereby  associating  this  estate,  which  has  been  occupied  by  four 
generations  of  Clapps,  with  the  old  family  estate  in  England.**

At  the  present  time  little  can  be  gathered  in  relation  to  the  early 
life  of  Mr.  Clapp.  Presumably,  with  other  boys,  his  companions 
and  school-fellows,  he  coasted  down  Jones's  hill,  skated  on  Royal's 
pond,  and  attended  the  dame  school  of  his  native  district,  as  was 
almost  universally  the  case,  the  teacher  receiving  the  customary  fee 
from  each  pupil  of  nine  pence  (twelve  and  a  half  cents)  a  week. 
Like  other  lads  he  doubtless  was  familiar  with  the  tall  trees,  shrubst 
fruits  and  flowers  of  his  neighborhood ;  on  Sundays  with  his  parents 
he  probably  sat,  forenoon  and  afternoon,  under  the  preaching  of 
Kov.  Thaddeus  Mason  Harris,  whom,  later  in  life,  he  designates  as 
"one  of  the  most  faithful  and  affectionate  of  pastors  and  best  of 
men,"  "a  man  of  overflowing  sympathies,"  who  "had  a  kindness 
and  tender-heartedness  towards  all."  The  family  aft^^rwards  be- 
came connected  with  the  Second  Church,  of  which  Rev.  Dr. 
John  Codman  wa«  pastor. 

From  the  "  woman's  "  school  to  the  "  master's  "  would  be  the  next 
step  in  his  educational  progress,  the  "brick  school  house*'  beings 
short  distance  only  from  his  home.  The  following,  to  the  point,  jb 
the  substance  of  an  interview  held  a  few  months  since  by  a  member 
of  the  family,  with  an  aged  ibmale  acquaintance  and  school-com- 
panion of  our  friends 
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^  In  Gftlling  upon  a  scbool-mate  of  mj  father*d,  after  his  death,  the  first 
IPiog  ahe  said  about  tiim  was,  '*  He  was  a  good  boy;  he  was  never  kaown 
to  do  afi  jthing  wrong/'  She  deecribed  him,  as  all  his  later  frienda  hare  known 
bim,  as  beiDg  coDscieotions  and  studious,  as  well  as  a  lovable  character. 
In  bis  studies  she  referred  to  his  excellence  in  spellings  in  which  he  took  a 
pri^e  when  quite  a  small  lad. 

The  school  they  attended  was  on  what  is  now  Boston  street,  near  Deacon 
Clapp*s  tannery*  and  oppo.*i.ite   the  old    hyrying-ground.     It  was  a  gmall 
one-^tory  building,  and  in  the  ono  school-room  were  gathereii  together  both 
bojs  and  gtrU.     The  room  in  the  winter  was  heated  by  a  large,  open  fire- 
placa,  and,  although  the  wood  was  piled  on  generously,  the  cold  often  pene- 
trated ihe  open  cracks  in  the  floor,  much  to  the  discomfort  of  those  troubled 
by  cold  feet.     It  was  not  a  luxuriotis  room,  nor  was  the  life  of  those  who 
^y  gmtiiered  there  one  of  ease  and  luxury.     Those  were  plain  and  simple 
hflom  from  which  they  went  forth,  and  the  school-life  was  of  the  same 
character.     They  studied  the  common   branches,   plain,   elementary,    but 
«olid;  thorough  as  far  as  they  went.     There  was  a  religious  element  in  the 
irtion  given ;  hymns  were  taught,  and  the  Assembly's  Catechism,    Two 
L  .tors  were  well  remembered  by  the  names  of  Bennett  and  Gould. 
Holidays  w^ere  few  in  those  days  of  Dorchester  schools,  and  excursions 
for  pleasure  by  the  students  were  unkuown.     Two  weeks  a  year  would 
Qe&rly  cover  all  the  vacations  enjoyed* 

This  school-mate  of  Mr.  Clapp's  referred  to  above,  although  in  her  ninety- 
firit  year,  has  recalled  clearly  to  her  memory  those  early  days,  and  described 
thtm  thus  to  us  with  warm  praises  of  him  with  whom  they  are  connected. 
Of  the  above  students  she  remembers  the  names  of  Nazro*  Downer,  Mose- 
%  and  Hamphreys.

Our  friend  did  not  enjoy  the  priviJege  of  going  to  school  the  year 
On  die  15th  of  April,   181S),    when  thirteen  years  old, 

ag  to  his  journal  he  went  to  work  in  the  ttmncry  of  Deacon 

Jirnes  Humphreys,  where  he  had  for  wages  seven  dollars  a  month, 

On  the  24tJi  of  May,  1820,  in  the  fitleenth  year  of  his  age,  he 
engaged  to  serve  Mr.  James  White  for  five  dollars  a  month,  which 
w'ii^  a  reduction  in  price,  but  the  labor  probably  was  less.  Mr. 
^\'hite  had  his  summer  residence  in  what  is  now  the  Holbrook 
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house,  Crescent  avenue,  Dorchester.  Many  years  before  that,  he 
carried  on  the  book-store  in  Court  street,  Boston,  which  bore  the 
sign  of  Franklin's  Head. 

The  juvenile  diary  of  young  David,  now  extant,  commenced  this 
day.  May  24th.  Though  not  intended  for  the  public  eye,  it  is 
entertaining  and  instructive  to  the  general  reader;  the  spelling, 
punctuation  and  composition  remarkable ;  much  of  it  suitable  to  be 
put  in  print  without  alteration  or  correction. 

June  17th,  the  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  ^Mister 
White  gave  me,"  he  says,  "^  this  writing  book,"  in  which  the  fact  is 
entered,  ^one  quire  of  paper,  and  half  a  dozen  pens,"  the  old- 
fashioned  goose  quills,  which  occasionally  required  mending,  for 
this  was  long  before  the  introduction  of  metallic  pens. 

He  left  Mr.  White  November  Ist,  and  renewed  his  schooling 
December  7th,  now  under  the  tuition  of  *'  Master  Pierce,"  the  next 
May  returning  to  Mr.  White's,  where  he  remained  until  the  5th  of 
November;  but  to  school  again,  December  26th,  the  day  after 
Christmas. 

At  length  his  seat  in  the  old  brick  school-house  became  vacant, 
the  studious  tenant  and  left  to  learn  a  trade,  as  was  the  custom 
among  boys  of  those  days  after  finishing  their  studies  at  school.  On 
the  thirteenth  of  May,  1822,  at  the  usual  age  of  sixteen,  he  commenced 
his  apprenticeship  at  the  printing  business,  with  Mr.  John  Cotton, 
Junior,  of  Boston,  who  had  serv^  his  time  with  Munroe  &  Francis ; 
David  boarded  with  Mr.  Erastus  Bartholomew,  blacksmith  and 
engine-builder,  in  Water  street.  (See  "'Bartholomew  Family," 
173-175  for  sketch  and  portrait.)  Mr.  Cotton's  building  was  then 
known  as  in  Marlborough  street,  Number  47  ;  a  few  years  later  it 
became  184  Washington  street. 

Mr.  Clapp,  writing  in  his  diary  of  September  6,  1822,  thm 
remarks :  "  We  have  left  off  printing  the  Ghristian  Register.^ 
This  was  volume  second,  number  four  of  the  Register ^  edited  by 
David  Reed.  Robert  M.  Peck,  No.  4  Spear's  Buildings,  Congress 
street,  then  commenced  printing  the  Register.  He  was  succeeded, 
June  13,  1823,  by  John  B.  Russell,  of  the  same  place.  On  the 
29th  of  May,  1823,  he  writes :  "R.  M.  Peck  has  begun  to  print 
the  Boston  Medical  Intelligencer y  at  our  office."  "  We  shall  in 
ftiture  print  books,  I  expect.  We  have  now  begun  one  entitled 
*  Parental  Monitor.' "  "  Nov.  3.  Finished  the  '  Parental  Monitor/ 
the '  Oq)han,'  and  the '  Revenge,'  and  begun  the  *  Uncle  and  Nephew.** 
Nov.  24,  1822,  he  states  that  "Mr.  Cotton  has  dismissed  his  other 
apprentice,  and  I  am  now  left  alone,  with  neither  master,  journey- 
man, nor  apprentice  to  work  with."  A  little  later  he  writes  :  "I 
still  continue  to  work  alone,  with  nobody  but  the  mice,  who  scamper 
around  the  silent  office  as  if  they  thought  it  had  been  deserted  on 
purpose  to  oblige  them."  He  was  at  that  time  in  the  seventeenth 
year  of  his  age. 
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He  continued  working  on  the  Intelligencer^  for  Messrs,  Peck 
and  Cotton.  There  were  about  260  subscriberB  to  tbi^  periodical, 
which  was  editetl  by  Dr.  Jerome  V,  C.  Smithy  afterwards  mayor 
of  Bogton,  a^ekted  by  Dr,  George  Parkman.  He  relates  some 
leajsant  reminiscences  of  Dr,  Parkman  "  whose  name  is  so  tragieally 

©nectod  with  that  of  Professor  Webster."     *'  It  fell  to  my  b>t  for

Mr.  Cotton  ma<le  an  arrangement  with  Francis  Y.  Carlisle  to  work 
IB  the  printing-office,  Mr.  Cotton  to  find  type,  paper,  etc*,  and  Mr, 
Carlisle  to  have  half  the  profits  ;  ilr,  Clapp,  who  was  then  engaged 
alone  on  the  Medical  hitelUgeiicer^  to  exchange  work  w^ith 
Mr.  Carlisle.  8oon,  however,  the  hotter  having  an  opportunity 
of  becoming  foreman  of  the  Christian  liegister  office,  left  Sir.  Cot- 
ton for  the  above  purpose,  which  Mr.  Clapp  regretted,  for  he  waa 
thus  left  again  entirely  alone.  Messrs.  Carlisle,  Crocker  and 
f^i'\er,  Ix'fore  leaving  Air,  Cotton,  were  engaged  in  printing  a  small

d  '"The  Sparrow,"  which  was  finished  about  the  middle  of  Dccera- 
kr  follovring,  Mr.  Clapp  assisting  in  the  work, 

Mr.  Cotton  has  purchaaetl  the  At/ieneum  or  Spirit  of  the  EnglUh  ^lag- 
^Kfn«f,  of  Munroe  &  Francia,  and  intends  for  the  fature  to  pahlish  it  in  his 
office.  We  commenced  the  first  number  of  this  voUime  last  month.  Samuel 
Clap  Jr.,  my  coaain,  came  as  an  apprentice  to  Mr,  Cotton  about  the  hegin- 
niog  of  March,  so  that  my  loag  career  of  pouter's  deviltry  has  at  (ength 
termiiia.ted,  but  as  Joha  Cotton  Jr,  will  ho  tbe  foreman  of  the  office  1  ihall 
bi  lew  my  owd  master  than  I  have  been  daring  most  of  the  time  for  two 
JMTB  past 

It  appears  that  John  Cotton  senior  was  not  a  practical  printer, 
but  carried  on  the  ship  and  houge  ]jainting  business  in  Battcrjanarch 
«tieet,  and  was  also  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  painted  car- 
peta,  so  that  the  affairs  of  the  printing-oificc  w^ere  delegated  to  the 
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junior  member,  but  the  care  and  labor  fell  upon  his  industrious 
and  faithful  journey  man,  Mr,  (lapp. 
In  the  words  of  another : — 

He  early  iLSsiimed  presslug  and  im  porta  ot  reaponei  bill  ties  in  the  pnnting- 
c^ce  which  be  bad  entered  as  an  apprentice  at  the  age  of  sixteen  yeart* 
Owin^  to  a  peculiar  combination  of  circumstances,  in  less  than  two  jear« 
after  he  commenced  hia  apprenticeship  he  found  himself  in  such  a  position 
that  the  chief  responsibility  of  the  office  devolved  upon  him;  and  such  waa 
his  strict  attention  to  business*  his  unswerving  integrity,  his  ambition  to 
excel  in  his  profession,  united  with  his  taitbfulness  to  his  nominal  employer, 
and  the  rare  tact  which  he  even  then  showed  in  harmoniziDg  the  <hsagrde^ 
mentB  of  differing  parties,  that  he  was  ftnuid  to  be  equal  to  the  demands  of 
this  difBcult  and  responsible  position,  It  is  exceedingly  interesting  to  gather 
from  the  journal  facts  showing  how  steadily  and  surely,  in  the  course  of 
two  years  or  leas,  he  worked  his  way  upwards  in  spito  of  his  native  diffi- 
dence and  his  ignorance  of  men  and  of  business^  to  a  position  as  master 
printer,  for  in  reality  before  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age,  very  much  of  the 
chief  responsibility  of  the  office  rested  upon  his  shoulders.  And  it  is  very 
pleasant  and  gratifying  to  observe,  in  his  modest  account  of  himself  during 
this  period,  how  his  successful  performance  of  many  most  difBcult  and  deli- 
cate tasks  won  for  him  the  confidence  of  those  whom  he  regarded  with  highest 
respect  and  esteem. 

He  quietly  remarks  : — 

If  I  have  been  of  service  to  him  [John  Cotton  senior]  in  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  office  with  faithfulness  and  fidelity,  as  be  has  been  pleased  to 
acknowledge,  it  baa  been  entirely  the  effecta  of  the  kind  treatment  which  I 
have  invariably  received  from  him,  and  the  confidence  which  he  has  in  >^h 
gratifying  a  manner  reposed  in  me.  ^H 

May  14, 1826.  Last  week  Mr.  Cotton  commence^l  printing  a  new  edition 
of  Thatcher's  Modern  Practice.  He  has  procured  a  new  press  (one  of 
Smith's  patent)  and  has  employed  two  pressmen  in  order  to  keep  the  preu 
going  all  the  time  while  printing  the  above  work.  He  has,  also,  employed 
one  more  compositor.  The  appearance  of  the  inside  of  the  office  is  radier 
different  from  what  it  was  two  or  three  years  ago,  when  all  the  work  that 
was  done  in  the  office,  both  at  case  and  press,  was  done  by  me.  The  new 
press  cost  about  $230. 

This  was  a  superior  article  to  the  old  Ramage  press  used  during 
the  early  part  of  his  apprenticeship,  when  *Hhe  printing  of  each 
sheet,  on  both  sides,  required  four  separate  impressions,  or  four 
'  pulls '  as  they  were  called,  with  the  bar  working  of  the  screw. 
^yiiile  one  pressman  was  engaged  in  this  process,  a  companion 
attended  to  the  inking  of  the  type  by  the  two  leather-faced  balls 
then  in  use**'     He  writes : — 

Feb.  6,  1827.  This  is  my  freedom  day;  twenty  one  years  of  age;  my 
apprenticeship  ended  and  manhood  attained.  Though  I  am,  at  present, 
considerably  out  of  health,  the  occasion  calls  for  an  expression  of  gratitnda 
to  the  Giver  of  every  good,  for  so  large  a  share  of  health  as  1  have  thus  iar 
enjoyed,  and  for  the  many  other  blessings  with  which  I  have  been  favored. 
I  shall  stay  with  Mr.  Cotton  for  the  present,  at  the  rate  of  eight  or  nine 
dollars  a  week,  and  go  on  in  much  the  same  manner  that  I  have  done* 
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After  working  a  while  for  wagee  at  the  same  plafp,  ^Ir.  Clapp 
formed  a  partncri^hip,  in  1831,  with  John  Cotton  eeiiior  and  Ilotiiy 
S.  Hull,  under  the  firm  name  of  Clapp  &  Hull,  which  was  60on 
dissolved.  Mr,  Chipp  and  Mr.  Cotton  then  heeanie  partnera,  the 
fern  name  being  D.  Chipp  Jr.  and  ('o.,  till  the  year  1834,  when 
J[r»  Clapp  bought  ont  the  l>U8ine88  and  continued  printing  and  jcjb- 
biDg  on  the  oKl  corner,  184  Washington  atreet,  nntil  l8tH,  when 
Fmnklin  street  was  'I'ridened  on  the  north  side,  and  the  building 
taken  down,  Mr.  Clapp  having  been  a  worker  there  thirty-nine 
years.  The  business  was  then  removed  to  No,  334  (afterwards 
re-numbered  564)  Washington  street.  In  18G4,  his  eldest  son, 
John  Cotton  Clapp,  was  taken  into  partnershii)  wnth  lus  father,  and 
m  1882  tbey  removed  to  35  Bcdfonl  street.  In  July,  1889,  the 
Bedford  street  building  being  taken  down,  the  firm  went  to  their 
present  location,  115  High  street. 

The  Boston  Directory  was  printed  in  this  office  from  1829  to 
V^\\y^  and  the  New-England  Historieul  and  Genealogical  Rkcuster 
from  January  1866  to  the  present  time*  Much  pamphlet  and  book 
irurk  has  been  done  by  the  firm  of  David  Clapjj  S:.  Son,  an  especial 
attention  having  been  given  then  and  now  to  geneahigical  and  his- 
torical productions*  Among  tlieni  may  be  mentioned  vohimes  of 
the  Dorchester  iVntiquarian  and  Historical  Society,  including  the 
Hiatory  of  Dorchester,  the  "  Clapp  Memorial/'  &c,,  &c.  The  latter, 
compiled  by  Ebenezer  Clapp  Jr.,  was  published  in  1876.  As  one 
of  the  conuuittee  of  publication  of  that  valuable  work— Messrs,  Otis 
woA  David  Clapp  being  associates — it  is  fitting  and  just  for  the  only 
nirviror  to  bear  witness,  from  personal  knowledge,  to  the  tact  that 
i  Urge  amount  of  matter  was  added  through  the  untiring  effiirts  and 
kbors  of  the  modest  and  unassuming  jirinter,  in  text  and  notes, 
iudidously  compiled,  of  a  biograpliical,  genealogical,  historicid  and 
illastmtive  nature.  Several  visits  for  this  purpose  were  made  to 
Nevrport  and  Warwick,  in  Rhode  Itsland  ;  Scituate,  Massachusetts, 
and  perhaps  other  places  ;  to  the  first  and  last  mentioned  the  writer  had 
tke  pleasure  of  accompanying  Mr.  Clajjp.  From  Warwick,  by  inter- 
y\xm  and  correspondence,  a  large  amount  of  original  matter  was 
obtainetl  concerning  the  family  of  (jeorge  Gils  on  Clapp,  See  page 
and  onwards  of  the  "'Clapp  Memorial''  volume.  The  same 
leral  fact  may  be  mentir>ned  as  to  hia  prompt  assistance  in  refer- 
ioce  to  other  parts  of  the  book. 

Af  a  historian,  he  was  thorough,  counting  no  time  spent  in  patieat 
ftieftrch  for  the  verificaiion  of  data  aa  lost,  and  bis  palilished  papers,  of 
irUch  there  have  been  many,  have  been  accepted  as  reliable;* 

The  publication  before  mentioned,  the  Medical  Intelligencer^ 
prioted  by  Mr.  Clapp,  commencing  in  1823,  edited  by  Drs.  Smith 
and  Parknian,  in  its  early  days ;  succeeded  by  Dr.  Chandler  Rob-

Dr.  Siuitlu  n\  l>i24,  wad  fiml»gCH[uentlj  merged  mth  aDotlier  p4iriod- 
ical,  and  vbWqaI  ihe  Boston  Medical  and  SurgicalJournal ;  contin- 
ued in  octave  form,  edited  at  first  by  Drs,  John  C.  Warren,  Walter 
Channing,  and  J*ihn  Ware.  It  became  the  property  of  Mr.  Clapp 
in  1834,  and  wa^  i.idue<l  from  his  press  without  the  omid^ion  of  a 
single  number  until  December,  1874,  on  reaching  its  ninety-first 
vohime,  when  the  work  wa/3  purchased  by  a  company  of  medical 
gentlemen  and  removed  to  another  pulilicntion  house,  Mr.  Clapp 
having  been  eiinnected  with  its  iHsnie  for  about  titlt)^  years, 

Franeici  Minot,  M.  D.,  of  Boston,  who  for  a  time  edited  the 
JotirnftU  writee  : — 

IMy  acquaintance  with  Mr.  David  Clapp  began  in  the  early  part  of 
1855f  when  au  effort  was  miuie  by  several  of  tbe  younger  members  of  tlie 
medical  profession  in  Boston  to  revive  tlie  stiiudard  of  the  Boston  Medical 
ami  Surgiail  JournaU  wliich  for  some  time  had  fallen  into  a  conditloQ  of 
decrepitude.  Although  doubtful  of  our  auccess,  Mn  CJapp  cordially  8e<y 
ondeci  our  efforts,  and  before  loug  tlie  subscription  Itsl  contained  the  namet 
of  a  large  number  of  our  proressiou,  not  only  in  Masaacbusetts,  but  in  almost 
every  part  of  the  country ;  and  its  reputation  as  a  scientific  journal  bM 
steadily  iticreased,  until  it  has  become  one  of  the  mo^t  valuable  medicil 
periodicals  in  the  United  States. 

It  was  impossible  to  be  associated  with  Mr.  Clapp  without  being  ioi* 
pressed  with  his  character  as  a  man  of  honor,  iis  well  aa  with  his  kindneM 
and  courtesy  towards  all  with  whom  he  came  m  contact.  Modest  and  re- 
tiring in  his  dispo^ilion,  he  was  one  of  the  most  intelligent  of  men,  while 
his  ability  and  knowledge  in  every  department  of  his  art,  and  hia  familiarity 
with  the  requirements  of  medical  journalism,  contributeil  greatly  to  the  soc- 
cers of  his  undertaking. 

About  tlie  year  1828  or  '29,  he  made  proposals  for  establiahing 
in  Dorchester  a  circulating  library*  To  this  end  he  iTrote  a  pleasant 
letter  to  the  lie  v.  Mr.  (afterwards  Dr.)  Harria,  hiae?irliest  minister, 
asking  advice  on  the  subject,  thinking  he  should  soon  be  obligetl  ta 
reeign  \m  printttig  businese  uti  aecount  of  ill  health  ;  but  the  project, 
probably,  was  not  carried  into  effect. 

Mr.  Clapp  never  held  a  public  office^  or  seldom  went  from  home 
for  any  purpose  until  the  infirmities  of  age  eompellcd  him  to  retire* 

St*  Jlatthew's  Chureh  was  the  first  irieorporated  religious  society 
in  South  Boston,  dating  baek  to  June  21,  181G,  The  eonncctioii 
of  Mr.  Clajip  with  this  Church  began  in  1843,  in  which  year  his 
wife  and  himself  were  confirmed.  He  was  chosen  junior  warden  in 
1846*  In  1858  he  became  senior  warden,  which  ortiee  he  held 
until  his  death.  He  wrote  for  publication  a  number  of  articles  coE- 
ccrning  "The  Early  Days  of  St.  Matthew's."  These  were  printed 
in  a  paper  called  the  St.  Matthew^ s  Echo,  They  contain  a  valtiable 
summary  of  the  history  of  the  Church  for  several  years,  with  some 
account  of  its  rectors, 

Mr,  C'lapp  was  mjide  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic   Association  in  Boston,  in  1839,  and  eubeequently  a  life 
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member.  On  the  7tli  of  Mureh,  1H06,  he  joined  the  Ncw-EnglaiKi 
Historic  Genealogical  Society,  and  wiie  eoniiected  with  the  Boston 
OUl  School  Boye  Association  for  a  short  time  before  his  deatlu 

On  the  9th  of  April,  1H35,  he  married  Mary  Elizabeth  Tucker, 
1  daughter  of  Atherton  Tucker »  of  Milton,  where  she  was  born  the 
25th  of  August,  1808,  They  had  six  children,  all  living,  namely ; 
Mary  Susannah  ;  John  Cotton,  mameil  Jolia  Curtis  Crane ;  Eliza- 
beth Atherton  ;  David  (^apen,  married  Constance  Leocadie  I*ierrelee  ; 
Caroline  Tucker*  married  Albert  A.  Chittenden  ;  Sarah  Ellen,  mar- 
rial  Samuel  Newman  Chittenden. 

He  retired  from  active  business  in  1892,  gradually  failing  in 
health  until  his  decease,  May  10,  1893,  at  tlie  advanced  age  of 
87  yeans,  3  months.  Tlie  funeral  ser^  ices  took  place  at  St.  ilat- 
lliew*s  Episcopal  Church,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  May  14th,  at  one 
o'doek,  in  the  Chui-ch  where  he  had  been  warden  nearly  fifty  years  ; 
the  present  rector.  Rev,  Albert  E,  George,  Rev.  Dr.  James  E  T. 
Coofidge  (a  former  rector),  Kev.  Alfred  V,  Washburn,  Rev.  John 
T.  Magrath,  and  Rev.  Frederick  M.  Brooks,  otKciating,  In  the 
morning  the  rector  preached  a  sermon  appropriate  to  the  occasion, 
which  was  printed.  The  interment  took  place  in  the  old  cemetery 
it  Dorchester,  comer  of  Boston  and  Stoughton  streets.  His  esti- 
mable wife  followed  soon  after,  passing  away  Oct.  2,  18113,  aged  85. 

Mr.  Clapp  %vas  a  remarkable  man.  Having  been  acquainted  with 
iiim  nearly  a  half  century,  we  can  safely  say  there  are  but  lew 
imong  our  acquaintances  of  whom  we  should  dare  to  use  language 
applicable  to  him.  His  g:reat  diffidence  and  modesty  curtailed 
•fimewhat  his  status  with  the  pul>lic.  The  golden  ride  was  to  hi  in, 
we  doubt  not,  a  standard  of  duty  in  his  business  transactions : 
Otmfarmity  thereto  his  aim  and  object.  His  religious  views 
were  well  defined  and  positive.  He  ivas  straight-forward, 
Upright  and  honorable.  During  his  aj>prenticeship,  early  life,  and 
wter  manhood,  he  seenietl  to  have  had  a  commendable  degree  of 
Gfnmees  and  self  control,  baned,  as  we  believe,  on  principle,  with  a 
rineere  rleeire  to  do  his  whole  duty,  as  he  understood  it,  in  his  deal- 
mp  with  his  fellow  men. 

Let  others  speak,  as  we  are  pleased  to  know  they  do,  io  com- 
iDeodittioD  of  our  friend, 

Albert  H.  Hoyt,  A.M.,  for  many  yeara  editor  of  the  Registeb, 
ttijes  the  following  language  : 

Mt  acquainUDce  with  Mr,  Clapp  began  in  1867  or  1868,  and  daring

of  constant  assistance  to  contribators  to  the  history  of  oar  local  afikirs.  He 
had  a  clear  and  terse  style  of  expression,  and  his  suggestions  were  often  helpfal 
to  those  whose  writings  came  under  his  eye.  He  touched  nothing  with  hit 
pen,  as  proof-reader,  that  be  did  not  improve.  His  own  frequent  OOD- 
tributions  to  the  *^  Notes  and  Queries  "  of  the  TVanscrtpt  are  of  permanent 
interest  and  value.  No  one  who  had  dealings  with  Mr.  Clapp,  or  who  met 
him  socially,  could  have  failed  to  be  impressed  with  his  modeety,  hia  re- 
finement of  feeling  and  manners,  and  his  unfailing  kindness. 

Mr.  David  W.  Lothrop,  of  West  Medford,  for  many  years 
connected  with  jVIr.  Clapp's  office,  furnishes  the  subjoined  estimate 
of  his  associate : 

When,  in  1842,*I  first  saw  and  became  connected  with  Mr.  Clapp  in  hb 
office,  I  was  struck  with  the  gentle,  spiritual  glow  resting  on  his  coon- 
tenance,  so  rarely  seen  among  business  men.  Then  his  modesty ;  his  simple, 
unpretentious  manners  seemed  to  sit  so  easily  upon  him,  and  so  to  become 
him,  that  I  regarded  him  as  a  man  of  remarkably  happy  elements.  Not 
long  after,  on  a  particular  matter  of  business  which  I  thought  I  might  ex- 
plain to  him,  he  seemed  much  pleased  at  what  I  had  to  say,  and  I  was 
gratified ;  but  I  soon  found  he  knew  more  about  it  than  I  did. 

In  business,  Mr.  Clapp  was  industrious,  frugal,  and  remarkably  faithful 
and  prompt  to  his  patrons — which  latter  did  much  to  win  him  success.  His 
manner  was  quiet,  with  little  talk.  Noisy  and  blustering  men  he  dreaded; 
yet  was  frequently  obliged  to  meet  them,  and  at  times  suffered  from  them. 
Mr.  Clapp's  aim  was  not  to  do  a  great  or  showy  business,  for  which  he  was 
not  well  fitted,  but  a  moderate  and  honest  one. 

Although  Mr.  Clapp  was  not  ambitious,  in  its  broadest  meaning,  he  to(^ 
a  reasonable  pride  in  bis  business,  and  studied  to  give  a  respectable  stamp  to 
his  typography,  particularly  to  the  books  from  his  press  relating  to  histoxy 
and  genealogy.  His  proof-reading,  which  he  always  attended  to  himself 
was  very  careful  and  thorough,  though  often  trying  to  the  nerves.  He  was 
too  conscientious  to  delegate  it  to  others,  and  would  seek  to  correct  errors 
in  quotations  and  dates  when  he  thought  they  might  be  wrong;  also  to 
make  the  sense  clear  by  proper  punctuation.  Consequently,  authors  were 
frequently  under  great  obligations  to  him  for  the  accuracy  of  their  pro- 
ductions. In  reading  proof  he  employed  no  one  to  go  through  the  maoa* 
script  while  he  looked  at  the  printed  matter,  but  glanced  from  one  to  the 
other,  with  a  result  remarkable  for  correctness.  In  this  way,  during  his 
long  term  of  service  in  the  printing  business,  the  amount  of  his  labor  was 
prodigious. 

In  one  sense  of  the  word,  Mr.  Clapp  was  a  timid  man — ^not  bom  with 
the  frowning  brow  or  club  of  Hercules.  I  have  thought  sometimes  he 
felt  and  regretted  his  deficiency  in  this  regard.  In  moral  courage,  however, 
he  had  much  to  compensate  therefor.  His  was  the  courage  of  righti 
the  timidity  of  wrong.  His  opinions  he  deliberately  formed,  and  held 
to  them  with  reasonable  tenacity. 

Another  noticeable  characteristic  of  Mr.  Clapp  was  his  reticence.  He 
said  little  to  others  of  his  opinions  or  business ;  enough  to  him  was  his  own. 
He  rarely  spoke  of  religious  subjects,  especially  during  the  business  hours, 
though  his  veneration  for  the  Deity  was  evidently  profound.  Apparently, 
as  a  consequence,  he  ever  seemed  happy  to  make  the  acquaintance  of  and 
respect  persons  of  a  religious  character.  To  him  a  Christian  was  the  highest 
style  of  man. 
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Intellectually,  Mr.  Clapp  had  a  very  fine  head  and  brain,  ttnd  this  latter 
vai  well  cultivated  by  his  own  efforts.  He  never  aspired  to  become  a 
noted  writer,  yet  liis  productions  were  clear.  In  his  early  life  he  was  a 
reipectable  French  student. 

During  an  uuhroken  term  of  forty-six  years  (save  a  few  months  ab- 
seoce)  with  Mr.  Clapp  in  the  Medical  Journal  office,  from  1842  to  1888,  I 
tntet  we  respected  and  appreciated  each  other.  Our  tempers  seemed  to  fit 
reouirkably  well  for  what  we  had  to  do,  and  we  never  passed  an  angry  word. 

John  AVard  Dean,  A.M.,  editor  of  the  Register,  gays : 

My  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Clapp  began  in  the  autumn  of  1864,  when  he 
contracted  for  printing  the  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register.  I,  being 
t  member  of  the  publishing  committee,  saw  him  frecjuetitly.  In  October, 
1875,  I  became  the  editor  of  the  Register,  which  had  just  completed  it« 
twcoty-riinth  volume.  My  predecessor  was  Col.  Albert  II.  Hoyt,  who  had 
«dited  the  work  for  the  eight  preceding  years. 

At  my  0r6t  acquaiutance  with  Mr.  Clapp  he  ]mpresi>ed  me  aa  a  roan  of 
ifcerlliig  integrity,  who  was  conscieiitiouH  in  all  bis  business  transactions;  a 
hojgtT  acc|tiaintaace  confirmed  the  impression,  lie  took  a  deep  interest  in 
ibe  racceas  of  the  Register,  and  rn  fact  he  was  one  of  the  original  mem- 
beri  of  the  Register  Club  that  for  a  few  years  bore  the  pecuniary  responsi- 
bility of  this  periodicaL  I  am  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the 
Ktermry  j^sistance  which  I  received  from  him  during  upwards  of  seventeen 
y«»r»  that  our  connection  continued.  He  wa«  a  careful  proof-reader,  but 
wi£  uot  content  with  the  ordinary  work  of  proof-readi»ig.  He  scruliiuzed 
tk  artielee  carefully,  and  oft^n  detected  errors  in  the  manuscript  that  had 
0l»ped  the  eye  of  the  editor.  In  a  periodical  so  largely  composed  of 
names  aiid  figures,  i\m  was  an  importaivt  assistance. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  recall  bis  frieuddiip,  and  I  shall  long  honor  his 
I    Bieajory  for  hU  many  noble  qualities. 

The  Kev,  John  Wright,  D,D.,  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  once  a  rector 
of  St,  Matthew's  Church,  writes  : — 

David  Clapp  was  one  of  the  whitest  souls  I  ever  knew.  His  friendships 
I  were  strong,  his  spirit  gentle*  and  his  piety  sincere  and  unobstrusive.  lie 
L  WIS  wonderfully  self-con taineil,  aud  when  he  expressed  himself  uttered  the 
»in*e  and  the  right  word.  He  disliked  contention  of  any  kind,  and  was 
Biliriji  foremost  as  a  peace- maker.  And  when  I  preached  a  sermon  from 
Hk^ext  •*  Love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law,''  he  cjime  to  me  to  ask  for  the 
HBDoacript  that  be  might  publisli  it  at  his  own  expense.     Wliile  I  declined 

■  Id  comply  with  his  request,  the  incident  shows  how  large-hearted  was  his 

■  tort  for  his  fellow  men.     For  thirteen  years  I  was  associated  with  him  in 

■  ihe  work  of  St.  Matthew*s  Church,  and  iu  uli  that  time  I  never  witnessed 
W  ii  him  other  than  attractive  traits  of  cliariicter.

■Mr*  Clapp,  uses  the  following  lanoruage ; — 

B    He  was  a  good  citizen,  kind  friend,  an  able  and  conscientious  adviser  in 

|ill  that  pertained  to  the  welfare  of  the  community  in  which  he  had  spei*t 
10  many  years  of  his  life.  His  gentle  manners,  kindliness  of  disposition, 
wise  counsels,  unassuming  deportment,  ready  willingness  to  render  assistance 

■wbfiii  required,  his  virtuous  life  and  higli  character,  all  reDdered  him  a  man 

■MM^^^^^^ioD|I>red,  respected  and  beloved. 
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The  Rev.  James  I.  T.  Coolidge,  D.D.,  a  former  rector  of  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  in  two  communications  to  the  children  of  Mr. 
Clapp,  thus  expresses  himself: — 

I  loved  year  father  almost  with  a  child's  love  from  the  first  I  sought 
and  relied  apon  bb  advice,  and  believe  I'never  went  wrong  when  I  followed 
it.  Sometimes  when  1  have  tried  to  speak  the  word  of  oar  blessed  Lord 
and  my  heart  began  to  fail  me,  as  1  looked  over  the  congregation  the  rev- 
erent and  believing  attention  of  your  father  has  been  an  inspiration,  for  I 
knew  that  I  bad  at  least  one  whose  sympathy  was  all  my  own. 

As  tbe  rector,  so  also  the  parish,  of  St.  Matthew's  has  every  reason  to 
remember  and  honor  him  with  deepest  gratitude.  It  was  not  possible  for 
one  to  be  more  devoted  to  its  best  interests.  His  long  service  as  its  senior 
warden  was  the  sincere  work  of  disinterested  desire  for  its  best  growth  and 
prosperity.  No  one  was  a  more  generous  supporter  of  all  its  burdens. 
Every  appeal  for  labor  or  money  received  from  him  a  ready  answer  up  to 
and  beyond  his  proportion.  He  loved  his  Church,  and  as  often  as  the 
Sundays  came  it  was  his  welcoming  smile  which  made  all  feel  that  we  were 
brothers  one  of  another  in  the  Household  of  God.  Especially  was  he 
thoughtful  of  strangers ;  and  so  quietly  and  simply  was  his  service  rendered 
that  I  believe  many  wist  not  who  it  was  that  made  them  welcome.  I 
always  felt  that  when  the  offerings  were  gathered  the  gifts  were  more  abun- 
dant because  the  plate  was  presented  by  him. 

The  present  rector  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  the  Rev.  Albert  E. 
George,  remarks : — 

Anyone  who  had  intimate  acquaintance  with  this  good  man  will  bear  me 
out  in  the  statement  that  his  life  was  as  nearly  the  ideal  one  of  humanity  as 
any  thing  human  could  be.  He  had  that  attractive  simplicity  which  nator- 
ally  evolved  itself  from  his  heart  because  he  bad  a  deep  love  for  all  that 
was  good  and  true.  Simplicity  must  be  accompanied  with  other  character- 
istics. Modesty  and  sweetness  of  temperament  will  soon  make  themselves 
known.  He  had  these,  and  because  they  were  his  in  a  marked  degree  no 
one  ever  could  be  his  enemy,  much  more  no  one  desired  to  be  his  enemy. 
He  never  met  you  in  a  way  which  would  convey  any  other  impresuon 
except  that  of  love  and  kindness.  There  was  a  depth  to  his  spiritoality. 
His  long  service  as  senior  warden  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  through  many 
periods  of  anxiety  and  discouragement,  was  never  broken  by  any  disloyalty 
to  his  Church  or  tyranny  over  those  who  served  as  rectors.  There  is  not  a 
rector  living  who  is  not  ready  to  declare  that  the  inspiration  of  his  life  was 
an  honor  to  the  parish  and  a  stimulation  to  the  joy  of  being  a  Christian. 
He  never  used  his  office  for  any  other  purpose  except  the  glorification  of  the 
highest  objects.  Always  peaceable,  kind,  courteous,  discreet  and  loving,  ho 
sought  the  opportunity  where  these  could  be  shown.  Men  never  mistook 
his  motives.  You  knew  him  before  he  acted  upon  any  measure;  you  found 
in  him  the  same  gracious,  tender  and  pleasing  disposition  afterwards.  He 
was  a  model  warden,  and  stands  out  before  the  Episcopal  Chnrch  in  this 
city  as  such. 

Above  all,  he  was  a  Christian  in  the  best  sense.  He  lived  the  life  he  pro- 
fessed ;  no  false  notes  were  ever  heard.  He  did  not  go  to  Church  out  of 
mere  sentimentality.  He  went  because  he  knew  it  to  be  more  than  a  duty* 
It  was  his  real  pleasure.  His  venerable  form  adorned  the  sacred  place.  Al- 
ways generous,  always  seconding  any  noble  undertaking,  he  identified  his  seal 
to  the  very  last  with  those  works  which  would  show  forth  the  Lord's  praise.

GOV.  SIMON  BRADSTREET'S  ANCESTRY.*

A  MANUSCRIPT  volume  of  personal  memoranda  by  the  Rev.  Simon 
Bradstrcet  of  New  London,  Conn.,  second  son  of  Gov.  Simon

Thomae,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  father  of  Theophikis,  died  in  January, 
618-iy,  se.  48.  He  was  father  of  ei;rht  8ons  and  nine  daughters, 
f  whom  the  Lady  Arbelhi,  together  with  her  husband  Isaac  John- 
»n,  sailed  for  Xew  Englaml  in  tlie  Spring  of  1030,  on  a  ship  named 
1  ber  honor  ;  Brad  street  himself  being  a  passenger  on  the  same  vesseL 
ohnson's  mother,  Elizabetlu  was  daugliter  and  heir  of  the  Kev. 
jaurence  Chuderton,  DJ>,,  Prcbenilary  *>f  Lincoln,  above  alluded 
0;  who  was  also  one  of  the  translutois  of  King  Janiee's  Bible,  and 
fcc  first  master  of  Emmanuel  Ct>llege*  This  institution  was  built 
iil58'4  by  Sir  Walter  Mildway,  whom  the  Queen  greeted,  on  his 
toming  to  Court,  with  the  remark,  "Sir  Walter,  I  liear  you  have 
eroded  a  puritan  foumlation." 

The  Ilorbrmg  parish  register,  not  beginning  till  1G53,  has  here- 
tofore  barred  fuither  investigation,  as  ti>  the  family  in  that  locality. 
Fortunately  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln's  traiiscripts  have  been  recently 
cumioed  with  the  tbllowmg  results  :

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His  will,  recorded  in  the  Consist.  Co.  of  the  Biahop  of  Lincoln, 
is  as  follows  :

The  name  Simon  has  long  continued  in  the  family,  and  is  still  i 
preserved  in  the  line  of  the  Irish  Baronets,  whom  Hutchinson 
alludes  to  as  connected.  However,  contemporary  with  Simon,  the 
Vicar  of  Ilorbling,  was  the  Rev.  Symon  Bradstreet  of  Hasset,  co. 
Suffolk,  living  1630,*  and  Symon  Bradstreete,  citizen  and  grocer 
of  London,  who  died  in  February,  1627-8,  as  we  learn  from  to 
proof  of  will  given  in  IVIr.  Waters's  Gleanings. f  The  latter  leavei 
all  his  property  to  his  nephew  and  executor,  Samuel  Bradstreete, 
and  apparently  discards  his  daughter  Margaret,  who,  without  hi» 
"love,  leave  or  consent,"  had  married  Edmund  Slater,  citizen  and 
mercer  of  London.  Slater,  in  his  license  of  23  May,  1625,  for* 
marriage  at  Lambome  or  Birchanger,  Essex,  is  called  of  St.  M«f

ST,T.y   STEPHEN  PEABODY  AND  WIFE,  OF  ATKINSON, 
NEW  HAMPSIIUU:, 
By  WiixiAM  C.  TopD,  A.M.,  of  Atkirisori,  N.  H. 
Read  tycfore  ihe  Ncw-EnglanU  Historic  Genculogical  Society,  Fcbraary  7^  1894. 
.N  the  general  attention  now  given  to  the  men  nud  cu^stoms  of  a 
ccTitur\*  agii,  an  old-time  pastor  and  his  wife  deserve  4?pccial  recog- 
nitiuu. 

Rev.   Stephen  Penbotly,   the  first  settled  minister  of  Atkinson, 

K.  n.,  wns  born  in  Andover,  Nov.  11,  174L     He  was  a  descend- 

Lietit.   Francis  Peabody,   who  came  to  tliis  country  in  the 

i*T**  in  l<j3r>.      He  was  the  son  of  John  and  Sarah  (Ingalls) 

Peal»ody.      He  was  graduated  from   Harvard  College  in   17*»f>,   a 

.dassiiiate  of  Theoptulns  Parsons.      He  was  a  poor  boy,  and  used 

to  tell  in  after  life  of  his  struggles  to  obtain  an  education,  earning 

kig  fioard  at  college  Uy  waiting  4in  the  tal>le,  and  carrying  witli  him 

from  home  the  linen  he  needed  during  the  tcnn,  which  bis  loving 

flitters  had  laundered.      He  was  twenty-eight  years  old  at  grailua- 

Upo,  the  pater  omnitnn  of  his  class,  and  it  was  not  a  little  to  his 
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credit  that  his  age  did  not  alter  his  resolve  to  obtain  an  education. 
Having  fixed  upon  the  ministry  for  his  profession,  he  studied  in 
the  family  of  a  minister,  for  it  was  before  the  day  of  theological 
seminaries,  and  defrayed  his  expenses  by  working  on  a  farm  and 
teaching  school. 

He  was  ordained  at  Atkinson  as  paator  Nov.  25,  1772.  This 
town  was  a  part  of  land  purchased  of  the  Indians  by  the  inhabitants 
of  Pentucket,  now  Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  set  off  into  New  Hamp- 
shire as  a  part  of  Plaistow,  and  had  been  separated  from  that  town 
and  incorporated  Sept.  3,  1767,  five  years  before  the  settlement  of 
]VIr.  Peabody.  It  seems  strange  to  this  generation  to  learn  that 
the  reason  for  the  separation  was  that  the  people  might  have 
their  own  church  and  minister.  In  their  application  to  the  legisla- 
ture for  an  act  of  incorj)oration,  the  petitioners  state :  ^  That  by 
reason  of  the  great  distance  of  their  dwellings  from  the  meeting- 
house they  undergo  many  and  great  difficulties  in  attending  the 
public  worship  of  Almighty  God  there,  and  that  the  said  meetings 
house  is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  more  than  half  the  in- 
habitants of  said  town."  At  that  period,  as  is  well  known,  the 
church  was  an  institution  of  the  town ;  the  town  as  a  corporation 
was  holden  for  the  support  of  the  minister ;  and  each  citizen  was 
assessed  for  the  support  of  religious  worship,  as  for  other  expenses. 

The  small  salary  offered  IVIr.  Peabody  well  illustrates  the  econ- 
omy of  the  times.  The  record  is  as  follows  :  "  Voted,  To  give  Mr. 
Stephen  Peabody  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds,  lawful  money,  as  a 
settlement,  upon  condition  that  the  salary  begin  at  sixty-six  pounds, 
thirteen  shillings  and  four  pence,  lawful  money,  the  first  year,  and 
add  on  forty  shillings  per  year  till  it  amounts  to  eighty  pounds  per 
year." 

"  Voted,  To  give  Mr.  Stephen  Peabody  ten  cords  of  wood  per 
year  so  long  as  he  carries  on  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  Atkinson.'' 
No  increase  was  ever  made  in  this  salary  during  his  long  ministry* 

The  people  used  to  settle  their  tax  individually  with  the  minister, 
with  most  of  whom  he  had  running  accounts  for  articles  furnished, 
or  services  rendered,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  his  cash  receipts  J 
were  often  very  small,  as  can  well  be  imagined.  He  was  settled 
for  life,  as  was  the  old  custom,  and  remained  with  his  people  forty- 
seven  years.  In  Hampstead,  an  adjoining  town,  a  contemporary, 
Rev.  John  Kelly,  whom  many  now  living  remember,  was  pastor  of 
his  church  fifty-six  years.  The  ministerial  itineracy  of  a  later  period 
was  unknown.  Soon  after  his  settlement  the  Revolutionary  war 
began,  and  he  entered  Poor's  regiment  as  chaplain,  for  he  was  a 
brave  man  and  a  patriot. 

And  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  say,  that  in  praising  and 
honoring  those  who  fought  in  the  war  of  1861-65,  we  should  not 
forget  the  soldiers  of  the  Revolution  who  endured  hardships  to  which 
soldiers  now  are  strangers,  with  no  motive  but  pure  patriotism  ^ 
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draw  them  into  the  service.  At  tlie  he^ioning  of  the  Revolutionary 
war  the  tV>ntinentiil  t'onmTss  sent  the  ibl lowing  circular  for  sifma- 
tures,  which  dcaervce  to  be  more  ij^t^nendly  known  to  this  generation  : 
^  We,  the  subscribers,  do  hereby  solemnly  engage  and  promise  that 
we  will  to  the  utmost  of  our  power,  at  the  ri!:?k  of  our  lives  and 
fortune?,  with  arms,  oppose  tlie  hostile  proceedings  of  the  British 
fleets  and  aruiies  against  tl»e  United  American  CVjIouics/'  Every 
male  citizen  of  Atkinson,  ninety-seven  in  all,  signed  this  pledge. 
In  the  last  war  the  town  in  filling  its  quota  was  obliged  to  pay  many 

V hers  eight  hundred  dollars  each,   as  bounty,  to  induce  them  to 
.  :>t. 

On  his  retiu*n  to  his  people  ^Ir,  Peabody  diseliarged  fiuthfidly  all 
llie  duties  of  his  pastorate,  and  they  were  many  and  varied.  He 
moat  preach  two  sermons  on  the  Sabbath,  for  in  those  days  of  few 
kooks  and  papers  the  sermons  gave  food  for  thought  an<l  discussion 
dtaring  the  week.  They  were  long  sermons,  too,  and  the  people 
were  not  tired  of  listening,  though  seated  in  a  cold  church  never 
wmmcM:!,  and  on  hard  seats  witli  no  cushions.  All  attended  church, 
for  it  was  not  respectable  to  do  secular  w  ork  or  seek  amusement  on 
tbe  Sabbath.  The  prayer  meetings  at  which  he  was  expected  to 
be  present  were  more  numerous  and  better  attended  than  now,  and 
more  pastoml  visits  niusnt  be  made. 

Mr.  Peabody  kept  a  diary,  simply  a  record  of  what  he  ditl  each 
day,  without  a  reticction  or  any  etatenient  that  did  not  relate  to 
himself,  written  in  a  fine  hand  and  condensed.  That  for  1783  has 
been  preserved,  and  throws  nmch  light  on  the  life  of  a  clergyman  at 
that  period.     Some  entries  will  be  given. 

"Oct.  3.  Catechised  the  children  at  John  Dustin'a,"  All  the 
children  must  be  taught  the  Westminster  Catechism,  and  from  Sun- 
day to  Sunday  the  pastor  w-ould  give  notice  what  families  would  be 
mited  (hiring  the  week  "to  en  tech  is  e  the  children,'*  and  rjucstion 
them  on  the  piiints  of  doctrine  found  in  that  little  book,  once  so 
revered,  now  hardly  known.  At  the  appointed  time  the  children 
would  be  gathered  in  the  best  room,  dressed  in  tlieir  Sunday  clothes, 
witli  cb*an  faces,  to  receive  their  spiritual  teacher,  and  when  each 
ehilfl  answered  readily  evcr>'  question,  beginning  with  "What  is 
llic  chief  end  of  man?"  and  the  pastor  conmicnded  the  faithfulness 
oi  both  children  and  parents,  all  eyes  sparkled  at  his  words  of 
pmbe.  Parents  were  proud  of  their  ehUdren,  and  children  proud 
of  theraselvea. 

"April  13.  Wrote  John  Little's  Will."  This  entry  shows  that 
I  pai'tor's  duty  was  not  confined  to  religious  instruction,  lie  was 
the  scholar  of  the  town,  and  most  give  advice,  and  write  documenta 
where  aonie  education  and  legal  knowledge  were  requix'ed,  and  he 
Ml  as  willing  to  aid  his  people  as  they  felt  tree  to  call  on  him. 
iiivre  were  Imt  few  lawyers,  so  abundant  now. 

'Julv  IG.     Went  to  Commencement.'*     No  clergyman  of  that 
,16* 
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dfty  neglected  to  visit  Cambridge  on  that  oeoasion,  if  only  ironi 
reliirionH  motives.  The  strict  Puritan  theology  of  the  time  then 
prevailed  at  Hiirvard.  It  was  regarded  as  the  nursery  of  the 
church,  where  tliey  couhl  receive  large  draugJits  of  spiritual  life  aa 
well  as  mingle  with  the  jsehohirs  of  New  Enghind,  For  many 
weekiii  after  hin  return  the  minister  would  tell  his  [>eople  what  he 
had  seen  and  lieard,  and  they  were  no  more  tired  of  hearing  than 
he  was  of  telling. 

*'  Alarried  Jonathan  Johnson  to  Molly  Follanshee ;  Moses  At- 
w^ood  to  Juditfi  Wiidlev,  all  of  Ilanipstead  for  a  dollar  a  piece," 
Again,  "  Married  Majitr  Moore  to  widow  Little  tor  two  dtdliirs,'* 
These  entries  show  how  little  it  cost  to  get  married  a  century  ago, 
and  explains  in  part  why  so  few  then  led  single  lives.  As  a 
"Major*'  w^as  quite  an  important  personage  years  ago,  and  trora 
reganl  for  his  dignity  would  pay  the  highest  price  where  his  happi- 
ness was  BO  deeply  concerned,  it  would  seem  that  two  dollars  were 
a  big  fee.  With  no  knowlcilge  on  the  subject,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
our  clerical  friends  are  now  more  liberally  rewarded.  One  can 
certainly  afford  to  pay  well  for  a  union  with  a  good  wife,  and  if  he 
gets  a  poor  one  he  may  as  well  begin  first  as  last  to  pay  dearly  for 
his  folly. 

"Nov.  6.  At  Mr.  I>ow*s  mill  raising/'  Even  in  the  youth  ot 
many  now  living  it  was  quite  an  event  to  raise  a  building.  The 
timbers  were  large,  some  of  them  big  enough  to  give  timber  for  a 
modern  house,  and  all  the  men  of  tlic  town  must  asscTnble  to  aid. 
The  minister  went,  too,  for  he  eould  see  the  jieople  and  talk  with 
them.  Prayer  was  generally  offered  before  the  work  began,  Re- 
freshmeuts  were  provided  in  abundance,  and  New  England  rum 
was  never  wanting,  of  which  the  minister  w^oidd  take  a  little  with 
the  rest — only  a  little.  It  was  long  before  the  days  of  temperance; 
it  ^vis  a  pure  liquor,  not  the  often  poisonous  mijtturc  now  dnink, 
and  if  the  people  became  a  little  excited  their  heads  were  clear  the 
next  day. 

"  Dec.  26.  (tot  my  wood."  Most  pastors  of  that  day  were  set- 
tled tor  BO  mneh  inon(*y  and  so  many  cords  of  wootl,  and  so  it  was, 
as  bns  f>een  stated,  with  Parson  Peabcxly.  Word  would  be  given 
out  that  on  a  given  day,  all  nuist  bring  the  ministers  wood,  and  a 
merry  time  they  had  of  it,  for  it  was  a  labor  of  love,  and  all  rejoiced 
to  take  part.  No  one  eould  work  too  hard,  and  the  heart  of  the 
ptistor  was  not  more  glad  than  those  of  hie  people  at  the  big  pile 
before  his  iloor.  No  sworn  surveyor  measured  the  allowance,  no 
short  sticks  were  slyly  put  in— the  minister  must  be  kept  warm,  for 
they  well  knew  how  welcome  they  were  to  his  fireside. 

To  add  to  his  means  of  support  he  had  bought  a  little  farm.  He 
did  mneh  of  the  work  on  his  hmd  with  bis  own  hands,  and  in  hil 
di:iry  he  speaks  of  "  getting  in  the  corn,*'  and  '*  husking  it,"  "  killiog 
the  hog  and  cow,"  and  other  such  necessary  farm  labor.     The  out- 
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of-door  exercise  kept  him  in  robuat  lietilth,  as  it  would  clerf^yincn 
BOW.  He  was  a  large  man,  over  six  feet  in  height^  of  great  strength, 
ith  a  keen  black  eye,  swarthy  eoniplexion,  and  curling,  bushy 
,ir»  He  eoidd  do  every  kinil  c»f  farm  wurk,  fur  which  his  early 
life  had  prepared  him,  nnd  wliuther  holding  the  plough,  hoeing  corn, 
wielding  tfie  scythe,  harveeting,  or  gfithering  his  fruit,  about  which 
he  was  very  select,  bearing  in  mind  his  guests,  no  one  of  his  neigh- 
bors could  surpass  him.  He  knew  no  fear,  and  In  his  youth  be 
hud  been  a  famous  wrestler,  and,  it  was  saiil,  had  nu-n  had  not  un- 
frequently  experieni'cd  his  '*  mn^c'ular  Christianity  "  in  a  way  they 
did  not  forget,  when  they  had  excited  him  to  holy  anger.  His  farm 
work  was  a  hond  ot  union  between  him  and  hie  people.  He  was 
one  of  them,  worked  as  they  worked,  did  us  they  did,  and  in  all  his 
labors,  in  time  of  need,  their  willing  IuithIh  were  ever  at  ins  Hcrvice. 
It  was  the  advantage  of  ii  long  pastorate,  that  the  nnnister  knew 
all  his  people.  Tlie  population  was  tben  stationary,  with  no  foreign 
mixture,  and  as  the  years  rolled  on  the  children  and  grandcJnldren 
of  his  first  charge  grew  up  around  hitu,  their  history  was  familiar 
to  him,  and  they  seemed  like  a  [»art  i>f  his  own  family.  At  funerals 
Mr.  Peabody  could  drop  a  syui[>athetle  and  sincere  tear,  fi>r  a  friend 
had  departed,  and  at  weddings  he  was  the  life  of  the  company,  giv- 
ing loose  to  his  exuberant  sfdrits,  and  interspersing  good  advice 
with  the  cheerful  talk  befitting  tlic  occasion* 

Mr.  Peabody  was  very  hospitable,  and  his  diary  gives  evidence 
of  the  amount  of  company  he  entertained ,  Almos^t  every  day  he 
speaks  of  persons  who  have  dined  or  lodged  with  liim,  an<l  when  the 
labor  of  giving  names  was  too  great  he  would  write,  '"full  of  com- 

Before  the  introduetion  ot  rail  roads  it  was  the  cnstom  of  the 
farmers  of  Venaont  and  New  Hampshire  to  bring  their  |u-(Kluee  in 
their  own  conveyances  to  the  seaport  towns,  and  excliange  for 
groceries  antl  other  needed  articles.  Tlicsc  journeys  were  usually 
mtule  in  winter,  as  it  was  their  season  of  leisure,  and  in  sleighs  for 
eioe  of  tram? port*  Often,  however,  the  snow  wouhl  suddenly  dis- 
appear, so  that  the  farmers  made  all  [jossible  expedition,  travelling 
much  in  the  night.  So  well  known  was  Mr.  Peabody 's  hospitality, 
thut  many  of  them  would  stop  at  his  house,  and  they  were  welcome. 
His  doors  were  left  unfastened  at  night ;  the  h\*r  back-log  gave  heat 
to  his  sitting  room  ;  and  they  would  enter,  warm  themselves,  chat 
with  the  good  pastor  in  his  adjacent  hcil-room,  and  depart,  their 
faces  unseen,  and,  perhaps,  as  in  the  old  days  of  chivalry,  their 
named  unasked. 

He  was  a  gentleman  in  his  appearance,  and  paid  full  regard  to 
the  proprieties  of  <h*ess  demanded  at  that  period  of  a  clergyman. 
If  wlien  at  work  in  the  field,  in  a  plain  farmer's  dress,  it  was  an- 
tiounced  that  polished  visitors  had  come  to  see  him,  he  would  quickly 
prepare  to  meet  them,  in  his  best  dark  garb,  with  his  white  cravat, 
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his  silk  stockings  meeting  the  breeches  at  the  knee,  and  the  ailver 
buckles  worn  then  by  gentlemen. 

He  was  a  man  of  large  views,  and  one  of  his  first  anxieties  was 
to  provide  for  his  people  better  means  of  education,  and  aided  by  a 
few  friends  he  established  Atkinson  Academy  in  1787,  though  it 
was  not  incorj)orated  till  1791,  the  oldest  in  tJie  state  after  Plullipe 
at  £xcter.     Aloney  was  scarce,  and  to  raise  the  necessary  fiinds 
was  no  easy  task,  and  from  his  own  limited  resources  he  expended 
freely,  and  incurred  debts  that  embarrassed  him  to  the  end  of  his 
life.     One  of  the  means  then  common  to  secure  money  for  such  ob- 
jects was  lotteries,  for  there  were  no  moral  scruples  in  regard  to 
them.     In  the  year   1791   a  petition  was  presented  to  the  New 
Hampshire  legislature,  it  which  it  was  stated :  ^  That  lotteries  aie 
now  established  in  Massachusetts  for  raising  funds  to  support  acad- 
emies, and  for  various  other  purposes,  by  wliich  considerable  sonifl 
are  daily  drawn  from  the  citizens  of  this  state.''     And  after  enlarging 
upon  the  benefit  to  be  obtained  from  the  lottery,  the  petition  praya: 
"  That  we  might  have  liberty  to  raise  one  thousand  pounds,  or  such 
other  sum  as  may  be  thought  proper,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  above  purpose."     Massachusetts  was  authori^ 
then  as  now  in  morals. 

The  petition  was  at  once  granted  Feb.  17,  1791.  Then,  as  the 
town  was  so  near  the  boundary,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  1^ 
islatiu*e  of  Massachusetts  for  permission  to  sell  tickets  in  that  state. 
It  was  refused,  not  on  moral  grounds,  but  the  thrifty  Old  Bay  State 
wished  to  reap  fully  all  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  from  the  cul- 
tivation of  it  own  territory — it  believed  then  as  now  in  a  "  Home 
Market."  The  good  man  had  made  several  journeys  to  Boston  (» 
this  errand,  and  it  was  with  a  sad  heart  that  he  turned  his  horse 
homeward  from  his  unsuccessful  mission. 

The  lottery  scheme  was  a  failure,  for  but  few  tickets  could  be 
sold  in  a  section  so  sparsely  settled  as  New  Hampshire.  His  d^ 
forts,  however,  in  favor  of  the  infant  institution  were  not  relaxed, 
and  were  rewarded  by  success.  It  soon  gained  a  wide  reputatioif 
and  students  flocked  thither  from  far  around,  many  of  whom,  M 
Levi  Woodbury,  Gov.  Kent,  Jonathan  Cilley,  President  Brown, 
in  after  years  gained  a  national  reputation,  (xrace  Fletcher,  wife 
of  Daniel  Webster,  was  one  of  the  pupils,  and  an  old  lady,  one  of 
her  schoolmates,  told  me  she  was  a  pale,  delicate,  modest  girl,  whom 
all  loved.  It  was,  I  think,  the  first  academy  in  the  country  to  ad- 
mit ladies  to  its  privileges.  The  tradition  is  that  "  Polly  "  Peabody 
told  her  father  she  was  going  to  the  academy.  He  was  amazed  at 
such  a  proposition,  for  up  to  that  time  but  few  girls  had  received 
more  than  an  elementary  education,  but  he  could  deny  his  only 
daughter  nothing,  and  she  and  some  of  her  companions  were  ad- 
mitted, sat  with  the  boys,  joined  their  classes,  and  co-education  wae 
established.     The  advocates  of  women's  rights  should  give  merited 
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credit  to  ^^  Pally"  Peabody  and  Atkinson  Academy  for  this  advunre 
movement  in  the  hij^lier  I'diiciition  of  women.  Parson  Peabody  re- 
ceived many  pnpile  iuto  his  tanidy,  as  he  had  erected  a  large  house, 
and  they  were  ever  alter  grsitetid  for  the  jnMtnietion  and  refining 
influence  of  his  Lome,  largely  due  to  his  wite,  of  wlioiii  will  be 
epoken  later. 

One  of  these  pupils,  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Gilman,  has  told 
bow  his  mother,  lett  a  poor  widow  with  four  children,  had  taken 
hira,  her  only  son,   a  little  boy  of  seven  years,  to  Mr,  Penbody's 
home,  and  related  her  condition  and  anxiety  for  the  ehikFs  fnture. 
"Madam,*'  was  his  reply*  "  leave  your  little  boy  with  us.      He  rtball 
be  one  of  us,  and  enter  the  acaileiny.      If  Providenee  blesses  your 
cffortjs  to  secure  for  yourself  a  livelihood,  well  and  good  ;  you  may 
remunerate  us  in  the  usual  way.     But,  if  you  are  doomed  to  stnig- 
g\e  with  adversity,  he  not  anxious  about  your  srm  ;  be  sure  he  Khali 
have  a  home  and  an  edursition."     His  wife  was  sitting  neijr  knitting, 
tnd  smiled  approval  <>f  her  husbajid's  words.      Was  not  this  practi- 
cal Christianity?     It  can  well  be  imagined  w^ith  what  a  light  heart 
that  mother  drove  back  the  next  morning  to  her  home  in  (Th>uees- 
ter.      It  should  be  adiled  that  the  deljt  was  i'ully  paid  in  after  years, 
10  far  as  money  eouUl  pay  it.     It  is  an  illustration  of  the  kindness, 
unaclfij^hness  and  hospitality  of  this  clergyman  during  bis  wdiole  life. 
Not  content  with  the  establishment  of  the  academy^  in  his  w^ish 
to  eultivate  the  people  generally  he  started  a  library,  with  the  lead- 
ing citizens  its  shareholders,   wdiicb  was  continued  long  alter  his 
i','    i  ase.  and  liad  a  marked  influence  tu  fonoing  sin  intelligent  eom- 
(tiuiiity.      The  books  were  carefully  selected,  every  one  instructive, 
in  marked  contrast  to  the  volumes  Jturdening  so  many  shelves  of 
our  modem  libraries.      It  w\as  before  the  day  of  chesp  fietirm. 

With  all  these  traits  that  eouhl  not  fail  to  be  appreeiated,  it  is 
fMi  to  \m  w^ondered  at  that  he  had  a  strong  hold  on  the  respect  :md 
tions  of  his  people.  No  child  passed  him  that  did  not  take  off 
hat,  or  make  a  courtesy,  and  it  may  be  said  that  at  that  period 
^ery  child  was  taught  at  home  and  ut  school  to  show  tliis  civility  to 
'  piissing  stranger,  and  punislied  for  disobedienee.  In  far  oH'IIam- 
nertest,  in  Norw*ay,  a  few  years  ago,  the  writer  w^as  stru<*k  with 
attention  to  a  stranger,  recalling  the  instruction  of  bis  boyhood. 
our  children  better  now  for  its  diwregard? 
In  the  ehureh  at  the  close  of  the  service,  the  congregation  rose, 
and  reniained  standing  till  Mr.  Peabody  had  left  the  Imuse,  bowling 
on  each  side  as  he  passed  down  the  aisle  followed  by  his  wife.  He 
iTttfl  never  spoken  of,  or  to,  lightly,  but  usually  as  "  Su:  Peabody,'* 
or  **  Parson  Peabody." 

He  was  not  a  learned  man,  and  his  theological  library  was  said 

Ell  to  have  eontaine<l  more  than  fifty  volumes,  yet  his  talents  were 

Mnly  very  respectable.     He  w^as  not  unfreqnently  called  upon 

t-sirh  iLt  thp  ordination  exerciflcs  of  liifi  brother  clergymen,  and

once  preached  the  annual  sermon  before  the  New  Hampshire  legis- 
lature.    His  sermons  were  written  in  a  fine  hand,  on  small  sheet! 
of  paper,  for  economy  was  required  even  in  small  things.     Sermons 
then  were  divided  into  many  heads,  but  he  rarely  went  beyond 
^fifthly."     He  had  the  attention  of  his  hearers,  of  the  older  portion 
from  interest,  and  the  younger  people  seated  in  the  large  galleries 
were  kept  in  order  by  tithingmen,  regularly  appointed  by  the  town 
at  their  annual  meetings  to  look  after  unruly  boys.     Mr.   Peabodj 
did  not  hesitate  himself  to  stop  in  his  sermon  and  rebuke  any  im- 
propriety in  the  house  of  God.     After  the  religious  exercises  had 
been  finished,  it  was  the  custom  of  the  town  clerk  to  read  the  inten- 
tions of  marriage,  when  ail,  especially  the  young,  were  eager  listen- 
ers.    It  was  certainly  a  proof  of  his  ability  that  his  people  were  for 
80  long  a  time  united  under  his  teachings.     But  it  was  a  period  of 
faith,  of  adherence  to  time-honored  views,  before  the  "  divers  and 
strange  doctrines  "  that  have  since  divided  the  churches  had  crept 
in.     It  was  a  sufficient  ground  of  belief  that  "  Parson  Peabody  "  and 
the  Bible  sjiid  it.     An  unbeliever  in  the  old  Orthodoxy  was  looked 
upon  with  suspicion,   and  suffered  in  his  social  intercourse  as  i 
dangerous  associate,  e8peci«ally  for  the  young.      An  old  Boston 
teacher  who  had  taught  Edward  Everett  came  to  spend  his  decliih 
ing  years  in  the  town,  but  found  it  prudent  to  conceal  his  Unitir 
rianism,  and  when  asked  his  religious  belief  would  evade  a  direct 
answer  by  saying :   "  My  wife  is  a  Methodist."     He  attended  the 
service,  and  contributed  as  did  his  neighbors. 

Mr.  Peabody  had  a  happy  temperament  and  joyous  nature,  and 
was  fond  of  a  joke.  He  was  quick  to  see  the  humor  of  any  inci- 
dent, and  told  a  story  or  anecdote  with  much  glee,  often  rising  and 
using  action  to  add  to  the  effect,  and  joining  heartily  in  the  laughter 
that  followed.  He  was  a  fine  singer,  revelled  in  music,  and  ofien 
the  first  thing  heard  in  his  house  in  the  morning  was  his  loud  melo- 
dious voice  in  some  song,  like  "The  bright  rosy  morning  peeps 
over  tlie  hills,"  arousing  the  sleeping  inmates.  When  riding  alone, 
or  at  home,  the  impulse  would  seize  him,  and  he  would  break  ont 
in  some  favorite  tune.  He  joined  in  the  singing  at  the  church,  and 
if  there  was  any  deficiency  he  supplied  it,  sometimes  taking  the 
place  of  the  choir ^  He  played  the  violin,  and  would  draw  from  ite 
chords  exquisite  music,  and  it  was  thought  that  he  would  glsdfy 
have  danced  but  for  his  profession. 

In  his  domestic  relations  Mr.  Peabody  was  fortunate.  He  nuu^ 
ried  his  first  wife  Jan.  19,  1773,  soon  after  his  settlement.  She 
was  Mary  Haseltine,  daughter  of  Deacon  John  and  Mary  (Ingalls) 
Haseltine,  of  Bradford,  Mass.,  and  an  aunt  of  the  missionary  Mis. 
Judson  and  of  Miss  Abigail  C.  Haseltine,  so  long  the  able  princi- 
pal of  Bradford  Female  Seminary.  She  was  a  devoted  wife  and 
mother,  whose  chief  happiness  was  in  her  family.  She  died  Sept. 
19,  1793.     Becoming  a  widower  at  an  early  age,  according  to  the 
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cufitora  of  that  class  he  l>ei^an  to  look  for  another  wife,  and  in  due 
time  married  Mrsi.  Elizal»i'tli  Shjiw,  widow  of  Kev.  flohn  Shuw, 
pastor  of  the  First  Church  of  Haverhill,  Mnss.  Her  history  was 
ipceially  identified  with  that  of  Mr.  Peahody  and  his  Society,  and 
it  is  not  eaev  to  speak  too  strongly  in  her  praise. 

She  way  one  c>f  three  reniarkahle  Hi»tei\s,  ilaugliters  of  Rev,  Wil- 
liam Smith,  of  Weymouth,  Ma^s.,  and  was  siiid  not  to  have  been 
inferior  to  either  of  her  eijsters.  One  of  them  married  President 
John  Adams,  and  the  third  married  Richard  ("ranch,  and  was  the 
-^mother  of  the  late  Judge  Cranch,  of  WaHhin;x*^t*n,  I).  C  Her 
■Cfither  had  etiucated  her  with  great  care,  and  us  the  wife  of  Mr. 
^RShaw  she  Of^eupicd  a  prominent  social  position.  The  eler<;:y  of  that 
■  {»eriod  mingled  much  with  each  otlier,  to  discuss  theological  and 
^^ther  questions  eontinnally  arising  in  their  parishes,  and  to  talk 
^PNbotit  new  books,  then  rarely  a])pearing,  and  give  to  t!iemselvcs  and 
dieir  families  the  benefit  of  the  best  social  intert^ourse.  It  was  a 
custom  then,  long  since  passed  away,  to  hold  protracted  meetings 
for  three  or  four  sneeessive  days,  in  aid  of  a  reWval,  at  which  all 
the  ministers  of  the  surrounding  towns  with  their  wives  were  gath- 
ered* As  few  events  l>ut  death  caused  a  change  of  pastorate,  the 
dergrmen  became  very  intimate  with  each  other  and  their  families, 
ftod  so  nire  a  woman  as  llrs.  Shaw  was  well  known  and  a<lmired, 
ttftt  the  least  by  Mr,  Peabotjy,  As  a  widower  he  consulted  her 
about  the  new  wife  for  whom  he  was  in  search.  *'  What  kind  of  a 
woman  ilo  you  wantV''  she  asked.  "One  just  like  yourseUV  was 
tbe  gallant  anri  sincere  reply.  Soon  after  Mr,  Pea  body  mounted 
iuA  horse,  and  was  on  his  way  to  visit  the  lady  reeoimnended,  when 
he  heard  of  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Shaw,  Other  thoughts  at 
OQOe  took  possession  of  him,   and  he  turned  his  horse  and  went 

As  might  be  experted,  others  liesides  Mr.  Pea  body  were  anxious 
to  console  the  interesting  widow  in  her  bereavement,   and  among 
them  the  Rev,  Isaac  Smith,  a  cousin  and  youthful  admirer.     He 
was  preceptor  of  Byfield  Academy,   the  oldes^t  in   the   state,   and 
which  has  been  one  of  the  most  useful.      Put  Parson  Peabody  was 
only  ^ix  miles  from  Iluyerhill,  and  ^Ir,  Smith  was  fifteen,  and  nat- 
WTally  tlie  former  went  oftener  and  stuid  later,   in  Ins  visits  to  the 
liM^v,   and  the  result  was  then  as  now  to  be  expected — he  won. 
Shaw's  domestic,    with  her  eyes   and   ears   open  to   passing 
atB,  a  trait  by  no  means  lost  now  in  that  class,  kept  herwelf  well 
formeil.      She  favored  Mr.  Smith,  had  regretted  his  early  disajj- 
lintmcnt,  and  had  encouraged  him  to  renewed  eflbrts.     The  even- 
when  the  momentous  question  was  settled,  it  rained  hanl,  and 
that  reason,  probably,  each  had  selected  it,  th inking  lie  would 
Mfc  a  clear  field  and  no  interruption.      Rut  the  distance  had  twld, 
^    rhen  at\er  dark  Mr.  Smith  presented  himself  at  the  door  Lydiii 
sharply :  "  You  arc  altogether  too  late,  sir ;  Parson 
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Peabody  has  long  ago  dried  his  coat  by  the  kitchen  fire,  and  has 
been  sitting  with  Mrs.  Shaw  a  whole  hour  in  the  parlor.'*  Mr, 
Smith  turned  home  to  Byfield  and  never  married.  His  face  waa 
said  ever  after  to  have  worn  a  melancholy  expression,  his  mind  no 
doubt  filled  with  the  thought  of  what  "  might  have  been." 

A  word  should  be  said  of  this  domestic  Lydia  Springer.  She 
spent  her  life  in  the  service  of  this  one  family,  regarded  more  as  a 
friend  than  a  servant.  On  the  death  of  her  mistress,  she  waa  re- 
tained by  her  daughter.  Her  wages  were  fifty  cents  a  week,  the 
ruling  price  then,  from  which  she  saved  a  considerable  sum. 

No  greater  blessing  could  have  been  bestowed  on  the  people  of 
the  little  town  and  on  the  infant  academy  than  the  advent  of  Mrs. 
Peabody.  She  became  to  them  as  a  superior  being.  With  a  cul- 
tivation and  refinement  to  which  they  had  not  been  accustomed,  her 
whole  appearance  was  an  inspiration,  for  her  person  was  very  pleas- 
ing, and  slic  did  not  neglect  the  attractions  of  dress.  By  her  visits 
to  Boston  and  Quincy,  where  she  met  the  best  society  of  the  day, 
she  could  bring  back  information  of  new  books  and  authors,  not 
nedectinfj  the  latest  fashions  for  her  own  benefit  and  that  of  her 
friends.  There  was  a  charm  about  her  conversation  and  a  kindneflfl 
and  sweetness  in  her  smile  and  whole  manner  that  won  every  heart. 
She  had  many  students  of  both  sexes  in  her  family  over  whom  she 
tenderly  and  carefully  watched,  who  idolized  her,  and  would  never 
in  her  presence  do  or  say  a  rude  thing.  Everything  connected  with 
her  lifted  them  up  to  something  purer  and  better,  and  even  whea 
they  left  her  home  she  followed  them  by  her  correspondence,  giving 
them  needed  advice,  precious  from  such  a  source.  She  always 
turned  the  conversation  at  the  table,  and  elsewhere,  to  instructive 
topics.  Familiar  with  the  best  literature,  she  would  quote  from 
such  authors  as  Shakespeare,  Pope,  Addison,  and  would  interest 
them  by  reading  such  books  as  Hannah  More's  Tracts,  then  recently 
published,  which  had  such  a  wonderful  and  healthy  circulation. 

With  all  these  accomplishments,  she  was  not  above  attention  to 
the  conmion  duties  of  a  large  household  and  the  requirements  of  a 
poor  clergyman's  wife.  She  aided  her  solitary  maid  in  her  work, 
mended  the  stockings  and  attended  to  the  clothing  and  appearance 
of  the  little  boys  in  her  family,  and  was  above  no  labor ;  but,  how- 
ever engaged,  or  however  dressed,  she  was  always  a  lady  to  those 
around  her.  Careful  about  her  attire,  an  elaborate  "queenly  head 
dress,"  as  one  who  remembered  her  styled  it,  seemed  to  have  im- 
pressed itself  as  peculiar  to  her,  and  it  is  represented  in  the  portrait 
of  her  by  Stuart  still  in  existence.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  other 
lady  in  that  vicinity  ever  exerted  such  an  influence,  or  was  so  widety 
remembered. 

She  died  suddenly  April  9,  1815,  in  the  66th  year  of  her  age. 
John  Quincy  Adams,  then  in  London,  wrote  to  his  mother,  under 
date  of  June  30,  1815,  as  follows :     "My  aunt  Peabody  was,  next 
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to  you,  one  of  the  earliest  and  kindest  friends  and  guardians  of  my 
cliiklhood.  Since  that  time  ev^ery  recollection  that  1  have  of  her 
10  of  acts  of  kindness  to  myself  and  to  my  children.  The  news  of 
her  decease,  therefore,  could  not  bnt  painfully  affect  me,  and  the 
eezitiinent  was  deepened  by  that  of  the  impression  with  which  I 
knew  you  must  have  been  afiected  by  the  event,**  Mrs*  Abigail 
AdiimA,  ^Hfe  of  President  John  Adams,  wrote  of  her  :  "Few  persons 
held  so  eloquent  a  pen,  or  could  find  such  ready  access  to  the  heart. 
I  Bcarcely  ever  received  a  letter  from  her  which  did  not  draw  in- 
Toluntary  tears  from  my  eyes.  Her  imagination  was  brilliant,  her 
tffectioQS  pure  and  ardent,  her  wit  and  playfulness  full  of  good 
bnmor,  unalloyed  with  acrimony.  To  know  her  was  to  love  and 
lespect  her.  How  many  owe  to  her  the  good  seed  whicli  she 
planted  in  their  infant  minds,  and  which,  I  doubt  not,  will  be  her 
crown  of  rejoicing," 

Two  children  by  Mr.  Shaw  survived  her,  a  eon  and  a  daughter. 
Her  son,  William  Smith  Shaw,  was  graduated  at  Harvard  ;  was 
private  secretary  of  his  uncle.  President  John  Adams  ;  studied  law 
tad  waa  clerk  of  the  United  States  District  Court,  He  was  one  of 
like  principal  founders  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum,  to  which  he  gave 
valuable  collection  of  coins,  tracts  and  curios.  He  died  in  Bos- 
I,  April  2b,  1826. 
The  daughter,  Elizabeth  Quincy  Shaw,  became  the  wife  of  the 
lite  Joseph  B,  Felt,  well  known  as  an  historian  and  antiquary, 
whose  acquaintance  she  had  made  while  he  was  a  student  at  Atkin- 
eon  Academy,  and  an  inmate  of  her  mother's  family. 

The  death  of  his  wife  was  a  severe  blow  to  Mr,  Peabody,  already 
beginning  to  feel  the  approach  of  old  age.  The  sunshine  of  his  life 
was  gone.  He  could  not  sing  and  joke  as  of  old»  He  was  feeble 
in  the  discharge  of  his  parish  duties,  and  rarely  wrote  a  new  ser- 
mon, but  would  read  from  Henry's  or  Scott's  Commentaries ,  To 
the  la«t  he  retained  the  affection  of  his  people,  charitable  to  all 
I  omissions  in  one  who  had  ecrved  them  as  pastor  so  long  and  so 
'fcthfiUly.     He  died  May  23,  1819. 

Mr*  and  Mrs.  Peabody  sleep  side  by  side  in  the  burying  ground 
in  the  center  of  the  village,  over  three   hundred   feet  above    the 
•ca-level ;     where    can    be    had   a   view,  on  wliich  they  loved  to 
okt  of  the  Monadnock   and    other  mountains  to    the    west  and 
and  of  the  spires  of  many   villages  extending  for  miles 
buth  and  east  to  the  ocean  at  Newbnryport.     A  few  years  ago  a 
ftving  grandson  erected  a  handsome  monument   to  replace  the  old 
oken  stones,  preserving  the  original  epitaphs  that  recoixl  none  too 
90gly  the  merits  of  the  departed.     Those  who  knew  them  cher- 
'  warmly  years  after  their  decease  the  memory  of  "  Sir  "  and 
'Ikh'am  Peabody,"  and  spoke  to  their  children  and  their  children's 
ildren  of  their  many  virtues  and  hallowed  influence. 
Mr.  Peabody  left  two  children  by  his  lu'st  wife,  a  sou  and  a 
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daughter.  The  eon  Stephen  (Harv,  1794),  born  Oct.  6,  1773, 
was  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  of  Hancock  County, 
Maine,  and  died  April  12,  1851,  at  Bueksport*  He  had  four  eons : 
Stephen,  George,  William  and  Leonard,  all  deceased,  of  whom 
only  Leonard  left  children.  Leonard  married  Mary,  a  daughter  of 
Hon.  William  Todd  of  St.  Stephen,  New  Brunswick.  His  son, 
Harry  Ernest  Peahody,  was  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1887,  and 
fifom  the  Yale  Divinity  School  in  1891.  He  is  uow  a  Presbyterian 
clergyman  of  Trinidad,  Colorado. 

Mr.  Peabofly'e  daughter  Mary,  usually  called  ^  Polly,'*  married 
Stephen  Peabcidy  Webster  of  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  but  lefk  no  chil- 
dren. 

For  this  sketch  of  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Peabody  the  writer  is  indebted  to 
the  recollectione  of  aged  people,  and,  specially,  to  a  magazine  arti- 
cle of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Oilman,  written  nearly  fifty  years  ago, 
from  a  heart  full  of  gratitude  for  youthful  training  in  their  home. 
Mr.  Geo,  A.  Gordon,  my  personal  friend  for  fifty  years,  com- 
mencing in  school-boy  days,  also,  has  supplied  important  facta  in 
tegard  to  Mr*  Peabody  and  hifl  family.

lUftorder  of  her  household  caused  by  her  attention  having  been  directed  to  the 
(ire  of  her  children  snflTeriog  from  the  small-pox.  The  abrupt  doparttirc  of  the 
looters  saved  also  various  articles  of  value  brought  to  her  by  her  neighbors, 
who  probably  thought  that  her  house  might  be  spared,  because  she  came  from 
Masaachusetts. 

The  maiden  name  of  Mrs.  Robert  Foster  was  Elizabeth  Bartlett.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Dorothy  Wads  worth,  and  was  flrsit  cousin  to  the  General  Wads- 
Worth  (of  the  Revolution),  who  was  grandfather  of  lienry  Wadiiworth  Long- 
feUow.  Through  the  Wadsworths  the  poet  traced  his  descent  from  the  heroine

Sir, 

The  Peace  being  concluded  with  the  Delegates  of  the  Eastern*  In- 
dians, I  have  determined  upon  a  Reduction  of  the  Forces  on  that  Frontieri 
And  therefore  I  desire  you  would  repair  to  Falmouth  in  Casco  Bay  with 
all  convenient  Speed,  &  reduce  the  Soldiers  according  to  a  List  of  the 
Numbers  I  shall  allow  to  each  respective  Place  w^^  you  have  herewith  dd 
you.  The  Rest  of  [the]  Men  roust  be  forthwith  dismissed.  And  in  thdr 
DismiBsiou  you  must  have  a  just  &  impartial  Reganl  to  those  that  have 
been  longest  in  the  Service,  who  are  on  that  Ace'  first  entituled  to  Uui 
Benefit,  And  more  especially  the  Men  contained  in  the  other  List,  who  most 
be  immediately  discharged.  The  Garrisons  at  Fort  George  &  Fort  Mary 
must  stand  according  to  their  last  Establishing.  And  if  there  be  wanting 
Men  at  either  of  those  Forts,  you  must  supply  them  out  of  the  Forces  be- 
fore their  Reduction. 

You  must  Notify  the  sev^^  Places  in  that  County  that  the  Peace  is  ccm-

seems  to  me  to  be  a  notorious  Violation  of  the  Treaty  of  ITtreicht,  and  ill 
some  Respects  makes  the  War  with  the  Indians  more  difficult  than  if  tho

The  Adams  Line. 
1.   Henrt^  Adams  is  said  to  have  come  to  New  England  about  the  jtfi 
1634,  and  in  February,  1641,  he  received  a  grant  of  forty  acrei 
land  in  Braintree,  Mass.,  from  the  town  of  Boston,  of  which  it  thtf 
was  a  part.     In  the  petition  for  the  formation  of  the  first  charch  't 
Braintree,  we  find  the  names  of  Henry  Adams,  Thomas  Adsali 
Henry  Adams,  Jr.,  John  Adams,  Christopher  Adams  and  Samiit

It  JOHS*  Adam8»  son  of  Pet«r  and  Rachel  Adams,  waa  brought  to  Med- 
field  when  a  boy.     The  first  mention  of  his  name  on  the  town  hooks 
was  his  appointment  to  the  office  of  **  hog-reave  *'  in   1686.     This 
needful  but  rather  undesirable  office  was  as  a  joke  usually  given  by 
the  towns-people  to  the  newly  married  man,  and  here  serves  aa  the 
first  point  of  identificattcn  of  this  John  Adzima,  aa  he  was  married  in 
\^m     1685.     From  this  time  he  is  always  recorded  as  **  John  son  of  Peter 
^H    Adams/'  to  distinguish  him  from  bis  two  cousins  of  the  same  given 
^B    name  wbo  were  holding  offices  at  the  same  periods,  namely,  John 
^B    Adams  the  Miller  (son  of  Henry  Adams),  and  John  Aclama  tbe 
cordwainer  (son  of  Edward  Adams).     As  his  occupation  was  never 
mentioned  he  was  probably  a  yeoman  or  husbandman.     In   1692 
John  Adams  of  Medfield  sold  to  Robert  Harrington  of  Watertown, 
Blasts.,  six  acrea  of  land  in  Watertown  butted  by  the  land  of  Richard 
Bloyce,  and  his  wife  Michal  Adams  relinquishea  her  right  of  dower. 
In  Canterbury,  Coun.  town  books,  vol.  2,  page  21,  John  Adams 
of  Medfield,  Mass.,  on  December  8,  1708^  bought  four  hundred  acres 
of  land  at  Canterbury  of  William  Johnson  (one  of  the  first  proprie- 
lors  of  the  place).     March  16,  1718,  the  town  of  Canterbury  con- 
firmed to  John  Adams  and  to  Samuel  Adams,  Jr.  (his  son),  three 
hundred  acres  of  land  by   Rowland's  Brook,  the  bounds  iieginning 
at  a  heap  of  stones  on  the  top  of  the  hill  on  the  west  aide,  ran  by 
Paine*8  hind  and  that  of  Eleazar  Brown  ;  and  another  parcel  of  forty 
acres  of  land.     John  and  Samuel  Adams  being  settled  inhabitants 
by  the  vote  of  tbe  inhabitants  of  tbe  town  June  15,  1718.     In  April 
30,  1723.  John  Adams  received  one  and  a  half  shares  in  the  common 
i,  and  undivided  lands. 

^ft  March  10,  1720,  Joseph  Adama  of  Medtield,  Mass.,  bought  of 
^r  John  Cady  secuiidus,  a  mansion  house  and  eighty  acres  of  land  in 
Canterbury.  This  was  a  brother  of  John,  who  was  then  settled  in 
~  tl  town.     March  12, 1720,  John  Adams  deeded  to  hia  son  Richard 
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laod  by  that  which  he  had  before  given  to  hia  son  lamac,  which  he 
had  previously  purchased  of  William  JohnsonT  On  the  same  day  he 
deeded  land  to  his  other  son,  John  Adams,  Jr. 

John  Adams  married  at  Medfield,  Mass.,  April  2,  1685,  Michal, 
daughter  of  Richard  and  Michal  (Jeouison)  Bloyse,  also  spelled 
Bloyce  and  Bloice,  of  Watertown,  Mass.     They  had  children :

This  John  Adams's  will  was  drawn  February  14,  1724;  in  it  he 
provides  for  his  wife  Michal  and  for  his  daughter  Mary,  who  was 
to  live  with  her  mother;  he  gave  his  son  Samuel  a  quarter  part  of 
his  *'  wearing  clothes  " ;  leaves  to  his  three  sons  *'  who  now  live  with 
me  "  his  home  lot  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  which  lot  is 
bounded  south  by  ^  my  son  Richard  Adams *s  land,  west  by  my  son 
SamueFs  land,  east  by  the  hundred  acres  I  purchased  of  William 
Johnson ;  also  three  fourths  of  the  forty  acres  more  lying  northwest 
of  the  said  home  lot  which  I  bought  of  William  Johnson  and  Mr. 
Paine  for  the  convenience  of  a  saw  mill.  To  my  cozen  (».e.  niece) 
Ruth  Adams  who  now  lives  with  me,  five  pounds  provided  she  con- 
tinues to  live  with  my  wife  during  the  whole  time,"  that  is  dnring 
her  minority ;  he  also  mentioned  his  daughter  Ruth  Paine  and  hii 
youngest  son  Michal  Adams. 

John  Adams  died  February  26,  1724;  his  widow  Michal  Adami 
died  April  14,  1752.  The  settlement  of  his  estate  is  recorded  in  the 
Canterbury  books,  vol.  5,  page  393,  where  we  read:  *^  Whereas  Mr. 
John  Adams  of  Canterbury  late  deceased,  died  seized  of  about  one 
hundred  acres  of  land  bounded  by  that  of  Isaac  Adams  on  the  north, 
west  by  the  land  of  the  heirs  of  Mr.  John  Adams,  east  by  the  land 
of  Elisha  Paine,  and  John  Adams  gave  the  said  land  to  his  four 
sons  Samuel,  John,  Isaac  and  Richard,  who  were  the  then  surviving 
sons  of  the  said  John  Adams,  and  the  said  heirs  held  the  land  in 
common  until  about  1734,  when  Richard  died  and  left  one  only 
child,  Lucy,  whereupon  she  held  the  land  in  common  with  the  other 
heirs  until  1743,  when  Samuel  died  leaving  only  two  daughters. 
Amy,  late  wife  of  Thomas  Nowling,  dec,  and  Mehitable,  late  wife 
of  John  Smith,  dec,  whereupon  his  share  descended  to  these  dauglh 
ters;  Mehitable  died  in  1750  and  left  four  children;  whereupon 
these  heirs  held  the  land  in  common,  it  is  now  desired  to  make  ft 
more  natural  division,  etc" 

4.  JoHN^  Adams,  son  of  John  and  Michal  (Bloyce)  Adams,  born  at  Med- 
field, Mass.,  in  1685,  seems  to  have  resided  quietly  on  the  Uige 
estate  which  his  father  had  bought  in  Canterbury  all  the  earlier 
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years  of  his  life,  and  it  is  not  until  the  father  was  advanced  in  years 
that  the  children  begao  to  have  any  public  mention.  As  one  of  the 
patriarchal  families  of  the  olden  times,  they  appear  to  have  lived  in 
one  community  and  to  have  cultivated  the  lauds  together.  March 
12,  1723,  the  elder  John,  the  first  of  that  given  name  in  the  town, 
made  over  to  his  son  John,  then  about  twenty-eight  years  old,  fifty 
acres  of  the  land  **  together  with  one  quarter  part  of  the  land  which 
I  bought  of  William  Johnson."  This  was  near  the  close  of  the 
father's  life,  and  the  brothers  went  quietly  on  their  way;  Samuel  and 
Richard  marrying  and  then  dying  young,  leaving  only  daughters; 
Isaac  marrying  and  then  removing  from  the  town ;  so,  in  175:2,  when 
the  final  settlement  of  the  whole  estate  was  made*  there  was  the  one 
only  son  John  left  **on  the  old  place,"  as  country  people  always 
term  the  original  homestead.  This  John  Adams's  life  is  wholly 
made  known  to  us  by  the  few  deeds  which  he  gave  from  time 
to  time.  January  IC,  1752,  Isaac  Adams  of  Canaan,  Litchfield 
county,  Conn.,  makes  over  to  his  brother  John  all  his  rights  given 
by  our  father  John  Adams.  April  17,  1752,  John  and  Abigail  (his 
wife)  Adams  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  legacy  from  the  estate  of 
their  father  Josiah  Cleveland  of  Canterbury,  which  had  been  be- 
queathod  to  them  in  a  clause  in  his  will  of  December  28,  1750,  in 
which  Josiah  Cleveland  mentions  his  daughter  Abigail  Adams  and 
his  grandson  Benjamin  Brown.  In  174G,  John  and  his  wife  were 
of  the  people  who  formed  ihe  Separatist  Church  in  Canterbury 
which  gave  rise  to  so  much  dissension  in  that  village.  John  Adams 
was  made  a  member  of  the  early  church  in  1741^  and  his  wife  Abi- 
gail in  1745.  His  own  will  was  drawn  May  4,  1762,  and  the 
estate  was  administered  tliat  same  year;  in  it  he  mentions  wife  Abi- 
gail Adams.  Mrs.  Abigail  Adams's  estate  was  administered  Feb- 
ruary 19,  1782,  and  mention  is  made  of  her  '*  eldest  son  Benjamin 
Brown/* 

In  precisely  what  year  John  Adams  and  the  widow  Abigail 
(Cleveland)  Brown  were  married  has  not  yet  been  ascertained,  hnt 
the  Canterbury  town  records  give  the  births  of  the  following  chil- 
dren:

6.  John*  Adams,  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Parker)  Adams,  bom  Septem- 
ber 18,  1772;  was  graduated  at  Plainfield,  Ct.  Academy  1795. 
After  which  he  formed  a  priyate  school  in  the  north  part  of  Canter- 
bury, and  showed  such  skill  in  both  management  and  deyelopment 
of  his  scholars  as  to  at  once  make  it  a  marked  success.  '^In  the 
spring  of  1796,  he  was  induced  to  remoye  his  school  to  Canterbury 
Green,  where  it  was  immensely  popular.  Canterbury  was  neyer 
more  flourishing  than  during  the  continuance  of  this  school.  He 
had  in  a  large  degree  the  art  of  calling  out  the  best  in  a  pupil,  and 
awakening  enthusiasm  for  school  studies  and  master ;  he  was  espe- 
cially kind  to  indigent  young  men,  and  often  assisted  them  pecu- 
niarily."* 

"  In  1800  he  was  appointed  rector  of  Plainfield,  Conn.  Academy, 
and  in  1803  preceptor  of  Bacon  Academy  of  Colchester,  Conn.;  Jone^ 
1810,  **he  was  chosen  principal  of  Phillips  Academy,  Andoyer, 
Mass.,  in  which  office  he  continued  twenty-three  years.  In  1883, 
he  resigned  this  position  and  remoyed  with  some  of  his  family  to  Illi- 
nois, where  he  inyested  his  property  in  the  new  lands.  Possessed 
of  a  constitution  of  unusual  soundness,  he  discovered  in  his  seventy- 
second  year  he  had  both  the  power  and  opportunity  of  .doing  gr^ 
good.  Always  interested  in  the  young,  he  volunteered  bis  serviosB 
for  their  advantage,  and  after  he  had  passed  the  period  allotted  to 
man,  organized  in  the  state  of  his  adoption  several  hundred  Sabbath 
schools,  many  of  which  have  grown  into  churches.  While  resident 
in  Andover  he  took  part  in  the  organization  of  several  of  the  great 
national  charities.  The  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  him  hj 
his  o/ma  mater  in  1854.  His  three  sons  are  graduates  of  Tale  Col- 
lege in  the  classes  of  1821,  1825,  1827.  He  died  in  Jacksonville, 
III.,  April  24,  1863,  in  his  Gist  year,  retaining  to  the  last  the  fall 
possession  of  his  faculties,  a  sound  judgment  and  a  most  cheerfol 
Christian  hope."t

William^  Adams,  goo  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Ripley)  Adams,  born 
at  Colchester ;  Conn,;  was  prepared  for  college  at  Andover  by  his 
father,  and  entered  Yale,  whence  he  was  ^radmttcd  !830,  one  of  the 
foremost  among  men  who  have  achieved  high  repuiatjon  as  scholarB 
aod  divines.  He  returned  to  Andover  and  took  the  theological 
course;  then  was  first  settled  over  a  church  in  Brighton,  Mass.  At 
the  end  of  three  years  he  retnoved  to  a  pastorate  of  the  Broome 
Street  PreBbyterian  Church  in  New  York,  After  nineteen  faithful 
years  of  work,  his  people  built  the  Madison  Square  churchy  whither 
they  all  removed* 

Of  a  courtly,  dignified,  graceful  presence,  ready  of  speech,  his 
aflkble  manners  and  polished  deportment  rendered  him  a  marked 
matj  in  all  assemblies,  A  scholar  of  more  thai*  ordinary  accuracy, 
variety  and  elegance,  he,  more  than  mostj  was  called  upon  on  occa- 
sions of  public  interest  in  church  and  state.  In  1873,  he  was  chosen 
to  speak  the  welcome  to  the  American  Evangelical  Alliance,  **and 
none  of  all  the  thousandB  present  will  ever  forget  the  majestic  grace, 
fervor  of  imagery  and  eloquence  of  his  address  of  welcome  to  the 
learning  and  genius  of  the  church  beyond  the  sea;  he  spoke  extem- 
pomueousfy,  but  his  wonU  were  the  keynote  of  the  whole  series  of 
meetings,'**  He  delivered  the  address  at  the  Centennial  celebration 
at  LejcingtoD,  Mass.;  and  was  one  of  the  few  who  at  their  own 
charge  were  sent  to  ai»k  of  the  Emperor  of  Rmssia  liberty  of  worship 
for  the  dissenters  from  the  Greek  church  in  the  Baltic  ]»tovinces. 
He  was  made  a  member  of  the  New  York  Historical  Society,  June 
i 8,  1844.  In  the  spring  of  1874  he  resigned  the  pastorate  of  the 
Madison  Square  church  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  Um'on 
Theological  Seminary  of  New  York,  which  he  had  been  instrumen- 
tal in  forming.

The  Bradford  Lime. 

William'  Bradford,  son  of  William*  and  Alice  (Hanson)  Bradford, 
was  bom  March,  1588.  His  father  died  in  1591,  when  bis  grand' 
father,  William  Bradford,  took  him;  but  the  grandfather  died  ii» 
1596,  and  he  then  went  to  live  with  his  uncle  Robert  Bradford,  wh9 
resided  in  the  little  village  of  Scrooby,  a  place  five  miles  from  Aw- 
terfield  and  near  the  estate  of  the  Brewsters,  in  Nottinghamshire. 
He  joined  the  church  where  Rev.  Richard  Clifton  and  Rev.  John 
Robinson  preached,  and  was  soon  numbered  among  the  '*  Separatists," 
and  became  a  leader  among  them.  His  early  educational  advan- 
tages were  apparently  very  limited,  but  he  so  applied  himself  to 
study  that  he  became  proficient  in  Dutch,  Latin,  French  and  Greek; 
he  also  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of  Hebrew,  as  he  desired  to 
read  the  scriptures  in  their  native  tongue. 

He  went  with  the  community  which  migrated  to  Holland,  and 
was  one  of  the  most  influential  amongst  them.  On  coming  of  a^ 
he  received  a  considerable  property  from  his  father's  estate,  bat  did 
not  succeed  in  some  commercial  undertakings ;  he  learned  the  art  of 
'^fustian  or  frieze  weaving."  November  15,  1618,  William  Brel^ 
foort,  fustian  worker,  a  young  man  from  Osterfeldt,  CDg-*  was  a{> 
fianced  to  Dorothea  May  from  Witzbutz  (Wisbeacb,  Cambridgei 
£ng.).  The  banns  were  published  in  Leyden,  but  the  marriage  took 
place  elsewhere,  as  on  December  9,  1613,  William  Bretfoort,  aged 
23  years,  was  married  to  Dorothea  May,  aged  16  years,  in  Am8te^ 
dam,  Holland. 
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Tbey  embarked  for  England  July  22,  1620,  and  after  many  rais- 
hap6  and  troubles*  on  September  6,  1020,  set  sail  from  liymouth, 
Etig*,  witb  tbe  first  company  of  Pilgrims  in  tbe  Mayflower,  and 
reached  Cape  Cod  barbor,  N.  E-,  on  the  following  November. 
While  they  were  at  anchor,  and  when  he  was  absent  from  the  ves- 
lel,  his  wile  Dorothea  fell  overboard  and  was  drowned. 

From  this  time  onwards  William  Bradford's  part  in  the  fortune* 
of  the  commtMiity  was  important  and  powerful.  Soon  after  tbe  lirsl 
governor,  William  Carver,  died,  Bradford  waa  elected  to  that  oflice, 
which  he  held  by  annual  election  until  his  death,  excepting  the 
years  1633,  '34,  *3G,  '38  and  '44,  lie  took  a  prominent  part  in  all  the 
oouuclls,  which  were  held  at  his  bouse,  and  in  all  tbe  affairs  civic, 
political  and  military  ;  from  bis  bouse  at  tbe  foot  of  Burial  Hill  each 
Sabbath  morning  the  little  com  pan  j  of  worshippers,  wlio  all  assem- 
bled there,  marched  in  procession  up  tlie  steep  ascent  to  tbe  fort 
at  its  top,  where  the  religious  services  were  held.  As  he  lived  the 
history  of  the  times  be  wrote  them,  and  this  history,  so  long  missing, 
ii  now  that  which  gives  hia  posteritj  the  best  pictures  of  the  lives 
tod  events  of  those  who  so  valiantly  and  bravely  lived  and  died.

Baknab*  Bradford,  daugbter  of  Major  William  and  Alice  (Richards) 
Bradford,  who  was  born  m  Kingston,  Mass.,  in  1661-2;  married 
Joshna  Ripley,  a  grandson  of  William  Ripley  who  with  hia  wife 
and  foar  children  came  from  Hingham,  County  Norwich,  Eiig^  to 
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HiDgham,  Mass.,  in  1688.     His  sod  John  married  Elisabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  Rev.  Peter  Hobart  of  Hingham,  and  their  son  Joshua,  with 
bis  wife  Hannah  Bradford,  lived  in  Hingham  until  1689,  when  thej 
went  to  Norwich,  Conn.,  whence  they  removed  to  the  upper  part  of 
that  state,  where  he  bought  of  Isaac  Magoun,  the  first  settler,  sixtj 
acres  of  land  on  both  sides  of  Merrick's  Brook.     The  first  town 
meeting  of  Windham  was  held  June  11,  1692,  when  Joshua  Riplej 
was  ap{)ointed  town  clerk ;  he  was  also  town  treasurer.     *^  He  was 
a  man  widely  known  and  respected,  as  of  sterling  sense  and  judg- 
ment; he  was  one  of  the  first  justices  of  the  peace  in  Connecticut, 
and  was  appointed  May,  1698,  when  that  office  was  first  instituted; 
was  the  first  representative  sent  by  Windham  to  the  Greneral  Assem- 
bly, appearing  there  May,  1699."     He  was  also  one  of  the  seveo 
pillars  or  counsellors,  and  justice  of  the  quorum  in  1726.     His  wila 
was  "  a  noble  and  useful  woman,  remarkable  not  only  for  intelli- 
gence and  accomplishments,  but  for  her  skill  in  the  art  of  healing. 
She  was  the  first,  and  for  a  long  time  the  only  physician  in  the  set- 
lement,  and  it  is  said  that  the  first  male  physician.  Dr.  Richard 
Huntington,  received  much  of  his  medical  knowledge'  from  her.*

CONNECTION  OF  THE  FAMILY  OF  EDISON,  THE  IN« 
VENTOR,  WITH  DIGBY,  XOVA  SCOTIA. 

By  Judge  A.  W.  Satabt,  of  Annapolis  EojaV,  Nova  Seotla. 

Among  the  Loyalists  from  New  York  who  settled  in  and  near 
Digby  at  the  close  of  tlie  Revolutionary  war,  were  quite  a  nurnher 
of  Dutch,  and  some  of  Gernian  extraction.  Among  tbeec  Loyal- 
iflte  appears  John  Edison,  of  whom,  nnd  of  Samuel  and  Mosee 
Edtfion  a  little  later,  the  following  records  were  eompiled  for  me 
by  the  late  William  H.  Taylor,  clerk  of  the  Vestry  of  Trinity 
Church,  and  town  clerk  of  Digby,  from  the  ^'  Grant  of  confirmation 
rflhe  to^mship  of  Digby,"  the  *'decd  of  partition  of  the  'Hatfield 
Grant/'*  same  township,  from  town  meeting  record s?^  imd  records  of 
cattle  marks,  and  from  tlie  records  of  Trinity  Cbiircb,  Digby. 

John  Edison  owned  lot  No,  15  in  the  North  K:mge  of  the  Hat- 
field Grant,  200  acres;  No»  49,  Middle  Range,  200  acres;  and 
half  of  lot  No.  25,  South  Range,  100  acres. — ^ (These  were  wildur- 
n^lota,  five  to  ten  miles  from  the  town  or  viHuge  of  Digby  and 
ihorc  settlements,)  A  tax  was  h^^vied  Sept.  21,  1781>,  to  defray 
4e  church  expenses,  and  therein  the  name  of  John  Edison  appears 
without  any  amount  opposite.  Another  tax  was  levied  Dec,  5, 
1796,  in  which  he  was  assessed  5\  (>"'.  At  a  town  meeting  held 
April  1,  17911,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  directors  of  the  town 
ttimh  at  the  head  of  St,  iMary's  Bay,  and  continued  such  in  IHOO

Mofies  Edison,  at  a  town  meeting  April  6,  1801,  made  an  agree- 
Client  to  fence  the  marsh. 
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The  first  decade  of  the  century  had  not  closed  before  the  superioi 
fertility  of  the  prairie  and  alluvial  soil  of  Upper  Canada  had  began 
to  attract  the  attention  of  the  struggling  settlers  of  Western  Noya 
Scotia,  and  a  strong  stream  of  migration  from  Digby  and  vicinity 
to  that  land  of  promise  set  in,  and  flowed  for  many  years.  With 
that  stream  early  went  Samuel  and  Moses  Edison ;  the  former  taking 
with  him  a  young  family,  among  whom  was  Samuel  Edison,  Jr., 
the  father  of  the  inventor.  The  latter  became  afterwards  a  resident 
of  Ohio,  in  which  state  Thomas  A.  Edison  was  the  first  of  his  line 
who  was  bom  under  the  American  flag. 

The  late  Charles  Budd,  who,  born  in  the  last  century,  long  repre- 
sented Digby  in  the  Nova  Scotia  legislature,  gave  me  approximately 
the  date  of  Samuel's  migration,  corresponding  with  that  of  the 
transfer  of  the  sheep  mark,  and  with  the  result  of  a  published  in- 
terview of  Mrs.  M.  L.  Rayne  with  tlie  inventor's  aged  father,  at 
Port  Huron,  Michigan,  last  summer.  It  was  in  the  year  18 11, 
when  the  younger  Samuel  was  8  years  old.  Mr.  Budd  ako  in- 
formed me  that  the  first  Samuel's  wife  was  a  Miss  Roop ;  of  a  family 
now  numerous  in  Digby  and  Annapolis  counties^  and  also  claiming 
a  New  York  German  or  Dutch  extraction.  A  descendant  of  this 
family.  Miss  Maria  Roop,  a  clever  newspaper  correspondent,  a  few 
years  ago  married  a  (maritime)  Capt.  Dow  Roop,  of  Nova  Scotia. 
Her  brother  informs  me  that  the  wife  of  Samuel  Edison  was  Ann, 
half-sister  of  his  father ;  and  if  so  she  was  dau.  of  Major  Isaac  Roop, 
of  New  York  loyalist  forces,  or  N.  S.  Militia.  I  can  find  nothing  on 
the  other  church  records,  registry  of  Probate  or  of  Deeds,  to  verify 
this,  or  to  show  that  John  was  the  father  of  Samuel  and  Moses, 
except  that  he  had  lots  in  the  Hatfield  grant  and  tfiey  had  not,  raid- 
ing the  presumption  that  they  were  under  age  when  the  loyalists 
came  over,  and  that  he  was  head  of  a  family.  There  are  descend- 
ants of  Edison  women  in  Digby,  but  the  only  representatives  of  the 
name  are  colored  people,  descendants  of  a  negro  whom  the  finl 
Edison  brought  with  lum  from  New  York. 

It  is  hard  to  conceive  that  John  Edison,  the  pi(meer,  whoae  hanfy 
hands  felled  the  first  tree,  rooted  out  the  first  stump,  and  guided  tlM 
plow  that  turned  the  first  furrow  on  those  wild  "  Hatfield  grant "  lots, 
could  ever  have  been  a  ''  banker  of  high  standing,"  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Lanier  in  the  December  number  of  the  "  Review  of  Reviews,"  nor 
the  son  of  any  such  banker ;  and  as  tradition  in  unhistoric  American 
families  generally  post-dates  the  advent  of  the  immigrant  ancestCMT 
to  about  the  third  or  fourth  generation  back,  I  suspect  (notwith- 
standing Mr.  Lanier's  suggestion  of  1730  as  about  the  year  of 
the  immigration  to  America),  that  the  ancestors  of  Edison  firom 
the  times  of  the  first  settlement  of  the  Dutch  colony,  have  been, 
like  those  of  many  another  illustrious  American,  worthy  tiUers  <rf 
the  soil,  toiling  in  contented  obscurity,  imtil  his  genius  shed  a 
peculiar  and  imdying  glory  on  the  name.

Is  the  Register  many  years  ago  (xii,  33),  the  queation  pro- 
)  pcnioded  in  the  sub-titJe  of  thia  article  was  asked  by  the  Editor  of 
I  ttiat  volume,  and  as  far  as  known  to  the  writer  it  remains  unan- 

tout  any  knowledge  that  this  anbject  was  ever  under  discua- 
aioa,  the  writer  of  this  had  observed  on  an  old  map  of  New  Eng- 
knd  the  title  Martins  Vineyard  applied  to  the  ancient  lale  of 
Capawock,  and  upon  a  desultory  searrh  to  ascertain  whether  this 
ittme  had  ever  been  similarly  attached  to  the  Vineyard  by  other 
cutographers,  was  not  able  to  find  npon  any  chart  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  one  only  excepted,  where  the  topography  and  local 
^niexiclature  of  the  coast  becjime  mutually  intelligible,  tliat  the 
HpM  Martha!s  Vineyard  had  ever  been  applied  to  the  island  now 
mring  that  name. 

An  examination  of  contemporary  literature  of  that  period,  printed 
Wks,  letters,  public  records,  legal  docnnientSj  etc.,  eonfirmed  this 
curious  fact,  and  as  a  result  of  this  extended  search  the  writer  feels 
ittfe  in  saying  that  in  the  public  and  private  records  of  the  seven- 
twnth  centuiy,  the  name  Martinis  is  applied  to  the  Vineyard,  to 
the  practical  exclusion  of  Martlurs,  and  tliis  phcnomen  has  the  re- 
peated sanction  of  Mr»  Thomas  Mayhcw  himself,  the  "Governor 
iml  Lord  of  Capawock,"  in  pul^lic  and  private  papers. 

The  records  of  the  Vineyard,  regiateries  of  deeds  and  wills  and 
court  books,  as  examined  for  me  by  B.  1\  Hillman,  Esq,,  of  Ed- 
prtown,  do  not  bear  out  this  general  statement  however,      ilr. 
Ilillnian  writes  to  ine :  "  I  have  examined  a  large  nundjer  of  deeds 
Ppcorded  in  this  volume    (Vol.   I,   Deeds),   and  only  find  one  in 
which  the  name  of  the  island  is  given  as  Martin's  Vineyard.     There 
may  l>e  others,   for  I  have  not  examined  every  deed  in  the  volume. 
The  name  Martha's  Vineyard  seems  to  have  been  used  both  in  the 
Court  records  and  in  the  Deeds."     I  am  indebted  to  him  tor  valu- 
able a»8ifltance  in  the  investigation  of  thia  sul>ject,  and  in  tins  eon- 
nectioD  I  might  also  refer  to  his  statement  to  me  in  this  same  letter 
Ihat  the  adjoining   island   Is  called  "  Nomans  Land "   in  the  first 
PBQord  of  conveyance,  instead  of  ''Xo  Mans**  a^  sometimes  written. 
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That  an  island  south  of  Cape  Cod  was  called  MarihcCs  Vineya 
by  the  explorer  Gosnold  in  1602  is  well  known  (3  Mass.  Hist.  Ool 
viii.  75),  and  it  seems  certain  that  he  applied  it  to  the  small  ia 
now  called  No  Man's  or  Noman's  Land,  lying  directly  southwi 
from  the  Vineyard  of  to-day,  at  a  distance  of  three  miles.  Tl 
this  prenomen  was  finally  transferred  to  the  present  Martha^s  Vii 
yard  seems  equally  certain ;  but  that  tike  name  Martin's  was  m 
up  to  about  1700,  even  by  the  residents  of  the  Vineyard,  by  l04 
historians  and  catographers,  by  public  officials  throughout  Ni 
England  an<J  New  York,  must  be  accepted  by  the  reader  upon  t 
array  of  authorities  which  follows.  What  gave  rise  to  this  confusi 
in  the  seventeenth  century,  for  in  the  next  it  was  settled  by  t 
colonial  government  of  Massachusetts  as  ^  Martha,"  is  not  easi 
explained.  Such  a  difference  of  names,  so  long  persisted  in,  mi 
have  had  some  substantial  basis  in  fact,  for  it  is  not  credible  tli 
accident  or  chance  or  mistake  will  account  for  all  this  mixture.  .

As  a  ciiriasity  of  development  of 
lenclature  it  may  be  noted  that  **  C.  Wack  "  in  tlie  Novi  Belgii 
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map,  meaning  Cape  Wack,  is  an  effort  to  render  Capawock  into 
English.  In  Drake's  Old  Indian  Croniele  (p.  51),  a  unique  titla 
appears,  "  Nope  or  Marthas  Vineyard."  No  other  occurrenoe  oi 
this  singular  word  has  come  to  tfie  notice  of  the  writer. 

As  to  the  probability  of  evidence  in  favor  of  either  name,  dM 
case  for  "  Martin  "  must  overcome  the  statement  of  John  Brereton, 
the  historian  of  Gosnold's  voyage,  that  an  island,  generally  consii 
ered  to  be  Noman's  Land,  received  in  1602  the  title  of  ^Marthaa 
Vineyard."  It  is  known  that  a  Capt.  John  Martin  was  with  Gro* 
nold  in  this  voyage,  and  later  figures  as  an  associate  of  Gosnold  ii 
the  early  settlement  of  Virginia.  The  suggestion  that  it  was  thii 
companion's  name,  John  Martin,  which  was  intended  to  be  honored 
by  the  baptism,  is  quite  within  the  probabilities ;  as  much  so  ai 
Point  Gilbert,  which  was  named  by  lum  for  Bartholomew  Gilberti 
another  companion,  and  Tucker's  Terror,  which  he  applied  to  I 
shoal  or  reef  for  another  voyager. 

Brereton's  relation  is  not  above  criticism,  for  many  errors  as  If 
sailing  courses,  longitude  and  other  kindred  subjects,  and  he  mf 
be,  perhaps,  successfully  impeached  on  the  subject  of  ^MartluM 
Vineyard."

ben*  Robinson,  Ist,  married  Esther  Palmer,  four  sons  and  five  daughten; 
Reuben*  Robinson,  2d,  bom  1757,  married  Uranu  Kingsley  Aug.  1779; 
Eli  Palmer^  Robinson,  four  sons  and  one  daughter;  Lucius'  Robinson,  born 
Nov.  4,  1810,  governor  of  New  York,  died  March  23, 1891. 


Note  by  the  Editor  op  the  Register. — The  late  Rev.  Henry  M. 
Dexter,  D.D.,  contributed  to  the  Register  for  April,  1866,  an  article  eih 
titled,  **  Did  the  Widow  of  John  Robinson  emigrate  to  America?  **  In  thii 
article  Dr.  Dexter  gives  strong  reasons  for  believing  that  she  never  csom 
to  New  England. 

The  settler  at  Cape  Ann  was  Abraham  Robinson,  not  John.  (Sea 
6abson*s  Gloncester,  page  134.)  I  have  seen  no  evidence  that  Rev.  Jobs 
Robinson  had  a  son  by  the  name  of  Abraham.  The  list  of  his  children  is 
1622  gives  the  names  of  his  children  as  James  (or,  as  Mr.  George  Somntf 
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resbds  it,  John),  Bridget^  haac^  Mtrcy^  Fear  and  JacaK     (Register,  vol. 
15,  p,  30), 

Rev.  John  A.  Vinton,  in  bis  Giles  Memorial  (Boston,  1864),  devotes  ten 
piges  (pp.  363  to  372),  to  the  ^'^  Family  of  John  Rohinsoti  of  Leyden." 
The  reader  who  wishes  to  know  more  about  this  faraily  is  referred  to  that 
book.  The  children  of  Gov.  liobiDson's  father  and  grandfather  are  not 
giveo  there. 

Judge  Sewall  had  an  interview  with  Isaac  Robinson  probably  at  Barn- 
liable,  in  April,  1702,  and  was  told  by  him  that  he  was  then  92  years  old, 
and  was  **y*  son  of  Mr,  Robinson,  pastor  of  y"  ch.  of  Leyden  part  of  w*"* 
cune  to  Plim*.  But  to  my  disappointni* "  adds  Judge  Sewall,  ''he  came 
Dot  to  New  England,  till  y''  year  [1631]  in  w*"^  Mr.  Wilson  was  returning 
to  England  after  y*  settlem*  of  Boston."

THE  MAVERICK  FAJIILY- 


By  Isaac  John  Green^woop,  A.M.,  of  New  York  city. 

I&OME  twenty  years  since,  looking  over  the  late  Col,  Joseph  L. 
Mter's  MS.  catalogue  of  Oxford  grsiduiiteB,  my  attciitioii  wa« 
iwn  by  hiin  to  the  name  of  '■John   Maverick,   1595,   Exeter 
College,  from  Devon,  MLiiister." 
Foster's  Catalo^e,  mucb  fiillcr  In  details,  reads  aa  follows : 

**  Maverick,  John  of  Devon,  cler.  fil,  Exeter  Coll,,  matric.  24  Oct.  1595, 
msA  18;  B,A.  8  July  1577;  M.A.  7  July  1603;  then  in  orders,  rector  of 
baworthy  (s.w.  of  Hatherly),  Devon,  1615.     (See  Foster's  Index  EccL).*' 

This  was  undoubtedly  "the  godly  Mr.  Maverick,^'  whom  Roger 

I  Clap,  bom  on  tlie  Devonshire  coast,  at  Salcomb  (between  Sidniouth 

^bd  Braaecomb),  speaks  of  as  living  '' torty  miles  oflV*  ^"^'1  who, 

Hfter  establishing  a  congregation  at  Dorchester,  N,  E.,  died  Feb. 

8,  1636-7,  being,  according  to  Winthrop,    "near  sixty  years  of 

Thaugh  we  hear  nothing  of  his  wife,  she  is  alluded  to  in  1665^  by 
Col.  CartwTight,  in  hia  "  Memorial*  concenung  tlie  Massaehusets,'* 
who  observes : 

**  If  any  of  the  commissioueri  think  tt  more  convenient  for  them  to  stay 
in  those  parts,  that  they  may  haue  lene  to  do  so.  For  Mr.  ^laverick  hath 
his  mother,  wife,  children  &  brotherg  living  there,  and  nether  estate,  nor 
employment  here.** 

And  Samuel  Maverick,  writing  from  Rhode  Island  Oct.  9,  1668, 
to  Secretary  Sir  William  Morice,  says  that  his  mother  " presents 
her  humble  service."  (See  Sainsbury's  Calendar  of  Colonial  Papers, 
wl.  3,  p-  415,  No  1288).      This  Secretary  Morice,  who  died  in 

ClArcQdoo  P)iper«i  N.  Y.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.,  1860,  p.  lOS, 
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Dec.  1G7G  aged  74,  was  eon  of  Jcvan  Morice,  fellow  of  All  Siunta 
College,  Oxford,  of  an  ancient  AVelsh  family,  doctor  of  laws  and 
eluincellor  of  Exeter,  Devon,  in  1594,  and  ancestor  ot  the  extinct 
Baronets  Morice  of  Wcrrintj^on,  Devon,  on  the  borders  of  Cornwall, 
a  few  miles  s.w.  of  Beawortby, 

The  widow  Maverick,  in  16G8,  must  have  been  well  advanced  in 
years,  smee  by  his  ovvti  dejjot^itioti,*  taken  in  December,  1665,  her 
eon  Samuel  was  then  '^agcd  63  yeares  or  theralwute.*^ 

Samuel,  the  eldest  son  of  tlie  Kev.  John  Maverick,  bom  about 
1602,  had  settled  in  New  England  as  early  as  1624,t  near  the  con- 
fluence of  Charles  and  Mystic  Kiver**,  where  with  the  help  of  his 
neighhor,  Davkl  Tomson,J  he  had  built  a  small  fort*  He  w:is  an 
episcopalian  and  hn-alist,  and  frequently  embroiled  with  the  colonial 
government ;  finally,  after  one  of  his  several  voyages  to  the  old 
country,  he  was,  in  April  1664,  appoLnte<l  one  of  the  four  lioyal 
Commissioners  to  visit  the  colonies  and  inquire  into  grievances. 
For  his  serviees  lie  received  fi'om  the  Duke  of  York,  through  a 
grant  from  (iov»  Lovelace,  a  certain  house  and  lot  in  New  York 
City,  on  the  Broadway.  This  gift  he  acknowledges  in  a  letter  of 
Oct.  13,  166 J),  to  Col.  Rich.  Nicolls,  bis  associate  in  the  Commi** 
eion,  and  we  hear  not  of  bim  again  till  in  a  deed  of  Mar.  15,  1676 
(recorded  iVlbany,  L.l,  p,  133),  his  trustees,  John  Laurence  and 
Matthias  Nicolls,  of  New  York,  confirm  to  William  Vander 
Scheuren  this  same  property  on  Broadway,  which  the  lattA^r  hsid 
bought  from  tlie  Deacons  of  the  City,  by  whom  it  bad  been  pu> 
chased  at  a  public  sale  made  for  the  benefit  of  Maverick's  daughter, 
Mary,  wife  of  Rev.  Francis  Hooke  of  Ivittery,  Neither  the  time 
nor  place  of  Maverick's  death,  nor  the  depository  of  Ids  will  have 
been,  as  yet,  ascertained.  No  records  of  so  early  a  date  are  pre- 
served by  the  Dutch  Church,  who  evidently  held  the  lot  for  a  short 
period,  but,  after  a  careful  examination  of  conveyances  in  the  City 
Registers  office,  the  writer  has  satisfactorily  located  the  position 
of  the  Maverick  Lot.  May  3D,  1667,  Gov.  Nicolls  granted  a  lot  on 
Broadway  to  Adam  Onekelbach,  which  is  tlescrihed  in  later  deeds 
as  bounded  south  f>y  house  and  lot  of  William  Vamler  Scheuren, 
and  which  finally  in  Oct.  1784,  when  known  as  No,  52  Broadway, 
was  sold  to  John  Jay,  Esq.,  the  future  governor,  who  here  erected 
a  fine  stone  mansion.  At  this  time  the  lot  adjoining  to  the  south 
was  in  the  tenure  and  occupation  of  John  Slidcll,  save  some  64  feet 
on  the  easterly  or  New  Street  end,  which  bad  been  sold  in  1683  by 
Vander  Scheuren  to  William  Post  {L,  13,  p,  8;  L.  35,  p,  170), 
Slidell's  sons  in  1819  sold  the  greater  portion  of  the  lot,  facing  an 
Broadway,  with  a  frontage  of*  21|  ft.,  and  a  depth    110  ft,,  to

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Ijenox ;  wlule  the  remaining  few  inches,  with  a  lot  adjoin- 
ing to  the  south,  known  as  No.  48,  was  sold  by  them  on  the  «ame 
date  to  David  Gelston.  From  the  foregoing  tacts  we  gather  that 
the  original  Maverick  Lot  was  26|  feet  wide,  located  on  the  caeter- 
Ij  side  of  Broadway,  running  through  to  New  Street,  and  be- 
gitmiiig  125  feet  south  from  the  Church  Street  (afterwards  Ganien 
Street*  and  now  Excliange  Place)  ;  and  that  it  corresponded  with 
the  present  No.  50  Broadway. 

Though  extinct  in  the  New  England  States,  the  Maverick  fam- 
1^  has  existed  for  the  past  one  hundred  and  Mly  years  in  New 
lork  City,  where  Andrew  Slavericki  a  young  painter,  24  years 
of  age,  was  admitted  a  freeman  July  17,  1753;  his  name  occur- 
ring CD  the  Poll  List  of  Feb.,  1761.  He  was  baptized  at  the  New 
Brick  Church,  Boston,  Feb.  9,  1728-9  :  one  of  the  numerous  fam- 

tf  John*  Maverick  (Paul%  Eliaa',  Kev.  John\)  an  importer  of 
woods  on  Middle  Street  (now  Hanover  St»),  at  the  eign  of 
''Cabinet  and  Chest  of  Drawens,"  John's  grjind&on  Samuel 
(son  of  Samuel  deceased)^  an  apprentice  of  Mr,  Isaae  Greenwood, 
iTory  turner  &c,,  was  mortally  wounded,  March  5,  1770,  in  the 
Bf^tfton  Maeeacre.  Amlrcw,  who  came  to  New  York,  married 
about  1754  Sarah  J  dau,  of  Peter  and  Bethia  Bueton  or  Ruehton, 
and  Mr.  Kushton,  in  a  will  of  1765,  proved  Aug,  14,  1767  (L.25, 
p.  534),  leaves  his  entire  estate,  after  the  death  of  his  wife  Betliia, 
to  kid  gnmdfion  Peter  Rushton'  Maverick,*  The  latter,  bom  in  the 
city  April  11,  1755,  a  silver-smith,  etcher  and  engraver,  was  in 
Aug.  1775  an  Ensign  in  Citpt,  M.  Minthom's  Co.,  of  CoL  John 
JaVfi  2dReg't  of  N,  Y.  Militia,  and  on  July  23,  1788,  represented 
^  Engravers  in  the  N.  Y.  Federal  Procession ;  he  died  in  Dec. 
Wll,  and  was  succeeded  hy  liis  three  talented  sons^  Samuel,^  An- 
faur'  and  Peter. ^ 

The  name  Maverick,  one  of  unusual  occurrence,  is  akin  doubtless 
to  Morris,  Morrice,  or  Maurice ;  we  get  nearer  to  it  in  the  original 
WeUh  Mawr-rwyce,  "  a  valiant  hero." 

Kath«  Maureick,t  chief  clerk  of  the  Town  Clerk,  London,  died 
M  November,  1630,  and  John  Mavericke  was  a  settler  located  iu 
Ckrlcston,  S-  C,  in  1672.

Firslr  on  p.  3o0,  Hayden  gives  the  descent  of  the  Weems  family  of  Maryland 
as  follows :  An  Earl  of  Wemysa'  yonngest  son,  Jamea,  who  was  slain  at  tbe 
battle  of  Preston  I'anH  (in  Sept.  1745),  was  the  father  of  David  Weems  wlio 
was  brought  to  Miiryliind  and  was  the  father  eventually  of  live  sons*  progenitors 
of  weli-knowu  Maryland  and  Virghda  families.  I  have  not  qnoted  the  exact 
words  of  Ilayrlen^ii  '"*  unreliable  deductions,"  but  give  oniy  the  substance  in  brief. 

In  Womrs* Douglas'  Peerage  of  Scotland,  under  **  EarU  of  Wemyfls/*  it  will  be 
found  that  the  only  *■  Earl  of  Wemyss"  who  '*  had  a  younger  son  Jaraed*'  thit 
would  come  anywhere  near  the  dates  required  by  Uaydeu  to  make  his  asa^rttoo 
have  some  semblance  of  truth »  wa**  James  WeraysSt  fourth  Earl  of  Wemyss,  b. 
1699,  d.  I75ti.  He  had  a  younger  son  James  Wemyst*,  b*  1726,  who  instead  of 
being  Hlaiu  at  Preston  Pans  In  1745,  d.  in  1786  at  Edinburgh,  forty-one  years 
after  the  battle.  This  youngest  son  James  waj^,  )nst  a.s  Hayden  says,  the  father 
of  a  David  Wemysa  who  was  b.  1761,  but  who,  although  he  was  considerable  of 
a  traveller,  was  never  in  Maryland  nor  America.  However^  this  does  not  mat- 
ter, since  he  d.  s,p.  and  unm.  In  1783,  at  Madura- 

Second^  on  p,  274,  Hayden  gives  a  glorious  descent  for  tbe  Towson  fandly  of 
Maryland  and  V^irginia  from  that  great  historlciil  cliaracter,  Oliver  Cromwcllt 
the  Lord  Prot^et4>r,  briefly  as  follows:  Oliver  Cromwell,  the  Protect^^r.  hid 
Henry,  who  had  Richard,  whose  daughter  was  the  mother  of  Gen.  Nathaniel 
Towson,  U.  S.  amiy,  father  of  Thomas  Towson,  of  WUliamsport,  Md.  M 
originally  the  surname  of  the  Protector  was  WilHams,  the  locating  hla  aUeg^^i 
descendant  at  "  Williamnport*'  was  a  very  pretty  idea  from  the  fertile  !ma§^liir 
tion  of  the  Rev,  Mr,  Hayden,  but  genealogists  recjuire  better  evidence  of 
descent  than  this.  Howev  cr,  this  is  only  a  .small  mal:ter,  for  there  has  been 
recently  published  a  work  that  upsets  Hayden's  distinguished  lineage  of  th« 
Towsons  and  Cromweils  of  Maryland:  this  is  Weyland*s  House  of  Cromwdl. 
From  it  I  learn  that  Richard  Cromwell,  a  grandson  of  the  Lord  Protector,  li- 
In  1769,  and  his  only  daughters  were:  1,  Elixalieth.  who  d,  at  Harapstead  In 
1792  (see  Gent.  Mag.,  Nov.  1792);  2,  Anne,  d.  at  Berkhampstead  in  1777;  3, 
Eleauor,  d.  infant;  4,  Letitia,  d.  at  Hampstead  lu  17x9.  All  were  unmarrkMi  aaii 
without  issue,  so  no  daughter  of  Richard  Cromwell  (son  of  Henry,  son  of  tt»c 
Protector),  could  have  been  the  mother  of  Gen,  Nathaniel  Towson^  of  Mary- 
laud,  uor  does  the  name  of  Towson,  nor  Cromwell  of  Maryland,  appear  In  auf 
connection  In  the  account  of  the  descendants  of  the  Lord  Protector, 

Third,  p.  680,  &c.,  Hayden  deduces  the  descent  of  a  Virginia  family  mined 
Wallace  from  the  ♦•  Wallaces  of  Galrigs,"  Scotland,  and  then  gives  these  UtWi 
a  long  line  of  distinguished  aacestors,  reaching  into  A.D.  llOO,  namely,  tlw 
''  Wallaces  of  EderHlie."  Briefly,  Ilayden's  scheme  of  descent  for  the  Wallaoes  of 
GalrigH  from  the  more  prominent  Wallaces  of  Ederslie,  In  order  to  give  the  Vir* 
glnia  Wallaces  a  very  long  line,  Is  Wi^lllam  Wallace  of  Ederslie  (whose  llneaee 
is  traced  back  to  A. D.  1100),  d.  1554,  had  William  of  Ederslie,  hatl  John,  h*J 
William,  had  William,  a  Glasgow  merchant,  d.  1713,  father  of  William  WaJlW* 
of  Gairigs,  d.  anter  1734,  a  Commissioner  for  Ayr.  1714-1720,  who  wa^s  thealle^ 
ancestor  of  the  Virginia  Wallaces.  '*  There  Is  not  a  scintilla  of  evidence  for  aU 
this."  In  giving  this  descent  for  the  Commissioner  of  Ayr,  Hayden  refer* 
to  Paterson*s  History  of  Ayr  and  Wigton.  Evidently  he  personally  never  si* 
this  valuable  work,  as  he  evidently  has  not  taken  pains  to  verify  refereoc^f 
if  he  had  he  woiUd  have  found  out  how  the  Wallaces  came  into  poaseasiOD  0* 
Galrigs,  and  the  true  lineage  of  the  alleged  aucestors  of  the  Wallactf  « 
Virginia.

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Rev.  Thomas  Davies.— I  have  in  my  possession  a  pamphlet,  which  for  some 
reason  appears  to  be  excessively  rare,  entitled :  **  A  Biographical  Sketch  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Davles,  A.M.,  Missionary  of  the  Socie^  for  PropagatSng  the 
Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  in  Several  of  the  Towns  of  Litchfield  County,  (Shol, 
from  the  year  1761  to  the  year  1766.  By  a  Minister  of  the  C!oimty.  New 
Haven :  Printed  by  Stanley  &  Chapin.  1843.*'  It  is  a  dnodedmo  of  ftfty-nfaie 
pages  with  an  engraved  portrait  of  Mr.  Davies,  said  to  have  been  taken  from  a 
likeness  made  **  in  England  at  the  age  of  25."  As  a  literary  performance,  thk 
biography  is  nnusnally  creditable,  and  I  should  be  glad  to  know  who  was  its 
author. 

It  appears  from  this  work  that  on  Christmas  day,  1764,  Mr.  Davies  preached 
a  sermon  at  the  dedication  of  the  Church  at  Great  Barrtngton,  Mass.,  re- 
specting which  his  biographer  says :  **  It  was  printed  at  the  Providence  preM 
soon  after  its  delivery,  and  some  copies  of  it  are  said  to  be  still  extant.  Those 
who  remember  to  have  perused  it  speak  of  it  as  having  been  characterized  hj 
much  neatness,  simplicity  and  purity  of  style  in  its  composition,  and  to  han 
set  forth  a  statement  of  the  onier  and  form  of  worship  prescribed  bv  thi  ; 
Episcopal  Church,  defended  with  much  clearness,  candor  and  force  of  reaaonbig.*  f 
I  have  sought  in  vain  to  find  a  copy  of  this  printed  sermon  in  any  of  our  Vujgt  \ 
libraries  and  collections.  In  a  letter  written  to  the  Society  in  December,  ITA, 
Mr.  Davies  wrote :  '*  If  the  honorable  Society  desire,  I  would  transmit  an  exMt 
detail  of  proceedings  in  that  town  [Great  Barrington]  since  I  united  the  peopit 
as  a  Church,  together  with  a  copy  of  my  sermon  which  I  shall  preach  at  tit 
opening  of  their  Church.'*  But  no  copy  of  the  sermon  is  now  to  be  found  in  tit 
archives  of  the  Society  in  London,  nor  in  the  British  Museum.  Any  informatkl 
of  the  existence  of  a  copy  of  this  production  would  be  highly  appreciated.

Mr.  Merrill  traceil  the  bU- 
tory  of  his  family  back  to  the  emigration  from  England.  AH  his  ancestors  wefo 
of  *Englij*h  blood.  There  hae  been  no  admbctiire  of  foreign  blood  in  any  genera- 
tion.    All  his  ancestors  came  to  this  country  before  1650.

In  1869  he  was  chosen  superintendent  of  the  Vermont 
Central  and  Venm»nl  &  Canada  Railroads,  a  position  of  very  great  labor  »d 
refiponsibility,  which  he  held  until  1JH73,  when  impaired  health  corapelletl  himlo 
relinquish  tlie  arduous  duties  of  the  position.  The  company  whotte  geacni 
manager  he  was  built  and  leased  a  number  of  railroads.  At  the  time  of  bii 
resiguatiou  the  Nystem  Included  nearly  800  miles  of  railway,  extending  tbrong;li 
Vermont  and  Mas sischu setts,  and  into  Connecticut,  New  York  and  Canada. 
More  than  five  thousand  men  were  employed  by  this  Company.  Mr.  Merrill  wii 
the  directing  head  of  this  system,  and*  managed  it  with  great  efficiency  and 
wisdom.  Twenty  years  ago  he  was  well  known  all  through  nortliern  New  Enf- 
land. 

On  rellufpiisliing  the  business,  he  removed  to  the  ohl  home  of  the  family  Id 
North  Haverhill,  in  March,  1874.  He  renHKleled  the  old  homestead,  and  gath- 
ered into  it  the  old  heir-looms  of  the  family.  He  was  pleasantly  occupied  witb 
his  private  business,  and  with  the  aflairs  of  the  Church  of  which  his  grand- 
father had  been  the  pastor.  He  was  fond  of  reading,  and  of  historical  iovestl- 
gfttion,  and  he  was  a  snccessfnl  antiquarian.  He  made  a  tour  in  Europe  l» 
IS 78,  with  his  wife*  visiting  England  and  Scotland  and  a  number  of  the  Contt- 
Dental  countries.  He  also  traveknl  extensively  in  the  Southern  and  Western 
States  of  this  countrj\  Most  of  bis  later  years  have  been  spent  In  hi?*  hnmp  la 
the  country,  ainid  the  scenes  familiar  to  him  in  his  cMldhood.  It  was

Accompanying  these  pleasing  remlnlseuces  of  by-gone  days  are  pages  of  dr 
facts,  or.  If  "the  cynics  of  literature  please,  **  dry-as-dast."  To  the  historla 
these  are  invaluable  and  Indispensable,  as  are  the  pages  of  the  ledger  and  cit 
directory  to  the  man  of  b'islness.  No  historian  may  ever  desire  to  know,  fo 
example,  who  was  principal  of  Balliol  College  in  the  year  1282,  but  should  it  s 
happen  he  wants  the  exact  fact  and  not  a  tradition  or  surmise  of  it.  This  bod 
supplies  that  fact,  with  thousands  like  It,  extending  through  the  six  centariei 
Lists  are  given  of  all  the  mastei*s  of  tlie  colleges  of  the  University  from  th 
beginning  to  the  present  time,  with  an  outline  in  brief  of  the  public  career  o 
each,  setting  forth  hLs  college  of  matriculation,  honorary  degrees,  offices  Q 
dignity  in  church  or  state,  with  mention  of  any  remarluible  achievementfl 
exact  dates  being  supplied  in  each  case.  A  complete  list  of  the  officers  in  ead 
college  in  the  year  18*J3  is  also  a  part  of  the  record.  The  historical  sketches  a 
the  colleges  are  but  brief,  considering  the  period  covered,  but  reference  is  mad 
in  each  to  any  more  complete  narrative  which  may  exist.  Nearly  all  of  then 
have  been  condensed  from  fuller  narratives,  in  some  instances  by  the  anthorso; 
such  narratives,  and  all  but  a  very  few  of  the  sketches  have  been  prcpiured  b[ 
Oxford  historians.  The  record  has,  therefore,  the  stamp  of  authenticity,  an! 
offers  to  the  student  or  inquirer  tlie  unique  advantage  of  opening  the  whole  tA 
to  his  view  at  once.  In  their  special  ways  both  volumes  are  standard  works  o 
reference,  and  the  historical  volume  is  also  a  definite  contribution  to  goo 
literature. 

A  variety  of  excerpts  of  pleasant  antique  flavor  might  be  made  from  thes 
pages  did  space  permit.  A  note  as  to  the  antiquity  itself  may  be  ventured.  I 
would  be  difficult  at  this  distance,  and  perhaps  also  on  the  spot,  unless  son 
precise  deflnitions  were  agreed  upon,  to  decide  which  college  has  priority  li

an  established  footing,"  the  method  or  plan  of  organization  being  that  of  Mertoi 
College.  The  writer  for  University  College  says,  In  substance,  that  that  imll 
tuiion  has  its  orit^iu  In  a  bequest  in  the  will  of 'Wllllam  of  Durham  who  diedk 
the  year  1240.  The  tirst  application  of  the  gift,  so  far  as  known,  was  in  ISSt 
when  a  house  and  land  were  bought,  the  deed  for  which  still  exists.  This  Unl 
house  stood  on  land  now  occupied  by  the  north-ciist  corner  of  Brasenose  ColleM 
the  removal  of  University  College  to  Its  present  site  being  of  date  1343.  HI 
follows  his  statement  with  this  remark:  "Anyhow,  the  college  is  the  oldoll 
foundation  in  the  University,  although  it  was  organized  as  a  college,  in  thescM 
in  which  w^e  understand  that  word,  later  than  Balliol  and  Merton  Colleges.** 

The  fact  seems  to  be  that  several  of  these  earliest  colleges  grew  ont  of  exW 
ing  monasteries,  and  that  a  monastic  regimen  was  maintained  for  a  wlilla 
Merton  was,  however,  founded  as  a  secular  college,  and  the  founder  provided 
that  "  nu  monk  or  friar  should  be  admitted  on  his  foundation  at  all** — that  ilk 
admitted  as  a  student  or  fellow.

A  volume  of  more  than  passing  interest — albeit  designed  primarily  for  prlvali 
circulation — is  a  memoir  of  the  late  Hun.  Josiah  Gardner  Abbott,  LL.D.,  whois 
lamented  death  took  place  at  Ids  summer  home  at  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.,  JoM 
2,  18i)l.    Its  contents  consist  of  a  eulogy  originally  prepared  for  and  delivered 
before  the    Old  Uesidents  Historical  Association  of  Lowell  —  where  Jndgi 
Abbott  '*  won  his  spurs  *'  in  the  legal  profession,  and  passed  many  honorable  and 
happy  years— by  its  author,  Hon.  Charles  Cowley,  LL.D.,  who  was  a  law-atadeil 
in  the  ofiice  of  Judge  Abbott,  and  hence  wrote  con  amore;  tributes  from  Senatof 
Hoar,  Gov.  Russell,  Congressman  Stevens,  Gen.  Butler  and  other  eminent  pefsoail  : 
friends ;  proceedings  of  the  Bar  of  the  County  of  Middlesex,  in  view  of  tbi  , 
death  of  their  distinguished  associate,  and  similar  proceedings  of  the  Bar  A^  . 
sociatiou  of  the  City  of  Boston ;  and  an  appendix,  giving  Judg^  Abbott* s  drMI  ' 
of  a  proposed  address  to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  protesting  against  tlM  :

Tlie  Treat  Family,  the  first  book  on  our  list,  sliows  great  research  in  England 
Bid  America.  The  author  states  that  he  has  devoted  ten  years  of  constant  labor 
10  the  preparation  of  this  work,  and  the  book  itself  shows  that  the  labor  has  been 
^ell  expended.  The  surname  seems  to  have  been  originally  Trott,  and  in  this 
eooatry  it  was  spelled  by  the  early  settlers  Trat,  Trot,  Tret,  Treat  and  In  other 
fttttn*.  The  flrsi  settler  was  Richard,  who  settled  at  Wethersfleld,  Ct.  His 
Bobert  was  governor  of  Connecticut.  The  family  has  been  a  prominent  one 
England  history,  and  the  author  has  done  a  good  service  to  family  his- 
_  by  tracing  It  out  so  thoroughly  and  preserving  It  in  print.  The  book  before 
it  well  indexed,  handsomely  printed^  and  Is  Illustrated  by  engravdngs  of  a  high 
"of  mefit. 
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The  History  of  the  Boggett  Family  Is  also  veiy  tlioroagbly  traced  ia  America, 
and  considerable  matter  U  iirlven  concerning  the  EnglUli  famlUes.  The  aotlior 
has  devoted  to  this  work  his  spare  time  since  the  j^ear  187C.  He  has  produced 
a  very  valuable  book,  which  he  has  brouj^ht  ont  \n  a  handsome  style^  Ulnstrated 
with  fine  (?nirravings,  such  as  portraits,  views  of  baUdlngs*  etc.  It  has  full  in- 
dexes. The  family  la  to  be  congraDnlated  on  haviag  so  good  a  record  preserved 
In  print. 

Miss  Sbarp*s  book  on  Ufton  Conrt  and  the  Perkins  family  Is  valuable  for  tlift 
historical  and  senealo^ical  Information  preserved  In  it.  The  Perkinses  of  Uftoa 
were  an  old  Catholic  family  who  own&d  the  manor  of  Uftoo  from  141 1  till  oearly 
the  close  of  the  last  century.  The  present  maosloa  of  Ufton  Court,  a  pic- 
turesque house  in  Berkshire,  dates  from  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  ami  baa  bea 
standing  for  more  than  three  hundred  years.  The  book  &hows  thorough  re* 
search,  and  much  interesting  and  iustructlve  historical  matter  of  bygone  tlmea 
can  be  afleaned  from  Its  pai^es.  The  Appendix  is  devoted  to  gen  ealogicalmatkr 
relating  to  fan d lies  of  the  name  of  the  Perkins,  Parky n,  etc.  One  chapter  If 
**  A  Roll  of  the  Pioneers  of  New  Eof^land  of  the  name  of  Perkins."  The  volame 
Is  **  printed  on  line  paper,  fully  illustrated  and  tastefully  bound  lo  roxbugh  blad- 
ing." '"Although  the  book  is  mainly  concerned  with  Ufton  Court  itself,  modi 
valuable  iufonnatlon  is  given  concerning  the  parish  and  the  neighborlog  district 
with  the  ancient  fsmllies  formerly  holding  property  In  Berkshire." 

The  book  on  the  Warren-Oarkc  Gonealopry  is  something  new  in  this  kind  of 
literature.  The  author  says  that  *»in  a  rough  way  [It]  may  be  said  to  iuclode 
all  those  related  within  the  sixth  degree  to  the  children  of  Samuel  Dennis  Wt*- 
ren  and  Susan  Cornelia  Clarke."  The  h-^xik  seems  to  be  carefully  compilsd, 
and  niakes  a  handsome  volume,  Mrs.  Warren  ia  a  daughter  of  the  late  Hev. 
Boms  Clarke,  D.D.,  a  historiographer  of  this  Society, 

The  next  book,  on  the  More  fandly,  makes  an  elegant  volume,  profusi ' 
tiated  with  fine  views  and  portraits.    The  Historical  Committee  of  t 
family  deserve  srreat  credit  for  their  work  Sn  bringing  out  the  book  in  so  «.  tfuu- 
able  a  style,      Messrs.  David  F.  and  Charles  C.  More  are  entitled  to  praise  for 
their  work  in  compiling  the  volume.    The  genealogical  portion  Is  well  done, 
and  many  well-written  biographies  are  found  here.     This  family  is  of 
descent,  and  an  aceount  of  the  Mores  of  Scotland  is  given.     The  b^x 
good  index. 

The  book  on  the  family  of  Sobler  de  Vennandols  gives  a  good  ftccount  of  tUi 
ancient  French  family^  an  oSsboot  of  which  Is  found  In  -\m erica.  A  Ui^  foldp 
Ing  tabular  pedigree  is  given.    The  book  makes  a  handsome  volume. 

The  volume  on  the  Pturnbs  is  a  second  edition  of  the  work  noticed  by  us  li 
July,  1891.  It  IS  much  enlarged,  and  will  be  found  very  interesting,  particultflf 
to  those  bearing  the  name,     A  good  Index  is  given. 

The  Gmnger  book  is  another  noble  contri button  to  Amedcan  family  hisioiy. 
The  author  has  been  unusually  successful  in  collecting  his  material  and  tfadHi 
out  the  scattered  branches  of  the  family.  He  has  carefully  arranged  tli««  ftul 
and  precise  details  which  he  has  collected,  and  has  furnished  a  full  Index  toll« 
work.  The  book  is  handsomely  printed  on  superior  paper,  and  is  illustrated  \l§ 
numerous  portraits  and  other  engravings. 

The  Kendall  book  is  another  fine  volume,  for  which  the  author  deserves  grtti 
praise.  Much  genealogical  matter  relative  to  .Tosiah  Kendall  and  his  descend 
ants  Is  preserved  here.  It  is  Illustrated  with  engravings  of  a  high  order  of 
merit.     The  hook  has  a  good  index. 

The  next  book  is  on  the  Bauta  family.  The  American  family  Is  deaoendal 
from  Epke  Jftcobse,  who  '*came  from  Friesland.  Netherlands,  to  New  Amstd^ 
dam,  February.  1659,"  and  subsequently  removed  to  Bergen,  N.  J.  His  children 
bore  the  .Huniame  of  Banta.  The  book  is  handsomely  printed  rir*  Hn..  ^vhit^ 
paper,  and  is  illustrated  by  line  portraits  and  other  engravings.  T' 
this  country  is  well  traced,  and  much  interesting  matter  has  been  g 
cernlng  the  family  in  Holland.  It  is  well  indexed.  A  folding  chart  givea  titf- 
ancestors  of  the  author  in  various  lines  for  sLx  generations. 

The  Chapman  book  is  by  the  Rev.  Jacob  Chapman  of  Exeter,  who  has  dott 
much  for  New  England  family  history.    He  has  spent  the  best  part  of  ftftatt 
years  In  this  work,  and  has  published  five  valuable  volumes,  namely,  theFolf — 
the  Philbrick,  the  Weeks,  the  Lane  and  the  Chapman  genealogies.     This  bot 
weU  compiled,  welt  printed  and  well  Indexed.    It  Is  embeHlahed  with  portiiMw* 
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The  HAmmond  book  gtlves  the  descetidants  of  Benjamio  Flammond*  an  early

Tlie  Savary  book  is  by  Judjsre  S  a  vary  of  Annapolis,  N.  S.,  who  has  been  lonj» 
Vgaged  In  coUectin/^  material ;$  relating  to  the  $^everal  familleM,  a^  our  render^^ 
tteawATc.  the  results  of  some  of  his  researches  having  appeared  \x\  the  Rkciistkk. 
Tile  work  is  now  completed,  and  can  be  obtained  by  those  interested  at  a  mod- 
ttate  price.  It  contaios  many  points  outside  of  a  mere  ^entsalogy.  It  l»  well 
prtoted  and  indexed,  and  is  embellished  with  portraits  and  other  engraving.

[The  Pynchou  famllyi  though  closely  connected  with  London,  had  long  held 
lantLn  in  Essex.  In  A.  I>.  lL*77-8,  In  sixth  year  of  King  Edward  1st,  Richard 
Pinchon,  citizen  of  London,  owning  property  at  Latton,  County  Essex,  be- 
queaths it  to  his  daughter  Agnes.  In  1476,  and  eleventh  year  of  King  Edward 
IV*,  John  Fynciion  of  Writtle,  lo  Essex ,  purchased  land  in  that  village,  Heniy 
Pynchon  Is  one  of  the  witnesses  to  the  deed.  In  I479i  in  nineteenth  year  of 
Kinfj  Edward  IV.,  John  Pynchon,  father  and  soUt  are  witnesses  to  a  deed  of  land, 
situated  at  Brurafleld,  County  Essex.  The  name  alno  appears  In  connection 
with  lands  in  the  eastern  and  southeastern  parts  of  the  same  county.  There 
are  also  traces  of  the  family  a»  living  from  time  to  time  in  the  city  of  London, 
Accortlin^  to  Stow's  Chronicley^,  p.  708,  the  Clothworkers*  Hall  In  the  city 
of  London,  In  which  Queen  Elizabeth  cntei^tained  the  Dutch  Ambassadors  in 
1585,  was  situated  in  Pynchon  Lane  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  near  Tower  struct. 
In  LV76  there  was  a  Jolin  Pinchin  living  in  London,  an  attorney  of  the  common 
law,  some  time  of  the  Middle  Temple,  and  owning  a  house  at  Westmlo^t*^'- 

There  are  also  traces  of  the  family  In  Northamptonshire.    Thomas  Cliiv 
Higham-Ferrers,  in    that  county,  married  Agnes,  the  daughter  of    ^\ 
Pynchon,  Esq.,  whose  arms  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  ifamily  at  WrUiie, 
Tlds  Agnes  Pynchon  was  the  mother  of  Henry  Chichelii,  Archiilshop  of  Canter- 
bury during  the  reigns  of  the  Lancastrian  Kings,  Henry  IV.,  V.  and  VI.,  and 
Founder  of  All  SouFs  College,  Oxford. 

The  rtrst  appearance  of  the  name  in  England,  however,  is  found  in  conn"*"'^" 
with  the  manor  of  Tattershall,  county  Lincoln,  which  was  granted  t  > 
together  with  one  Pinco,  his  sworn  brother  in  arms,  though  otherwise  not  :.. 
Eudo  to  hold  immediately  of  the  King,  Pinco  hi.^  of  St.  Cnthbert  of  Durham. 
The  son  of  Pinco  was  Hugh,  tils  Plnconis.  Hence  the  name  Plneon — Pincbon. 
From  this  point  the  famUy  wonld  seem  to  have  drifted  into  the  adjoining  county 
of  Northampton  and  theuce  to  London  and  Essex. — T.  R.  Ptncwox.]

Ifarden's  chamber  mentioned  above  was  probably  the  official  home  of 
keWardeo  of  the  CoUcge  of  St.  Mary,  of  Wlnton,  commonly  called  New  Col- 
ie,  Oxford,  on  the  occasion  of  his  biislneas  visits.

Tha 
for  several  generations  they  took  a  special  interest  In  New  College,  Oxford,  ft 
is  shown  by  gifts  and  the  education  of  their  sons,  is  evident  from  the  sncoeed 
Ing  wills.  About  four  miles  west  of  Writtle  there  is  another  property  callai 
the  Warden's  House,  probably  on  College  land.  Writtle  lies  a  mile  west  a 
Chelmsford,  a  place  of  some  importance,  upon  the  Eastern  Counties  R.  B. 
twenty-sli:  miles  from  London.  The  church,  which  is  pleasantly  situated  apoi 
the  village  green,  is  very  beautiful,  and  bears  the  impress  of  the  architectuii 
genius  of  William  of  Wykeham.  The  chancel  is  neaiiy  filled  with  the  mou 
ments  and  memorial  tablets  of  the  Pynchon  family. 

Springfield  is  situated  nearly  a  mile  to  the  north-northeast  of  Chelmsfoid. 
This  also  is  a  picturesque  village,  and  has  a  very  ancient  church  with  a  low, 
square  tower,  inscribed  beneath  the  battlements :  ''  Prayse  Ood  for  all  the  good 
Benefactors.^  There  are  some  fine  brasses  in  the  interior  commemorative  of  the 
Tyrrel  family.  There  is  a  tablet  on  the  wall  of  the  vestry-room  with  the  nani 
of  William  Pynchon  inscribed  upon  it  as  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  dated 
1624.  This  is  the  William  Pynchon  who  was  one  of  the  original  patentees  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Company,  and  who  six  years  later  assisted,  in  1680,  lo 
bringing  that  charter  to  America,  a  memorable  and  somewhat  hazardous  under- 
taking.—T.  R.  P.]

.^The  will  of  piaster  Henry  Smith  of  Wraysbury,  who  married  Anne,  one  of 
2^ daughters  of  the  foregoing  testator  and  is  mentioned  In  the  above  will,  has 
■I'eidy  been  given  in  my  Gleanings  for  April  1893  (p.  281  of  Registbb).    My 
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friends  in  New  England  can  give  a  better  account  than  I  of  William  Pincho 
himself  and  of  his  family  connections  in  New  England.  As  to  his  connections i 
old  Enjrland  and  esiHMrially  with  the  Pinchon  family  of  Wrlttle  the  wills  I  har 
given  speak  pretty  clearly.  My  friend  Dr.  Marshall  writes  me  from  Heraldi 
College  that  in  both  the  Visitations  of  Essex  now  in  the  College  (that  of  161 
and  that  of  1634)  in  which  the  pedigree  of  this  family  is  entered  it  begins  witl 
John  Pinchon  and  Jane  his  wife.  So  too  dot^s  the  Visitation  of  London  of  1633-S4 
see  llarl.  So.  Pub.).  But  the  Visitation  of  Essex  of  1612  published  by  the  Uarle 
ian  So<riety  gives  Nicholas  Pinchon  of  London  as  the  father  of  John.  This  can- 
not be  tnie.  as  any  clear  headed  n*ader  will  see  who  shall  carefully  examine  and 
compare  the  wills  I  have  given.  Nicholas  Pinchon  nndonbtedly  belonged  to  the 
Writtle  family  for  he  ordered  that  a  priest  should  sing  in  the  church  of  Writtle 
for  his  soul  and  the  souls  of  his  father  and  mother  &c.  for  one  whole  year;  and 
he  mentions  his  *» cousin"  John  Pinchon  dwelling  in  Writtle.  For  "consin* 
the  most  probable  reading,  in  moiiem  language,  is  nephew ;  so  the  reference  jomj 
be  to  that  very  John  Pinchon  with  whom  the  pedigree  starts  in  the  VisitatioM 
now  in  the  College  of  Arms.  John  died  in  1573,  and  of  his  will  I  have  gives 
a  large  abstract.  Let  any  one  read  it  and  compare  it  with  the  will  of  Williia 
Pynchyn  of  Writtle  who  dieil  in  1552  and  he  cannot  have  the  least  doubt  tbtf 
John  was  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  William.  The  latter  calls  himself  "  ye- 
man,"  while  the  son,  who  had  risen  in  the  world,  calls  himself  gentleman* 
William  Pinchon,  I  suspect,  was  an  inn-keeper  who  owned  and  occupied  tlM 
Swan,  in  which  there  was  a  room  called  the  Warden's  Chamber,  probably  becaiue 
the  Warden  of  New  College,  Oxford,  was  in  the  habit  of  lodging  there  whoi  be 
visited  Writtle  to  look  after  the  landed  property  of  his  College  in  that  neighbo^ 
hood.  John  Pinchon,  the  son,  I  would  suggest,  acted  as  bailiff  or  land  stewud 
for  the  Warden  of  New  College  and  held  the  lease  of  East  Hall  in  Bradwell,tbe 
windmill  and  other  properties  of  the  College.  William  Pinchon  named  adanf^ 
ter  Dennys  Pinchon.  John  Pinchon  referre<l  to  his  sister  Dennis  as  the  wife  d 
George  Mansfield.  William  Pinchon  gave  to  his  son  Edward  certain  propertl 
called  Skyggs  and  Tumors,  with  remainder  to  John.  John  Pinchon  bequeathed 
Skyggs  and  Turnors  to  his  son  Edward.  William  Pinchon,  after  mi^ng  be 
quests  to  two  married  daughters  and  their  children,  bequeathed  to  ElliMWil 
Pinchon.  the  daughter  of  John  and  Helen  Pinchon,  certain  lands  In  Bozml 
called  Cookes  or  Cockes.  John  Pinchon  gave  his  daughter  Elizabeth  fire  InB 
dred  marks  upon  condition  that  she  should  release  her  title  to  Cookes  landb 
Roxwell  and  to  all  the  profits  and  rents  due  since  the  death  of  John's  father 
William  Pinchon  also  gave  to  the  same  Elizabeth  certain  real  estate  then  oeei 
pied  by  John  Newton.  John  Pinchon  also  required  his  daughter  Elizabeth  ti 
surrender  to  John  Newton  all  the  interest  which  she  might  claim,  by  legacy  d 
gift  "  of  her  grandfather,'*  in  certain  tenements  which  John  Pinchon  hadioli 
to  the  said  John  Nowton.  All  this,  I  claim,  abundantly  proves  my  propositkN 
that  the  .John  Pinchon  who  heads  the  pedigree  in  the  Visitations  of  Eseei 
in  the  College  of  Arms,  as  well  as  in  the  Visitation  of  London  1633-4,  irtl 
not  the  son  (a  yonnger  son  at  that)  of  Nicholas  Pinchon,  but  was  the  eldeH 
son  and  heir  of  the  William  Pinchon  of  Writtle  who  died  in  1552,  and  thattb 
nearest  relationship  which  Nicholas  Pinchon  bore  to  him  could  have  been  thtt 
of  uncle  only. 

Another  statement  which  I  dispute  is  that  Nicholas  Pinchon  was  of  Wiki 
I  find  not  the  least  evidence  to  support  this  statement.  On  the  contrary  tb 
evidence  of  his  will  points  to  Writtle  as  his  early  home  and  that  of  his  parentl 
and  this  family  name  is  found  in  Essex,  and  in  the  very  next  Hundred  to  Will 
tie,  fully  a  century  earlier.  In  Morant's  Essex  (vol.  1,  p.  805  Ac.)  I  notetfaii 
certain  lands  in  the  manor  of  Barrow  Hall  in  Wakering  Magna  were  conr^yd 
in  1407  to  John  Pyncherne,  that  in  1420  Robert  Warenor  and  others  grantei 
their  "  maner  of  Barwe  Hall "  to  Thomas  Pynchon  and  Alice  his  wife,  and  Until 
1458  Thomas  Pynchon,  son  of  the  last  mentioned,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  grantd 
this  maner  and  certain  lands  and  tenements  in  Prittlewell,  Canvey  Island  Ac  U 
William  LawzcU  gen*.  &c.  Bradwell  juxta  mare,  where  the  Pinchon  family  afUr 
wards  held  the  manor  of  East  Hall  by  lease  from  the  Warden  and  Fellows  ol 
New  College,  Oxford,  was,  again,  in  the  very  next  Hundred  North  of  the  M 
and  North  East  of  the  Hundred  in  which  lies  Writtle.  In  my  opinion  thle  li 
the  neighborhood  where  one  should  look  for  the  earlier  generations  of  «U 
Pinchon  family. 
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Sometime  ago  I  found  in  the  Stowe  MSS.  at  the  Britiah  Museum  (MS.  612,

Ko  diitcs  are  ^Ivcn  In  thlj*  pedigree,  but  from  another  source  I  Ituirn  that  the 
UduLTd  Everard  who  lUftrried  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard  Stephens  gen».» 
Hfid  (or  was  buried)  29  Nov.  1561.  It  might  be  worth  tlie  while  for  an  expert 
pedalist  to  follow^  this  matter  up.  It  loolis  as  if  the  pedigree  had  been  con- 
itTQcted  to  show  the  descent  of  certain  property  of  the  Stephen  family  through

ITp  to  the  present  time  the  only  way  to  arrive  at  a  knowledge  of  the  contents  of 
flKKTolamea  bos  bei^n  to  go  throngh  them  leaf  by  leaf,  as  I  have  dune  with  most  of  Ihem, 
lliave  yet  to  And  the  antiquary  who  knows  much  about  tbem ;  on  the  contrary,  I  have  had 
Ite  fratificatjon  of  making  known  to  most  of  my  friends  their  genealogical  value.  Amung 
Imd  I  fonod  a  pedigree  of  John  Rogcra  th«  martyr  which  Cob  Cheater  knew  nothing 
Itottt,  and  which  ditferh  somewhat  from  the  pedigrees  already  known  to  that  distingulMhea 
nftkraary.  Here  alao  I  found  an  account  of  the  Dummer  familv  which  I  regret  ttiat  I 
tald  not  have  come  across  in  Col.  Chester's  lifetime  that  I  might  liave  called  l\\3  atCention 
0it.  It  was  a  petition  of  Edmund  Dnmmcr  of  Swathllng  in  the  tmrish  of  North  8tone-

If  true,  boweireri  it  »faaw8 
that  the  wife  Elizabeth  meotloned  In  tl^t  will  waa  not  his  Itist  wife  and  the 
mother  of  his  sonsi  for  she  was  evidently  an  Allen  and  had  siaten  Agn^  wife 
of  Edmood  (or  Edward)  Church  and  Joan  wife  of  Hobert  Grove. 

Be;»ldt*3  the  pedigrees  of  this  family  published  in  the  Visitations  of  Essex 
and  LoDdou,  the  only  others  I  have  seen  here  In  print  are  those  in  Morant*f 
Hist,  of  Essex  (11-65),  GylFs  HUt,  of  Wraysbury  and  F.  G.  Lee^s  HUt  of 
Thame.  Moraot  dedaces  the  family  from  Nicholas  Pinchon  of  Wales*  one  of 
the  Sherlffi)  of  London  A.  D.  1532 /bat  gives  no  evidence  in  faror  of  it,  onlj 
rcferrldg  to  a  pedigree  which  he  describes  as  '*  now  before  ns.**  He  speaks  of 
John  fierners,  Esq.  as  having  sold  the  manor  of  Turges  probably  to  the  Pinchoa 
family.  If  so  there  la  not  slightest  evkleace  that  Nicholas  Pinchon  had  any- 
thlDg  to  do  with  it.  In  fact  I  have  not  found  a  bit  of  evidence  to  show  that  he 
owned  any  land  at  all,  whether  in  Essex  or  elsewhere ;  and  I  would  asl£  why, 
since  he  made  a  will,  did  he  not  make  a  testamentary  disposition  of  real  ^tate 
If  he  had  any?  William  Flnchon  of  Writtle,  who  was  undoubtedly  a  kinsman  of 
Nicholas  and  possibly  his  brother,  did  possess  considerable  landed  property; 
nod  this,  as  we  have  seen,  descended  chiefly  to  his  sons  and  especially  to  Jobu,  hJi 
eldent  son  and  heir.  The  latter  doubtless  made  large  additions,  and  probahlf 
throui?h  leases  from  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College  of  their  manor  ol 
East  llnU  and  other  estates  whleli  we  know  he  held.  These  lea!<^e:»  we  ImTfl 
traced,  through  the  eldest  male  llne^  to  his  great  grandson  John  Pinchon  who

The  pedigree  given  in  Gyirs  History  of  Wraysbory  abo  shows  Nicholas  ii 
the  father  of  the  John  Pinchon  who  married  Jane  Empson  and  died  29  Nof. 
1573.  This  was  undoubledly  taken  from  Morant,  It  then  continues  the  Uol 
through  John's  son  William  who  married  Rose  Redding  and  died  13  Oct,  IdSl* 
We  are  told  that  William  and  Rose  were  the  (Mirents  of  Sir  Edward  (of  Wriltl«) 
•*  who  died  6  May  1(525,"  Henry,  who  Is  describtnl  as  of  Wraysbury,  Chri^ 
topher  and  a  Nicholas,  wh  j  is  also  described  as  of  Wraysbury  in  1653.  Thil 
Nicholas  \s  given  as  the  father  of  William  Pinchon  who  went  to  Connecki- 
cot  and  returned  and  was  buried  7  Nov.  1C62.  William's  son  John,  we  are  toUi 
was  of  New  Etigliind  and  had  a  daughter  married  to  Henry  Smith. 

This,  surely,  is  the  wildest  of  guesswork.    Some  of  the  statements  deserve  to 
be  called  sheer  nonsense.     In  the  first  piace^  Henry  Pinchon  is  shown  bytte 
record  to  have  been  of  St.  Andrew's  Holborn.     In  the  next  place  William  and 
Rose  Pinchon  had  no  .son  named  Nicholas.     According  to  the  epitaph  in  Writtle

All  these  Inquisitions  (especially  the  first  and  last)  shonld  in  my  oplnioa 
carefully  examined  by  any  one  who  purposes  to  make  an  exhansUve  sto^f 
the  history  of  this  family. 

From  my  notes  taken  a  few  years  ago  from  the  Calendars  of  Fines  I  leanti 
in  Hillary  Term  of  1053  William  Pynchon  Esq.  was  a  plaintiff  ("qner.")  agi 
Andrew  Kinge  and  others  "  deforc."  for  real  estate  in  Wyrardisbury,  Co.  Biuil 
and  Again  in  the  same  Term  against  Jo.

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In  1882  tbe  late  G.  P>  Scull,  E^q.,  then  residing  at  Oxford,  England,  prepared 
a  book  entitled  ''Sir  WlUiam  BrowDe,  knight,  1556-1610;  and  Sir  Nathaniel 
Rich,  knigfht,  163C,"  which  he  presented  to  the  New-England  Historic  Gene- 
alogical Society.    The  book,  which  still  remains  in  manascrlpt.  is  before  me. 

Sir  Nathaniel  Rich  was  prominent  on  the  patriot  side,  and  was  active  in 
American  colonial  enterprises.  A  biographical  notice  of  him  will  be  fonnd  la 
BrowD*»  **  Genesis  of  the  United  SUtes,"  vol.  2,  pp.  979-80;  but  Mr.  ScnU'i 
memoir  is  longer  and  gives  more  detwls. 

The  Nathaniel  Browne  mentioned  in  Sir  Nathaniel  Rich's  will  as  "now la 
New  England  with  Mr.  Hooker,"  Is  also  named  in  the  preceding  will  of  hia  aunt 
Lady  Morgan,  Miss  Mary  K.  Talcott  states  that  he  married  Dec.  23,  1647, 
Eleanor,  daughter  of  Richard  Watts.  In  1664  he  removed  from  Hartford  to 
Middletown,  Ct.,  where  he  died  in  1658,  He  had  sons  —  Thomaa  died  young, 
Nathaniel  af  Middletown,  John  of  Middletown,  and  Benoni.  The  pedigree  at 
the  head  of  this  note  is  from  Mr.  Scull's  book.

Christopher  Newport  of  I^ndon,  mariner  and  one  of  the  six  Masteii 

of  His  Majesty's  Navy  Royal,  16  November  1616,  proved  27  October  1618. 
Being  now  by  God*s  grace  and  assistance  to  go  with  the  next  wind  and 
weather  Captain  of  tbe  good  ship  called  the  Hope  of  London  for  to  sail  io- 
lo  tbe  Ettst  Indies,  a  long  and  dangerous  voyage  &c,  I  give  and  bequeatll 
unto  my  loving  wife  Elizabeth  ray  now  dwelling  house  situate  and  being 
upon  Tower  Hill,  London,  in  the  parish  of  All  IJallo wa  Barking  together 
with  my  garden  adjoining  thereunto,  only  and  for  and  during  her  natnnl 
life.  After  her  decease  I  give  and  bequeath  my  fee  simple  of  my  sail 
house  and  lease  of  my  said  garden  &o.  unto  my  two  sons  joiotly  together] 
by  name  Christopher  and  John  Newport.

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GEORGE  CHEYNE  SHATTUCK,  M.D. 

By  the  Bey.  Calbb  Datib  Bradlbb,  D.D.,  of  Bostoo,  Mass. 

In  writing  a  brief  sketch  of  the  life  of  George  Cheyne  Shattuck, 

M.D.,  for  the  New-England  Historical  and  Genealogical 

Begisteb  (with  the  hope  of  writing  a  larger  notice  at  a  later  date), 

I  am  embarrassed  at  the  beginning  by^two  thoughts.     First,  as  to 

whether  I  am  not  too  nearly  related  to  the  subjiect  of  my  memoir  to  do 

full  justice  to  his  merits,  as  we  are  told  that  those  near  to  a  mountain 

cannot  clearly  describe  it ;  and  secondly,  whether  I  am  not  too  well 

acquainted  with  the  merits  of  my  friend,  so  as  to  be  liable  to  be 

charged  with  exaggeration  by  those  who  did  not  know  him,  for 

certainly  after  a  study  of  his  character  for  over  thirty  years,  I  have 

not  been  able  to  discover  in  it  any  rough  edges  whatsoever,  for  he 

Beemed  to  me  to  reach,  as  nearly  as  any  human  being  possibly 

could,  the  highest  standard  of  moral  and  spiritual  growth. 

George  Cheyne  Shattuck  was  bom  in  Boston,  Mass.,  July  22d, 
1813.  He  was  the  son  of  Dr.  George  Cheyne  and  Eliza  (Cheever) 
Shattuck,  and  grandson  on  his  mother's  side  of  Hon.  Caleb  Davis, 
«D  of  Boston. 

The  father  of  young  Shattuck  was  a  man  thoroughly  steeped  in 

*^evolence,  and  he  tried  always  to  give  where  two  parties  would 

^  helped  at  the  same  time.     He  once  subscribed  to  a  large  number 

^  dictionaries  in  order  to  help  the  poor  author,  and  then  gave  the 

^ks  to  needy  students  that  they  might  get  aid  in  their  studies. 

A  poor  student  went  to  him  for  medical  advice,  and  he  asked  for 

pay  only  one  favor,  viz.,  that  the  student  would  deliver  a  note 

Him  at  a  certain  store  on  Washington  street.     The  young  man, 

is  great  astonishment,  found  when  he  delivered  the  note  that  it 

an  order  to  the  tailor  for  a  whole  suit  of  clothes  for  his  benefit. 

le  mother  of  the  boy  was  also  exceedingly  generous,  and  I  was 

ned  by  one  of  her  friends  that  she  would  give  anything  away 

he  thought  any  other  person  needed  more  than  she  did. 
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So  the  young  boy  came  into  the  world  enveloped  by  charity,  and 
his  own  nature  was  richly  in  accord  with  the  royal  beneficence  that 
surrounded  hira.  Previous  to  his  entrance  into  Harvard  College  he 
attended  a  grammar  echool  in  Boston,  and  at  the  age  of  nine  en- 
tered the  Latin  school,  where  he  remained  for  three  years,  and  waa 
then  sent  to  the  "  Round  Hill  School/'  Northampton,  that  wa«  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Cogswell.  It  was  at  the  '^^  Round  Hill  School" 
where  he  probably  obtained  that  thorough  idea  of  education,  morale 
physical  and  spiritual,  that  led  him  afterw^ards  to  become  the  founder 
of  St.  Paur»  school.  Concord,  New  Hampshire. 

In  the  early  part  of  hie  life  his  love  for  study  was  perhaps  some- 
what over-fcitimulated  by  a  kind  but  exacting  lather,  who,  on  day^ 
that  were  given  by  the  school  especially  for  rest  and  recreation, 
insisted  that  his  eon  should  have  private  teachers,  so  that  there  was 
hardly  a  pause  from  constant  study  till  the  time  he  entered  college, 
but  it  was  a  touching  sight  to  behold  the  complete  obedience  of  the 
child,  and  Im  patient  and  loving  self-surrender. 

He  entered  college  in  1827,  receiving  his  A.B.  in  1831 ;  amongst^ 
hie  classmates,  well  known  to  all,  were  Francis  Gardner,  John 
Hopkins  Morison,  John  Lothrop  jVIotley,  Nathaniel  Bradstreet 
Shurtleff,  Wendell  Phillipe  and  many  others. 

It  was  hie  desire,  I  think,  from  earlicet  youth  to  enter  the  medical 
school  at  graduation,  whilst  it  was  his  father's  wish  to  prevent  him 
from  doing  so,  as   undoubtedly  he  thought  his  physical   strength 
would  not  be  equal  to  the  demand  made  upon  the  profession  of  a 
physician,  and,  in  the  spirit  of  the  perfect  obedience  that  he  had 
always  exhibited,  he  entered  the  law  school,  where  he  remained  one 
year,  a  perfect  martyr  to  his  fielelity,  when  the  father,  deeming  any 
fiirther  opposition  unwise,  allowed  him  to  follow  Ids  own  course,  bo 
that  he  received  his  degree  of  M.D,  in  1835,     Almost  all  of  Ids  pith 
fessional  life  was  spent  as  an  instructor.     He  visited  Europe  several 
times  for  rest  and  study,  and  always  returned  refreshed  and  in- 
vigorated both  in  mind  and  bodv- 

April  9th,  1840,  he  married  Hiss  Anne  Henrietta  Brune  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Fredk.  William  and 
Anne  (Clarke)  Bnme. 

For  nearly  twenty  years  he  was  a  professor  in  the  Harvard  Sledical 
School ;  professor  of  Clinical  Medicine,  1855-1859,  and  professor 
of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Meclicine,  1859-1873.  For  a  large 
number  of  these  years  be  w^as  the  Dean  of  the  Jledical  Facuhji 
and  tliose  who  know  all  aljout  his  unruffled  patience,  his  wise  judg- 
ment, and  his  courteous  manner  can  clearly  conceive  how  well  hfi  , 
must  have  filled  such  an  office^  and  what  respect  and  affection  he  mufl^j 
have  secured  for  himself. 

For  thirty-eix  year8  he  waa  one  of  the  visiting  physicians  of  tli 
Massachusetts  General  HospitaL  He  was  also  president  of  tte 
Maasachuflctts  Medical  Society^  1872-1874,     lie  w^as  a  Fellow  o* 
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Uie  American  Academy  of  Arte  and  Sciencea,  and  of  the  American 
Statistical  Society,  He  was  a  member  of  the  New-England  His- 
Biric  Gencalogiciil  Society.  He  gave  medical  instructiun  by  lecturee 
%i  St<  Jamea  College,  Maryland,  and  iii  Trinity  College,  Con- 
necticut, and  positively  would  not  receive  any  eompenaation  either 
■di'  hh  instruction  or  hia  expcneee, 

B  Soon  after  his  marriage  he  changed  liis  chorch  relations,  as  a 
pfnitariaDp  and  became  an  ardent  Episcopalian^  devoting  his  life 
^nd  strength  and  means  to  the  building  up  of  that  Church. 

To  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  where  he  worshippe*!,  and  of 
which  he  was  one  of  the  earliest  friends,  he  made  large  donations 
every  week,  and  at  one  time  Ids  gift  was  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

He  was  also  the  founder  of  St.  PauFs  School,  Concord,  as  we 
hare  intimated,  and  to  this  institution  he  gave  during  Ids  life  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  or  more,  and,  what  is  better,  gave  his 
time  and  hia  advice,  and  very  frequently  his  presence  and  medical 
help. 

He  gave  very  largely  to  a  school  in  Minnesota  that  bears  hie 
name. 

"He  was,"  says  Dr.  Eliot,  "a  member  of  almost  every  society 
board  in  his  diocese,  a  delegate  to  every  diocesan  and  every  general 
convention,  a  Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  of 
oilier  bodies  beyond  the  diocese." 

It  is  said  that  at  one  time  he  thought  of  studying  for  the  minia- 
try,  but  instead  of  doing  so  he  becunie  t!ie  foremost  layman  in  the 
Church,  and  we  might  say  the  leading  layman  of  all  churches  of 
whatever  name,  for  bis  mind  was  broad,  bis  sympathies  were  great, 
his  love  was  widespread,  and  whilst  theologically  he  might  perhaps 
be  classed  as  the  most  strict  of  Episcopalians,  his  heart  was  greater 
than  his  creed,  and  all  true  Christians  received  from  him  a  holy 
welcome. 

It  is  something  very  remarkable  that  notwithstanding  hia  busy 
life  as  physician,  as  teacher,  and  churchman,  he  waa  most  delightful 
in  his  conversation,  full  of  good  humor,  and  a  host  whose  hospitality 
UpLB  unbounded.  His  spiritual,  mental  and  social  nature  seemed  to 
Wk  beantifidly  blended,  so  that  on  whatever  side  you  looked  he 
Hemed  especially  great  on  that  side,  and  yet,  with  all  this  real 
^eatness  he  was  one  of  the  most  modest  and  most  unassuming  of  men, 
giving  of  necessity  some  of  his  charities  publicly,  but  giving  quietly 
and  unostentatiously  large  sums  of  money  known  only  to  the  re- 

E'  >ient  and  himself,  and  recorded  in  the  *■  Great  Book  of  God*" 
On  March  2  2d,  1893,  he  passed  away  to  God  ;  his  wife,  his  lov- 
l  and  faithful  companion  for  many  happy  and  holy  years,  follow- 
ing him  soon  afterward*^,  January  6th,  1894.     Two  sons,  a  daughter, 
and  grandchildren  survive  our  departed  friend,  to  whom  he  never 
ive  an  hour  of  pain  nor  a  moment  of  regret  tiM  he  left  them  bereft 
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of  his  presence,  his  counsel  and  his  help.  About  two  weeks  before 
he  fell  asleep  I  had  the  pri Allege  of  sitting  by  him,  and  of  listening 
to  his  genial  words.  I  bcheM  a  composure  tlie  most  complete,  a 
resignation  not  to  be  surpasse<l ;  and  the  true  Christian  hero  was 
wonderfully  and  sweetly  reveale<L 

What  a  life,  what  a  death,  and  how  grand  must  have  been  the 
entrance  into  the  other  life,  and  what  a  legacy  our  friend  has  I  ' 
for  the  uplifting  of  our  souls.

THE  BENT  FAMILY. 

By  Allen  H.  Bent.  Esq..  of  RoxbuiTi  Mass. 
1.  John'  Bent,  who  sailed  from  Southampton,  Eng.,  in  1688,  sn^ 
hocanicj  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Sudbury,  Mass.,  was  born  in  the  pariA 
of  Peiiton-Cirafton,  some  seventy  miles  south-west  of  London,  in  dw 
county  of  Hants.  The  ship's  list  gives  his  age  as  85,  but  according  to  th« 
parish  records  he  was  baptized  on  the  last  day  of  November  1596,  to

John*  Bent  {John^)  bought  in  1662  land  on  west  side  of  the  old 
Connecticut  Path,  in  w^hat  is  now  the  town  of  Framingbam.  The 
first  petition  for  the  incorporation  of  this  township  was  headed  by 
Cor[K)ral  John  Bent,  wlio  was  chosen  one  of  the  tythingmeu  at  the 
second  town  meeting  in  1701,  and  in  Framingbam  he  died  in  Sept.

PROBATE  FORMS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 


In  the  Register  for  January  1863  was  printed  an  article  entided 
"New  Probote  Forms  in  Massachusetts,"  specifying  the  changeB 
which  wouhl  prove  advantageous  to  the  genealogist  in  tracing  the 
identity  of  individuals  in  the  distant  future,  and  otherwise.  Wfl 
have  recently  learned  some  facts  about  their  origin  and  the  manner 
of  their  introduction,  a  record  of  which  is  worth  preserving. 
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The  Re\4Betl  Statutes  of  183 G  provided,  in  chapter  83,  as  follows  : 

Sec.  8. — The  several  judges  of  probate  sliall,  from  time  to  time,  make 
rules  for  regulating  the  practice  and  cotid acting  the  husineaa  in  their  re- 
ipectire  courts,  iu  ail  cases  not  expressly  provided  for  by  law;  and  they 
shall,  withiD  one  year  after  this  act  shall  take  etfect,  return  a  statement  of 
their  rules  and  course  of  proceediuga  to  the  supreme  Judicial  court,  and  ^hall 
m&ke  alike  return  of  all  their  rules  thereafter  made, as  soon  as  convenit^nily 
may  be,  after  making  the  same;  and  the  supreme  judiciai  court  shall  have 
power  to  alter  and  amend  all  such  rules,  and  to  make  other  and  further  rules* 
from  time  to  time,  for  reflating  the  proceeding  in  all  the  prol>ate  courta  of 
the  Common weath,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary,  in  order  to  mtroduce  and 
maiutaiD  regularity  and  uuiformity  iu  the  said  proceedings." 

This  provision  wa8  incorporated  into  the  General  Statutes  in 
chapter  117,  t^et^tion  19. 

No  steps  were  taken  to  put  in  operation  this  provision  of  law 
until  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1858  creating  the  office  of  Judge 
of  Probate  and  Insolvency  ibr  cacli  of  the  fourteen  counties,  in  the 
place  of  both  the  Judges  of  Probate  and  the  Judges  of  lusolvencj, 
of  whom  tlicre  were  then  twenty-seven,  the  two  offices  having  pre- 
viously been  consolidated  for  Dukes  County. 

Judge  William  A,  Richardson,  then  of  Lowell,  had  been  Judge  of 
Probate  for  Middlesex  County  something  more  than  two  years,  and 
wjia  one  of  about  five  re-appointed  to  the  newly  created  consolidated 
office  of  Judges  of  Proljate  and  Insolvency  from  among  the  twcntj- 
Bevcn  Judges  of  Probate  and  Judges  of  Insolvency. 

He  had  long  been  impressed  with  tlie  necessity  for  a  new  system 
of  forms  for  general  use  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  to  supereede 
the  great  variety  which  had  been  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the 
judges  separately  in  the  several  counties >  each  according  to  his  own 
Uead  and  practice  without  consultation  with  others.  However 
&miliar  one  might  ha^  e  l^een  witti  the  forms  and  practice  in  his  own 
county,  when  he  had  business  elsewhere  he  w^as  oblii^cd  to  send  for 
tomis  and  instructions  at  great  inconvenience. 

Judge  Kichardson  had  been  engaged  on  the  revision  of  the 
statutes  for  more  than  three  years  as  one  of  the  commissioners  who 
framed  the  General  Statutes  of  IKOO,  and  it  occurred  to  him 
Aat  this  provision  for  making  rules  of  practice  might  aiford  the 
Dieans  of  establishing  the  much  needed  forma,  alike  for  all  the 
^  counties. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  newly  appointed  Judges  of  Probate  and  In- 
ohTncy  at  Bost^m,  he  presented  his  views,  and  suggested  the 
pIK>intment  of  a  coimuittee  to  carry  them  into  execution.  A 
Onmiittee  was  thereupon  appointed,  consisting  of  JuiinE  John 
7ell8,  of  Chicopec,  for  Hampden  ;  JiUKiE  William  A.  KiCH- 
ARDHOX,  of  Lowell,  for  ^liddlcsex  ;  and  Judge  SAftiUEL  F.  Lyman, 
of  Northampton »  tor  Hampshire, 
Am  much  printing  woidd  be  required »  and  no  means  were  pro- 
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vided  for  paying  the  expenBe,  Judge  Richardson  made  an  arrange- 
ment with  Messrs.  Wright  and  Potter,  the  State  Printers  (who  were 
then  engaged  in  printing  the  work  of  the  commissioners  on  the 
General  St^itutes),  to  print  the  forms  in  fuU  for  such  counties  as  so 
desired,  and  in  blank  for  such  counties  as  might  afterwards  order 
them,  in  expectation  that  all  the  counties  would  eventually  adopt  the 
forms,  as  they  did  in  fact. 

Judge  Lyman,  who  had  been  Register  of  Probate  for  many  years 
and  was  accustomed  to  Hampshire  forms  only,  resigned  soon  after 
he  saw  the  first  forms  printed,  giving  as  a  reason  that  the  changes 
were  too  radical  for  him.  Judge  Wells  resided  so  far  from  Boston, 
where  the  forms  were  printing,  that  he  could  give  no  attention  to 
the  work  and  was  rarely  in  Boston  during  its  progress. 

The  result  was  that  the  whole  labor  devolved  upon  Judge  Rich- 
ardson, who  gave  more  than  two  years  devoted  study  and  care  to  the 
work.  He  had  been  for  several  years  a  member  of  the  New-England 
Historic  Genealogical  Society,  and  in  framing  the  forms  he  always 
kept  in  view  the  advantages  to  genealogists  in  future  years,  afi^ 
the  records  had  acciunulated,  of  having  facts  about  heirs,  next  of 
kin,  minors,  &c,  accurately  presented  and  recorded. 

The  result  was  that  the  forms,  on  examination  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  to  whom  they  were  presented,  proved  satisfactory,  and  on 
April  11,  1861,  Chief  Justice  Bigelow  entered  of  record  the  order 
which,  after  describing  the  forms,  closed  as  follows : 

''And  whereas  said  forms  have  been  examined,  considered  and 
approved  by  this  court ; 

''Therefore,  in  order  to  secure  regularity  and  uniformity  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Probate  Courts  in  the  several  counties,  it  is 
ordered,  that  copies  of  all  said  forms  be  filed  with  this  court  and 
recognized  as  standard  forms  to  be  Jidopted  and  used  in  all  the 
Probate  Courts  of  this  Commonwealth." 

Probably  we  should  not  have  had  a  imiform  system  of  forms,  at 
least  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time,  but  for  the  gratuitous  labor  of 
Judge  Richardson  and  his  successful  arrangement  for  printing  the 
blanks,  as  the  undertaking  would  have  been  little  understood  and 
too  expensive  for  trial.  These  forms  have  been  in  operation  now 
more  than  tliirty  years,  and  nobody  would  wish  to  return  to  the  old 
diversified  system. 

In  the  case  of  Baxter  vs.  Blood  (128  Mass.,  543)  the  Supreme 
Court,  considering  the  legal  effect  of  these  forms,  held  that  » 
notice  not  in  accord  with  the  prescribed  form  given  by  a  probate 
court  was  void,  and  that  all  proceedings  dependent  upon  it  were 
invalid. 

Judge  Richardson  has  since  been  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States,  and  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Claims  (U.  S.)  ^ 
Washington,  of  which  he  is  now  the  Chief  Justice.

Commanicated  by  Mrs.  Cha&les  L.  Aldhit,  of  Troj,  N.  Y. 

The  following  letter  was  found  in  envelope  with  Jonathan* 
Alden's  (John*)  administration  Plymouth  Probate  Becords : 

Colonel  Winslow,  honored  sir,  concerning  the  difficulties  that  I  havOi  and 
am  under  tho'  not  so  bad  as  it  were,  I  understand  that  James  Arnold  has 
been  down  at  your  house  as  desires  your  honor  to  put  in  as  guardian,  &  has 
been  down  at  my  bouse,  when  I  was  not  at  home  unbeknown  to  me  and 
had  persuaded  my  wife  to  give  up  her  guardianship,  and  I  acddentaDy 
heard  of  it  by  a  friend  that  he  told  it  to.  I  would  desire  you  sir,  not  to 
take  any  more  notice  of  their  talk  for  she  is  of  of  it  again,  and  says  she 
thinks  she  shall  not  do  it.  Sir,  they  have  been  doing  things  unbeknown  to 
me,  &  so  contrary  to  me  I  think  a  purpose  to  make  difference  between  in 
two. 

Sir,  I  desire  you  in  as  long  as  I  have  found  you  a  faithful  friend  hitherto 
and  hope  shall  never  find  you  no  other  I  would  desire  of  your  honor  not  to 
put  in  guardians  'til  the  children  are  old  enough  to  choose  their  guardlani 
sir  I  will  tell  you  if  you  do,  I  am  under  the  greatest  hardship  that  can 
be  for  if  the  children's  guardians  take  their  part  of  the  farm  into  their 
hands  we  shall  have  but  a  sixth  part  of  the  farm  to  pay  mother  Waterman 
her  rent  with  and  ourselves  to  live  on  which  if  it  be  so  ordered  we  are 
totally  ruined  as  to  this  world  if  not  for  another  it  will  make  such  dIffi9^ 
ence  amongst  us,  and  I  heard  by  the  by  that  they  had  ordered  it  for  yoiu^ 
self  to  be  down  the  next  week,  and  they  know  that  I  shall  be  gone  at  the 
work  to  the  swamp,  and  shall  not  be  at  home.  Sir  I  desire  you  sir,  I  desire 
you  to  let  me  know  if  you  design  to  do  any  thing  about  it,  for  if  it  be  so 
ordered  we  must  pull  up  stakes  and  be  gone  now  we  are  just  settled  which 
will  ruin  us.  Sir  I  think  it  best  to  rest  the  matter  if  you  please 
from  your  humble  servant  to  command 

Jonathan  Aldek.

OF  JOHN  SAVAGE,  IflDDLETOWN,  CONN. 
1652. 

Contrfhated  by  Ja.me8  FaANCii  Sayj^ob,  A.B.,  Lowell,  Muss. 

The  earliest  informatiow  concerninor  John  Savage,  who  settled  in  1652 
in  Mlddletown,  Conn. — ^then  known  by  the  Indian  name  Mattahesett  or 
Mattabe^eck, — is  that  contained  in  Hartford,  Conn,  records,  as  follows; 

•*  John  Savage  of  Hartford  was  married  to  J^lizabeth  Dubbin  y*  tenth 
day  of  febru:  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty  two/' 

The  name  of  his  wife  is  Dublin  in  Middletovvn  land  records  and  the 
family  records;  by  the  raarriage  record  it  appears  as  Dubbiu.  Presumably, 
thb  is  a  corruption  of  D'Aubin,  Lo-ilay  commonly  written  Aubin,  one  of 
the  many  patronymics  derived  from  the  name  of  Ste.  Anbiii  (latirte  Albinus), 
twhop  of  Antwerp.  In  ]707,  John  Dublin  petitioned  the  General  Assembly 
of  Rhode  Ishuul  that  he  might  receive  some  allowance  for  the  shot  he  re- 
euTed  in  bis  head  while  engaged  with  Col.  John  Wanton,  in  the  capture  of 
French  privateers.  He  alleges  that  by  this  wound  be  lost  one  of  his  eyes. 
The  Assembly  ^*  seriously  considering  his  condition  and  willing  to  encourage 
nieb  that  are  willing  to  defend  Her  Majesty's  interest  in  this  Colony  " 
TOted  him  foor  pounds  a  year  for  five  years;  and,  in  1720,  the  Assembly 
Toted  him  the  same  pension  during  bis  natural  life.  This  is  in  evidence  of 
tbe  spelliiig  of  the  name,  as  John  was  contemporary  with  Mrs.  Savage,  and 

Sht  have  been  a  nephew. 
Fbence  John  Savage  came,  where  and  when  he  landed  in  America,  are 
p  t&nktiOWD  to  his  descendants.  As  few  beside  Englishmen  were  then 
tap  England,  it  is  probable  that  he  came  from  P^ngland  to  the  Massa- 
_  Ki  Bay  Colony  and  thence  removed  to  Hartford.  The  spelling  of  the 
tame  is  various.  Hon.  R.  E*  Hinman,  long  Secretary  of  Stale  in  Connecti- 
CBt,  and  well  informed  as  to  the  early  settlers,  says:  **  Savage.  Savidge, 
Savadge,  John  of  Middletown  was  made  free  at  Hartford,  1 8  May  1  r>54," 

His  will  is  signed  "  John  Sauidg  *'  though,  in  the  declaration  with  which 
tliat  instrument  opens,  it  is  written  *' Savedg."  The  same  uncertainty 
VskU  elsewhere.  Iti  Iiingland,  the  common  spelling  is  Savage,  from  the 
time  of  Henry  V,  In  France,  at  Bayeux,  Normandy,  and  at  Poictiers, 
SiOirage  prevails.  In  Canada*  where  a  numerous  population  of  aboriginal 
extnu:tton  exists,  the  FVench  spelling  is  followed.  Little  signilicance.  how- 
«Ter,  in  this  case,  attaches  to  di  fife  re  nee  in  spelling,  as,  in  the  seventeenth 
oeulury»  the  name  applied  to  members  of  the  Massachusetts  family,  in  the 
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public  records  of  tbat  Colony,  was  writteD  Savadge,  Saridge,  Savige»  voA 
Saiiagei  as  well  as  Savage.  A  very  old  blazon  of  arras,  whose  hUtorj  b

THREE  LETTERS  WRITTEN  BY  GOV.  LEVERETT  K 
1675— NEWLY  BROUGHT  TO  LIGHT. 

Communicated  by  Hon.  Geobob  Sheldon  of  Deerfleld,  Mass. 

It  was  in  the  height  of  Philip's  War,  October  5,  1675,  a  large 
part  of  Springfield  was  burned  by  Indians.     Under  the  strict  orda* 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  United  Colonies,  Maj.  John  Pynchon,    ] 
the  commander  of  the  forces  in  the  Connecticut  valley,  had  the  daf 
before  marched  from  Springfield  to  Hadley.     There  all  his  com-    , 
mand  was  to  concentrate  for  a  grand  movement  up  the  vallejT. 
These  orders  had  been  known  beforehand  to  the  Indians  oocupyiof    ■ 
a  fort  near  the  village,  and  they  planned  to  take  advantage  of  tta 
new  programme.  i 

Hitherto  these  Indians  had  been  on  the  most  friendly  terms  witfc  -^ 
the  English,  by  whom  they  had  been   kindly  treated   and  fiilly 
trusted.     Special  manifestations  of  friendliness  to  the  settleFB  had  j 
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been  made  on  the  day  iliij.  Pynchon  innrfiietl  away.  Their  treachery 
waa  wholly  unprovoked.  Tliuy  were  impelled  only  by  an  innate  love 
of  blocnl  iinil  plunder.

What  more  likely  than  that  when  the  letter  waa  at 
Mr.  Russell's  over  night  this  cipher  had  been  added,  and  was  of  ooune 
a  secret  communication  to  the  governor  ?  Could  this  mystery  be 
unravelled  doubtless  new  matter  relating  to  the  regicides  would 
be  revealed.  Looking  further,  another  letter  was  found  from  Mr. 
Russell  to  Gov.  Leverett  endorsed— «*Rec'd  Oct  8.  IGTS.**  A 
blank  folio  of  this  was  covered  with  the  same  undefined  characters. 
A  third  discovery  of  the  same  kind  seemed  to  render  it  certain 
that  my  conjecture  was  true,  and  excitement  was  at  a  fever  pitch. 
Under  the  advice  of  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Green,  I  called  the  attention  of 
an  expert,  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Upham,  to  the  discovery  and  its  apparent 
importance.  With  enthusiastic  zeal  Mr.  Upham  entered  on  the 
work  of  exploring  the  mine  and  deciphering  the  mystery,  giyii^ 
freely  of  his  time  and  talent.  Eleven  score  years  had  told  upon 
the  paper  and  the  ink,  but  by  persistent  effort  and  the  aid  of  a  sort 
of  sixth  sense,  it  seemed  to  me,  a  key  was  discovered,  and  the  con- 
tents of  the  three  letters  made  to  appear.  The  result  was  of  course 
disappointing  to  us ;  for,  although  facts  of  historical  interest  were 
exhumed,  we  failed  to  find  what  was  so  confidently  expected — secret 
communications  from  Gen.  Goffe  to  Gov.  Leverett.  But  a  single 
guarded  allusion  to  the  regicides  was  found  in  them  all.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  governor  had  utilized  these  blank  pages  to  vnrite  short 
hand  letters  upon,  from  which  his  secretary  could  make  formil 
copies.  It  should  be  noted  that  among  all  the  correspondence  of 
that  month,  which  has  been  preserved,  relating  to  the  war  in  the 
valley,  the  resignation  of  Pynchon  and  the  appointment  of  Capt. 
Samuel  Appleton  to  succeed  him,  not  one  of  these  cipher  letters  has 
been  found.  They  are,  therefore,  now  given  for  the  first  time  to 
the  public.

John  Leverett,  the  first  two  on  the  blank  part 
of  a  letter  (No.  283)  dated  at  Springfield,  Oct.  6,  1675,  from  John  Pynchon  to 
Rev.  Mr.  Russell  at  Hadley,  and  endorsed  **  Major  Pinchon's  letter  rec*  8* 
October  1675"  [added  in  shorthand]  "and  answer  and  the  [letter]  to  Cap^ 
Appleton;"  and  the  third  on  the  back  of  (No.  289)  from  Rev.  Jdnn  RasseS 
to  Gov.  Leverett,  not  dated,  but  endorsed  In  Edward  Rawson's  hand,  "M* 
Russells  letter  rec<*  8  October  1676  "  to  which  endorsement  is  added  In  aliori- 
hand  "  and  answer." 

The  following  is  my  rendering  of  the  three  short-hand  letters.  I  have  indi- 
cated doubtful  or  illegible  words  by  brackets,  and  interlined  words  by  brackets 
with  a  star.  I  have  also  marked  the  end  of  each  line  by  an  upright  stroke.

PRESroENT  LINCOLN'S  ANCESTRY. 

By  the  Hon.  Joseph  H.  BAitasTT,  A»M.,of  Lovelnnd,  Ohio. 

The  valuable  article  of  Samuel  Shackfortl,  Esq.,  in  the  Regis- 
ter, voK  xli.,  pp,  L^3-7,  is  conclusive  in  its  main  purpose  of 
tra<_"iiig  the  line  of  Jtiho  Lincoln,  of  Rockingham  county,  Va«,  to 
S  iTnuel  Lincoln,  of  Mai^sachuectts.  In  the  otiier  diret^tion,  Mr. 
^Imckford  appears  to  have  accepted,  without  independent  investi- 
gation, a  statement  found  in  some  of  the  later  biographies  that 
Abraham,  son  of  John  Lincoln,  removed  to  North  Carolina  and 
there  manned  Mary  Shipley,  l^y  whom  he  had  three  ^ons,  Mor<lccai, 
Josiah  and  Thomas,  horn  in  that  State,  This  18  in  direct  contradic- 
tion  of  President  Lincoln's  own  statement  that  his  father,  Thomas, 
waa  bom  in  Virginia.  It  is,  moreover,  a  matter  of  record  that  so 
late  as  the  autumn  of  1781,  the  President's  grandfather  had  a  wife, 
whoee  christian  name  was  I^ersheba^  etill  living  in  Rockingham 
euunty,  Va.,  three  years  after  the  birth  of  the  youngest  son,  Thomas, 
See  letter  of  Mr.  Harris  in  the  Genttirif  for  March,  1887. 

Mr*  Morse's  life  of  Lincoln  (American  Statesmen  series),  opens 
with  this  singular  misconception  : 

Abraham  Lincoin  knew  little  concerning  his  progenitors,  and  rested  well 
content  with  the  scantiness  of  his  knowledge.  The  character  and  condition 
^oi  bis  father,  of  wbom  alone  upon  that  side  of  the  house  he  had  personal 
QisaDce,  did  not  encourage  hiai  to  pry  into  the  obscurity  behind  that 
klesft  rover.  He  was  sensitive  on  the  subject;  and  when  he  was  applied 
to  for  information,  a  brief  paragraph  conveyed  all  that  he  knew  or  desired 
to  know. 

The  exact  contrary  of  the  above,  in  its  main  spirit  and  intent,  I  can 
I  personally  affirm  and  there  is  sufficient  published  evidence  to  prove, 
,His  corrci?ipondence  with  a  Virginia  relative  in  1848  (see  communica- 
tion in  the  Century^  just  referred  to),  and  also  with  Solomon  Lin- 
coln, of  Ilinghaui,  earlier  puldished,  shows  the  lively  interest  he  took 
in  tracing  his  genealogy  ;  and  much  more  than  "  a  brief  paragraph  '^ 
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was  given  by  him  to  inquirers  on  the  sabject  in  more   than  one 

knmvn  inetsmre  brsifle;*  tlie  '"^^ibort  iiutobiography  ^^  written  out  ^at 
the  rcijiiest  of  a  Iricnd"  in  1H(>U,  after  his  nomination^ — the  part 
rehitintj:  c'tiietly  to  Ina  ancestry  and  parentage  fiUing  nearly  two 
of  the  hirge  ]jages  of  the  '^"Complete  Works"  editcHj  by  ilessrs, 
Niculay  and  I  lay  (voL  i.,  pp.  638-40).  He  took  pride  in  his 
name  ;  did  not  tV^rget  that  of  the  thrive  counties  into  which  Ken- 
tucky was  fir!;*t  divided,  iuie  was  named  Lincoln  (the  other  two 
being  Frankhn  and  JeHerson)  ;  and  when  he  vi8ite<l  Massachuaetta 
in  the  summer  of  1848,  ae  one  of  the  Congressional  Committee 
aeeompanying  the  remains  of  John  Quincy  Adams  to  theLr  last 
re8tin*;-l>hice,  he  wns  pleased  at  bein^'"  ehiinied,  on  hie  introduction 
to  a  Worecster  audience,  as  "of  our  Lincoln  stock/' 

Thomas  Lincoln  has  been  treated  with  scant  courtesy  by  some 
of  the  biographers — by  some  vfilYi  sheer  injustice.  His  first  tem- 
porary shelter  fur  liis  family  in  the  wild  forest  of  Indiana  has  sub- 
jected him  to  the  charge  of  shiftlessness** — though  really  this  abode 
was  not  materially  worse  than  was  common  under  like  circumstances 
ill  eastern  colonies.  Had  Mr.  Morse  become  familiiir  with  the 
local  histories  of  his  own  section,  he  might  have  been  less  censori- 
ous toward  Thomas  Lincoln  in  that  regard,  w^ithout  making  allow- 
ance ftjr  the  diftercnces  of  latitude.  For  it  could  hardly  be  ei- 
j>ectefl  of  one  who  writes  that  the  Sangamon  is  '"a  stream  which 
empties  into  the  Ohio  river"  (i.,  15),  and  that  Pittsburg  Landing, 
the  scene  of  a  great  battle,  is  ^'on  the  west  bank  of  the  Missi- "  "  ' 
(i,,  361),  to  take  note  of  the  geogniphicid  fact  that  GenL^ 
lud,,  is  iarther  soutli  than  Louisville,  Ky, 

The  same  biographer  says  : 

Thomas  was  a&  restless  In  matterB  of  creed  as  of  residence,  and  madti 
various  chaages  in  both  during  his  life  (i.,  10). 

The  facts  are  that  he  lived  on  the  same  farm  in  Indiana  while 
his  son  grew  frtuu  the  age  of  seven  to  twenty-one ;  that  after  a  year 
or  two  spent  in  Macon  county,  Illinois,  he  passed  the  remaining 
twenty  years  of  his  life  in  Coles  county ;  while  in  creed  he  was  a 
Baptist — a  member  of  that  church  at  Hodgenville,  Ky.,  at  Gentry- 
villc,  Ind.,  and  in  Coles  county.  If  he  made  any  change  it  waa 
only  to  the  "Campbellite"  branch  of  the  Baptist  church.  The  late 
Kev.  Tliomns  Goodwin,  of  Charleston,  111.,  who  preached  at  the 
funeral  of  Thomas  Lincoln  in  1851,  said  of  him  in  1887  : 

la  bis  caae  I  could  Dot  say  aught  but  good  ....  He  was  a  coasistenl 
member  through  life  of  the  church  of  my  choice — ^the  Chrisdan  diarch  of 
Church  of  Christ;  and  was  as  far  as  I  kimw — and  1  w&s  a  very  iatimibe 
friend — Illiterate,  yet  always  truthful,  couscieatious  and  religioua. 

It  may  be  added  that  this  ''unenlightened  form  of  ChristianSy,* 
as  Mr.  Morse  eeemB  to  regard  it,  had  such  men  as  President  Ghuv 
field  and  Jeremiah  S,  Black  among  its  adlierents.

Later  I  made  a  |>ersoiiaI  examination  of  the  Book,  and  saw  \ 
ditto  plainly  written  in.  The  ^rritor  also  improved  the  occasion 
hm  visit  in  London  to  make  a  comparison  of  the  undatetl  copy  he- 
longint*  tti  I  he  Venerable  Society  with  several  copies  of  the  etlitioa 
hearing  date  of  1637,  the  result  of  this  comparison  proving  to  hifl 
entire  satisfaction  tliat  only  one  ctlition  wm  ever  printed,  and  that  the 
undated  copy  is  the  same  as  the  dated  of  1637,  with  the  exception  of 
the  title  \y^\)l,i\  which  wais  printed  separately,  evidently  in  England, 
and  inserted. 

First,  the  title  page  of  the  undateil  copy  is  printed  on  diftereat 
paper,  the  water  mark  carrying  eiffht  lines  across  the  leaf  ngaimt 
seveti  in  tlic  paper  of  the  dated  copy,  which  throughout  carries  only 
that  nnmlier,  while  the  other  water  marks  throughout  both  copies  i* 
everywhere  the  same  except  on  the  title  page.  On  the  title  ])age  of 
the  Venerable  Society^s  copy,  '^at  line  11,  instead  of  '*  country "" 
we  read  "couutrie,"  and  on  the  next  line  "yeeldeth"  for  "yealdeth," 
which  is  in  the  British  Mixseura  coj>y.  Other  variations  need  not 
be  pointed  out,  so  far  as  the  title  page  is  concerned. 

Curittnuing,  the  examination  of  tlic  body  of  the  various  copies  in 
London  mLhcatcs  throughout  the  identity  of  origin.  In  all  th€ 
copies  the  *'B'*  in  Morton,  page  6,  is  found  to  be  battered,  and  on 
pages  52-53,  164,  the  quads  at  the  bottom  show*  The  copies  in 
tlie  United  States  will  pn)l>a}>ly  show  tlie  same  marks,  though  of 
course  it  is  not  essentiid  for  our  demonstration  that  they  should  ap* 
pear  iu  all  copies.  Page  176  of  the  various  copies,  four  of  which  are 
in  the  British  Museum  and  one  in  the  Stevens  collection,  show  the 
catchword  '"  Tapster,"  l>attered.  The  Hargrave  copy  in  tlie  BriUj?l» 
Museum,  however,  wants  the  first  ten  pages  a[>[»arently,  and  lack* 
two  jjages  of  table  of  contents  at  end  of  page  lJ^t<,  but,  on  hoi 
the  following  leaf  up  to  the  light  lor  the  purpose  of  examining 
water  mark,  the  writer  found  the  missing  leaf  pasted  in  \yQ\ 
two  thin  leaves.  This  copy  mcuf  have  been  one  of  the  copies  with 
dateless  title.  The  study  might  be  eontimied  to  any  extent, 
l>eyond  rpiestion  the  result  would  be  the  same,  there  being  a 
faikire  to  find  a  solitary  proof  of  even  the  slightest  kind  that 
than  one  edition  of  the  book  was  ever  printed*

Not  haying  a  copy  of  North's  catalogue  I  cannot  refer  to  see  whether 
Morton^s  New  English  Canaan  ie  described  as  dated  1 634,  but  of  this  I  am 
positive — DO  such  edition  exists.  Every  copy  1  have  ever  seen  is  dated 
Amsterdam  1637,  and  printed  by  J.  F.  Stam.  North's  library  was  sold  in 
1819  bj  Evans,  and  as  the  British  Museum  have  the  set  of  his  sale  cata- 
logues, with  names  and  prices,  North's  must  he  among  tbem.  In  uiy  own 
opinion  the  blunder  is  by  Lowndes  or  his  printer,  and  1  think  you  need  not 
bother  to  look  for  any  edition  of  1634  but  consider  it  a  printer's  blunder.

Tlie  diary  of  Richard  Symonds,  wriUen  hi  1 G44  and  1  fU^,  which  has 
Kn  pablishetl  by  the  Camden  Siiciely.  contains  a  de^icniHion  of  a  n^ona- 
inl,  which  he  8aw  in  Madley  CImrch,  near  Hereford,  which  hiu  since 
feappeared.

Sarah,  wife  of  Robert  Thornton,  Eliz™,  wife  of  Adam  Howea,  and 
Mary,  wife  of  Wm.  Jeston;  also  granddaughter  Mary,  wife  of  OicfW 
Boteler  of  Harrold,  Co.  Bedford,  Esq.  She  speaks  of  her  leases  in  St 
Paul's  Churchyard  and  Old  Change.

|Ell  methods,  his  attack  on  my  '*  Virginia  Genealogies,**  page  210  of  the 
VSmTEBt  will  be  aniiiBlng.  But  Mr,  Browning  is,  to  say  the  very  least,  dls- 
(Anioiis,  and  lest  those  who  know  nothing  of  his  methods  may  think  Ms  state* 
lots,  referred  to  above,  are  true  I  feel  It  a  duty  to  show  their  falsity, 
'Virginia  GenealogieB**  makes  no  pretence  of  giving  royal,  or  even  transatlantic 
llgrm.  The  few  exceptions  given  in  its  pagi'«  prove  the  rule.  But  the 
llcitseU  tmerflows  with  miginal  authorities  for  the  deductions  therein,  which 
ibe  reverse  of  all  Mr.  Browning's  genealogical  work, 

Hi  disingennonsness  appears  in  a  marked  degree  in  his  article,  Rkgihter  p,

Fleming  :  p.  256.  Mrs.  Madison's  Fleming  descent  is  given  as  long  held  in 
Virginia  thus:  *•  Descended  from  Sir  Thomas  Fleming,  New  Kent  Co..  Vi., 
161G,  2d  son  of  the  Earl  of  Wigton"  (Pocahontas  58,  Richd.  Standard  Jan.  7, 
1881).  Mr.  Browning  says  (p.  210)  :  '*  There  may  have  been  a  Sir  Thomu 
Fleming,  and  Dolly  may  have  been  descended  from  him."  Thus  he  conveys  the 
impression  tliat  her  Fleming  descent  may  he  spurious.  He  is  not  honest  enough 
to  state  that  on  pages  388  and  G30  of  his  *'  Americans  of  Boyal  Descent "  he  givei 
Mrs.  Madi.sou*s  descent  (pedigree  clxxxi.)  exactly  as  I  do,  omitting  only  the 
words  *'  Enrl  of  Wigton,"  a  title  that  in  no  way  affects  Mrs.  M.'s  Fleming  de9cent» 
which  is  given  incidentally  in  my  pages,  bnt  directly  in  his  to  give  Mrs.  M.  a  Royil 
line  from  Rol)ert  III.  of  Scotland  11  And  yet  he  has  the  andacity  to  say  that 
I  have  made  '•  Mrs.  M.'s  noble  descent  out  of  whole  cloth." 

Wallace:  p.  G89.  My  *' Wallace"  pedigree  refntes  Mr.  Browning's  attack 
on  its  very  face.  lie  says  I  "  refer  to  Patterson's  Hbtory  of  Ayr,  &c."  for  my 
Wallace  descent.  This  is  false.  I  make  no  reference  whatever  to  Patterson. 
His  name  occurs  but  once,  and  then  in  a  letter  from  Mr.  Wier  of  Scotland  to  Mr. 
J.  O.  Mitchell,  p.  GOO,  which  I  give  verbatim.  Patterson  does  not  disprove  my 
Wallace  deduction.  That  *  *  the  Virginia  Wallaces  descended  from  Wm.  WaUaoe 
of  Galrigs  "  is  proven  by  Dr.  Michael  Wallace's  indenture,  p.  697.  That  this 
William  was  brother  of  '*  John  Wallace  of  Elderslie,"  p.  688,  is  also  proven  by 
the  authorities  I  quote.  How  this  William  became  possessed  of  Galrigs,  or 
whether  he  was  Commissioner  1720,  in  no  way  affects  the  descent  of  the  Viighiia 
Une  from  the  **  Elderslie"  line  through  **  WilUam  Wallace  of  Gabigs." 

My  history  of  '*  Wallace  of  EldersUe,  Scotland ;  and  Ellerslie,  Virginia  "  isgira 
(p.  687)  on  the  authority  of  Sir  B.  Burl^e,  Anderson,  and  Crawford ;  of  A.  C. 
Douglas  of  Mains,  Esq.,  and  Miss  Sterling  of  Glenbervie,  Scotland,  both  neir 
cousins  of  the  Virginia  family,  and  descendants  of  the  "Elderslie"  line,  who 
gave  me  free  use  of  their  records;  and  of  J.  O.  Mitchell  of  Glasgow,  Esq.,  the 
well  known  Archaeologist.  Mr.  Mitchell's  work,  **  The  Wallaces  of  Eldendie,' 
(not  **  Ederslic,"  as  Mr.  B.,  with  usual  inaccuracy  gives  it)  published  in  the 
*'  Transactions  of  the  ArchaK>logical  Society,  Glasgow,  1884,"  he  very  kind!/ 
allowed  me  to  use,  presenting  me  with  a  copy  of  that,  and  of  hia  "Two  & 
derslies.*'  These  give  results  of  latest  research  in  re  Wallace.  Mr.  Mitcheiri 
letters  to  me  (pp.  688-9),  with  Dr.  Michael  Wallace's  indenture  (p.  697)  stating

K-Oovemor  William  Gaston,  A.M.,  LL.D.,  was  bom  tu  South  Kllllngly, 
neetleut.  October  3d,  1820,  and  died  in  Boston  January  19, 1891.   He  was  the 
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son  of  Aiexanderand  Kesia  (Arnold)  Gaston.  His  fatKer  was  a  merchauto! 
excellent  reputation,  who  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of 
Conuecticut,  as  his  fattier  tiad  bfim  beforu  him. 

Governor  Gaston  was  desceiideil  on  his  fatlu^r's  side  from  Je^n  Gaston,  a  Prencfc 
Hn^ienott  who  left  France  early  in  the  seventeenth  century  on  a€<!oiint 
Tel[*>:lous  principle?*,  and  settled  In  Scotland.  Hi.**  son?^  removed  to  the  N 
Ireland  almnt  lij75.  One  of  bis  dcsceudanta,  John  Gas  ton,  settled  In  O 
tient  in  1730.  One  of  liL^  descendants,  T>r.  Alexander  Qadton,  ^w&a  a  member  of 
the  Legislature  of  Connecticut  In  1781.  His  eon  William  was  a  Jadge  of  tftt 
Supreme  Court,  and  a  metnber  of  Conj^ress. 

On  the  maternal  side,  Mr,  Gaston  was  de.'icended  from  Thomas  Arnold*  whcv 
with  hiH  brother  William,  came  to  New  England  in  1*130,  In  16^4  ThomM 
joined  his  brother  William  in  llh[>dc  Lsland,  to  which  Colony  he  had  gone  mith 
Roffer  Williams. 

Alexander  Gaston  reinovetl  from  Connecticut  to  Roibury  In  the  aainmcfof 
1838t  when  his  son  William  was  in  his  eighteenth  year,  William  had  b<*en  prepaftd 
for  college  In  Brooklyn,  Connecticut,  and  at  Plain rleld  Academy,  and  wa*  grtdr 
uated  from  Brown  Univer**ity  id  18+0*  He  began  to  study  law*  in  the  otBoeal 
Jud;je  FrTmcls  WllLiard  of  Roxbury,  and  completed  hi«  coarse  with  Charles  P,  lai 
Benjamin  R.  Curtis  of  Boston.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  In  1844,  aad  b«gM 
the  practice  of  the  law  in  Roxbtiry.  In  18G5  the  law  firm  of  Jewell,  Ga^itoti  aad 
Field  was  formed,  with  offlce?j  in  Boston.  Mr.  Gaston  continued  in  thb  Am 
until  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  Iq  KfH 
he  formed  a  new  law  Arm,  which  has  been  known  of  late  years  a«  the  llJiiiof 
Gaston  and  Snow. 

Mr,  Gaston  was  not  long  in  reaching  a  position  as  one  of  the  leadlni^  la^ 
at  the  bar.     His  practice  was  not  conilned  to  any  department.     He  wa» 
gulshefl  in  all.     He  had  a  wide  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  law,  an 
and  logical  mind,  and  a  judicial  temper.     He  had  great  influence  with  the 
He  was  a  brill iaul  and  effective  pleader  before  a  jury.     He  was  a  safe  and 
counsellor.     He  was  skilfnt  In  the  cross  examination  of  witaesse^*     Alt 
estate  lawyer  he  had  few  etjuals. 

Those  who  were  associated  wnth  him  at  the  bar  bear  emphatic  tej^t 
his  liigh  sense  of  honor»  his  strict  integrity,  and  his  steady  and  ^^ 
opposition  to  trickery  and  double  dealing.      It  is  safe  t*>  say  that  iu.' 
knowingly  aided  any  one  by  his  advice  in  evading  the  law,  or  In  using  I 
means  of  injustice  or  oppression.    Those  who  sought  to  induce  him  to  aid 
in  schemes  of  trickery  and  franrl  were  sure  to  draw  upon  themselves  hU 
indignation.     He  scorned  every  sort  of  meanness. 

And  yet  he  hatl  a  large  and  lucrative  practice  in  his  profession.     He  mi 
great  deal  of  money  by  his  practice,  and  has  left  an  ample  fortune. 

He  was  City  Solicitor  of  Roxbury  for  live  years,  and  he  was  Mayor  of 
city  In  1861  and  18fi2.     In  185S  and  1854  ami  1856  he  was  a  member  of 
Legislature,  and  in  1868  he  was  a  member  of  the  Senate,     He  was  elect^xl 
of  Boston  in  1870  and  re-elected  in  1871,      The  great  tire  occurpcd  dir 
term,  and  heac<]uitted  himself  In  such  a  way  as  to  endear  himself  fi*iv- 
sufferers  by  that  great  calamity.     In  1874  he  was  elected  to  the  offlc 
as  a  Democrat,  the  only  one  of  that  political  party  who  held  that  •  i 
years,     Tliere  was  a  majority  of  his  political  opponents  In  the  Conocil, 
political  conditions  were  peculiarly  delicate,  but  he  conducted  the  allkJn 
office  in  such  away  as  to  command  the  sincere  respect  of  his  political  o] 
while  he  won  the  enthusiastic  support  of  his  political  friends. 

Since  his  retirement  from  the  office  of  Governor  he  has  devoted  all  bto 
to  hU  profession,  and  to  historical  studies.     Although  he  had  an  abuodaat 
come  from  his  investments,  he  was  an  assiduous  worker  up  to  a  few 
before  his  death.     He  was  extremely  simple  in  his  manners  and  in  hU 
fine  specimen  of  an  American  citi/en. 

He  was  elected  a  resident  member  of  this  Society  April  5,  1871, 

In  1875  his  alma  mater.  Brown  Uidversity,  con  ferret!  upon  him  the 
D'Htor  of  Laws.     The  same  degree  was  conferred  upon  him  by  llarvani 
lege  the  same  year. 

Mr.  Gaston  married  May  27,  1852,  Miss  Louisa  A.  Beecher.     They  hail 
children,  wlio  survive  him.

Dd  friends^hip,  WiUiam  Gastrin  merited  and  received  onr  admiration  and  regard. 
todeet  and  anas^uming  in  personal  bearint^,  kind  and  thought fnl  in  his  con- 
IdermtioQ  for  others,  he  secured  tbe  e^leera  and  attcctlon  of  all  who  were  priv- 
dged  to  enjoy  his  acquaintance.  Eminent  in  profeKsi'inal  and  public  life,  he 
ttrcdsed  a  nearer  and  warmer  attraction  to  his  nei^^hbors  and  every-day  asso* 
-which  will  render  his  memory  a  cherished  possession  to  all  of  them. 
fll^le,  courteousp  libural-mindedt  high-toned,  his  popularity  was  like  that 
esired  by  Lord  Manslleld—"  that  which  follows,  not  that  which  is  rnn  after; 
t  popalarity  which  sooner  or  later  never  fails  to  do  justice  to  the  man  w ho 
ooble  ends  by  n«ble  means/' 

F&ANCif!  Gbken'leaf  Pratt,  Jr.,  of  Bostfin,  died  at  his  home  March  20,  1894, 
ras  born  in  Middleboro',  Mass.,  Au^st  8,  1850.  He  was  elected  a  resident 
iberof  this  Society  April  2,  1890,  and  became  a  life  member  the  same  year, 
Mr.  Pratt  was  a  descentlant  of  the  ninth  generation  from  Matthew  Pratt,  who 
led  in  Weymouth,  Mass,,  August  2t»,  1*J72.  Un  his  mother's  side  he  was  de- 
cided from  John  Eddy,  who  came  to  Plymouth  in  IG'^Q.  The  two  families  have 
!0  DOted  for  Integrity  and  capacity  in  l^nsiness.  They  had  an  Important  part 
ibe  e»rly  history  of  New  England.  They  had  an  excellent  record  for  patriotic 
prices  during  the  Revolution.  Several  of  his  ancestors  on  the  maternal  side 
tfe  been  eminent  as  lawyers  and  clergymen.  Zackerlah  Eddy,  one  of  the  most 
Kitliigiiifled  lawyers  in  the  old  colony,  was  liis  grandfather.  Zackery  Eddy^  D.B. , 

Brooklyn,  was  bis  relative. 
He  WHS  the  son  of  Rev.  Francis  G.  Pratt  and  Charlotte  Elizabeth  Eddy  of  Mid- 
Hboro'.  He  was  educated  in  the  high  school  in  iliddleboro',  the  normal  school 
Bridgewater,  and  Phillips  Academy,  Andover.  He  left  school  at  an  early  age 
CPgSg«  in  business.  Me  was  six  years  with  Lee  and  Shepard.  About  seven- 
ttl  years  a^o  he  became  connet-ted  with  the  Tanth's  t'ampfttiion  of  this  city, 
A  worked  his  way  to  the  practical  direction  of  its  business  affairs.  He  was  a 
IfieioQs  and  very  prosperous  business  man,  and  had  a  very  extensive  acqualnt- 
aiDoDg  business  men. 

interested  In  the  history  of  New^  Enirland,  and  in  the  genealogy  of 
ingland  families.

He  Ijegan  life  as  a  druggist  in 
1  forty  years  ago.  In  1865  lie  entered  into  the  tlrm  of  Page,  Kidder  &  Co. 
relL  deiers  In  flour  and  grain.  He  acquired  an  ample  fortunet  and  was 
retire  from  active  business  several  years  ago.  He  was  for  about  thirty 
[  s  41rector  in  the  Lowell  Institution  for  Savinga.  He  was  also  for  many 
i  a  dir«»ctor  in  the  Wamesit  National  Bank  In  that  city.  He  was  Intrusted 
VOL.  XLYUL  31* 
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with  the  settlemeDt  of  a  lar^e  number  of  estatea,  and  be  did  the  bosfness  *'  with 
the  even  balance  of  justice  Id  hi^  hand/*  He  oeTer  would  swerre  a  hair's  breadth 
from  what  strict  honesty  demanded, 

Mr,  Kidder  was  a  well  read  man.  Fie  was  rery  familiar  with  modem  ecclesi- 
astical hlsto^)^  especiatly  with  the  history  of  New  England  ministers  and 
churches.  He  had  a  large  fund  of  anecdote  about  the  clergymen  of  this  and 
other  generations.  He  wa*s  well  acquainted  with  the  works  of  the  New  England 
di Tinea,  A  clergyman  of  nnosaal  scholarly  attainments  said  of  him :  *'  I  never 
knew  the  layman  who  coold  tell  me  so  much  that  I  did  not  know  about  our  New 
England  ministers  and  churches." 

lie  married,  October  24,  1846,  Miss  Ellen  Coggln»  yoangest  daughter  of  Rev. 
Jacob  Coggln.  She  died  Way  18,  1856,  He  married  as  his  second  wife  MlM

^Ir.  Kidder  was  elected  a  resident  member  of  ttils  Society  December  4,  167f. 

Lixus  PiKHPOSfT  BnocKinT,  A.M.,  M.D.»  was  bom  In  Canton,  CoDQecticnt, 
October  16,  1820,  and  died  In  Brooklyn,  New  York,  January  IS,  1893.  He  was 
elected  a  corresponding  member  of  this  Society  September  1,  1847. 

Dr.  Brockett  was  edacated  in  the  Connecticut  Literary  InstttntioD,  and  tX 
Brown  University,  He  was  graduated  from  the  Yale  Medical  School  In  1843, 
and  continued  a  number  of  years  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  His  physical 
strensfth  was  not  sufflclent  for  the.  enacting  work  of  bis  profession,  and  he 
tumeil  aside  to  the  pursuit  of  literature.  From  1847  to  1857  he  was  in  th* 
pabUshlug  business  in  Hartford.  In  1854  he  was  appointed  a  commissioner  bj 
the  State  of  Connecticut  to  Investigate  the  condition  of  idiots,  and  the  best 
methods  of  dealing  with  them.  This  occupied  him  two  years.  Since  18&6  hi 
has  been  connected  with  several  religious  papers.  He  has  done  a  large  amomit 
of  thorongh  and  valuable  work.  He  published  more  than  forty  distinct  wofki 
ou  biographical,  geographical,  historical,  literary,  and  religious  subjects.  H« 
contributed  toward  the  lirst  edition  of  the  American  Cyclopojdia,  He  wrote  i 
Hinory  of  the  Civil  War;  Woman^s  Work  in  the  Civil  War;  Men  of  Oor  Day, 
Fhiia.  IR6d.  He  was  one  of  the  leading  contributors  to  the  New  Encyclops^ 
of  Missions.  He  accumolated  his  material  by  patient  investigatioti,  and  wroi» 
easily  and  well. 

Dr.  Brockett  was  the  son  of  a  minister,  and  a  large  part  of  Ida  literary  wtfft 
was  of  a  religious  eharacter.  His  largest  usefulness  was  In  connectloii  witi 
Christian  Missions  In  foreign  lauds. 

Amiierst  College  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1857* 

Edwin  Foudes  Waters,  a  life  member  of  this  Society  since  1877,  waa  boniia 
Petersham,  Mass.,  July  7,  1822,  and  died  In  San  Francisco  April  18,  18^4. 

Mr,  Waters  was  a  self-made  man.      His  parents  were  In  moderat*      * 
stauceSj  and  he  was  thrown  early  in  life  upon  own  resources.    He  U  m 
trade  of  a  printer,  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  secured  work  in  a  lu 
office  in  Portland,  Maine.     He  came  to  Boston  a  few  years  later.     In 
purchased  nu  interest  in  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser ,    He  devoted  hlni:^ 
and  soul  io  the  paper,  aud  his  hand  was  soon  felt  in  all  Its  departmenlo. 
coutlnned  the  publisher  of  the  AdvettUer  for  eighteen  years.     He  made  the  _ 
a  Unancial  success »  as  well  as  a  strong  factor  in  politics.     He  retired  from  i 
business  in  1882.    He  was  at  one  time  chairman  of  the  Republican  Sute 
Committee,  and  his  political  influence  was  strong  and  wholesome. 

He  married  Mrs.  Clara  Erskine  Clement,  so  well  known  as  a  ^vrlter  uponi 
Soon  after  his  marriage  In  June  1883,  he  started  on  a  trip  around  the 
which  occupied  him  two  years.     His  home  on  Newbury  street  was  rich  In 
ares  of  art  which  lie  and  his  accomplished  wife  had  brought  together  dur 
their  many  foreign  tours.     He  was  a  member  of  a  number  of  societled,  poUti 
and  historical,  and  was  one  of  the  influential  men  of  Boston, 

Henry  Thltmaw  BKCKwrrn.  a  Life  Member,  elected  January  3,  1855, 
third  child  and  eldest  sou  of  Truman  and  Alice  Dexter  (Brown)  Beckwith. 
was  born  at  No*  46  South  Main  street,  in  Providence,  22d  Dec.  1818.    His  f 
was  then  and  for  many  years  afterwards  actively  engaged  in  the  cotton  buslfll 
and  was  earnlirg  a  reputation  for  Judgment  andhonesty  which  has  not  bet«al 
passed  in  ProTidence.    The  family  moved,  when  Henry  was  ten  years  old,  to] 
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!  now  old- fashioned  house  on  the  corner  of  Benefit  and  College  streets,  whore  he 
Bved  nearly  all  hU  life.  Thnt  houae  was  splendid  when  It  waj*  first  built,  and 
generally  considered  extravagant.  After  Tniman  Beckwith  died  In  it  in  1878, 
I  Henry  moved  out  and  built  a  new  house  opposite  the  (Tollege^  in  which  he  died 
I  April  7»  1893.  Henry  did  not  graduate  from  Browu  University,  but  he  was  for 
\  two  years  a  mcmber'of  the  class  of  18:iS,  a  class  famous  in  Rhode  Island,  for  It 
contained  Bradley »  Clarke  and  .lencket*.  among  Its  distinguished  lawyei"?,  and 
gaire  a  president  to  the  College  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Roioinsou.  After  a  few 
years  he  went  from  Boston  to  Calcutta  as  supercargo  of  a  ship.  The  t\rsi  voyage 
waa  made  in  1841  and  the  laf?t  return  voyage  in  1843.  It  took  a  year  to  make  the 
lonod  trip  then,  the  voyage  each  way  took  four  niontlis  and  the'ship  stayed  two 
months  in  each  port.  Then  he  spent  the  next  two  winters  in  Macon.  Georgia, 
to  a  bayer  of  cotton.  He  went  South  in  October  and  returned  In  April.  Then 
In  1845  he  became  bookkeeper  for  bis  father,  an  occupatiou  which  lasted  for  the 
iwt  of  his  life.  Up  to  his  f  ather^s  death  he  received  a  salary  as  bookkeeper ;  after 
his  father's  death  he  kept  his  own  books,  living  on  the  Income  of  the  handsome 
fortnne  his  father  left  him,  Asa  poor  man  he  had  given  away  a  certain  consid- 
jcrable  fraction  of  bis  Income.  As  a  rich  man  he  gave  away  the  same  fraction, 
and  It  became  a  help  to  mauy  persons  and  societies,  and  especially  to  those 
parUhes  of  the  Episcopal  Church  which  were  organized  In  poor  nelghorboods, 
Mr.  Beckwith's  family  were  and  are  Baptists;  but  be  became  a  member  of  the  Epis* 
topal  Church  in  1870,  when  he  was  flfty-two  years  old.  He  never  married,  and  his 
occupation  gave  bim,  or  be  took  from  it^  some  leisure  that  be  employed  In  reading, 
^d  improving  himself,  in  writing  to  instruct  the  public,  for  whom  he  worked  in 
lereral  societies.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Franklin  Society  and  the  Rhode 
talazid  Historical  Society,  and  much  Interested  In  both  of  tbem*  He  held  various 
alBcea,  of  which  the  unpaid  treasurershlp  of  the  Providence  Athenieuni  was  the 
paost  laborious.  His  holidays  were  spent  In  travel.  He  was  always  going  to  see 
tilings,  from  Westminister' Abbey  to  a  boulder  In  Johnston.  W I tli  an  interest 
Ihat  never  tired  he  made  the  longest  and  shortest  journeys,  and  having  ex- 
liansted  the  guide-books,  be  made  all  sorts  of  private  notes  to  be  used  when  ho 
ihould  revisit  some  place  to  see  the  sights  he  had  missed  before.  In  the  same 
in^r  that  his  alghtaceing  was  only  limited  by  hia  physical  endurance  and  took  in 
lU  kindjs  of  sights,  so  bis  mania  for  collecting  was  only  limited  i)y  the  time  at 
Ills  disposal  and  the  things  that  be  could  buy  or  have  given  to  bim.  He  kept 
rvcTTtblng,  photographs,  maps,  letters,  autographs,  pieces  of  wood,  brass  and 
iron,  each  with  an  association.  He  was  Interested  in  very  many  things,  but  in 
lone  «o  much  as  parks.  His  last  years  were  spent  In  trying  to  aave  the  Cove, 
Ihat  dlipticat  basin  with  a  narrow  belt  of  trees  which  was  beautiful,  but  coveted 
by  the  railroads,  its  neighbors.  He  bought  some  lanfl  beautifully  situated  in 
the  northern  part  of  Providence,  where  the  French  troops  had  encamped  during 
tlie  Revolution,  and  offfered  It  to  the  city  on  the  condition  that  the  Cove  might  be 
iparcd.  The  majority  of  the  citizens  had  already  shown  that  they  wanted  what 
b  called  **  terminal  facilities,"  and  the  city  government  of  course  declined  to 
icccpt  **  Roc  ham  bean  Park,"  Mr.  Beckwith  was  much  disappointed,  and  re- 
enrred  to  the  subject  very  often  with  a  little  bitterness,  but  he  had  a  good  temper 
md  interested  himself  In  other  things.  He  was  a  good  man,  cei'tainly  f  uU  of 
etotcheta,  but  they  were  all  innocent  and  most  of  them  useful  ones.  •  • 

HoiUTio  Gatss  Jontss,  A.M.,  D.C.L.,  was  elected  a  corresponding  member 
of  the  Society,  January  7,  1852.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Roxborongh,  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  March  14,  1898,  at  the  age  of  seventy -one. 

Mr.  Jones  was  born  In  Roxborough,  then  a  separate  township,  January  9, 
1^22.  He  was  son  of  Rev.  Horatio  Gates  Jones,  D.D.,  and  Deborah  Levering, 
jxaadson  of  Rev.  David  Jones  and  Anna  Stlllwell,  great-grandson  of  Morgan 
l4Mies  and  Eleanor  Evans,  and  great-great-graudson  of  David  Jones  and  Esther 
ICorgan.  His  ancestor,  last  named,  was  one  of  many  who  emigrated  from 
Cikrdiganshlre,  Wales,  In  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Tliey  brought 
ifltb  them  the  zealous  religious  faith  and  courageous  patriotism  characteristic 
iir  country,  and  stamped  those  virtvies  strongly  upon  the  settlements  which 
fonnded.  Rev.  David  Jones,  the  grandfather  of  our  meniber,  wr«  an  end- 
Baptbt  minister,  settled  for  many  years  over  the  Great  Valley  Church  in 
sdyffrin  townshipi  near  Philadelphia.  He  was  famous  in  the  American  Eevo* 
i««ioD  as  *'  the  lighting  parson,"  being  a  chaplain  during  the  whole  war,  serving 
Unt  onder  Gaim^  then  under  "  Mad  Anthony  Wayne,"  being  with  the  l&tter 
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at  Brandjwinei  at  Gcrmaiitown,  at  Monmoath,  at  York  town,  and  ander  him 
again  lu  the  sam?  capacity  iu  the  Indian  war  of  ir94-l>6.  He  was  cbaplain  in 
the  War  of  1812,  although  then  seventy-sLx  year*  old ;  In  1817  he  ol19ciat<;d  at  the 
decHcatiot]  of  a  monvimrnt  to  mark  the  Paoli  maasacre.  frcrni  which  he  himself 
hail  narrowly  escaped ♦  and  In  1829  wa«  buried  in  the  Great  Valley  church-yard, 
within  sis^ht  of  Valley  Forge,  where  he  had  wintered  with  Wa^lilng^ton.  Such 
patriotic  blood  would  surely  tell  in  h\»  descendants ! 

Mr.  Jonejs  received  his  education  at  the  Roxborongh  public  schools*  at  Had- 
dington Colle^je  (ft  preparatory  school  lonjf  since  extinct),  and  at  the  Unlveisity 
of  Tennsylvania,  where  he  graduated  in  1H41.  Devoting  hia  attention  to  the 
study  of  law,  he  wtt.s  admitted  to  the  Philadelphia  Bar  Sn  1847  and  continued  In 
that  profess  ion  thrcmsrhont  hlg  life,  his  practice  being  larirely  in  tht  t>r|ihana* 
Court,  He  was  for  several  years  a  memi>er  of  the  upper  house  of  the  State 
Legishiture*  where  he  introduced  the  **  Ueli^ious  Liberty  BUI," 

His  ample  uieatKs  hi U} wed  him  to  j^ive  much  time  to  historical  research  and  to 
publish  many  valnalile  papers,  mostly  upon  topics  connected  with  local  antiquity 
and  family  biojrrapliy.  Among  them  were  **Life  of  Andrew  Bradford,  the 
Founder  of  the  New 4>»per  J'resn  in  the  Middle  States  of  America/'  *•  Memoir 
of  Henry  Bond,  M.D.,"  **  Diary  of  S.  J.,  or  Journal  of  a  Country  Baptist  Mia- 
ister,"  **  HisUtry  of  the  Great  Valley  Baptist  Church,"  **  History  of  the  Brandy* 
wine  Baptist  Cburch/'  *' Biographfcal  Sketch  of  the  Rev.  David  Jones,  A.M.," 
*' History  of  tJie  Levering  Family  of  Hoxborongh,"  '*  History  of  Hoxborongb 
and  Manaynnk/*  ''An  Account  of  the  Early  Paper  Manufacture  in  Pennsyl- 
vania." These  and  other  works  of  a  similar  character  were  prepared  with 
markt^  thoroii^lmeKs  and  painstaking. 

He  had  been  ii  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  HUtorical  Society  since  184B,  wi» 
for  many  ycurs  one  of  its  Secretaries,  and  afterwards  a  Vice-President  until  his 
death.  To  that  Society  he  left  all  hln  historical  papers  as  well  as  a  coni^iderable 
beqtU'Ht  lu  money,  lie  was  also  a  member  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society, 
the  Western  HeNerve  HiHtorical  Society,  the  Moravian  Historical  Society,  and 
of  several  State  historical  societies.  Brown  University  gave  him  the  honorary 
degrees  of  A.M.  in  18G3,  and  Judson  University  that  of  D.C.L.  in  1B80. 

Mr.  Joness  well-known  religious,  benevolent  and  patriotic  lnten?sts  and  actif- 
Ities  were  the  naturftl  heritage  of  his  honore<1  ancestry.  He  was  from  rft-^"  '"'- 
a  meniber.  and  for  many  years  a  deacon  t  of  the  Lower  Merion  Baptist  i 
of  which  his  father  liad  been  the  founder  and  for  forty-eight  years  th*  , 
and  the  histttry  of  wfiich  was  his  lajst  published  work.  He  was  president  of  th« 
Philadelphia  Baptist  A»sociath>n,  a  trustee  of  Crozer  Theological  Seminary,  and 
a  generous  giver  to  churches,  hospitals  and  cndowmenta  connected  with  thai 
denomination. 

Affectionately  remembering  the  country  from  which  his  ancestors  came,  he 
took  a  deep  interest  in  tin*  Welsli,  spoke  thrir  language  fluently,  was  presld<9it 
of  the  Webb  Souiety  of  Philadelphia,  and  beciueatiied  to  It  his  Welsh  books  and 
a  fund  for  the  support  and  relief  of  needy  and  deserving  Welshmen.  At  hia 
funeral  there  w as  sung,  in  accordance  w  ith  his  request,  a  hymn  of  Christian  faltJi 
In  the  Welsh  lanf:n.age. 

The  sturdy  patriotism  of  the  revolutionary  chaplain  reappeared  in  the  War 
of  the  Rebellion  two  generations  later.  A  brother  of  Mr.  Jouca  commanded  a 
regiment  of  I'niun  soldiers  and  fell  at  Newberne,  a  sister  died  as  a  nurse  In  a 
Virginia  hospital,  and  our  member  was  full  of  patriotic  zeal  in  everything  relat- 
ing to  the  triumph  of  the  nntinnal  cause.  He  wavS  associated  with  ileoriye  IL 
Stuart  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  U.  8>  Christian  Commission,  aad  the 
writer  vivklly  remembers  his  visit  to  City  Point  lu  the  winter  of  1865,  In  com- 
pany w  ith  Bishops  Janes  and  Lee,  on  an  errand  of  mercy  with  reference  to  our 
prisoners  at  Ulebniond,  Gen.  Grant  sent  tlieni  np  the  James  River  on  his  private 
Bteamer  and  on  their  rettirn  Mr.  Jones  gave  us  an  enthusiastic  accoimt  of  thdf 
interview,  under  flag  of  truce,  Avith  the  rebel  authorities.

.nciH  O.  French  was  bom  Sept,  12,  1837.  at  the  houf*e  of  his  g^rand father, 
fodge  Richardson  in  Chester,  N.  H.  He  was  prepared  for  coliege  at  Phillips 
Academy,  and  entered  the  sophomore  class  at  Harvard  iu  1854.  He  was 
'  with  honor;^  In  1857.  He  wa^i  a*bmttc'd  to  th»>  Bar  in  l^fiO.  In  Sept., 
be  w»«  appointed  Deputy  Naval  Officer  of  Customs  at  Boston,  and  in  1863 
appointed  Deputy  Collector  of  the  same  port.  He  resigned  in  18G5  to  enter 
bankiog  flrni  of  Saraael  A,  Way  of  Boston-  In  October.

November  6, 1893,  at  his  residence.  No.  282  Newbury  street,  Boston,  Ma»a.*  and 
his  burial  took  place  in  Mt,  Anbum. 

Alvah  Augustus  Bnrrage,  sou  of  Capt.  Joslah  and  Ruth  (Kiibnrn^i  Bunnfe, 
was  born  May  30,  1823,  In  North  Leominster,  Mass.     He  was  a  <'  ^  of 

Robert  and  Rose  Barrage  of  Seething,  Norfolk  Co.,  England*  an<i  -iur- 

rage,  immigrant,  who  appeared  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  as  early  as  liJui.  Ee 
was  the  eighth  mm  and  twelfth  child  in  a  family  of  thirteen  children.  Hiii  child- 
hood and  early  youth  were  passed  at  home,  where  he  was  required  to  labor  oo 
the  farm  and  thus  contribnte  his  part  to  the  support  of  a  large  family »  Whm 
of  school  age  until  eleven  years  old  he  attended  the  district  school  for  a  ftir 
weeks  in  summer  and  in  winter,  and  after  that  only  the  vrlnter  terma  until  ill- 
teen  years  of  age.  Then ,  February  19,  1 839 ,  he  entered  the  store  of  Me«5r$.  Bicll- 
ardson  &  Barrage  to  learn  the  sale  of  woolen  goods,  at  which  date  commeiMMd 
his  mercantile  life  in  Boston,  where  he  ever  afterwards  resided.  He  most  haft 
arrived  in  the  city  over  the  old  stage  llue»  as  at  that  date  no  railroad  had  b«ci 
constructed  in  the  direction  of  Concord,  Harvard  and  his  native  town.  Bti 
worldly  possessions  consisted  of  one  suit  of  clothes  and  fifty  centM  -^-f  t^-'-''  '-*^^ 
in  his  pocket.  In  compensation  for  his  first  five  years  of  service  h- 
board  and  clothing,  amounting  annually  to  from  f 250  to  $375.  H* 
first  salary  as  salesman  at  the" age  of  twenty-one  years  In  the  am*»iitii  M  «4^i, 
of  this  he  saved  $39.  The  next  year  his  salary  was  advanced  to  #6<X»  and  at  ihi 
end  of  that  year,  1845,  he  had  a  capital  on  deposit  of  $185.  January  l^  1846,  ht 
became  one  of  the  firm  of  Wilkinson,  Stetson  ^  Co.,  and  continued  this  panatf* 
ship  until  October,  1852.  Januarj^  1,  1853,  at  the  age  of  thirty  yeArs,  he 
a  co-partner  with  Noble  H.  Hill  and  his  brother  Charles  H.  Barrage,  constli 
the  firm  Hill,  Barrage  &  Co.;  this  continued  for  six  years.  In  1859  the 
became  Burrage  Brothers  &  Co.  They  lost  heavily  in  the  **  great  Bn^ton  t^ 
snffering  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  $100,000  beyond  all  Insurance.  k%^ 
age  of  fifty  years,  December  81,  1873,  Mr.  Barrage  retired  from  bastuoiia.

NATHAifmL  Qatks  Chapin,  the  second  child  and  first  son  of  Nathaniel  i 
Fanny  Bowen  (Brown)  Chapln,  was  bom  at  Walpole,  N.  H.,  AngUAt  SO,  1 
The  circumstances  of  his  childhood  were  such  as  to  give  him  a  strong,  tie 
physique,  and  opportunities  to  create  an  ambition  for  a  broader  experience  I 
a  New  Hampshire  farm  aflbrded.     His  opportuuities  for  education  wea 
and  yet  better  than  was  the  average  of  country  boys,  being  such  aa  thft| 
schools  and  a  year  or  two  In  a  private  school  at  Bellows  Falls  could  ; 
with  a  reasonable  desire  to  make  the  most  of  these  opportanitiea.    At  tlic  1 
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school,  he  was  frequently  called  iipi>n  to  bear  ircUation?,  and  at  one  time  the 
principal  proposed  to  fit  him  for  Dartmouth  College,  and  to  jrlve  him  assistance 
thrvnigh  his  college  course,  with  the  understanding  that  he  should  become  a 
teacher  in  Ms  school. 

When  he  was  seventeen,  he  had  a  desire  to  go  to  Boston  to  leam  a  trade,  and 
one  of  the  Bellows  Falls  merchants,  having  kindly  secured  a  place  for  him  In 
a  wholesale  dry  g:oods  establishment  in  Boston,  in'  September,  1834.  he  left  his 
New  ilamp^ihire  home.  Boston  had  been  a  city  but  nine  years*  and  contained 
about  50,000  Imliabitants.  What  Is  now  called  the  Old  State  House  wai*  then 
occupied  a,%  a  wbie  store  thron^hont  the  whole  of  the  basemenl.  The  principal 
Blory  contained  the  whole  of  the  Post  OfHce  and  the  Merchants*  Reading  Room, 
sbout  half  the  main  floor  beinj?  given  to  each ;  and  in  the  second  story  was  the 
City  Hall,  with  all  necessary  room  for  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  and  Common 
f>>iincll«  and  all  other  connected  offices,  Thi«  dry  goods  house  estabUnhed  a 
lumnch  io  New  York,  and  this  youth  was  sent  there  as  a  clerk,  which  gave  him 
A^Umpaeof  New  York  life.  About  1840,  he  started,  with  small  resources,  a 
OOmnilBSlon  business  in  Boston,  forming  a  partnership  with  a  wholesale  grocery 
iiofue  io  Cleveland,  Ohio.  This  enterprise  met  with  moderate  succeast  but  did 
not  encourage  large  results. 

On  the  ill«t  of  Aognat,  1843,  he  and  Harriet  Louisa  Fisher  were  married »  at 
Boston.  She  was  born  in  Boston,  April  23,  1822,  and  was  the  daughter  of  Jabez 
(and  Snaanna)  Fisher,  of  the  firm  of  Fishers  &  Baldwin  of  Boston.  This  Arm 
hMd  long  been  established  in  the  provision  business,  having  packing  houses  at 
ClDdnnati,  and  at  Lacon  on  the  Illinois  river,  and  the  senior  member  of  the 
jtrm  wma  the  pioneer  in  pork  packing  In  the  West.  Abont  184G>  Mr.  Baldwin  of 
1^10  ILrm  retiring,  the  vacancy  was  offered  to  the  writer,  and  the  firm  became 
Vftilijers  &  Chapin,  which  necessitated  the  writer's  often  going  to  the  West. 

In  1S42,  he  bought  the  old  Sumner  estate  In  Brookiinct  a  house  containing 
lerolationary  assuclatlons,  the  house  having  been  built  in  174fJ,  In  185i3,  he 
ffpent  most  of  the  year  travelling  in  Europe.  He  was  a  director  for  quarter  of 
ft  century  in  the  New  England  Mutual  Insurance  Company.  .4 bout  IStili,  he  was 
chosen  a  director  in  the  Massachusetts  Bank,  which,  at  present  time  of  writing 
(181K))»  he  has  held  nearly  thirty  years. 

The  packing  business  during^  the  past  decade  had  undergone  such  changes^ 
tfeu*ongh  great  competition,  etc. ,  that  it  could  not  be  carried  on  In  Its  previously 
^Ott^ervaiive  manner,  notwithstanding  its  past  great  succes'a,  A  business  losi 
<4icb  year  had  become  the  usual  result,  and  a  prottt  the  exception,  so  that  in  1875 
-this  firm,  with  other  Boston  firms,  was  forced  to  suspend.  It  straggled  hard,  for* 
getting  family  needs  ^  and  nearly  succeeded  in  paying  its  debts  in  full,  to  attain 
-^hlcli  the  Brookline  home,  witli  Its  pleasant  a^ssociatlons,  was  given  up.  The 
'^rriterwaa  then  chosen  treasurer  of  the  Eastern  Railroad,  at  its  re-organ l nation 
^B  tS7$,  which  position  he  held  for  over  twelve  years,  and  until  the  road  was 
1  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  when  he  was  chosen  Vice-President  of 

be  Massachusetts  National  Bank,  which  position  he  now  (1890)  holds. 
He  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Church  of  the  Disciples.     He  was  a  life

March  (},  1H72,  was  born  in  Bucltsport,  Me.,  July  24,  1816,  and  died  Ln  Wai»hliig< 
ton,  D.  C,  April  4,  1893. 

He  was  the  mn  of  Randall  and  Z  111  ah  (Smith)  Barrell,  and  vras  deaoesdei 
from  a  lon^  line  of  Cape  Cod  and  Nantucket  ancestors.    He  was  educated  In  the 
schoob  of  bis  native  town  of  Biicks^ptirt,  and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  went  to 
Bangor,  Me,,  and  served  an  apprenticeship   for  the  trade  of  carpenter  and 
builder.    Thin  apprenticeship  was  for  the  term  of  three  years.     At  the  end  of 
this  service  he  went  to  the  South,  and  locate<l  at  Appalachlcola,  Fla.,  where  he 
was  employed  for  five  years ;  after  which  he  returned  Korth.     He  located  it 
Boston,  where  he  engaged  In  the  businet^a  of  piano- forte  manufacturing,  in  tlw 
establishment  of  Mr.  Gilbert,  where  he  remained  until  the  *Vgold-fever**  of 
184S<  attmcted  so  iiiany  away  to  the  Pacitlc  coast.

These  scrmofis  of  Dr.  Bradlee*sare  clear,  direct,  practical  and  forceful, 
are,  what  Bisliop  Brooks  said  In  his  lA'Ctures  on  I-*reachlnir  (a  book  thill 
Steenstra  used  to  advise  the  students  at  the  Tlieolo^ical  School  to  read  Wvt  ^ 
carefully  otice  a  year)  sermons  ought  to  be  :  '*  Good  tools  to  work  with," 
is  to  say,  the  sennon  Is  not  or  should  not  lieau  end  in  itself^  but  merely  it 
toward  an  end.  A  sermon  may  be  from  a  literary  point  of  view^  quite  aH 
it  may  be  as  nearly  faultless  in  its  construction  as  any  human  prodoctioflfl 
be,  and  yet  it  may  utterly  fail  to  meet  its  true  purpose,  to  reach  down  into  t 
touch  deci)ly  the  heart  and  soul  of  man.

Two  new  forms  are  before  us,  and  their  titles  are  given  above.  One  Is  de- 
vised by  two  Amertcans,  and  the  other  by  an  EnajUshnian.  They  are  both  well 
adaptecl  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  desired.  Each  ha^  distinctive 
features,  and  each  baa  particular  merits.  They,  like  their  pretlecessors, 
eoosiat  mainly  of  blank  forms  in  which  can  l>e  recorded  the  names  and  other 
detailjs  of  the  ancestors  of  the  person  to  whom  tlie  book  1**  devoted.

The  Nashaway  Valley,  in  which  it  is  situated,  has  an 
Inteftr  ^ting  history,  5Ir,  Hapgood,  in  his  letter,  says:  '*  In  no  part  of  our 
cciTimry  Wire  the  pioneers  beset  by  greater  trials,  toll  and  danger,  than  in  New 
Eti:JlaTiil.  and  probably  none  suffered  more  than  those  who  lived  within  sight  of 
^'  t.     The  little  colony  of  Lancaster  was  for  many  years  constantly 

y  savage  foes,  and  as  the  larger  portion  of  Harvard  was  originally 

. ill  Lancaster,  she  shared  the  same  experiences/' 

Mr.  Notirse  has  made  an  admirable  history.    He  gives  accounts  of  the  Kash- 
_iWiy  Indians,  the  pioneer  settlers  of  the  Nashaway  Valley,  the  topography  aud 
"  history  of  Harvard,  the  annals  of  the  town,  the  ecclesiastical  history,

It  Is  credited  in  the  magazine  to  '*  The  General  Hli- 
tory  of  Connecticut,"  then  recently  issued,  which,  thongh  published  anony- 
mously, is  now  known  to  be  by  the  unreliable  Rev.  Samael  Peters.  The  memoir 
of  Washington  states  that  *'  An  ancestor  of  this  gentleman,  aboat  the  period 
of  the  Kevolution,  sold  his  property  near  Cave,  in  the  East  Biding  of  Torksblre, 
and  came  over  to  Virginia,  where  he  purchased  land,"  &c.

This  work  was  commenced  November  15, 1898,  and  the  8th  part  appeared  on 
the  15th  of  June.  Lincoln  County  was  incorporated  June  19,  1760.  Prorioai 
to  that  date  the  whole  of  the  District  now  the  State  of  Maine  made  but  one 
county,  named  York ;  and  the  wills  of  the  whole  county  from  1640  to  1760  wen 
printed  In  one  volume  In  1887,  and  was  noticed  in  the  Rboistkr.  The  admlnl^' 
tratlons  and  other  probate  records  were  not  included  in  that  volume.  We  tmt 
that  some  one  will  copy,  edit  and  print  them;  and  continue  the  whole  pxobile 
records  at  least  to  the  close  of  the  last  century. 

Three  counties  were  formed  in  1760  of  that  territory,  viz.,  York,  Comberlaad 
and  Lincoln.  The  probate  records  of  Cumberland  County  were  burnt  in  the 
great  fire  at  Portland  In  1866.  Fortunately,  those  of  the  two  other  coantieiiie 
preserved. 

Mr.  Patterson  and  the  Maine  Genealogical  Society  are  doing  a  good  work  faf 
printing  the  probate  records  of  Lincoln  County,  and  thus  placing  them  beyond 
the  risk  of  loss  by  accident  or  malice.  The  wiUs  are  printed  verbatim.  Ab- 
stracts of  the  other  records  sufficiently  full  for  the  genealogist  are  given.  **  Ui- 
coin  county  Included  nearly  all  the  territory  in  Maine  north  and  east  of  tie 
Androscoggin  river.  Some  of  it  was  taken  in  1769  to  form  Washington  mi 
Hancock  counties;  in  1799,  Kennebec  county;  Waldo  in  1827;  Androscoggii 
and  Sagadahock  In  1834,  and  Knox  in  I860." 

The  eiglit  parts  before  us  contain  the  records  from  November,  1760,  to  Mij. 
1784,  about  a  quarter  of  a  century.  They  contain  a  great  amount  of  histoiiol 
a^  well  as  genealogical  matter,  and  deserve  a  generous  support.

The  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  for  the  State  of  New  York,  the  first  society  of 
tliis  kind  organized,  was  formed  Aug.  18,  1893;  that  for  Pennsylvania  Jan.  83, 
that  for  Maryland  Feb.  28,  tliat  for  Massachusetts  April  6,  and  that  for  Coi- 
necticut  April  20.  On  the  9th  of  May,  1893,  delegates  from  the  societies  fflf 
these  live  states  and  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  met  for  the  formation  oft 
General  Society  In  New  York  city.  In  the  Governor's  Room,  City  Hall,  and  i 
in  session  two  days.  A  Constitution  was  adopted  May  10,  and  the  general  oft 
cers  were  elected. 

The  book  before  us  Is  the  first  annual  volume  of  the  General  Society,  of 
which  Frederick  J.  de  Peystcr  is  Governor-General.  Tlie  volume  contains  the 
Constitution  of  tlie  General  Society.  Under  the  dlfi'erent  states  full  lists  of  tl» 
otVicers  and  members  are  given.  The  members  of  each  state  are  arranged  alpht* 
betically,  and  a  brief  statement  of  the  ofllces  held  by  the  various  ancestor* 
whose  services  entitle  the  members  to  a  place  in  the  Society.  Some  membfff 
have  a  right  to  membership  on  account  of  the  services  of  a  dozen  or  moff  ^ 
anc'cstors. 

The  Society  "has  been  instituted,**  to  use  the  words  of  Its  constitntioB, 
"  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  those  events,  and  of  the  men  who.  In  militiry. 
naval  and  civil  positions  of  high  trust  and  responsibility,  by  their  acts  of 
counsel,  assisted  in  the  establishment,  defense  and  preser^^ation  of  the  Axnert* 
can  Colonics,  and  were  in  tnith  the  founders  of  this  nation." 

The  members  are  deserving  of  credit  for  the  work  they  are  doing  to  prescrt* 
the  memory  of  the  services  of  the  worthies  of  Colonial  days.

The  first  book  on  our  list  la  devoted  to  the  Upton  Family »  and  Is  by  Hon. 
William  IL  Upton  of  Walla-Walla,  hi  the  State  of  Washington.  Judge  Upton 
has  devotetl  many  years  to  the  collection  of  material  for  the  history  of  tho 
Uptous;  and  in  thlK  book  has  atteoiptcd  '*  to  record  all  that  could  be  learned 
conceniinfj  any  Upton  tcko  cter  lived  aHtni:hert  in  the  world/*  To  do  this  he  hflf 
spared  no  expense  of  lime  or  money.  The  book  is  a  monument  to  the  familf 
of  which  the  author  may  justly  feel  proud.  It  is  handsomely  printed,  in  ckif 
type,  on  fine  white  paper  with  wide  margins.  It  is  illustrated  with  engraTiofi 
of  arms  and  autt>sjraphs.  The  author  gives  ''exact  copies  of  ©very  laiaWB 
ancient  pedigree  from  the  Heralds'  College,  British  Museum,  etc* ;  abstradl 
of  more  than  two  hnndred  and  thirty  Upton  wills  or  records  of  admlnlslralkil 
dated  prior  to  17^0;  records  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  of  Uptons  frwll 
ninety  English  parishes;  and  abstracts  of  marriai^e  licenses,  university  notil- 
culfltioos/an^'ieiit  deeds  atid  Upton  data  from  rare  books,  etc."  The'  bistmy 
of  the  family  in  this  country  is  fully  recorded.  A  genealogy  of  the  variooa 
branches  of  the  Upton  race,  from  the  earliest  date  to  the  present  time,  will  b« 
found  in  these  pa^cs.     Full  indexes  tilling  eighty  pages  are  given. 

The  Durhans  Geneaioery  is  another  work  that  has  been  ^ot  up  In  the  tol 
style  of  such  books,  without  regard  to  the  expenditure  of  time  or  money.  II 
makes  a  handsome  volume  of  over  elj2:ht  hundretl  pages,  and  is  profuselyiUtl* 
trated  with  portraits  of  a  high  order  of  execution,  and  by  other  enij'^''^^*''^-=  A 
facsimile  of  a  Burhans  deed  dated  1G77  embellishes  the  volume.  ml 

ancestor  of  this  fandly,  Jacob  Burhans,  came  to  America  as  early   ;  i-  i 

soldier  In  the  employ  of  Gov.  Stuyvesant.  In  IG63  his  son  Jan  came  hi;re*  The 
author  in  his  preface  describes  the  difllcuities  under  which  the  book  wa"*  <S^W' 
piled-  ^'Wlien  this  genealogy  was  begun/'  he  says,  'Mt  w 
work."  Dnrini(  the  last  few  years  the  fouiidinif  of  various  s^ 
on  a  knowledge  of  family  history  has  led  to  a  wider  opening  oi  litiumt^  m  jmvji 
an  end ;  loctd  histories,  numerous  copies  of  church  rocords,  et<"-,  have  smootM 
the  paths  of  research.  But  few  such  aids  were  attainable  when  this  work  Wt4 
mainly  accomplished,  and  especially  was  this  the  case  In  regard  to  HollaoA 
families  settled  in  Ulster  County,  N.  IT.,  where  we  find  the  Burhans  ancestoi^ 
early  made  their  home.  The  book  has  a  very  full  index,  and  Is  in  every  way  10 
be  commended. 

The  third  book  is  on  the  Hoadley  family.  The  main  portion  of  the  volaini  T 
Is  devoted  to  the  history  of  the  descendants  of  WllUaju  Hoadley,  who  settled  ll  I 
Branford,  Conn.,  in  ICGti,  and  the  history  of  the  descendants  of  Thomas  Hoodr 
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Iflgf  of  Hartland,  Vt.  There  is  also  an  account  of  the  family  of  John  Hoadly  of 
OoUford,  Conn.,  1639,  who  retained  to  England,  and  was  the  grandfather  of 
Bishop  Benjamin  Hoadley ;  and  mention  of  other  Hoadley  families.  The  author 
hu  employed  the  same  system  of  numbering  the  various  families  which  he  made 
mm  of  In  his  Champion  Genealogy.  It  is  perhaps  the  simplest  system  in  use. 
In  regard  to  the  family  registers  the  genealogy  is  one  of  the  most  complete  ever 
poUlshed.  The  male  lines  have  been  traced  to  the  present  generation,  but  the 
female  lines  have  only  the  date  of  marriage  and  place  of  residence.  The  book 
la  printed  in  a  handsome  octavo  volume  of  800  pages,  with  clear  type  and  on 
Ine  white  paper,  thoroughly  indexed,  embellished  by  twenty-seven  portraits  and 
ftewB,  and  an  engraving  of  the  Hoadley  coat  of  arms.  It  is  substantially  and 
MttUy  bound  in  dark  brown  cloth.  Extended  biographical  sketches  of  many  of 
tte  heads  of  families  and  others  are  given. 

The  Dodge  Family,  the  next  book,  is  by  the  Hon.  Joseph  T.  Dodge  of 
Madison,  Wis.,  who  contributed  to  the  Register  for  October,  1892,  an  article 
gtring  the  eariy  generations  of  the  Dodges  of  Essex  County,  Mass.  He  has 
neroted  much  time  to  collecting  the  materials  for  the  book  before  us  and  com- 
pOliig  the  same.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Dodge  family  at  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1879,  a 
eommittee  was  appointed  to  prepare  and  publish  a  genealogy  of  the  family ;  but 
ttoogh  some  material  was  collected  no  volume  was  prepared  and  published. 
What,  however,  the  organization  failed  to  accomplish  has  been  done  by  an  in- 
dMdnal.  The  author  *'  having  done  something  in  the  field  in  1875-6,  and  later, 
naomed  the  work  in  October,  1891,  as  a  congenial  pursuit,  and  to  rescue  from 
abUvion  the  early  records  of  the  family  then  rapidly  being  lost* or  destroyed." 
Mr.  Dodge  has  been  untiring  in  his  researches,  and  has  produced  a  volume  of 
gnat  merit.    It  is  well  arranged  and  well  indexed. 

Mr.  Parker's  **  Oenealogy  of  the  Ainsworth  Families  in  America"  is  chiefly 
flavoted  to  the  descendants  of  Edward  Ainsworth,  bom  about  1652,  who  came 
to  iUa  ooontry  and  settled  in  Roxbury,  but  afterwards  removed  to  Woodstock, 
"  He  died  March  6, 1740-1,  aged  about  89  years.    His  great  grandson.  Rev. 

Ainsworth,  the  minister  at  Jafl^y,  N.  H.,  for  over  seventy-six  years, 
I  to  over  one  hundred  years.

William  Berry  Lapham,  M,I>„  died  in 
AuguJta,  Me^  February  22»  1894,  in  the 
66lh  year  ol  his  age<  Hi&  life  was  %. 
gaim  and  has  death  a  loaa  to  the  State 
of  Maine.  He  was  bom  Au^at  21» 
1828»  in  Greenwood,  Oxford  County, 
He.  Hia  youth  was  spent  in  Bethel, 
entered  Colby  ITtilvcrsity  in  1851,  but 
did  not  graduate;  read  medicine  with 
Dr,  Almon  Twitchell,  and  attended 
Maine*  Dartmouth  CoUeee  and  New 
York  Medical  Schools,  and  began  prac- 
tice 9X  Bryant's  Pond  in  1866.  The 
war  cune  on,  at  its  outaet  he  became 
an  assistant  surgeon,  then  first  lieuten- 
ant in  Co.  F,  23  Elaine  Volunteers ;  on 
being  raustered  out  at  completion  of 
service,  he  began  the  recruiting  of  the 
7th  Maine  Battery,  serving  to  the  close 
of  the  war  a«)  senior  first  lieutenant. 
Still  he  was  retained  in  the  service  of 
his  country  as  quarter-master,  with 
nnV  of  captain,  until  October  30, 1865, 
when  he  was  mustered  out  as  brevet 
major.  Doctor  Lapham*s  experiences 
in  the  civil  war  were  written  out  for 
hin  &iencl»,  and  printed  for  private  cir- 
culation. They  are  full  of  martial  in- 
terest, lietuming  t^  Bryant's  Fond  he 
was  elected  to  the  Legialature,  and  in 
1868  was  appointed  Trustee  of  the 
Maine  Insane  Hospital,  serving  six

[The  testator  by  lila  mention  of  liU  uncle »  Jonathan  Raincr,  of  Sonthampiont 
L.  I.,  Is  cvUlently  son  of  that  John  Scott  of  notoriety,  who  married  Deborah. 
daughter  of  Thurston  R&iiicr  aod  sister  of  JoDathan  Ralner. 

John  Scott  senior  had  a  career  of  luterest,  and  was  identified  with  many  Ua* 
portant  event**  iu  the  early  history  of  the  country,  not  with  credit,  however,  in 
most  fuiitances. 

His  owfi  account  iu  a  petition  states  he  was  son  of  an  Enjerllshman  of  fortune, 
wiio  ItiHt  hi^i  life  in  the  royal  cause.  The  son,  for  cutting  the  l^ridleii  and  girths 
of  the  rarliamentary  horses  at  Turnham  Green  Ln  IG42,  was  l>roui^Ut  before  a 
coumiittee  and  finally  sent  to  New  Englaud,  under  care  of  E.  Downing,  arriving 
in  Bept.  1643,  and  was  placed  under  Lawrence  Southwick,  the  (Quaker,  at  Salem, 
Mass.,  as  a  sen'ant.  In  May  1G48  he  was  to  aerve  him  as  much  longer  after  hij 
service  explrect  ai*  would  amount  to  36  shillings. 

In  ltI54  he  was  arrested  by  the  Dutch  at  Long  Island  and  sent  to  New  Am- 
sterdam, and  after  a  short  Imprisonment  disschargeii. 

The  .same  year  an  action  was  bruuprht  against  him  by  a  neighbor  for  defamar 
tion,  but  the  ali'air  wa.H  ncttltxl  pHvut^i^Iy. 

He  wajj  niaile  a  freeman  at  Southampton  iu  1657,  and  9  Dec.  IGod  was  lorranted 
a  home  lot  of  three  acres,  and  Ave  more  provided  he  remain  three*  yeans.  March 
8|  165D-60,  he  boirgbl  at  Southohl  a  sloop  of  two  Dutchmen,  and  11  June  fol* 
lowing  half  a  ketch  at  the  same  place  of  Kichard  Raiment  of  Salem, 

He  evidently  commenced  hl»  career  then  a.H  a  mariner,  as  we  find  that  hemd 
in  1661  at  Wlikehall  (Eng.)  Daniel  Gutherson  and  Dorotheji  his  wife,  who  was 
a  daughter  of  Thomas  Scott  of  Eggerton,  Kent,  and  claimed  kinship  as  a  mein* 
ber  of  tlic  family  of  Scott,  of  Scott's  Hall,  and  by  persuasive  means  sold  Guther- 
son  lands  bu  claimed  to  own  on  Long  Island,  and  by  such  dcAliug  ruining 
Gutherson,  who  was  prevented  by  death  from  ever  visiting  this  country;  h^ 
aon  was  placeit  iu  the  care  of  Scott,  and  was  by  him  sold  «a  a  aen*aut  10 
Herringmau,  an  ijinkeeper  at  New  Haven, 

Many  people  from  Lynn,  Mass.,  were  vitl mixed  by  Scott,  whose  conveyance 
of  lands,  he  said  he  ^ot  from  tlie  Indians,  was  found  to  be  of  no  worth. 

We  then  find  him  interested  iu  the  Atherton  Company,  in  the  Nam^andett 
Lands,  and  desiring  to  be  made  governor  of  Long  Island. 

In  1G(j3  Conncclkut,  exasperated  by  wliat  i?he  consi^lered  double  dealliigOB 
his  part,  <>rdered  his  arrest  and  condscation  of  his  estates. 

He  escaped  from  prison,  however,  and  in  166ti  we  Hud  that  he  was  obUg«dla 
take  refnge  in  the  Barlmdos. 

We  next  11  nd  1dm  commanding  an  expedition  in  1667  as  Major  Scott  at  Tobogi 
and  Guiana,  and  later  witti  the  titles  of  colonel  and  vice-admiral.  He  ateJ 
vbited  al>oiit  this  time  Newfoundland,  as  we  And  by  an  address  to  the  Iviui;  ia 
16G8  giving  an  account  of  the  country  from  1496,  drawn  from  Scott's  and  oih«r 
evidence. 

In  the  proceedings  against  Scott  for  fleecing  bar  husband,  widow  ^llthf^ 
son  was  greatly  a.**siaCed  by  Samuel  Fepys,  the  diarist,  and  for  this  Sc* ' 
revenge,  and  later,  on  Scott  joining  the  band  of  Titus  Gates,  In,, 
Pepys  as  a  Papist,  and  thiss  resulted  in  Pepys^s  confinement  in  the  Tower,  from 
which  position  he  had  hurd  work  to  extricate  himself. 

After  iG80  we  lo^e  sight  of  Johu  Scott,  and  the  date  and  manner  of  his  deill 
is  unknown.

ftUectioo,  and  my  rt^searches  have  not  he<;n  exhaustible.  They  relate,  as  will  be 
isUy  seen,  chieily  to  the  family  of  wkich  a  pedigree  is  given  in  the  Visitations 
,  published  by  the  Harlelan  Society,  for  it  is  to  that  family  that,  1  feel 
",  our  beloved  Apostle  to  the  Indian's  belonged,  and  I  hope;  that  some  day 
our  good  fortune  to  see  this  fully  and  clearly  proved.  In  the  mean  time 
'  be  as  well  to  put  in  print  and  so  t^ave  for  future  use  these  notes,  aa  well 
extracts  from  parish  registers,  which  a  descendant  of  the  holy  man 
led  in  obtaining.  These  notets  and  extracts  show  plainly  how  closely

Thomas  Grene  In  his  wOl  speaks  of 
am  Cammeswell  which  married  my  wlfe*s»  sustcr."  This  was  doubtless 
•*  Alice  wife  to  Connisweli.''  And  Cammeswell  is  proi>abIy  the  true  read- 
Again,  Grene  Hpealcs  of  *•  lands  In  Cotred  that  I  bought  of  Raufe  Wilson.** 
Raafe  Wilson  wad  doubless  the  Rafe  Wilson  of  the  pedigree,  one  of  the 
aers*  of  Alice  '*  Counlswell,"  and  of  Mrs.  Greene  als.  Eliott.  Now  examine 
of  Eliott  Id  tlie  Yiaitation  of  Essex  and  we  find  that  Thomas 
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Eliott  of  Cottered,  Herts,  the  oommoD  ancestor  of  those  embraced  In  the  pedi- 
grees of  Eliott,  iniirried  ,  .  .  .  daughter  of  Thomas  Wilson  of  Cottered,  HerUi 
gent*.,  a  sister  of  Edward  Wilson.  Undoubtedly  It  wad  she  who  afterwards 
became  the  wife  of  Thomas  Grene  of  Stanford  HiTers.  So  it  appears  that 
we  can  correct  the  pedignre  of  Wilson  by  cliangliig  the  order  of  marriage  of 
that  danghter  of  Tliom as' Wilson  with  her  reapecSive  hnabands  and  ^vlng  them 
all  baptismal  names.  She  w  as  Elizabeth  Wilson,  and  waa  wife  to  Thonia«  Eliott 
and  after  to  Thomas  Greene, 

George  EUyot  of  Stertford  (Bishops  Stortf ord)  Herta,  Esq.,  whose  will  (1548- 
1554)  I  glve^  was,  without  doubt,  one  of  the  sons  of  that  Thomas  Eliott  bj 
Elizabeth  Wilson.  He  mentions  an  eldest  brother  John,  a  youngest  brotto 
John,  a  brother  Robert,  a  brother  Thomas  and  a  sister  Johan  Heyues*  His  own 
children  were  evidently  Magtiu;*  Eliott,  George  Eliott  and  Kaihcriue,  wife  of  .  . . 
Sparoke,  or  Sparke.  And  he  brings  into  the  line  of  succe^islon  of  hS^  huuhi\ 
estate,  aftor  decease  of  IiIa  children,  and  failing  their  male  issue,  John  ' 
London,  mercer,  and  Henry  EUott  of  Lanocke  (probably  an  estate  n 
chin).  These  two  I  believe  to  have  been  sons,  the  one  of  that  eldest  broUjiif 
John  and  the  other  of  that  youngest  brother  John  mentioned  in  the  will.  The 
printed  pedigree  shows  the  one  but  not  the  other.  In  fact^  Incomplete,  like  so 
many  Visitation  pcdicrree^,  it  does  not  give  that  3'oungest  brother  John  Eliott  tl 
all  i  and  It  was  from  this  younger  John  or  his  brother  Thomas  that  I  suspect 
our  John  Eliott  of  Roxbnry  was  descended.  Finally  the  testator  describ<?3  his 
brother  Robert  Eliott  as  of  Hunsdon,  and  the  will  Is  'witnessed  by  John  Eliott  of 
Wickham  flalU  John  Eliott  of  London,  Richard  Fletcher,  curate,  and  Richard 
Plkton.  John  Eliott  of  Wickham  Halt  was  the  eldest  brother  John  of  the  will 
and  father  of  John  Eliott  of  Lontion.  Richard  I'lkton  was  nephew  of  th« 
testator  by  marriage  with  Winifred,  one  of  the  half  sisters  of  John  Eliott  of 
London. 

Now  we  come  to  the  will  of  Thomas  Elyot  of  Wydford  (1551-1554)  who©  I 
believe  to  have  been  the  brother  Thomas  mentioned  in  the  preceding  will,  Hfl 
mentions  sons  Thomas,  John  and  Simon,  and  speaks  of  Lands  in  Wldford  snd 
Ware,  names  of  places  very  signillcant  when  we  come,  later  on,  to  read  the  will 
of  the  father  of  our  John  Eliott.  Let  us  also  recall  that  his  brother  Geotigf 
owned  a  house  occnpled  by  Simon  Eliott  (this  probably  In  Little  Hadham). 

Next  I  furnish  will  of    John  Haynes  of   Much  Hadham  (ISol— ?).     H« 
mentions  (among  others)  wife  Joanne  (perhaps  the  slst^er  of  George  Eliott)* 
son  George,  daughter  Agocs,  late  the  w  ife  of  John  Grave,  and  daaght«^'-  <  ^lt^.- 
rine  wife  of  SInion  Eliott,     Following  this  is  the  will  of  George  li 
Much  Hadham  (_lo84)  who  was  perhaps  the  son  of  the  preceding  te^; 
possibly  husband,  by  a  first  match,  of  Blythe  a  daughter  of  John  I 
Wickham  Hall.    These  two  wills  are  also  interesting  to  us  as  relfitv 
family  of  our  Governor  Haynes,  of  Massachusetts  and  Connect! 
the  son  of  John  Haynes  of  Coddlcut  Herts  and  Old  Holt  Essex  (^ 
Hadham  Herts),  who  was  perhaps  the  son  of  this  very  George  liuvrn  s  ^mm'-c 
will  I  give.    It  is  well  also  to  note  that  John  Haynes  in  his  will  (155"l)  provida 
for  two  "  Sarmondes  "  to  be  preached  at  Wldford. 

Next  comes  the  will  of  Thomas  EDyott  of  London  (1557)  who  makes  a  ^ 
quest  to  the  church  at  Widford,  and  by  his  mention  of  hU  "*  uncle  John  Ellyott 
of  Stratford"  (Stortf ord),  Herts,  and'john  Elliott,  his  son,  of  London,  mercer, 
binds  himself  to  this  family.    By  naming  his  fatlier  and  mother,  John  ami  Johaa 
Eilyott,  then  living  In  Widlord,  he  enables  us  to  place  him  exactly.     H 
wai  John  Elliott,  that  youngest  brother  mentioned  In  will  of  Geoi  _ 
already  given.    And  now  we  iMive  two  of  the  sons  of  Thomas  and  1...... 

(Wilson)  Eliott,  of  the  pedigree,  placed  In  W  id  ford,  a  place  ao  important  in 
history  of  our  Indian  Apostle,  since  It  was  tlnere  he  was  bom  and  baptlz^. 
will  be  noted  that  we  have  found  also  the  probable  parentage  of  Henry  ElioB, 
named  In  George  Eliott*s  will,  for  this  Thomas  mentions  a  brother  HeaiJ' 
Besides  this  Iletiry  there  is  an  eldest  brother  of  the  testator,  named 
w^hosc  sun  John  Eliott  comes  just  In  the  line  of  entail  of  the  testator's 
estate  in  Wldford,  And  one,  or  both,  of  them  seems  to  have  been  then 
in  Waltliara,  Essex  (quite  near  Naj^iug),  Unfortunately  the  testator  did 
name  liis  other  nephews  and  nieces. 

Following  the  above  comes  the  will  of  John  Elyott  of  Stortford  parso!ia?t, 
evidently  the  eldeat  brother  John  of  George  Ellott's  will  and  certainly  the  Job* 
Eliott  of  the  pedigree,  father  (among  others)  of  John  of  Londoo  and  Edwarf 
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of  Newland,  fmtbcr  also  of  BIjrthe  Haynea  and  of  Winifred  the  wife  of  Richard 
FUdton,  already  referred  to.  Besides  tbese  lie  names  sons  George  and  Rowland 
and  daiigliter9Tat>ett  (Tabtthah  Alice  and  Agnes,  the  last  named  wife  of  another 

Edward  Ellott  of  Newland»  Essex,  Esq.,  whose  will  (1695-1596)  fs  next  given, 
ia  the  one  on  whoso  account  the  pediij^ree  was  given  In  the  Visitation  of 
Sasex.  It  was  through  his  wife  Jane,  a  danghter  and  co-heir  of  James  Oedge, 
that  he  became  connected  with  Newland.  The  printed  pedigree  is  very  defe^* 
tlve  in  regard  to  his  family.  He  names  sons  Thomas  (afterwards  knighted), 
Edward  and  Johnr  daughters  Hannan,  Jane  and  Elizabeth^  and  a  daughter  Coll  en, 
ThU  last  mntioned  daugliter,  I  have  found,  was  Dorothy,  wife,  probably,  of 
John  Collen.  Hannah  became  the  wife  of  John  Plnchon  (see  my  notes  on  the 
Ptnchon  family),  Jane  was  probably  married  to  John  Butler,  and  JElizabeth  was 
the  wife  of  John  Yonge  of  KoxwelL  Besides  these  1  am  confident  we  must 
^tve  him  Mary,  married,  first  to  Edward  Bogas  of  Ardley  Essex,  gen*.,  and 
fleooodlj  to  Mr,  Matthew  Davis,  clerk,  vicar  of  Writtle.  {8e«  Marriage 
^Licenses,  Bishop  of  London,  Edward  Boosy  and  Jane  Bos^as,  and  the  will  of 
Dorothy  Davis  printed  among  my  Pinchon  notes.)  Mr-  Matthew  Davis  in  his 
will  (1616-1625)  mentions  wife  Mary,  son  John,  daughter  Dorothy,  and  also 
refers  to  his  wife's  children  which  she  had  by  Mr.  Bogas,  (P.  C.  C*  Clarke  46,) 
Df  coarse  there  is  the  chance  that  when  Dorothy  Davies  referred  to  Mrs*  Mary 

Kes  as  mother  she  meant  stepmother.  At  any  rat<*  there  can  be  little  ques- 
that  Dorothy  herself  was  a  grand dau*^hter  of  Edward  EUott  of  Newland, 
ahe  names  (1634  j  her  uncle  Sir  Thoraas  Eliott,  her  uncle  John  Ellott,  his  wife 
Anne  and  children  Edward,  Anne,  Mary  and  Susan,  her  uncle  and  aunt  John  and 
Hannah  Pinchon,  and  her  aunt  Elizabeth  Young,  widow.  It  is  well  to  note  also 
that  when  Edward  Eliott  of  Newland  was  making  his  will  his  brother  George 
waa  then  UWng  (having  three  sons)  and  a  sister  Pullsden  (Puleston  or  Pilston). 
The  testator's  son  Edward  died  in  1U03,  without  issue,  as  we  can  gather  from 
Hue  Admon.  granted  to  his  sisters  Dorothy  Collen  and  Hannah  Pinchon, 

The  next  will  (that  of  Robert  Morley)  refers  to  the  alliance  of  Thomas  Eliott 
of  Belhonse  In  Stanford  Rivers,  Essex,  with  Catherine  daughter  of  Noweii 
6oihertoa,  one  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  In  connection  with  wlilch  see 
the  Sotherton  pedigree  in  the  Visitation  of  London,  a»d.  1568. 

John  Myilett  of  Hunsdon,  whose  will  (1603*  1604)  follows  next,  married 
Katherine  Eliott  of  Hunsdon,  widow  of  Philip  Ellott,  License  was  granted 
15  January  159H,  he  being  then  styled  of  London.  It  was  James  Eliott,  son  of 
iliiUp  and  Catherine,  who  was  afterwardn  parson  of  Raleigh,  Essex.  I  have  not 
Dome  across  the  will  of  Catherine's  first  husband. 

Dame  Benett  Webb*s  will  (Iti02-1G03)  Is  not  quite  cle^r.  She  was  one  of  the 
Aanirhters  of  Sir  Christopher  Draper  (Mayor  of  London)  by  Margaret  daughter 
If  Henry  Greene  of  Essex,  and  had  been  the  wife  of  Sir  William  Webb,  also 
Uoni  Mayor  of  London.  I  thought  it  worth  the  while,  however,  to  eave  it  for 
fntitre  use. 

The  next  will,  however,  that  of  John  Conyers  of  London  (1600-iG04),  places 
Itself.  He  most  have  married  Catherine  widow  of  Anthony  WUUams,  Esq*, 
Auditor  of  the  Mint  (see  pedigree  of  Williams  of  Abbots  Lansjley  in  Visitation 
of  Herts),  Timothy,  daughter  of  Anthony  and  Catherine  Williams,  was  the 
irlfe  of  Noel  Sotherton  and  mother  of  Catherine  wife  of  Thomas  Ellott  of 
BelhoaBe.  We  are  thus  enabled  to  correct  and  amend  both  the  Visitation  of 
Uoodon  (1568)  and  the  Visitation  of  Herts,  The  former  does  not  give  the 
itage  of  Timothy  Sotherton^  while  the  latter  wrongly  states  that  her  mother, 
Inc,  was  the  widow  of  John  Conyers,  the  fact  being  evident  that  she  must 
been  married  to  Williams  first  and  Conyers  afterwards »  as  shown  clearly 
ij  this  will  of  her  aecond  husband,  who  outlived  her.  At  least  I  do  not  now  see 
toy  other  way  of  explaining  It. 

The  will  of  An«tln  Elliott  of  Waltham  Abbey  (1G05)  refers  to  his  father 
[George  Ellott  as  apparently  then  alive,  I  would  suggest  that  this  George  Ellott 
A  one  of  the  two  brothers  (by  the  whole  blood)  of  Edward  Eliott  of  New^ 
d,  the  other  being  liowland  Ellott,  after  whom  probably  this  Austin  Eliott 
led  his  son.  If  1  am  correct  in  my  theory  of  Ms  relationship  to  the  EUotta 
If  Stortford  and  Newland  this  will  becomes  important  as  showing  another  line 
kf  this  Viaitatlon  family  ll%ing  in  W  Id  ford,  since  the  testator  directs  his  body 
Q  be  baried  there,  and  speaks  of  his  father  as  iiying  there.  Austin  and  Edward 
VOL.   XLVm,  ^* 
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ElSott  Cmcinttoned  In  this  will)  were  probably  two  of  the  three  Bons  of  George 
Kliott  referred  to  by  Edward  Eliott  of  Newland  lu  1595. 

John  Eliott »  whose  will  (1606)  follows,  I  do  not  anderUkc  to  place  deflnttely. 
I  would  simply  call  attention  to  his  ownership  of  lands  in  Hunsdoi].  Nor  will 
I  attempt  to  place  Roger  Eliott  of  Waltham  Holy  Cross,  whose  will  (lt>Od)>  or 
George  Eliott  of  London,  whose  will  (ItHl)  connect<s  hliu  with  Weston  Herts; 
or,  agalD,  John  Eliote  of  Weston,  whose  will  (1612)  follows.  But  a  pedigree 
of  the  tttftt  named  (John  Eliott  of  Hansdon,  a.d.  1606)  appears  in  the  Vistta* 
tioii  of  Loudon  ad.  1G34  (Harl.  Soc)  p.  262, 

Hugh  Eliott  of  Wttltliam  Holy  Cross,  whose  will  (1613)  follows,  owned  lands 
in  Widford,  and  named  u  cousin  Et^rdinando  Eliott  of  Epplng  (also  named  in  tJw 
will  of  Jolm  Myllctt  as  an  Innholder)  and  an  Edward  Eliott  of  Widford,  who 
may  have  baen  a  son  of  George  and  brother  of  Austin  EUott,  already  referred 
to/ 

The  testator  of  the  nert  will  (Nicholas  Elliott  aU  Aylett)  I  have  not  at^ 
tempted  to  place. 

Then  comes  the  will  of  Bennett  Elliot  of  Naslnge,  father  of  our  John  Eliott, 
who  seems  to  have  owned  land»  in  Widford,  Ware  and  Hunsdon,  three  plactt 
so  closely  connected  with  the  family  whose  wills  have  l>een  passing  under  our 
examination,  who  was  also,  as  it  appears,  married  in  Widford,  and  his  famous 
son  bora  there.  Can  we  have  much  doubt  that  he  belonged  to  the  same  familj^ 
even  thoupjh  we  cannot  place  our  linger  upon  the  exact  connecting  link? 

James  Eliot  of  Raleigh  Essex,  clerk,  whose  will  (1623)  comes  next,  wis 
evidently  the  son  of  Philip  and  Catherine  Eliott  and  stepson  of  John  MyUett. 

I  give  Ln  addition  the  will  of  John  Campe  of  Naslnge,  showing  an  apparent 
connection  of  this  family  with  Ellotts,  Later  on  I  may  add  notes  taken  from 
other  Eliott  wills.  Hexkt  F.  Watxrs. 

The  following  Eliots,  variously  spelled,  arc  from  the  Registers  of  the  Psrtili 
of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  W  id  ford,  Hertfordshire,  England.  They  arc  from 
extracts  made  by  the  Rev.  Jolin  Traviss  Lockwood,  Rector  of  the  Church  there, 
in  18t>^) ;  not  in  the  exact  language  of  those  early  days  hut  in  the  English  of  the 
present  lime.

(Ho  became  famous  as  **  The  Apostle  to  the  Indians,"

PASTOR  OF  TliE  SECOND  ClIURCH  IN  DORCHE8TEK,  JIA8S. 

John  Codman  was  born  at  Boston,  Maftjsachusetts,  August  3, 
rSi^  and  wa©  baptized  in  the  Brattle  Street  Church  by  the  pastor, 
Cv.  Sanmel  Cooper,  D,D.    His  father,  the  Hon,  John  Codman,  was 
Boeton  merchant  of  higli  standing  and  a  nieudier  of  the  (iovernor'e 
<>uncil.     His  mother  was  Mar^^aret,  youngeat  daughter  of  the  Hon. 
toea   Russell,       Hb   paternal    emigrant    ancestor,    according  to 
fclM^  Charlestoton^  was  llo!>ert*  Codman  of  Salem,  whose  son 
HfjV^  settled  at  Charletitown,  from  whom  the  descent  was  through

His  father  died  on  the   1 7th 

y,  1><0B,  at  the  age  of  forty-eight,  leaving  to  liis  family  an 

le  fortune.     During  his  last  illness  he  expressed  a  wish  that 

flon  should  become  a  minister.     In  compliance  with  this  wish, 

Codman  abandoned  the  study  of  the  law  and  liegan  preparing 

for  the  ministry.     He  studied  with  the  Kev.  Henry  Ware 

igham,  with  whom  he  remained  about  a  year,  when  he  re- 

to  Cambridge  and  continued  bis  theological  studies.      In 
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1805  he  visited  Europe,  and  puraued  his  studies  in  theology  in 
Scotland.  He  spent  three  years  abroad,  visiting  many  placet  m 
Great  Britain  and  the  continent.  He  obtained  at  Bristol  a  licenae 
to  preach,  dated  April  29,  1807,  and  was  invited  to  preach  %t  the 
Scotch  Church  of  Swallow  Street,  London,  where  he  officiated  ahovt 
a  year.  He  returned  to  New  England,  arriving  in  Boston  in  May, 
1808. 

He  received  a  call  from  the  Second  Church,  Dorchester,  which  he 
accepted,  and  was  ordained  December  7,  1808.  The  Rev.  WiUiam 
Ellcry  Channing,  who  was  a  personal  friend  of  ilr.  Cr»dman,  uul 
whose  church  his  etcp-mother  attended,  preached  the  ordination  §0^ 
mon.  The  two  clergymen,  in  the  subsequent  division  of  the  Coih 
(n^t'srationalists  into  the  Orthodox  and  Unitarian  Churches,  wm 
leaders  in  the  opj>08ing  parties.  The  clergymen  who  took  part  lA 
the  ordination  services  were  about  equally  divided  between  the  two 
parties.  Mr,  Cod  man,  at  the  time  of  liis  settlement,  had  dedd«d 
views  on  the  points  which  caused  the  separation  of  the  two  wingi 
of  the  Congregational  Church,  and  expressed  them  in  his  letter  to 
the  Dorchester  church  in  reply  to  their  call, 

A  few  years  after  his  settlement,  a  controversy  arose  between 
some  of  hia  pariflhioncrs  and  himself  on  the  subject  of  hia  minialcni 
exchanges*  In  the  year  1809  he  received  a  letter  dated  November 
10  of  that  year,  signed  by  forty  of  his  parishioners,  asking  him  to 
make  his  *^  exchanges  generally  with  those  ministers  who  preach  lii 
public  lectures  in  Boston,  on  Thursdays,  and  with  tfacm  iodil* 
criminately."  The  parish  subsequently  voted  to  request  him  •» 
exchange  with  the  ministers  who  composed  the  Boston  Aai«<^  ■  '^'  " 
of  which  he  was  a  member,  and  appointed  a  committee  to 
him  and  obtain  a  definite  answer  whether  he  would  comply  Wii 
request  of  the  parish.  The  committee  reported  that  they 
ceived  from  Mr.  Codnian  this  answer  :  "  That  he  cannot  pledge  I 
self  to  exchange  with  any  man  or  any  body  of  men 
The  parish,  at  an  adjoumefl  meeting  October  23,  1810,  after 
ing  the  report,  voted  that  "  11"  the  Kev.  Mr.  Codman's  princtpli 
such  that  he  cannot  comply  with  our  request,  which  we  csonaider 
important  to  our  future  peace  and  prosperity,  that  the  coniM*cnt>n  1^ 
tween  him  and  us  become  extinct/'  The  vote  was  adopted  ta 
yea  and  nay  vote — yeas  40,  nays  35,  Though  thia  is  notatatitfl 
the  disaffected  parishioners,  the  real  ground  of  diaeattatactioa 
the  doctrines  preacheil  by  Mr,  Codman  and  those  with  wl 
exchanged.  In  the  same  month  seventy-three  members 
parish,  in  an  address  to  him,  said  :  "Nearly  all  of  your  ^ 
appear  satisfied  with  your  performances,  and  acknowledge  thJUl 
have  conformed  to  the  doctrines  and  principles  held  out  to 
your  communication  previous  to  your  ordination  ;  and  the 
of  the  difficulties  professedly  is  your  declining  to  exehaagc 
isteriaJ  labors  with  the  Association  of  Miniaters  to   wUek 
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belong.**  An  addr^ea  waa  alao  received  from  one  hundred  and 
eighty-one  female  memberg  of  the  parish,  expre88iii|ij  a  hope  that 
he  would  come  off  conquering  m  tliiit  important  conflict. 

Two  Ecclesiastical  Councils  were  held  to  act  in  this  matter ;  one 
October  30,  1811,  and  the  other  May  12,  1812.  At  the  first 
cotincil  the  members  were  e(|ually  divided  on  the  principal  charge 
relative  to  exchanges,  tw^elve  voting  that  *'the  aggrieved  brethren 
itid  the  majority  of  the  parish  had  just  cauee  of  complaint  against 
die  Kev.  Mr.  Codman,"  and  twelve  voting  in  the  negative.  At 
Ibe  second  cotmciJ,  the  question  proposed  was  "Whether  the 
■lifliniesion  of  the  pastor  wua  expedient?"  The  council  being 
Bqamlly  divided  in  their  vote,  the  moderator,  the  Rev.  Joseph 
iMthrop,  D.D.,  of  West  Springfield,  gave  tlie  casting  %^ote  in  the 
bl^ative.  On  the  24th  of  November  it  was  again  voted  by  the 
narish  to  dismiss  their  minister^  though  it  is  said  that^  at  that  time, 
Itr  one  hundred  and  fifty  church  menibers  ^*all  but  seven  or  eight 
Lwrere  anxious  to  retain  their  pastor."  Soon  after  a  compromise  was 
■ffiscted.  The  opponents  of  Mr.  Codman  agreed  to  sell  their  pews 
pud  retire  from  the  parish.  The  cost  of  the  pews  purchased  waa 
■ibottt  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  was  furnished  by  Mr.  Codman 
kid  hi«  friends.  The  parish  then  voted  that  "  Mr.  Codman  should 
pot  be  confined  in  his  exchanges,  the  advice  of  any  council  or 
pieniber  thereof  notwithstanding.'*  Thus,  in  December,  1^12,  "four 
■iMrfi  from  the  beginning  of  his  past^irate,"  says  the  Kev.  Edward 
■T.  Pnekard,  in  his  Seventy-Fifth  Anniversary  Sermon,  December 
■1,  18ii2,  '''Mr*  Codman  saw  united  and  happy  people  around 
pfaiit  and  the  land  had  rest"  for  nearly  forty  years. 
K  Oo  the  19th  of  January,  1813,  ^Ir.  Codman  was  married  to 
Ifaiy,  eldest  daughter  of  Ebenezer  Wheelwright  of  Newburyport, 
fcho  survived  him.  By  her  he  hiid  nine  children,  three  of  whom 
B|^in  infancy,  and  six  survived  —  three  sons  and  three  daughters.

I  1  November,  1824,  betook  a  sea  voyage  to  Charleston,  South 
I  olina»  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  and  spent  several  months  in 
I  m  State  and  in  Georgia.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  wife  and 
^^^ule  relative.      On  the   1st  of  February,   1825,  he  and  hh 
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companions  embarked  for  Liverpool,  where  they  arrived  on  the 
morning  of  the  22d.  They  spent  about  five  monUis  in  Europe,  in- 
cluding a  short  visit  to  Paris.  Among  the  celebrities  visited  hj 
them  were  the  Rev.  Thomas  Chalmers,  D.D.,  at  St.  Andrew's, 
Scotland,  and  Hannah  More  at  her  residence  of  Barley  Wood.  Li 
July  they  sailed  for  America,  arriving  in  Boston  August  30,  1885. 
A  third  visit  to  England  was  made  nine  years  later.  Having  been 
appointed  in  June,  1834,  a  delegate  to  represent  the  Genenl 
Association  of  Massachusetts  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
gregational Union  of  England  and  Wales,  he  embarked  October 
16,  1834,  in  the  ship  ''Silvie  de  Grasse"  from  New  York  for  Havre. 
He  published  an  account  of  the  religious  anniversaries  of  London, 
with  a  sketch  of  his  tour  in  Europe,  in  a  volume  entitled  "  A  Viat 
to  England."  He  returned  home  in  September,  1835.  Another 
and  the  last  visit  to  Europe  was  made  in  1845.  He  "was  absent 
from  home  about  six  months,  spending  most  of  his  time  among  his 
early  friends  in  England  and  Scotland."  He  left  Boston  in  April, 
and  reached  home  in  September  of  that  year.  He  attended  the 
anniversaries  of  the  religious  and  philanthropic  societies  at  London, 
and  spoke  at  the  meetings  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
the  Religious  Tract  Society,  the  London  Missionary  Society,  and 
the  Congregational  Union  of  England  and  Wales. 

His  duties  as  minister  of  the  Second  Church  of  Dorchester  were 
regularly  and  faithfully  performed.  "  The  life  of  the  pastor  of  i 
country  parish,"  says  the  Rev.  William  Allen,  D.D.,  the  biographer 
of  Dr.  Codman,  '^  offers  little  of  stirring  incident  to  interest  the 
public.  Happy  in  the  faithful  and  diligent  discharge  of  the  dntief 
of  his  office,  and  in  the  devoted  affection  of  his  flock,  he  exercised 
over  them  that  silent  yet  powerful  influence  by  which  the  character 
of  a  people  is  generally  moulded."* 

The  Rev.  Joshua  Bates,  in  his  "Reminiscences  of  Dr.  Codman," 
p.  262,  says : 

His  style  of  writing  and  bappy  manner  of  delivering  his  discourses  ret* 
dered  his  preaching  attractive  and  impressive.  There  was,  however,  OM 
quality  of  his  preaching,  connected  both  with  the  style  of  his  wridng  and 
the  manner  of  hit?  speaking,  which  I  hardly  know  how  to  describe — a  qotlitfi 
without  which  all  preaching  is  cold,  formal  and  comparatively  inefficieDt— 
a  quality  indeed,  or  rather  a  gift  bestowed,  in  measure,  ou  all  good  preaehen 
of  the  word  of  God ;  but  on  him  in  an  eminent  degree.  I  mean  that  power  I 
which  enables  the  preacher  "  to  hide  himself  behind  his  subject,"  and  brinf  t 
the  souls  of  his  hearers  into  a  condition  to  sympathize  with  his  own  Mwi  I. 
and  into  communion  with  him  who  is  the  end  of  the  law  and  the  sabetsocs  !■ 
of  the  gospel  which  he  preaches; — that  power  exhibited  both  in  writingaa'  r 
speaking  of  the  great  themes  of  Christianity,  which  compels  the  hearen  tt  i^ 
feel  that  the  preacher  is  'Serious  in  a  serious  cause," — that  he  believBi 
what  he  says,  loves  what  he  believes,  and  feels  experimentally,  and  obeji 
practically,  what  he  thus  loves,  believes  and  commends  to  others.

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He  ift  §aid  to  have  been  "  dietinguislied  for  fine  manners,  a  highly 
cultivated  intellect,  amiable  and  ^encroua  disposition,  and  a  con- 
gifitent  and  elevated  Christian  character."  He  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  Master  of  Arte  from  Yale  College  in  1802,  and  from 
Brown  Univcraity  in  1814.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was 
given  him  in  1822  by  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  and  in  1840  by 
Harvard  College, 

Dr.  Codman  published  "  Sermona  delivered  on  Various  Occa-

Ik  that  very  vaJuable  work,  the  History  of  Saabomton,  N,  H,  which  is 
a  DaoDuiDeot  to  its  author,  Rev.  M,  T.  Ranaela,  he  was  eoonewhat  in  doubt 
as  to  Xhe  origin  of  the  early  Morrisons  of  SiinboralOD,  but  finally  concluded 
that  they  were  closely  coiinected  with  the  first  Morison  settlers  of  LciiHlon- 
derry,  N.  H.  (see  Vol.  2,  p.  494,  of  that  history),  and  descendants  of  David^ 
MorrisoD*  From  my  investigations  while  preparing  the  *'  llistory  of  the 
Uariaon  or  Morrison  Family/'  and  more  particularly  by  researches  of 
recent  dale,  it  is  certain  that  he  was  in  error  in  regard  to  the  conclusions 
at  which  he  arrived.  This  iuformation  unfortunately  was  not  available  to 
Mr.  Rufioels  wlieo  his  work  was  printed.  The  Morrisons  of  Sanborn  too 
are  the  descendants  of  Daniel  Morrison  (not  David^),  a  resident  of  New- 
bury, Mass.  in  1690,  and  are  not  connected  with  the  early  Morisous  of 
London derry^  N.  H.  upon  this  side  of  the  ocean.  That  there  was  a  con- 
nection Dpon  the  European  side,  and  that  the  Saiibornlou  Morrisons  were 
originally  of  the  same  Scotch  blood,  hardly  admits  of  a  doubt.  Such  a 
strong  resemblance  iu  form  and  features  has  existed  between  members  of 
these  two  branches  of  the  family  oj^  to  excite  remark.  Those  of  the 
name  of  Morrison,  who  come  rightfully  by  it,  and  are  genuine  Morrisons, 
are  alwajfs  of  Scotch  descenL

Oti  April  7,  1709,  "Know  ye  that  we  whose  names  are  mentioned, 
vizx — Lydia  Griffin,  widow,  Bradford,  and  her  children:  John, 
El>ene2er,  Samuel,  and  Nathaniel  Griffin, — Diiniel  Morrison,  in  be- 
half of  his  *  former  wife,  Hannah  Griffin*;  and  daughters  LydiSf 
wife  of  William  Knowlton;  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Thomas  Staples, 
Susanna,  wife  of  Christopher  Bartlett,  Jr»,  and  Abigail  Griffin/'  for 
£105,  sold  to  Stephen  Barker*  one  hundred  and  seventy -eight  acres, 
given  the  widow  Griffin  by  her  father  Theophilus  ShatswelL  The 
land  was  on  north  aide  of  Merrimack  river  in  Haverhill.

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DOROTHY  STANTON, 

By  EuwA^ED  DovBLKBAT  EAiuti5»  B8q.»  af  New  York  City. 

The  fate  of  an  early  Dorothy  Stanton  of  Stonington,  Connecticutj 
has  been  a  mystery  to  genealogists  from  Miss  Caulkins*©  dfiy  to  the 
present ;  nor^  iiotwith8taiiding  the  statements  in  recently  published 
genealog-ies  of  the  DenniBon  and  Stanton  families,  does  it  seem 
nearer  a  solution. 

The  woman  in  question  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas,  and  grand- 
danghter  of  the  first  Thomas  Stanton,  the  Indian  interpreter.  She 
married  Nieholas  Lynde  of  Charlestown,  subsequently  John  Trerice, 
and  thereafter  becomes  appiirently  confounded  with  some  other 
Dorothy  Stanton  whose  identity  is  undiscovered. 

The  positive  evidence  concerning  her  may  be  summed  up  as  fol- 
lows : — 

Stonington  church  books  record  the  baptism  of  Dorothy,  daugb- 
er  of  Thomas  Stanton,  Junior,  April  24,  1681,  There  is  reason 
believe  that  she  was,  at  that  time,  a  child  of  two  or  three  yeara 
age.  The  town  records  dispose  of  her  later,  in  this  wise: 
'Nicholas  Lynd  of  Charlestown  and  Dorothy  Stanton  of  Stoning^ 
were  married  9  May,  1696/'  Charlesto\vn  records  confirm  the 
af  the  marriage,  but  alter  the  date  to  7  May,  the  entry,  how- 
being  delayed  until  10  March,  1700-1. 
CoK  Lynde,  continuing  the  story,  wrote  in  his  ftimily  bible, 
^my  Grand-chuighter  Sarah  Lynde,  daughter  to  my  son  Nicholas — 
ade,  was  born  Feb.  23,  1700,  on  a  Sabbath  day  in  tlxe  morn- 
.*^  The  birth  was  at  Charlestown,  for  the  town  records  there 
Iter  it  as  Feb.  25,  1699-1700,  and  the  church  records  follow  with 
baptism,  March  31,  1699,  and  the  admission  of  the  mother, 
[>rothy,  to  full  conmumion,  on  tlie  same  day. 
Then  the  bible  record  goes  on  :—'^  my  Grand-child  Joseph 
[jynde,  son  to  my  son  Nicholas  Lynde,  was  born  at  Stonington  in 
lanuary  1702—3  on  a  Thursday  " ;  and  the  Stonington  records  fix 
lie  exact  date  as  the  let,  '^  about  to  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon," 
ad  that  of  the  baptism  as  the  10th  of  the  same  month. 
The  bible  again  is  authority  tor  Lynde's  death  "  at  Jamaica 
L]  Oct,  1703,*'  and  the  Charlestown  records  for  the  marriage 
Dorothy  to  John  Trerice,  Jan.  22,  1707-8. 
At  this  point  the  difficulty  begins.  The  family  records  of  the 
f  fades  arc,  happily,  so  complete,  that  no  room  is  given  for  the 
jicion  tliat  tlie  Dorothy  who  married  Trerice  was  any  other  than 
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the  widow  of  Nicholas.  Wyman,  generally  careful,  makes  this 
Trerice  the  elder  John,  then,  if  living,  in  his  69th  year,*  while 
Mr.  Appleton,  miieh  more  reasonably,  prefers  to  consider  him  the 
younger  man,  bom  167 1.|  John  Jr.  was  living  June  29,  1722, 
to  join  with  bis  sister  Hannah  Austin  in  the  conveyance  of  real 
estate,  then  an  inhabitant  of  Charlestown.}  Middlesex  and  Suf- 
folk county  records  of  probate  and  deeds,  and  Charlestown  town 
and  church  records  have  been  vainly  searched  for  further  trace  of 
Dorothy  Trerice. 

Wc  know  that  Col.  Lyude  adopted  the  two  children  of  hia 
deceased  son  Nicholas,  He,  liimself,  died  intestate  Jan.  29,  1722» 
but  the  division  of  his  large  estate  gives  no  intimation  concerning 
the  daughter-in-liiw  Dorothy.  But  if  the  widow  is  thus,  in  recorded 
history,  so  suddenly  lost  eight  of,  family  tradition  has  kept  her 
memory  green.  Her  eon,  in  1746,  named  a  daughter  for  her,  and 
this  Dorothy  lived  until  1837^  to  see  the  name  borne  worthily  by 
two  others,  Mary  Dorothy  Harris  { 1797-1890)  and  Dorothy  Lynde 
Dix  (1802—1887),  both  in  the  fourth  generation  in  descent  from 
Dorothy  Stanton.  Certainly  as  long  ago  as  in  1820  there  was  an 
unquestioned  family  tradition  that  after  the  death  of  Lynde  the 
widow  bad  *'  tlircc  or  four  husbands,  and  died  in  Connecticut  at 
the  age  of  105  (or  107)  then  the  widow  Denuison."  This  would 
place  the  date  of  her  death  at  about  1785,  when  the  granddaughter 
referred  to  was  in  her  fortieth  year,  with  years  enough  then  before 
her  in  which  to  confirm  or  correct  a  tradition  certainly  in  force  in 
1820. 

Mess.   Baldwin  and  Clift  in  their  Dennison  book§   ignoring  or 
ignorant  of  the  Trerice  marriage,  gave  the  widow  Lynde  to  Jolm 
Frink,  and  3d  to  Robert  Dennieon  of  Montville,  and  then  i 
her  by  Dennison,  a  son  George,  bcjrn  1719,  and  a  daughter 
thy,  born  1721. 

In  Baldwin's  Stanton  Genealogy  of  1882  he  reasserted  the  Friofc 
Dennison  story  and  finding  in  the  Stonington  records  three  childrea 
of  John  Friok,  bom  between  1710  and  1717,  fastened  them  upon 
Dorothy  without  any  aiithiirity  whatever  that  is  now  apparent. 

After  a  long  and  persistent  search  for  Baldwin's  authoritv  of  ilus 
apparent  confirmation  of  the  family  tradition  of  the  Dennison  mxt* 
riage  (which,  by  the  way,  the  compilers  of  the  Dennison  book 
were  probably  not  aware  of),  the  writer  found  it  in  the  Montrillt 
church  records*  The  Rev.  David  Jewitt,  the  second  pastor,  b€^ 
his  new  book  with  an  account  compiled  "with  care*'  of  the  sevcml 
families  of  the  parish.  Tliis  was  in  1739.  Page  2,  devoted  tollwf 
&mily  of  Capt.  Robert  Dennison,  gives  U8  the  names  of  hifl  di9*

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TumiDg  back  to  the  firat  book  of  records,  commencing  with  the 
Ifathering  of  the  church,  we  arc  confronted  with  a  difficulty, ^^one 
that  Baldwin  disposed  of  by  ignoring.  In  the  liet  of  original  cov- 
lenanter^  of  Oct.  1722,  are  the  name8  of  ''Capt*  Dinnison  imd  Mre. 
£arah  Dinnieon,  "  preauniably  husband  and  wife.  Jewitt  so  under- 
litood  their  relation,  as  he  in  hie  copy  writes  "Capt,  Robert 
Dcimison  and  hiy  wife  Sarah,"  and  moreover  finds  **old  Miss  Sarah 
Dennison  *' a  chureli  nieni})er  in  1739,  the  captain  having  died  in 
1737.  If  Siirah  were  Dennison's  wife  in  1722,  and  Dorothy  bore 
liim  a  child  in  1721,  then  it  was  quick  work  even  for  those  days  of 
speedy  matrimonial  coosolations.  But,  if  we  believe  this,  and  that 
bifl  Dorothy  had  been  Lynde*8  widow,  how  reconcile  Sarah's  ap- 
pearance with  tlie  Lyoile  tradition  that  Dorothy  lived  *'the  widow 
'Dennison''  until  1785? 

The  most  careful  scrutiny  of  the  Stanton  records  fails  to  find  any 
Dorothy  married  to  a  Frink.  Nor  does  any  evidence  appear  as  yet, 
eave  Jcwitt's  testimony,  of  any  Frink  with  a  Dorothy  as  a  wife ; 
nor  does  the  Dennison  book,  on  the  other  liand,  give  us  any  widow 
[Dorothy  that  could  possibly  serve  our  purpose.  Again,  if  Trerice 
mere  living  in  1722,  unless  Dorothy  had  left  him,  she  could  not 
liave  been  the  wife  of  Frtnk  from  1710  to  1717,  and  of  Dennison  in 
1721. 

The  Baldwin  and  Clift  statement  was  at  first  accepted  by  the 
writer  of  this  article  as  conclusive,  and  it  was  not  until  a  personal 
examination  of  the  Montville  records  had  been  made  by  hinu  to- 
gether with  a  study  of  the  Trerice-Friuk- Dennison  alliances,  that 
doubt  arose  in  his  mind  as  to  the  identity  of  the  Dorotliy  concerned. 
!Meantime  the  Rev.  William  A,  Stanton  had  printed  his  Stanton 
■Genealogy  with  the  writer  e  endorsement  of  the  Baldwin  theory* 
and  Professor  and  Mrs.  Salisbury  had  given  to  the  public  their 
BUinptuous  work  embracing  the  chapter  on  the  Lords,  repeating  the 

me  account. 

Perhaps  some  future  investigator  may  discover  evidence  that  will 
coniirui  Jewitt*s  record,  and  Baldwin's  construction  of  it,  but  mean- 
le  the  writer  prefers  to  believe  that  Dorothy  Lynde  did  not  marry 
T  a  Frink  or  Robert  Dennison  of  Montville,  and  that  her  story, 
r  the  Trerice  marriage  in  1708,  is  yet  to  be  told.

Among  the  first  eettlere  of  Groton  were  the  brothers  Lieutenant 
William  and  Ensign  »Tohn  Lakin,  who  each  owned  a  tweBtynicrt 
right  ae  original  proprietors  of  tlie  town.  They  had  both  previoudy 
lived  at  Heading,  where  they  had  been  married.  During  the  earliest 
history  of  Groton  their  names  appear  frequently  in  the  affairs  of  the 
town,  and  they  eeem  both  to  have  taken  a  prominent  part  in  ciTil 
and  ecclesiastical  matters.  William's  houee-lot  lay  on  both  gida 
of  the  road  leading  to  Hawtree  Meadow^  which  is  now  known  «•

The  next  two  receipts  relate  to  bequests  made  by  William  Martin, 
who,  ae<!ording  to  the  County  reeords,  died  at  Groton  on  March 
86,  I672[-3],  aged  about  7t>  years.  They  are  in  the  handwriting 
of  the  Reverend  8anuiel  Willard,  who,  like  other  eountry  ministers 
of  that  period,  in  addition  to  their  pastoral  duties,  acted  the  part  of 
(icribes  for  the  benefit  of  their  neighbors.  The  following  are  copies

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The  first  of  these  receipts  was  lately  given  to  me  bj  Mr.  Charles 
Butler  Brooks,  of  Boston,  who  found  it  among  the  papers  of  his 
grandfather  Caleb  Butler,  Esq.,  the  historian  of  Groton;  and  the 
other  two  were  given  to  me  more  than  forty  years  ago  by  the  late 
Hon.  John  Bojmton,  of  Groton.  It  is  somewhat  singular  that  these 
old  manuscripts,  relating  to  similar  transactiona  in  tiie  same  ikmilyi 
should  now  come  together  after  the  vicissitudes  of  nearly  two  cen- 
turies and  a  half.  Elizabeth  Sherman,  one  of  the  witnesses,  was  a 
younger  sister  of  Mr.  Willard's  wife, 

William  Lakin,  senior,  was  the  oldest  person  among  the  original 
settlers  of  Groton,  and  he  died  on  December  10,  1672,  aged  about 
91  years. 

William  Martin*8  house-lot  at  Groton  lay  on  the  borders  of  a 
large  sheet  of  water  which  in  his  lifetime  was  known  as  Martin's 
Pond,  and  still  keeps  the  same  name.  In  the  record  of  Jamei 
Parker's  land,  on  July  6,  1660,  "the  pond  called  Goodman  Mar- 
tin's Pond "  is  mentioned.  There  is  also  a  Martin's  Pond  within 
the  original  limits  of  the  town  of  Reading, — ^but  now  lying  in  difi 
northwest  comer  of  North  Reading, — which  may  have  been  named 
after  him,  as  he  lived  there  before  coming  to  Groton.  Perhaps 
some  local  antiquary  of  that  neighborhood  can  give  the  origin  of 
;the  name. 


DIARY  OF  REV.  WILLIAM  HOMES  OF  CHILMARK, 
MARTHA'S  VINEYARD,  1689-1746.

In  the  library  of  the  Maine  Historical  Society  there  is  a  nuuiQ- 
script  volume  of  96  pp.,  of  the  size  known  as  quarto,  bound  in  con- 
temporary leather  and  containing  the  notes  of  births,  marriageSi 
deaths,  and  important  events  occurring  within  the  personal  knowledge 
of  the  diarist.  It  is  closely  written  from  cover  to  cover,  even  the  uj 
leaves  and  insides  of  the  covers  being  utilized  by  the  original  owner 
or  its  subsequent  possessors.  It  is  the  diary  or  note  book  of  thie 
Reverend  William  Homes,  a  native  of  the  North  of  Ireland,*  some' 
time  pastor  of  Strabane,  and  from  1715  to  his  death  the  settled 
minister  of  Chilmark  on  Martha's  Vineyard.  Mr.  Homes  was  bom 
in  1663,  and  when  a  young  man  came  to  the  Vineyard  where  b« 
taught  school  for  three  years,  1686-9. — (Allen,  Biographical  Dio- 
tionary,  463).  He  returned  to  Ireland,  where  in  1692  he  was  (M^ 
dained  over  the  parish  of  Strabane,  and  next  year,  September  26i

WILLIAM  HACK  AXD  HIS  DESCENDANTS. 

By  CuRiSTOPHBii  A.  Hack,  £»q.,  of  Taunton*  Masi. 

In  the  records  of  Wills  and    Administrations   for   Haoipshire   County, 

Soglanii,  the  name  Hack  f're(|uentty  occurs  in  the  sixteenth  and  early  part 

of  the  seventeenth  centuries.     It»  ^rst  appearance  in  this  country  wm\  al>out 

the  year  1660  when  William  Hack*  who  is  supposed  to  he  the  ancestor  of 

all  the  Hacks  in  New  Enghiiid,  became  a  residetit  of  Taunton,  Mass* 

He  married  Mary  ,  aiid  had  a  sou    William,  bom   November   15, 

1663.  In  1664  he  wertt  to  England  to  nettle  hii^  affairs  there,  leaving  his 
wife  and  son  here,  and  inteodiiig  to  return  the  following  summer;  but  he 
never  came  back«  In  June,  1667,  hia  wife  not  having  received  any  letters 
nor  aoy  intelligence  from  him,  applied  to  the  Court  at  Plymouth  "pro- 
ducing divers  teatimouiea  to  make  it  manifest  to  the  Court  that  William 
Hacke  her  husband  is  dead,"  and  obtained  Letters  of  Admiuistration  on  his 
estate,  which  consisted  of  personal  property  appraised  at  33£  08s.  6d.  aad 
a  dwelling  house  and  nine  acres  of  land.* 

His  sun,  William  Hack,  married  and  had  two  sons,  William  and  Seth, 
and  three  daughters.  He  accumniuted  a  large  property  lor  those  times, 
consisting  principally  of  real  estate,  a  part  of  which  is  still  held  by  some  of 
bis  descenilants.  Hig  homestead  was  in  Taunton,  on  the  east  side  of  Three 
Mile  River  between  Weslville  and  Nortli  Dighton.  In  1690  he  joined  the 
Phipps  ejcpedition  to  Canada,  For  his  ftervices,  losses  and  sutferings  in 
this  expedition,  the  Lei^islaiure  of  Massncbusetts,  by  Acts  passed  between 
the  years  1732  and  1735,  awarded  hiia  two  tracts  of  latul  contain  in  g  one 
hundred  and  lifty  acres  each,  situated  on  the  east  bank  o£  the  Connecticut 
river  between  the  towns  of  Sunderland  and  North held.t

NECROLOGY  OF  THE  NEW-ENGLAND  HISTORIC 
GENEALOGICAL  SOCIETY. 

Prepared  by  the  Historiographer,  Rev.  Ezra  Hott  Btinotok,  D.D.,  of  Newton,  Maw. 

The  sketches  of  deceased  members  prepared  for  the  Register  are  of 
necessity  brief,  because  the  space  that  can  be  appropriated  is  quite  limited. 
All  the  materials  for  more  extended  memoirs  which  can  be  gathered  ars 
preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  Society,  and  they  will  be  available  for  use 
in  preparing  the  "Memorial  Biographies,"  of  which  four  volumes  have 
been  issued  and  a  fiftli  volume  is  in  press.  The  income  from  the  Towne 
Memorial  Fund  is  devoted  to  the  publication  of  these  volumes. 

James  Howard  Mkans,  A.M.,  D.D.,  of  Dorchester,  was  bom  In  Boston,  De- 
cember 13,  1823,  and  died  in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  April  13, 1894.  He  wis 
elected  a  resident  member  of  this  Society  March  5,  1856,  and  became  a  life 
member  in  1867.  Only  twenty-four  of  the  present  members  of  the  Society  have 
been  connected  with  it  as  long  as  Dr.  Means. 

His  father  James  Means  was  a  well  known  Boston  merchant  of  the  last  ges- 
eration.  His  mother  was  Joanna  Howard.  He  was  prepared  for  college  at  the 
Boston  Latin  School,  entered  Harvard  College  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  nw 
graduated  in  1843.  He  pursued  his  professional  studies  at  Andover  Theolog^eal 
Seminary,  and  was  graduated  in  1847.  One  who  knew  him  well  in  early  Uto 
has  written :  "  His  early  education  afforded  everything  that  could  be  desired  it 
the  way  of  home  influence  and  culture.  His  training  at  school,  college  and 
seminary  gave  him  a  thorough  equipment  for  his  work."  The  seminary  at  Aa- 
dover  was  at  that  time  at  the  zenith  of  its  fame  as  a  school  of  divinity.  Pro- 
fessors Stuart,  Woods,  Park,  Phelps  and  Edwards  were  its  teachers,  and  tbo 
students  prosecuted  their  studies  with  enthusiasm  under  their  direction. 
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Mr.  Means  was  licensed  to  preach  by  th(»  SufTolk  North  Association  in  April, 
1847.  lie  hi^s;nt^  Iii?*  miniHiry  as  an  assistJiiit  of  Rev.  Dr,  Codniiin,  in  the  Second 
Church  of  Dorchester.  Dr.  Codraau  had  bfen  ai  tliat  time  th<^  pastor  of  tiiat 
Church  thirty-nim*  ycarsi.  He  6\m\  tlie  next  year,  and  Mr^  Mt^aws  was  at  once 
chosen  ns  his  successor;  and  was  ordaiued  July  13.  1848.  He  continwed  the 
piustor  of  that  church  for  thirty  yearn,  rctirintr  from  aetlvc  servici'  in  IH78,  at 
the  a^c  of  flfty-flre,  on  account  oJf  impaired  health.  He  continued  to  reside  fn 
Dorchester,  Mitb  bis  people,  to  the  time  of  his  death,  suffering  mnch  of  the 
time  from  general  debility,  which  tinaliy  a.*!snmed  the  foma  of  jerradnai  paralysia. 
It  is  not  easy  for  those  who  have  known  Dr.  Means  only  since  bis  retirement 
oro  public  life  as  a  clerjiryTuan,  to  realize  how  larjce  a  place  he  Oiled  In  this 
DmrnunUy  a  quarter  of  a  century  ajjfo.  He  was  the  pastor  of  a  lari^o  and 
prominent  church  for  the  period  of  a  jjeneratitm;  an  elo<iuent  and  attractive 
aehcr;  a  man  of  literary  ia!*tes  and  aecoinplisbnient!*^  ajarentleman  of  elegant 
manners,  and  a  happy  adaptation  to  every  call  of  sneialor  public  life.  He 
[  pnt  forward  as  a  representative  man,  by  his  denomination,  on  great  puldic 
ions.  Fie  was  connected  witli  most  of  the  l>enevoletit  and  relit^jicnis  socle* 
tiwhich  they  were  intrusted.  He  ivas  wise  In  counsel*  tts  lie  was  elocpient 
ch.  He  liad  decided  opinions,  and  was  strong  in  bis  advocacy  of  im- 
ortant  truths  and  doctrines.  He  was  one  of  the  best  representatives  of  a  New 
Knpland  minister  of  the  Turltan  faith  and  polity,  with  the  best  culture  of  the 
middle  period  of  this  century. 

Dr.  Means  was  a  contributor  to  the  beat  literary  and  theological  jounralf. 
Some  of  bis  articles  have  bad  a  permanent  influence  upon  the  men  of  bis  time. 
He  "was  also  a  careful  student  of  New  EuijlAnd  histury.  One  of  tlie  Idsiorlcal 
articles  from  his  pen  was  delivered  at  tlie  Seventieth  Aiinlversary  of  his  Church 
in  1878,  and  was  publisbetl  with  the  proceedings  of  that  anniversary.  A  volume 
of  Sermons,  which  be  published  In  18115,  gives  a  good  Illustration  "  of  the  sub- 
stance and  method  of  his  preaching." 

Dr.  Means  was  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  the  PerXlns  Institution  for  the 
llind  ;  secretary  of  the  Boston  City  Missinnary  Society  ;  preshlent  of  the  trus- 
I  of  Armenia  College  in  Turkey,  and  of  the  trustees  of  Bradford  Academy, 
Ca^s. ;  and  a  corporate  member  of  the  American  Board.  Williams  College  con- 
erred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  1871, 
He  married,  June  6,  184IJ,  Charlotte  Abigail  Johnson  of  Boston,  who  died 
October  28>  1893,  Four  children  survive  them,  two  of  whom,  J.  Means  and  C. 
J,  Means,  are  in  Boston;  a  third,  F.  II.  Means,  is  pastor  of  a  church  in  Wind- 
ham* Connecticut^  and  a  daughter »  Miss  Marion  H.  Means. 

The  home  of  Dr  Means  has  been  for  many  years  "  in  the  spacious  elm-shad- 
owed  mansion,  built  in  the  old  Colonial  style,  which  .stands  baek  from  the 
BlT«et,  only  tw<i  doors  from  bis  church."  A  memorial  vtiluuie  is  expected  from 
the  press,  which  will  contain,  with  other  matter,  a  number  of  memorial  ad- 
dresses which  were  read  at  a  commemorative  service  held  In  the  Second  Church 
I  Dorchester*  a  few*  weeks  after  Ms  death. 

How,  Benjamin  Fraxiclin  Noursk,  of  Boston,  was  bom  in  Orrlngton,  Maine, 
Lugust  2.  181i;,  and  died  in  Boston,  April  7,  18&3.  He  was  elected  a  resident 
neniber  of  this  Society,  May  4,  1870,  and  became  a  life  member  the  same  year. 

Mr.  Noorse  was  descended  in  the  seventii  generiitiou  from  Francis  and 
Rel^ecca  Nnrse,  who  came  from  England  in  1035,  and  settleil  in  Sak'ni  in  IfilO. 
Mr.  Nurse  purchased  tbeTowusend  Bishop  farm,  ia  what  is  now  Danvers,  The 
homestead  is  still  standing,  and  has  been  in  the  possession  of  bis  descendants 
ever  since.  His  wife  Rebecca  was  a  woman  of  the  noblest  cliaracter,  and  was 
held  in  high  esteem  in  tlie  church  and  in  social  life-  During  the  prevalence  of 
the  witchcraft  delusion  she  was  accused  of  the  crime  of  witchcraft.  She  was 
at  that  time  an  aged  matron.  She  bore  herself  with  the  dignity  of  conscious 
Innocence  before  the  Court,  but  was  foimd  guilty,  and  publicly  executed.  The 
horror  which  was  caused  by  the  *' doing  lo  ileath  "  of  this  mother  and  grand- 
Hiother  had  much  to  do  in  bringing  about  the  reaction  which  terminated  the 
d^'lusion,  and  led  those  who  had  been  the  participants  in  the  judicial  mur- 
ders of  those  years  to  coulesa  their  wrong,  and  turn  from  all  such  fullles  and 
crimes.

Mr,  Noursie  f^raduated  from  the  common  school  when  he  was  twel¥ic  jears  of 
age.  He  never  went  to  college,  but  wag  a  student  all  hi*  life,  an  admirsble 
example  of  an  Anierlc^in  cltlzeu.  devoted  to  a  bas^lnesR  life,  who  was  acqnirini| 
knowle'lfje  from  year  to  year^  and  who  became  an  aathority  upon  such  subjecti 
ast  his  pursuits  ks:l  him  to  iiiveHtl;^ate. 

He  went  W  Apalachicola.  Florida,  at  the  as^  of  nineteen,  and  engaged  In  ttie 
cotton  bu8ine?s».  A  few  years  later,  he  became  a  partner  fn  the  Ann  of  KoorM 
k  Brooke,  which  was  for  a  lotij^  time  one  of  the  leading  hoase«»  in  the  cotton 
trade  in  the  South.  In  1857  he  removed  to  Boston^  and  continued  in  thp*  f^otton 
bui^incss  until  his  death.    At  the  bc;ariunin^  of  the  War  he  was  str  ,'t>tl 

by  Jefferson  Davis,  Alexander  II.  Stevens  and  other  leadt^rs  in  the  ii> 

Join  tbem,  but  he  Htefidily  refuse<L  an*\  did  what  he  could  with  hla  |n!ii  anu  tU 
||i|ir»e  to  strengilten  the  cause  of  tlie  Nation. 

Mr-  Kourse  was  often  urged  to  accept  political  positions,  but  lie  steadily  re- 
faiodi  except  that  he  serveil  for  a  few  y*im'B  as  an  alderman  of  Apalachicoli, 
'  illd  u  mayor  of  that  city.  He  was  president  of  the  Cbamljer  of  C»>mrapf« 
-while  there;  and  afterwards  president  of  the  Boston  Boanl  of  Trade:  and  tic*- 
president  of  the  National  Boanl  of  Trade.  Ue  served  as  vestryman  In  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  for  twenty -two  years. 

In  1867  he  was  appointtKi  Honorary  United  States  Commlssioaer  at  the  Piri* 
ExpO!4ltion,  He  prepMred  a  valuable  report  on  the  cotton  trade,  which  w**  fiBb- 
lUhed  by  the  Department  of  State,  Ou  economic  questions  he  was  rej^ardwl  M 
an  expert,  and  was  freiiueutly  summoned  as  such  before  committees  of  Con^rresi. 
Senator  Sherman  once  said  that  Mr.  Nourse  did  more  than  any  other  man  in 
public  or  private  life  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments. 
As  a  cotton  statistician,  he  was  regarded  as  the  ablest  In  the  world,  for  many 
years.  He  published  no  book^,  but  wrote  much  for  the  press  on  matters  relat- 
ing; to  the  cotton  trade,  the  tariff,  currency,  and  other  economic  topics,  la 
1^78  he  was  appointed  a  commissiouer  to  the  International  Monetary  Confercoce 
at  Paris,  but  he  was  not  able  to  accept. 

Hon.  Stephen  Mrhrill  Allrn,  A.M,,  LL.B.,  of  Boston,  was  born  In  Albany* 
N,  H.»  April  15,  1819,  and  died  in  Charlottesville,  Va.,  January  19.  1804.  He 
was  descended  from  an  old  New  England  family.  Samuel  Allen  and  Ann*  his 
wife,  who  cjime  from  Kui^land,  settled  in  Braintree  about  the  year  \*v.y2.  ThHr 
sou  Samuel  settled  iu  Bri(l£:ewater  in  1660.  Japhet,  of  the  fourth  ^rneratlon, 
fought  at  Lexiii;[|ton  and  at  Bunker  Hill,  and  served  in  the  array  through  the 
%var.  For  eight  generations,  the  family  has  been  identilled  with  the  best  poliikil 
and  religious  life  of  New  England, 

Stephen  M-  Allen  was  boru  at  the  homestead  of  his  maternal  grand fath«r* 
Jeremiah  (Oilman,  who  was  a  special  friend  and  conflileniial  adviser  of  Qeotfrtl 
Washlngtou.     The  family  removed  to  Mniue,  where  they  resided  n  "    ^  af

He  b::  '•  *^** 
hydraulic  canal  at  Niagara  Falls,  one  of  the  greatest  water  powers  iu  th 
lie  also  invented  a  method  of  u^^ing  wood-llbre  In  the  manufacture  of  ,  .. 
which  gave  a  great  Impulse  to  ihnt  industry. 

He  found  time  for  historical  and  scientific  studies.  He  waa  the  nnthnff^f  i 
book  en  tilled  '*  Religion  and  Science.*'  which  was  written  in  reply  t<>  - 
cks  by  Profej<sor  Tyndall.  This  book  gave  him  a  reputation  in  1

He  WHS  forauumb^'r  of  years  president  of  the  Webster  Historical  s

ETe  has,  been  an  invalid  the  ladt  two 
yeftTOf  and  has  spent  most  of  his  time  in  the  South,  where  he  died. 

Rbv.  Joirn  CoRDNRR,  LL*D.,  of  Boston,  was  born  in  the  North  of  Ireland, 
July  3,  1816,  and  died  In  Bost'jn,  June  22,  1894.  Hj  wa3  the  son  <if  William 
Cordner,  and  Mary  Ann  Nelson.  He  was  educated  at  the  llovfil  Culleg^e,  Bel- 
fast, Ireland,  and  w^as  graduated  from  the  theological  schoof  connected  with 
th«  Remooatrant  Synod  of  Ulster  in  1813.  In  1844  he  came  to  Montreal,  Canada, 
and  was  ordained  m  pastor  of  the  Unitarian  ChnrcU  in  that  city ;  which  ofUce 
he  held  for  thirty-five  years.  He  held  a  hi^h  position  in  his  profession,  and 
was  a  man  of  wide  indnence.  He  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  in  1870,  from 
McGill  University  of  Montreal. 

Dr  Cordner  ivas  all  his  life  a  proliflc  writer  for  the  press.  Many  of  liis  artf- 
cleis  related  to  discussions  which  have  less  interest  at  this  time  tlian  they  had 
when  they  were  written.  Others  are  of  pennaiieut  value.  In  ISGy  he  pnhlished 
a  volume  of  sermons,  entitled  *'  A  Memorial  of  Twenty-Five  Years  Ministry/' 

He  removed  to  Boston  in  1879,  and  has  not  been  corniected  with  any  church  as 
its  pastor  since  that  time.  But  he  has  always  been  active  in  promoting  the 
Interests  of  his  denomination.  The  establishment  of  the  Unitarlun  Association 
La  tta  pre^Dt  admirable  building  was  dne  to  a  large  extent  to  his  elforts. 

He  married,  October  2,  1852,  a  daughter  of  Francis  Purkman,  LL.D,,  who 
8orvtves  him,  with  two  children.

^L^  Iiieal.*CoL  Biasland  received  his  earliest  education  at  the  primary  and  jt^ram- 
^bnir  schools  of  South  Boston,  graduating  with  honor  a*4  a  medal  scholar  at  the 
^Hpiiwe.9  Gramtnar  School  In  1«52.     He  then  went  to  ttie  Encfliah  High  School  at 

^■©oaiton,  where  he  remaiued  until  1855.  Soon  afterwards  he  was  employed  by 
the  firm  of  Bates  &  Goldthwait,  carpet  dealers  on  Washington  Street  near  Corii' 
hill,  Boston. 

The  commencement  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  In  April.  18«j1,  found  him  a 
member  of  the  Bostiin  Light  Infantry  Battalion,  which,  at  the  hegiuning  of 
bof^tiUties,  was  stationed  at  Fort  Warren,  Boston  Harbor,  ^vhere  It  remained 
for  some  time.  When  the  Massachusetts  Sad  Regiment  was  organized  in  the 
amnmer  of  18*^2,  l>e  roceivi-d  a  captain's  commission  on  the  0th  of  August.  He 
commanded  a  company  from  I-*owell. 

The  Massachusetts  33d  was  one  of  the  most  conspicuous  regiments  In  the 
fitn.te*ii  contingent  during  the  rebellion.  It  was  kept  at  the  front  almost  con- 
stantly from  the  time  U  joined  Oen.  Slgel*s  command  till  the  close  of  the  war. 
It  was  at  one  time  commanded  by  Colonel,  afterwards  General  Adin  B.  Under- 
wood (a  member  of  the  Society).  Captain  Biasland  participated  with  his  regi- 
ment in  the  battles  of  Fredericksburg.  Chancellors ville,  Beverly's  Ford,  Gettys- 
barg  and  Wanhatcliie.  In  the  la^nt  mentioned  engagement  the  regiment  was 
orrlereti  to  charge  up  a  hill  for  the  purpose  of  dislodging  the  enemy  from  his 
rifle  pits  at  the  top.  The  hill  w^as  so  steep  as  to  be  inaccessible  to  cavalry,  but 
the  regiment  was  successful  in  driving  the  enemy  from  the  pits.  Colonel  Under* 
wood  and  Captain  Biasland  were  both  badly  wounded  in  thisaetlun,  which  took 
plmce  on  the  29th  of  Oct^xber,  1803.  Captain  Biasland  was  afterwards  engaged 
at  51  isaionary  Ridge,  KuoxvUle,  Resaca,  Kenesaw  Mountain,  Atlanta,  Savaunah, 
Averysboro'  and  Benton  ville,  where  he  captured  the  colors  of  tlie  26th  Tennes- 
see Regiment. 

Captain  Biasland  was  promoted  Major  Nov.  3,  1864,  and  brevet  Lieut. -Colonel 
IJ.  8.  V.  March  13,  18li5,  *'  for  gallant  and  meritorious  services  at  the  batUe  of 
m  VOL*  XLVIIL  41* 
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Wanhatchie,  Tennessee,"*  He  was  mustered  out  an  the  11th  of  June,  18^. 
Retiirulng  home,  he  recelTetl  in  1872  the  appointment  as  messenger  at  th*.^  Bo^ston 
Custoin  Honse,  and  was  soon  after  promoted  to  the  position  of  assistant  to  the 
deputy  snrvcj'or,  thns  again  serving  under  his  former  military  chief,  Genorsl 
Underw'ood,  who  was  surveyor  of  the  port     He  held  this  office  abou '.  ira. 

In  1882  or  *3,  he  was  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  coliector's  depai  the 

Boston  City  Hall,  holding  the  office  till  his  death.  He  was  chosen  m^  ,,.vi  vuitfUt 
inspector  of  Uie  Grand  Army  of  the  Eepubtic  under  the  department  commander, 
G-en.  Charles  Devens. 

Lt,-Colonel  Biasland  was  a  member  of  the  Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Le|[loD. 
In  which  he  was  elected  May  6,  1875,  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company 
(in  which  he  was  elected  first  lieutenant  June,  18H4),  33d  Regimeni  Association, 
New-Eui^land  Historic  Genealotrlcnl  Society >  Huist4:Joian  Sncietyt  Columbita 
Lodj^e  of  Free  Masons,  Orpheus  Club,  Boston  Club,  Royal  Arcanum  and  lade- 
pendent  Order  of  Ked  Men.  In  all  these  organizations  he  sustained  an  hollo^ 
able  and  worthy  record. 

He  died  on  the  29th  of  January,  1893,  at  the  age  of  54,  the  Immediate  • 
death  being  an  injury  to  one  of  t*ie  toes  of  his  left  foot  early  In  Novemb^ 
Blood-poisoning  set  In  and  the  toe  was  ampntate<],  but  probably  too  late  Ui  ^dvc 
htra  as  the  result  was  fatal.  The  funeral  occurred  at  SL  Matthew's  church  oa 
Broadway,  South  Boston,  on  Tuesday,  January  31,  1893,  and  was  very  iajigely 
attended,  the  services  being  conducted  by  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Ge<irg«- 
The  pall  bearers  were  Capt.  Augui*tus  Whltteraore  and  Major  John  McDonou^li 
of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company,  J»  M.  Ricker  and  R.  M.  Wis- 
well  of  the  collector's  office,  City  Hall,  George  Brown  and  A.  A.  Folsomof 
Columbian  lodge  of  Ma^sons,  Capt.  C.  E,  Niebuhr  and  Lieut.

Charles  Wiluam  Parsons,  AM,,  M.O^  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Socfety, 
February  2,  18HI.  He  wa.H  born  In  Providence^  R.  !,»  September  fl,  1823,  and 
died  near  the  site  of  his  birth,  September  2,  1893. 

His  ancestral  line  in  this  country,  on  hhs  fatiier's  side.  i«  traced  back  to  Joseph 
P&rsoD!*,  who  came  from  Enj^dand  in  U^^'r  ami  wan  one  of  the  earliest  inhabitants 
of  Sprinsrfleld,  Mass.,  and  afterwards  resided  at  Northampton.  His  father  was 
Usher  Parsons,  M.D.,  wiio  had  chargje  of  the  nick  and  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Lake  Erie  on  the  10th  of  Septemi>er,  18f0.  And  became  well  known  from  that 
time  till  his  death  in  18GH  as  a  snrjjeon  and  physician,  a  writer  on  a  variety  of 
subjects,  and  a  professor  in  Brown  University.  He  wa.s  a  vice-prer^ident  of  thia 
Society ,  and  a  sketch  of  Ills  life  is  printed  in  the  Ueiustkr,  vol.  23,  pajje  259. 
The  mother  of  Charles  was  Mary  Jackson,  a  dan^rhter  of  Rev.  A  hie  I  Holmes, 
D.D.,  of  Cambridge,  and  a  sister  of  the  Autocrat  of  the  Breakfast  Table. 

The  birth  of  this  boy  was  hailed  with  joy  by  a  wide  circle  of  relatives  and 
friends.  Means  of  education  were  liberally  provided  according  to  tlie  wisdom 
of  the  time.  Losins:  his  mother  before  he  was  two  years  old,  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  his  ^randfatiier's  family  at  Cambridsrc,  where  he  had  Ids  home  ft)r  nmny 
years.  Such  was  his  pro|?ress  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  that  be  became 
a  member  of  the  freshman  class  of  Harvard  Coileg:e  before  he  w^as  fifteen  years 
of  a^.

Rarely  has  ii  work  of  this  «1««  contained  so  mnch  food  f»>r  thought  AnU  rt*fleo> 
tion.  It  ^honld  be  carefully  studied,  not  merely  read,  to  obtaiu  In  f u)l  niei^Qiv 
the  rich  fndts  of  Dr,  Clark*s  thought  and  research.  The  author  ackuowledgei 
indebtedness  to  Carlylc's  labors  aud  researchei*  In  regard  to  the  life  of  Cromwell 
(as  Indeed  have  Talne,  Frtmde  and  Green »  and  I  suppose  all  of  our  owd  writers 
who  have  stndied  this  period  of  English  history)  in  the  prepamtion  of  thewoit 
under  co  ns*  id  emtio  u.  And  Carlyle  never  rendered  a  sjreivter  service  to  the  cAvm 
of  history  than  when  lie  gathered  and  published  all  he  could  llnd  of  rTomwell'* 
letters  and  let  them  tell  the  story  in  large  measure,  of  the  life  of  thiis  unb^^  ram. 
Oliver  Cromwell  was  bcjrn  of  good  English  stock  in  the  tOMm  of  Hnnttnirslon. 
near  Cambridge,  on  the  25th  of  April,  1599.     UU  father  and  three  of  1  sd 

ami  iu  the  Parliaments  of  Queen  Elizabeth,     lie  belonged  to  the  cla  i^b 

country  gentlenien,  a  class  that  ha^s  for  many  generations  l>eeu  the  \nd 

sinew  of  the  English  nation.     After  receiving  bis  education  at  *  he 

returned  to  his  native  town,  and  there  and  at  St.  Ives  and  Ely  i._  ..  ijniil 

about  forty  years  of  age :  years  of  preparation  for  his  great  life-work  which 
lay  before  him.  It  would  be  interesting  to  dwell  upon  the  early  scenes  of  his  life 
(to  which  his  thoughts  so  often  r<*curred  during  the  turmoil  and  strife  of  liis  after 
life") ;  to  dwell  upon  the  story  of  his  life  in  Parliament ;  to  dwell  upon  the  aceonnt 
of  his  orgftni station  of  the  Ironsides,  the  nucleus  of  that  splendid  arni 
won  victory  after  victory  over  the  royalist  forces  in  England,  Ireland  :» 
land,  an  army  the  mere  dread  of  >vhich  caused  Cardinal  Mazarin  of  Fr^u-  .  .^-.u 
the  Duke  of  Savoy  to  «top  the  persecution  of  Protestants.  While  Cr»^iniveU 
was  taking  part  in  tk<'  battles  of  Edgehill,  Marston  Moor,  Newbury,  Naseby, 
Preston,  Diinbnrand  Worcester,  Blake,  the  great  admiral,  was  winning  navil 
victories  at  Malaga,  In  the  Ontch  war,  and  over  the  large  Spanish  ileet  at  Ten* 
eriffe.  The  period  of  history  covered  i>y  the  life  of  Cromwell  is,  to  me  at  least, 
one  of  the  most  fascinating  in  the  whole  wide  range  of  English  history.  Indeed 
he  waa  one  of  tlie  most  impcrtatit  actors  In  this  tlie  second  and  c«  '  '  j  id 
of  the  great  drnma  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  thought  out  and  :  on 

English  soil.  But  Cromwell  was  a  regicide.  This  was  the  one  ^i...  .,.../.  of 
his  11  fc-  It  may  be  pieced  in  exteniiatliin  that  he  was  disposed  to  he  f rleod^f 
to^vartl  the  King  lung  after  other  Parliamentary  leaiders  and  prouiineut  army 
officers,  disconraged  by  his  faithlessness^  hail  refused  to  treat  with  him ;  In  fact 
Cromwell  came  near  losing  Ids  position  In  the  army  because  of  Uij»  elTorts  tt> 
save  the  King.  The  exigencies  of  the  situation  might  have,  probably  did,  re- 
quire the  Imprisonment  of  the  King;  but  nothing  can  adequately  excnao  ttoc 
death  senteiace  that  was  Imposed  upon  him.  And  It  seems  to  me  thai  Mktn 
was  Init  one  nobler  seene  in  the  life  of  this  ill-fated  man  (I  mean  of  conrtie  the 
courageous  wny  in  which  he  met  his  death)  than  when  he  refused  to  r«*i  o<rnli< 
the  authority  of  the  judges  before  whom  he  was  brought.  Ilad  his  1 
marked  by  the  wisilom  and  fair  dealing  of  Cromwell's,  the  result  nit;: 
been  far  dilTerent. 

The  secret  of  the  snec^aa  of  the  Puritan  movement  was  the  deep  eameatDiM 
of  the  Piintan  belief  and  character.     Even  the  splendid  enthusiasm  of  the         "  ' 
was  no  match  for  this  stronsr  tenacity  of  pnrpfise.     It  was  a  triumph  of  ji 
over  loiig-exlstitig  renditions  and  surroundings.     It  was  the  clari"* 
civil  and  religious  Liberty  that  swept  over  the  land.     Surely  the  P'; 
not  have  prevailed  had  they  not  been  inwrought  through  and  thi^ 
firm  conviction  of  the  right.      Milton  calletl  Cromwell    '*  the  father  ui  hU 
conniiry,'*    And  the  Protector's  position  was  not  unlike  that  of  our  own  Wislk- 
ingtoirin  the  darksome  days  that  followed  the  Declaration  of  Indepeadeiioa 
It  was  loyalty  to  principle,  to  truth  and  duty  (ever  inherent  qualities  of  U>l 
English  race),  which  upheld  both  heroes  In  their  lotig  and  arduous  struggle  f^ 
liberty.     Well  has  Taine  (that  great  thinker  and  deep  student  of  history,  wbo 
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bAs  e«  sin crnlarly  entered  into  the  spirit  of  English  instltntlonst),  called  Crom- 
well **  the  srri-^atest  of  the  Puritans";  he  rilso  sajs^t  "  he  was  Eniin^h  to  the  core; 
il^rcat  soul  like  one  of  ShakeHpeare*s,"  Ife  sncceedetl  in  making  Knj^laiid  the

Barnabas  Metcalf,  to  whose  descendants  the  next  work  is  devoted,  wait 
great-great-grandson  of  Michael  Metcalf,  a  genealogical  account  of  whom  nd 
his  descendants  was  published  in  the  Registkr  for  April,  1852 — forty-two  yem 
ago.  The  pamphlet  was  originally  printed  in  the  Dedham  Historical  B^gistar 
for  October,  1893.    It  is  well  compiled  with  full  and  precise  records.

[Tii  my  ♦♦Notes  on  Edward  Randolph"  (♦♦Historical  Papers"  of  the  late 
Charles  W.  Tattle,  Ph.D.,  Buston,  \m\K  pp.  282-a7<j),  1  presented  substantially 
all  the  genealogical  information  then  accessible  to  me  respecting  P^dward  Han- 
dolpti  and  his  more  immeiliatc  anccntors.  The  wills  of  his  father  Dr.  Edmund 
Rau<l<*1ph,  of  his  grandfather  Beraard  Randolph,  and  of  Ms  ancles  William 
ami  John  liandolpli,  here  giveii^  supply  us  witb  other  items  of  genealogical 
value.  It  is  stated  In  said  *♦  Notes ''  (p.  283)  on  ■♦family  tradition,"  tliat  the 
above  named  John  emigrated  to  Virginia.  Ills  v«\\\  would  «eera  to  make  this 
iBtprobible;  but,  If  he  did  emigrate,  he  returned  to  England  prior  to  ^7  March. 
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The  will  of  Edward  Randolph,  of  which  an  abstract  is  given  above,  will  be 
found  in  full  in  Tuttle's  "Historical  Papers"  above  mentioned  (pp.  280-281). 
He  was  n  son  of  Doctor  Edmund  Randolph  and  his  wife  Deborah  Master, 
daughter  of  Gyles  Master,  Esquire,  all  of  the  city  of  Canterbury.  He  was  bred 
to  the  law,  havin*r  been  admitte<l  to  Gray's  Inn,  10  November,  1650.  He  wii 
married  throe  times.  His  first  wife  was  Jane,  daughter  of  Thomas  Gibbon  of 
West  Clitlo,  Kent,  by  his  wife  Alice  (Taylor)  Gibbon.  He  married  for  bb 
second  wife,  Grace  Grenville  of  London,  who  died  In  Boston,  U.  S.  A.,  in  168!. 
He  married,  thirdly,  Mrs.  Sarah  (Backhouse)  Tlatt,  widow  of  Peter  Piatt,  ii 
London,  24  December,  1084.  As  his  wife  is  not  mentioned  in  his  will,  it  miy 
be  presumed  that  she  died  before  15  June,  1702. 

From  his  will  and  letters  we  obtain  the  names  of  Ave,  perhaps  of  all,  bis 
children,  namely,  Jane,  Deborah,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Sarah.  Jane  married  t 
Williams;  Mary  married,  subsequently  to  1702,  Thomas  Smith,  M.D..  of 
Maidstone;  El iz^abeth  married  a  Plm  (or  Pym) ;  Mary  had  deceased  prolMbly 
before  1702;  Sarah,  daughter  by  the  last  wife,  was  born  after  1684,  as  she  bad 
not  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years  at  the  date  of  his  will.  He  left  at  leut 
one  grandson,  namely,  Charles  Pim,  son  of  his  daughter  Elizabeth.  TheoccQ^ 
rence  of  the  same  names  of  children  in  the  different  generations  of  the  Randolphs 
of  Kent  and  of  Sussex  adds  strength  to  the  presumption  tliat  they  were 
descended  from  the  same  original  ancestor. — Albert  H.  Hoyt.] 

*'  Barnard*  Randolph  of  London  Esq.  and  Common  Sergeant  of  the  same 
city  "  was  also  of  Wardls,  Sussex.  He  was  admitted  to  the  oflicc  of  commoa 
Serjeant,  March  4,  15G:J.  Prior  to  December,  1582,  he  *•  charitably  agreed  to 
bestow  a  large  sum  of  money  for  bringing  water  out  of  the  River  Thiunes.  by 
an  engine  to  be  constructed  by  Peter  Morice,  from  London  Bridge  to  Old  Fisli 
Street,  in  liive  manner  as  he  had  already  brought  the  water  to  I^adenhall.  and 
by  the  way  to  supply  the  private  houses  of  the  citizens,  which  offer  had  been 
approved  by  the  Court  of  Aldermen,"  etc.  His  charities  in  this  kind  amounted 
to  £1800.     Partly  administered  by  the  Fishmongers*  Company. 

January  28,  1582-3,  Queen  Elizabeth  wrote  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  etc 
''that  Barnard  Randolph,  Common  Serjeant,  through  age  and  inflrmitics  wis 
unable  to  fulfil  his  duties."  *'  The  Queen  recommended  Julius  Ca?sar,  Doctor  of 
Civil  Law,  for  the  place  and  desired  them  to  award  some  reasonable  portion  of  the 
profits  to  Randolph  during  his  life,"  etc.  In  February,  1582-3,  the  I^rd  Mayor 
wrote  to  Sir  Francis  Walsingham  acknowledging  her  Slajesty's  letters  in  f»?or 
of  the  appointiiuMit  of  Dr.  Ca*sar,  us  deputy  to  B«Tnard  Randoljili.  The  matter 
had  boon  hrouijlit.  hcfon'  tlio  Courts  of  AUlermen  and  Ccmnnon  Council.  Mr. 
Rand(.)lph  "  had  in  both  Courts  delivered  openly  his  answer  in  tears,  declaring 
his  desire  to  remain  and  to  die  an  otflcer  of  tlie  City,  and  his  most  humble  pt.'ti- 
tion  that  interec^sicui  niiglit  be  made  for  him  to  Her  Majesty,  not  to  coniniand 
him  to  \h)  removed,"  and  the  Common  Council  became  humble  petitionerj>  for 
him  to  her  majesty.

Who  the  "  Nathaniel  Pole  of  New  England  "  named  as  kinsman  by  the  teslir 
tor,  Sir  William  Pole,  in  1733  was,  I  do  not  know.  The  will  states  that  he  wH 
"■  lineally  and  regularly  descended  from  Mr.  Nathaniel  Pole,  brother  to  Sir  Jola 
Pole,  and  sou  to  Sir  William  Pole,  knight."  I  cannot  learn  that  Sir  WilHaB 
had  a  son  Nathaniel ;  but  his  son  William  came  to  New  England  and  had  a  aoo 
Nathaniel.

wc  arc  all  ao  deeply  interested,  and  which,  I  believe,  is  greatly  to 
inereai^e  in  usefulness  and  in  the  estimation  of  the  jmblic  as  the 
years  roll  on.  ^ 

The  work  of  the  Society  for  the  paet  year  has  been  steadily  pur- 
sued under  the  care  of  the  regular  officers  and  the  various  com- 
mittees, who  have  cordially  cooperated  with  the  Council  in  its 
efforts  to  promote  the  general  welfare. 

New  members  have  been  elected  at  nearly  every  monthly  meeting, 
though  the  general  list  has  not  increased  much,  if  any,  as  from 
various  causes  there  are  losses  every  year.  It  is  hoped  that  there 
may  be  an  increase  the  coming  year,  and  that  the  members  will 
exert  such  influences,  as  they  can,  to  bring  in  young  men  who, 

^when  they  understand  the  objects  and  opportunities  presented,  can- 
not, it  is  believed,  fail  to  become  deeply  interested  in  the  work  of 
the  Society, 

B  The  past  year  has  been  remarkable  in  public  matters,  by  the 
inauguration,  the  second  time,  of  President  Cleveland,  who  came 
to  the  office  after  an  interval  of  one  term,  the  first  instance  in 
the  nation's  history.  Surely,  such  an  instance  of  personal  triumph 
must  be  very  gratifying  to  him  and  to  his  friends,  as  it  marks  an 
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epoch  in  our  government  not  likely  to  be  soon  followed.  No  man 
before  was  even  nominated  after  an  interval,  and  even  the  effort  of 
the  friends  of  the  great  General,  whose  name  was  a  tower  of 
strength,  to  do  so  resulted  in  a  dismal  failure,  not  for  the  want  of 
confidence  in  his  integrity  or  ability,  but  on  account  of  the  deep- 
seated  feeling  that  the  best  interests  of  the  country  demanded  the 
retirement  of  all  chief  magistrates  after  serving  two  terms,  whether 
or  not  an  inter\'al  had  elapsed.  I  believe  that  such  is  the  feeliDg 
now. 

Two  other  events  of  supreme  importance,  and  greatly  tending  to 
a  feeling  of  the  security  of  our  institutions,  should  be  mentioned. 
These  were,  the  defeat  of  a  prominent  politician  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  guilty,  in  the  opinion  of  the  legal  profession  of  that 
State,  of  a  high  crime,  yet  nominated  by  a  party  a  year  since 
largely  in  control  of  the  government  of  the  State,  for  a  seat  on  its 
judicial  bench.  Every  eifort  was  made  to  overcome  the  prejudice 
of  the  voters  by  the  party  leaders,  but  in  vain.  He  was  defeated 
by  an  overwhelming  majority,  and  forever  driven  from  public  life. 
In  the  State  of  Illinois-,  an  lionest  and  fearless  judge,  who  had  pre- 
sided at  the  trial  of  four  Anarchist  murderers  with  marked  ability, 
and  under  whose  clear  decisions  conviction  followed,  was  nominated 
for  re-election.  All  the  Anarcliist  elements  of  the  State,  headed 
by  the  Governor,  were  enlisted  for  his  defeat.  The  contest  was 
fearful,  and,  as  in  New  York,  the  election  turned  largely  on  this 
nomination.  Jiidge  (lary  was  triumphantly  elected,  with  tlie  cor- 
dial acclaim  of  every  lover  of  good  government  and  the  supremacy 
of  law  throughout  the  country.  Had  one  of  these  men  been 
elected  and  the  other  defeated,  the  unprincipled  corruptor  of  elec- 
tions, the  blatant  defier  of  law,  tlie  murderous  Anarchist  would 
have  felt  that  he  would  no  longer  be  obliged  to  ply  his  art  upon 
numerous  members  of  the  legislatures  or  upon  civil  magistrates, 
but  he  would  seek  to  poison  the  very  fountain  of  justice,  and  rely 
in  future  u[)on  his  skill  in  filling  the  seats  of  the  judges  with  men 
of  easy  virtue,  sympathizers  with  the  baser  elements  of  society. 
The  defeat  of  one  of  these  men  by  a  vast  majority,  and  the  tri- 
umphant election  of  the  other,  is  an  assurance  that  when  an  issue 
is  made  by  the  foes  of  established  government,  the  people  of  this 
country  can  be  relied  upon  to  sustain  their  judicial  institutions,  and 
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that  hoBeet  and  faithful  judges  will  always  have  the  Bupport  of  the 
people  whenever  they  fearleesly  appenl  to  thein  for  tlieir  jujstificatiun 
and  for  their  votes - 

Had  a  contniiy  result  of  the  ballot  been  annount^ed  at  the  close 
of  the  election,  the  believers  in  universal  sulfnige  woukl  have  bowed 
their  heads  in  shame,  and  felt  tlxat  the  vaunted  integrity  of  the 
masses  was  a  myth,  that  home  rule  and  self-government  had  tailed 
for  this  generation.  The  importance  of  this  election  is  inconceivable 
to  people  of  the  old  world,  as,  generally,  there  is  a  lurking  doubt 

»jn  their  minds  of  the  power  of  the  people  here  to  sustain  the  courts 
in  times  of  iprGut  excitement.  They  will  doubt  no  longer,  for  if  in 
our  second  great  city^  of  a  half  century *s  growth,  filled  with  the 
restless  spirits  from  the  old  world,  such  a  triumph  of  law^  and  oitlcr 
can  be  secured,  they  will  be  convinced  that  free  institutions  are  in 
reality  the  only  reliance  for  protection  from  the  disturbers  of  the 
peace  among  men, 

I  In  our  rapid  review  of  the  year,  we  refer  with  admiration  to  the 
great  Columbian  Exposition  in  our  central  city,  Chicago,  When, 
after  mucli  discussion,  that  place  wsis  selected  by  the  vote  of  Congress, 
many  of  the  most  optimistic  friends  of  the  project  doubted  the 
wisdom  of  the  choice.  They  could  liardly  believe  that  success 
would  be  obtained  in  a  city  which  scarcely  half  a  century  ago  was 
but  a  hamlet,  which  had  been  lifted  twice  above  the  marshes  on 
which  it  is  situated,  which  had  been  repeatedly  nearly  swept  from 

■  the  earth  by  fire,  and  which  wns  situated  a  thousnn*l  miles  from 
ocean  navigation.      But  the  people  of  thnt  enterprising  city  gave 
themselves  to  the  work  laid  upon  them  with  unexampled  enthusiasm, 
affording  the  directory  every  facility  in  loi-atiun,  in  transportation, 
^^  in  financial  resources,  and  most  cordial  supjiort  in  all  its  plans,  with 
Hthc  result  of  placing  before  the  world  the  most  magnificent  expo- 
H  sition  of  modern  times. 

^  The  year  will  be  called  the  year  of  the  Great  Exposition, 
affirming  thereljy  its  wonderi'ul  success  in  all  those  things  wliich  re- 
flect the  energy,  the  genius,  of  an  enlightened  and  progressive 
people.  We  can  most  cordially  congi'atulate  all  the  authorities  and 
the  people  who  were  instrimiental  in  giving  so  much  pleasure  to  the 
millions  from  all  lands  who  have  attended.  They  deserve  and  will 
f receive  their  lasting  gratitude.     The  young  will  be  inspired  in  their 
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efforts  to  fit  thcmflelves  for  luefblneBe  by  what  diej  hxre  seen^  md 
all  claM6«  will  learn  to  estimate,  at  its  true  Tahie,  tlie  free  inter- 
course  of  the  people  of  all  nations,  and  be  led  to  take  a  Imnder 
Tiew,  and  judge  more  kindly  the  institutions  and  opportunitieB  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  old  world. 

Perhaps  I  should  not  forget  that,  amongst  the  important  erents 
of  the  year,  has  been  the  proposed  extension  of  our  national  bounda- 
ries. The  project  does  not  seem  to  hare  been  received  with  entire 
unanimity  or  satisfaction.  A  moral  element  has  been  introduced^ 
rather  new  in  Anglo-Saxon  diplomacy,  which  was  not  remembered 
with  mnch  zeal  in  the  case  of  Texas,  but  may  elicit  nK»e  enthusiasm 
and  bring  more  success  in  the  case  of  the  isles  of  the  seas,  two 
thousand  miles  distant.  However,  many  wiU  watch  the  outcome 
with  becoming  serenity,  should  a  conmiunity  poorly  adapted  to  oar 
political  methods  fail  to  become  a  part  of  the  nation,  under  our 
present  circumstances. 

OUR  WORK  FOR  THE   rUTTRE. 

There  seems  to  be  verv  little  necessitv  for  anv  radical  chan^  in 
the  methods  of  work  of  the  Society.  Constant  intercourse  with 
the  officers  of  other  institutions  and  long  experience  have  developed 
for  us  the  best  methods :  but  the  Council  wiD  ever  be  on  the  alert 
to  ascertain  *ach  impruvement:?  as  may  be  useful,  and  to  readily 
adopt  them. 

For  the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  more  ample 
income  is  irri.atly  nee^Jcrl  to  k,xp  the  Society  abreast  of  simUar 
institutions  in  our  own  and  neiirhboring  States.  It  seems  to  me 
that  early  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Society  in  this  matter. 
An  urL.^'nt  necessity  exists  for  more  room.  The  Council,  e:irly  in 
the  summer,  asketl  the  oi.»ns<'nt  of  the  Sxriety  to  the  erection  of  a 
new  tire-proof  rmiMinir  in  the  rear  of  the  Society's  house.  The 
Societal',  by  a  ilei^isive  T.>te,  grr.nted  permission  to  proceed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  presented,  but  the  Council,  on  further  eon- 
siJention,  and  lar^ly  jwing  to  the  business  depression,  deemed  it 
best  to  {K^stjK^e  the  work.  It  was  hopeil.  when  the  Council  asked 
the  S«xMety  this  permission,  that  a  subscription  in  aid  of  the  work 
might  be  taken  up,  but  the  scareity  of  money  and  the  high  interest 
prevalent  seemed  to  assure  failure,  at  that  time,  of  any  such  effort. 
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The  stringency  is  over,  and  unusual  ease  in  the  money  market  and 
abundance  have  followed.  In  the  near  future,  as  business  revives, 
a  more  successful  effort  may  be  made. 

Some  system  should  be  devised  to  promote  a  steady  increase  of 
the  endowment  funds ;  it  may  not  be  in  a  large  amount  yearly,  but 
growth,  at  least  to  some  extent,  in  our  means  is  as  necessary  in  this 
department  as  in  others. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  educational,  although  supplemental. 
It  leads  to  a  review  of  the  past,^  it  keeps  alive  the  memories  of 
worthy  as  well  as  renowned  men,  it  promotes  reverence  and  unity 
of  families,  it  teaches  men  to  respect  themselves,  and  encoiurages 
them  to  remember  that  a  good  name  is  better  than  great  riches. 

Its  associations  are  pleasant,  and  its  friendships  enduring.  Let 
us  see  to  it  that  there  be  no  failure  at  our  hands. 


PROCEEDINGS. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New-England  Historic  Genea* 
liOOinAi.  Society  waa  held  in  the  hall  of  Baetun  Univerdity,  No.  ISl 
Somerset  Street^  Boston,  on  Wednesday,  January  3,   1894^  at 

o*cloek  in  the  afternoon. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  the  Vice-President,  the  Hon«l 
Samuel  Abbott  Green»  A.M.,  MrD-,  was  on  motion  of  Charlce  S,^ 
Ensign^  LL.B*,  choeen    president  pro  temp&re.     Dr.  Green,  on 

taking  the  chair,  spoke  as  follows ; 

"Gentlemen  of  the  New-England  Historic  Genealogical  Society; 
For  this  mark  of  your  kindnees  and  courtesy  I  return  yon  my 
sincere  thanks.  I  regret  exceedingly  the  enforced  absence  of  the 
able  President  of  the  Society,  whose  ill-health  compels  liiin  to 
seek  a  more  congenial  climate  than  is  found  in  a  New  England 
winter.  Although  absent,  he  has  not  forgotten  his  associates  at  this 
anniversary  meeting,  but  has  sent  an  address  which  the  Recording 
Secretary,  Mr.  Gordon,  will  read  at  the  proper  time. 

"We  meet  this  afternoon  in  order  to  hear  the  various  annual 
reports  on  the  work  of  the  Society  and  to  choose  officers  who  may 
serve  for  another  year, — and  also  for  the  transaction  of  any  other 
business  that  may  rightly  come  before  the  meeting.  I  am  aware 
that  this  is  not  the  time  for  any  extended  remarks,  but  I  am  tempted 
to  congratulate  the  members  on  the  success  which  has  attended  their 
labors  in  behalf  of  the  Society.  Never  before  has  the  spirit  of  his- 
torical and  genealogical  enquiry,  not  only  in  New  England  but 
throughout  the  land,  been  so  rife  as  it  has  been  during  the  last  few 
years,  and  particularly  as  it  is  at  the  present  period.  And  this 
spirit  is  due  largely  to  the  influence  of  the  Register,  which  for 
nearly  half  a  century  has  appeared  regularly  at  the  appointed  time. 
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Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  editors  of  that  periodical, 
particularly  to  those  who  worked  hanl  for  its  welfare  during  the 
early  days  of  it«  existence,  before  the  public  had  been  educated  to 
appreciate  such  Uibors.  It  has  cultivate*!  a  taste  in  the  community 
for  general  research,  whieli  is  just  beginning  to  receive  its  fruition  ; 
and  genealogical  scholars  throughout  the  country  are  reaping  the 
benefit.  With  the  exception  of  poi=(sibly  one  or  two  denominational 
periodicals.  The  New-Englai^d  IIistdiucal  and  Genealogical 
Register  is  now  the  oldest  quarterly  magazine  in  the  United 
States.  It  has  never  changed  its  name,  but  lias  always  been  true  to 
its  original  purpose  ;  and  to-day  a  complete  set  of  the  work  takes 
foremost  rank  among  publications  of  its  kind  in  all  the  large 
libraries  of  the  world. 

^On  this  occasion  the  'Genealogical  Gleanings  in  England,' by 
]Vlr.  Waters,  shoidd  not  be  overlooked  in  connt^ction  with  the  Reg- 
IBXER,  as  there  they  originally  appeared.  His  discoveries  in  rela- 
tion to  John  Harvard,  Roger  Williams  and  George  ^\^a8bington 
should  furnish  capital  enough  to  set  any  magazine  on  a  firm  founda- 
tion, to  say  nothing  about  other  contributions  by  him  to  historical 
and  genealogical  literature,  which  have  first  seen  the  light  through 
the  same  pages." 

The  record  of  the  last  Stated  Electing  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Monthly  Report  of  the  Council  was  presented,  and  the  nomi- 
nations for  membership  were,  agreealjly  to  the  By-Laws,  referred 
to  the  next  Stated  Meeting.  Seven  resident  members  nominated  at 
the  December  meeting  w^ere  then  elected. 

The  business  of  the  Montldy  Meeting  having  been  completed,  the 
Annuid  Reports  were  presented  and  accepted,  namely  :—

by  twenty  members,  naming  a  candidate  for  one  member  of  tk 
Council,  wad  also  presented,  and  his  name  was  added  to  the  list, 

Messrs.  Caleb  Benjamin  Tuxikohast  and  Walter  Hapgoop, 
both  of  Boston,  were  appointe<l  tellers.  A  b^ot  was  taken,  and 
all  of  the  Officers  and  two  members  of  the  Council  reported  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  were  elected.  The  candidate  for  the  CouJi- 
oil  named  on  the  nomination  paper  waa  also  elected. 

The  Annual  Address  of  the  President,  the  Hon,  Wiixl4M  Claf- 
UH^  LL.D.,  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Clafuk  bdng 
necessarily  absent. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev,  Ezba  Hott  Bttngton,  D.D.,  the  Presi- 
dent's Adilrefis  was  referred  to  the  Council  with  instructions  to 
include  it  in  the  published  proceedings  of  this  meeting. 

John  Tyler  Hassam,  A.M.,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Con 
mittee  on  the  Preservation  of  the  Probate  Files  of  Suffolk  Countfi' 
made  a  report  which  waa  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  printed  witb_ 
the  proceedings. 

The  Hon,  Thomas  Weston,  A»M,,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lutions, which  were  unanimously  adopted : —

two  of  i\A  retiring  Vice-Presidents,  the  Hon.  Joskpb  B.  Walker,  ikMn

Rtiolved:  That  the  Society  icknowledges  its  ohligations  to  John  T. 
Ha  SB  AM,  A^M.,  who  retires  this  year  from  the  office  of  Councillor  in 
which  he  has  serred  ^ve  years,  baring  previously  been  a  nember  of  tlia 
Board  of  Directors  for  seven  years,  in  both  of  which  offioes  ha  bat  worked 
cealoQsly  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Society, 

On  motion  of  Fbakk  Euot  Bbadish,  A,B.  : — 

Vohd:  That  the  Secretary  notify  the  proper  Officers  ol  the  Boston  Uni- 
Tersity,  that  this  Society  cordially  inritea  the  CorporatioD,  Instmctors,  sod 
Students  of  tbe  Boston  University  to  attend  its  Stated  MeeDngs,  in  recog* 
uition  of  the  courteous  consideration  which  a^ords  the  Society  such  pleassat 
quarters  for  its  present  meetings.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Byington  offered  some  resolutions  in  relation  to 
the  books,  manuscripts,  etc.,  in  the  possession  of  the  Society. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  W.  Cunxingham,  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  was  postponed  to  the  February  meeting. 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Lexington  Historical 
Society,  urging  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
for  the  abolition  of  Fast  Day  and  the  establishment  of  the  19th  of 
April  as  a  public  holiday.  On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Byington 
the  matter  was  referred  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Daveo  G.  Haskins  Jr.,  A.M.,  offered  an  amendment  to  Article 
2,  Chapter  4,  of  the  By-Laws,  relating  to  the  manner  of  choosing 
a  Nominating  Committee,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Byington  an  amend- 
ment to  Article  2  of  Chapter  3,  changing  the  order  of  proceedings 
at  the  Stated  Meetings.  The  two  amendments  were  referred  to  a 
Committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  David  G.  Haskins,  Jr.,  Charles 
Sidney  Ensign  and  George  Kuhn  Clarke,  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting. 

On  motion  of  Albert  A.  Folsom,  Esq.,  the  thanks  of  the 
Society  were  presented  to  the  Hon.  Samuel  A.  Green,  M.D.,  for 
his  acceptable  service  as  President  pro  tern,  of  this  meeting. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Anson  Titus,  it  was — 

Voted:  That  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Standing  Committees,  this  day 
accepted,  the  Necrology  and  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  be  referred  to 
the  Council  with  full  authority  to  print,  publish  and  distribute  the  same  in 
pamphlet  edition  to  members,  donors  and  exchanging  societies. 

The  meeting  was  then  dissolved. 


REPORT   OF   THE    COUNCIL. 

Prbskntkd  bt  William  Stanford  Stbvkns,  A.M.,  M.D. 


The  Council  has  the  honor  of  ffubmitdng,  according  to  a  require- 
ment of  the  By-Laws,  its  Fifth  Annual  Report,  and  in  doing  so  it 
takes  pleasure  in  informing  the  Society  that  its  deliberations  during 
the  year  have  been  harmonious,  and  hopes  that  the  results  will 
prove  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  Society  and  to  the  public. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  committee  reports,  progrew 
has  been  made  in  rearranging  and  cataloguing  our  library,  which  is 
thus  rendered  more  accessible  to  the  members.  The  finances  have 
been  carefully  guarded,  and  expenditures  made  only  where  Ae 
greatest  good  for  the  largest  number  would  result. 

The  Register,  which  is  our  best  means  of  bringing  our  Society 
to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  literary  world,  and  which  has  always 
reflected  great  credit  upon  the  Society,  has  been  maintained  at  its 
usual  standard  of  excellence,  and  has  been  published  regularly. 

The  hours  during  which  the  library  is  kept  open  have  been 
extended.  The  large  room  on  the  second  floor  has  been  put  in 
order  for  use,  thus  relieving  to  some  extent  the  over-crowded  con- 
dition of  the  room  above. 

Valuable  papers  upon  interesting  subjects  have  been  read  at  the 
monthly  meetings,  and  the  large  attendance  at  these  meetings  shows 
how  much  our  meetings  are  appreciated  by  not  only  our  members, 
but  by  the  public  at  large. 

The  time  is  not  far  distant,  indeed  it  is  here  to-day,  when  the 
Society  must  have  enlarged  quarters  for  its  increasng  library.  It 
is  to  he  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  see  marked  progress  in 
that  direction,  either  by  building  an  extension  to  our  present  house, 
or  by  building  a  new  house  elsewhere  in  the  city. 

In  a  new  house,  or  in  a  fire-proof  addition  to  our  present  one, 
not  only  could  our  library  be  put  into  satisfactory  condition,  but

the  treasures  of  our  Cabinet,  a  collection  of  great  interest  and 
value,  could  be  brought  out  to  view^  and  this  would  add  a  ^eat 
attraction  to  all,  ?ind  would  etimidate  gifts  of  all  kinds  of  curious 
and  historical  relies,  with  which  New  England  abounds.

The  Committee  on  tke  Library  reports,  through  its  Chairman^ 
the  Rev.  Henry  A.  Hazen,  1)  J).  : 

That  of  the  $320,  being  the  income  of  the  Sever  and  Russell 
Funds,  appropriated  by  the  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
1302.33  have  been  expended,  leaving  a  balfince  of  $17,67, 

Twenty-five  period ieals  or  serial  publications  and  two  newspapers 
have  been  eidjscribed  for.      Seven  books  have  been  obtained  by 

bscription,  and  twenty-nine  purchased  of  dealers. 

Many  of  these  volumes  are  of  great  value  to  our  students* 

Reference  has  been  made,  in  previous  report*,  to  onr  fine  library 
of  English  parish  registers  and  similar  publications,  and  it  is  the  aim 
of  the  Ijihrary  Committee  to  enrich  this  department  as  much  as  our 
means  will  permit. 

During  the  year  the  large  number  of  volumes  in  the  old  library 
room  have  been  classified  and  carefully  arranged  on  the  shelves  by 
the  volunteer  labor  of  members  of  the  Library  Committee,  and  our 
extensive  collection  of  statistical  and  other  almanacs  rendered 
accessible.  The  bound  files  of  newspapers  have  been  systematically 
flhelved  in  room  2,  and  arc  now  frecpiently  consulted,  and  a  great 
number  oi^  pamphlets,  4^)rmerly  stored  in  the  same  room,  have  been 
brought  up-st^iirs,  sorted  and  catalogued.  In  the  new  library  room 
thirty-four  divisions  of  books,  in  general  use,  have  been  catalogued 
eince  November  1st,  1802,  and  twelve  divisions,  including  man^^  of 
the  genealogies,  remain  to  be  to  catalogued.  As  the  latter  recpiirc 
a  thorough  analytical  catalogue,  several  months  will  be  necessary  to 

mplete  the  work. 

The  library  hours  have  been  extended  to  half-past  nine  p.m,  on 

Wednesdays  and  to  five  P,M.  on  Saturdays,  which  enables  persons 

use  our  library  who  otherwise  could  not  do  so. 

Tlie  Committee  recommends  the  following: 

That,  as  two  complete  sets  of  any  series  of  almanacs  arc  sufficient 
for  the  Society's  purposes,  the  great  number  of  duplicates,  now 

ing  sorted  and  listed  by  members,  be  disposed  of  by  exchange 


with  or  gift  to  goeieties  similar  to  our  own.     Most  of  theee  fikilAiU|^| 
are  imnns  of  a  later  dat€  than  1^30,  and  are  uosakble.  ^M 

That  the  numerous  duplicate  public  documente,  for  which  we  can 
ill  aflord  space  >  and  which  tlie  Society  is  under  no  obligations  1^ 
keep,  be  disposed  of  to  the  best  advantage,  ^| 

That,  as  soon  as  the  Society  has  ftmds  available^  all  the  une^irted 
pamphlets  in  room  2  and  in  the  cellar,  be  an^anged  alphabetically, 
under  subjects,  in  wooden  boxes,  and  placed  on  the  shelves*  The 
cost  18  estimated  by  librariane  at  about  |L50  per  thougand  for  bt^xea, 
bandies  and  labels,  and  $1,50  per  thousand  for  labor  in  arranging. 
By  this  uHthod  a  great  saving  of  space  is  assured,  the  entire  depth 
of  the  shelf  being  utilized.  Pamphlets  piled  en  mtzsse  are  of  no 
use  to  any  one,  and  our  collection  is  too  valuable  to  remain  in  sadt:^ 
condition.  The  pamphlets,  properly  arranged  as  suggested,  wonloii^ 
be  accessible  and  ultimately  could  be  eatidogued. 

The  Committee,  in  closing,  state  that  another  year  should  ^i^^ 
important  improvements  in  the  appearance  and  utility  of  our  collet 
tions,  but  that  volunteer  labor  cannot  be  rchcd  upon  to  do  all  iimt 
is  necessary,  and  that  its  progress  is  slow.     The  number  of  pereoiui 
using  our  library  is  iucreaeing  year  by  year,  and  the  usefulnesi  at' 
the  Society  is  constantly  demonstrated-  j 

The  Committee  on  Publication  reports,  through  its  Chairmiui, 
Albert  H.  Hoyt,  A.M. :  ^ 

The  Kegister  has  been  regularly  and  promptly  issued,  and  under 
the  able  editorial  management  and  labors  of  John  Ward  Dean, 
A.M.,  this  Quarterly  maintains  in  all  its  departments  the  reputation 
it  has  long  had,  especially  in  the  department  of  genealogy  and 
family  history.  The  subscription  list  has  been  carefully  scrutinized, 
and  such  measures  are  being  pursued  as,  it  is  believed,  will  secoie 
the  payment  of  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  delayed  or  delinquent 
subscriptions. 

The  proceedings  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January  last  were 
printed  and  distributed  among  the  members  of  the  Society,  and 
copies  were  also  forwarded  to  such  Historical  Societies  as  send  their 
publications  to  our  Society. 

An  edition  of  200  copies  of  the  amended  By-Laws  has  been 
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printed,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Council,  and  delivered  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  is  making  progress  in  carrying  out  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Council  respecting  the  perfecting  and  binding  of  a 
limited  number  of  copies  of  the  Bond  genealogies. 

Progress  is  also  being  made  in  printing  the  fifth  volume  of  the 
Memorial  Biographies.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 

PRESERVATION  OF  THE  PROBATE  FILES 

OF  SUFFOLK  COUNTY. 

Pkessnted  by  Joun  T.  Hamam  A.  M.,  Chaxrman. 


With  the  growth  of  the  country  in  wealth  and  population,  record 
ofGccs  like  Registries  of  Probate  and  Registries  of  Deeds  are  rapidly 
becoming  great  libraries — vast  collections  of  books  of  exceptional 
value  and  importance.  While  nearly  every  great  library  has  on  ita 
shelves  some  bibliographical  rarity  which  exists  perhaps  only  in  a 
single  copy  and  which  is  reverently  shown  to  distinguished  visitors, 
in  these  Registries  every  book  is  unique.  Its  loss  is  irreparable. 
If  destroyed  it  cannot  be  duplicated  or  replaced. 

The  dangers  to  which  the  public  records  are  exposed,  and  the 
proper  method  of  preserving  them,  are  set  forth  in  a  report  made  to 
this  Society  at  its  annual  meeting  in  1889.  As  that  report  was 
printed  in  the  Society's  Proceedings  for  that  year  and  reprinted  in 
the  First  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Records,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legishiture  being  especially  called  to  it,  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  refer  to  it  here. 

The  regret  therein  expressed  "  that  when  the  General  Court  in 
1639  first  made  provision  for  our  system  of  records,  it  did  not  re- 
quire them  to  be  on  parchment,  as  was  the  case  with  contemporary 
records  in  England,  instead  of  allowing  them  to  be  intrusted  to  such 
perishable  material  as  paper"  may  be  reiterated  here.  "For  paper, 
even  the  best  of  it,  cannot  be  lasting  or  pennanent." 

The  rapid  deterioration  of  the  records  in  the  Suffolk  Registry  of 
Deeds,  since  the  introduction  into  the  building  in  which  they  are 
now  kept  of  steam  heat  and  gas,  and  the  decay  of  the  very  paper 
on  which  they  are  written,  although  it  has  been  but  little  exposed 
to  dampness  and  has  had  the  protection  of  hea\'y  bindings,  are  well 
known  to  those  who  have  occasion  to  consult  those  records. 
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But  in  the  matter  of  the  files  of  the  Probate  Court  the  situation 
is  particularly  grave.     There  is  need  of  prompt  action  to  preserve 

them  from  the  fiite  which  mU8t  surely  befall  them*  These  files,  it 
must  he  remembered,  include  all  the  original  wills,  inventories, 
bonds,  petitions,  accounts,  decrees,  all  the  papers  in  fact,  recorded 
or  unrecorded,  filed  in  the  Court  from  the  early  days  of  the  Colony 
down  to  the  present  time.  Thousands  of  them  ha%^e  never  been 
recorded  at  all  and  exist  only  in  the  originaL  They  can  never  be 
replaced  if  once  destroyed. 

The  paper  on  which  they  are  ^vritten,  eepeoially  in  the  case  of  the 
earlier  documents,  has  nearly  reached  the  limit  of  its  powers  of 
resistance  to  decay.  Some  of  the  instruments  are  in  an  extremely 
precarious  condition.     They  need  the  most  tender  care. 

But  on  the  removal,  In  September  last,  of  the  Rej^igtry  of  Pro- 
bate to  the  new  Court  House  in  Pemberton  Sr|uure,  more  than  a 
thinl  of  these  files  were  placed  in  the  basement  of  the  building. 
The  dampness  of  that  basement  was  already  known  and  had  been 
commented  upon.  Tlie  letting  on  of  the  steam  heat  when  cold 
I  weather  came  aggravated  the  situation.  For  the  alternate  absorp- 
tion of  moisture  and  drying  by  steam  heat  arc  especially  injurious 
to  such  documents,  and  render  their  destruction  only  a  question  of 
time.  To  make  matters  worse,  they  are  |>laced  in  vaults  without 
proper  ventilation.  Sunlight  and  air  are  just  as  essential  to  books 
and  papers  as  to  human  beings.  In  a  1  amiable  desire  to  prescrv^e 
them  from  fire,  equally  important  considerations  seem  to  have  been 
1  entirely  overlooked. 

Your  comuiittce  believe  that  papers  of  such  value  should  not  be 
kept  in  vaults,  either  in  basement  or  in  gallery. 

The  costly  lessons  which  librarians  have  been  obliged  to  learn  by 
hard  experience  should  not  be  lost  on  those  who  have  the  custody 
of  public  records,  and  wdiose  duty  it  is  to  hand  down  to  their  suc- 
cessors unimpaired  and  intact  the  priceless  documents  temporarily 
placed  in  their  hands. 

"The  two  greatest  enemies  of  books,'*  says  Dr,  Poole,  the  ex- 
perienced librarian  of  the  New^berry  Library,  "are  fire  and  heat. 
All  libraries  are  built  in  these  days  as  nearly  fire-proof  as  possilde, 
but  not  all  are  arranged  to  prevent  the  slower  destmetion  by  heat." 

Valuable  documents  like  these  Probate  files  should  be  kept  neither 
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in  basements  nor  in  galleries  where  the  atmospheric  conditions 
inseparable  from  insufficient  ventilation  render  their  destruction  cer- 
tain. In  a  gallery  ten  feet  high  the  temperature  is  said  to  be  l(P 
higher  than  at  the  floor,  and  in  one  twenty  feet  high  the  temper- 
ature is  proportionately  higher.  In  the  best  libraries,  the  hi^ 
stack  system  has  been  superseded  by  the  modem  method  of  shelv- 
ing. Stacks  are  not  built  more  than  eight  feet  high.  This  allows 
free  circulation  of  air  above  the  books  and  prevents  them  from 
becoming  overheated. 

The  records  and  files  in  the  Registry  of  Probate  and  the  records 
in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  are  the  most  important  of  the  County 
Records.  They  should  be  removed  to  some  proper  place  where 
their  preservation  can  be  assured.  They  should  be  placed  in  a 
building  absolutely  fire-proof,  constructed  for  the  purpose,  standing 
apart  from  all  other  buildings  and  large  enough  properly  to  accom- 
modate both  under  one  roof. 

Their  safety  and  the  public  convenience  alike  demand  it.

BY-LAWS, 


CHAPTER  I. 

THE  CORPORATE  SEAL, 


Art*  1.  —  The  device  hitherto  used  hj  the  Society,  and  here- 
with printedj  shall  continue  to  be  the  seal  of  the  Corporation, 
and  may  be  affixed  to  any  instrument  by  an  impression  in  ink 
or  by  a  stamp ;  namely,  — 


Abt,  2.  —  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody 
of  the  aealj  which  shall  be  kept  in  the  Society's  House.

and  shall  be  exempted  from  the  annual  payment,  if,  at  any 
time  after  his  admission,  he  has  paid  or  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  thirty  dollars  in  addition  to  his  previous  paynieuts ; 
and  all  receipts  for  Life-Membership -shall  be  and  remain  per- 
manently funded,  the  iD  teres t  only  to  be  used  for  current 
expenses.  Life  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights 
and  privUeges  ol  Resident  Members, 

Art.  6.  —  If  any  person  elected  a  Eesident  Member  shall 
neglect  for  three  months  after  notification  of  his  election  to 
accept  his  membership  in  writing,  and  to  pay  his  admission 
fee ;  and  if  any  person  elected  an  Honorary  or  Corresponding 
Member  shall  neglect  for  one  year  after  such  notification  to 
accept  his  membership  in  writing,  —  such  election  shall  be  void. 
If  any  Resident  Member  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  annual  assess- 
ment for  one  year  after  it  shall  have  become  due,  he  shall 
cease  to  be  a  member.  But  this  provision  shall  not  take  effect 
until  one  month  after  such  member's  name  shall  have  been 
read  to  the  Council,  and  a  special  notice  given  to  him.  The 
Council  may,  in  their  discretion,  suspend  the  above  provisions 
of  this  Article  for  a  reasonable  time.  Any  person  who  shall 
have  ceased  to  be  a  member,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Article,  for  non-payment  of  his  assessment  may,  at  any  time 
within  two  years,  be  re-instated  in  his  membership  by  the 
Council,  on  paying  said  assessment  and  all  subsequent  assess- 
ments that  would  have  been  due  from  him,  if  he  had  remained 
a  member  of  the  Society. 

Art.  7.  —  Diplomas  signed  by  the  President,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  two  Secretaries,  shall  be  issued  to  all  the 
members* 

Abt.  8*  —  Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Society  at 
any  time,  by  sending  a  written  resignation  to  the  Recording 
Secretary,  and  paying  all  assessments  due.  Any  member  may 
be  expelled  for  cause  at  any  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
upon  a  unanimous  recommendation  voted  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  one  month's  notice  in  writing  having  been 
first  given  to  such  member,  if  his  residence  is  known. 


CHAPTER  m. 

MEETINGS,  QUOBUM,  AND  AMSNDICEHTS. 

Art.  1.  —  There  shall  be  a  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Society  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month  except  July,  August,  and 
September,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  in  their  House 
in  Boston:  provided,  however,  that  the  Council  shall  have 
authority  to  postpone  any  Stated  Meeting,  or  to  dispense  with 
it  altogether,  or  to  direct  it  to  be  held  at  another  place,  or  at 
another  hour,  whenever,  for  any  cause,  they  may  deem  it  desir- 
able or  expedient  Special  Meetings  shall  be  called  by  either 
of  the  Secretaries,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or,  in  case 
of  his  death,  absence,  or  inability,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
or  of  the  Council 

The  Stated  Meeting  in  January  shall  be  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Corporation. 

Art.  2.  —  At  all  meetings  the  record  of  the  preceding  meet- 
ing shall  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary  immediately  after 
the  presiding  ofiBcer  has  called  the  meeting  to  order;  after 
which,  at  all  Special  Meetings,  the  business  for  which  the 
meeting  was  called  shall  be  transacted ;  and  at  all  Stated  Meet- 
ings the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows,  unless  otherwise 
ordered :  — 

Firsty  The  reading  of  Papers  and  Essays. 

Second,  The  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Third,  The  Librarian's  Report. 

Fourth,  The  Report  of  the  Council. 

Fifth,  The  Election  of  Members,  and  action  on  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Council. 

Sixth,  The  Historiographer's  Report. 

Seventh,  The  unfinished  business  and  the  assignments  of  the 
last  meeting,  taken  up  in  their  order. 

Eighth,  The  transaction  of  other  business. 


CHAPTER  IV. 


OFFICERS- 


Aet.  3,  ^  Upon  the  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  any 
motion  or  resolution,  ofifered  at  any  meeting,  shall  be  submitted 
in  ^'riting. 

Art,  4  —  Fifteen  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  pur- 
poses except  for  amendment  of  the  By*La%vs,  which  shall  be 
made  only  at  a  Stated  Meeting  (in  the  notification  of  which 
mention  has  been  made  of  a  purpose  to  amend  the  By-Laws) 
at  which  not  less  than  twenty  members  are  present,  and  after 
the  subject  has  been  reported  on  by  a  Committee  appointed  for 

I  the  purpose  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Society. 
AiiT.  1.  —  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
who  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Council;  a  Vice-President  for 
each  of  l^he  New  England  States ;  a  Eecording  Secretary,  who 
shall  be  Secretary  of  the  Council ;  a  Corresponding  Secretary ; 
a  Treasurer ;  and  a  Librarian  :  all  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  for  one  year,  or  until  others  are  duly  chosen  and 
installed. 

The  President,  the   Vice-President   for  Massachusetts,  the 
Recording  Secretary,  the   Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treas- 
urer, and  the  Librnrian,  with  nine  other  members,  shall  con- 
stitute   the  Council   of  the    Society.     Each   member  of  the 
Council  shall  have  a  vote.     Of  the  said  nine  members  three 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each    Annual  Jlceting  for  the 
I        term  of  three  years^  in  place  of  the  three  whose  term  then 
H   expires ;   and   no  one  who  has  served  a  full  term  of  three 
'        years  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  one  year,  at  least, 
after  the  expiration  of  his  term.     P^lections  to  fill  vacancies 


which  may  occur  in  the  Council  shall  h©  for  the  ixnexptred 
term  or  terms,  and  shall  be  by  ballot  j  and  such  vacanciea 
may  he  filkd  at  any  subsequent  Stated  Meeting  on  nominal 
tion  by  the  Council,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Art,  2.  —  There  shall  be  a  Historiographer  and  an  Editor 
of  Publicatiofis  appointed  annually  by  the  Council,  to  whom 
they  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties. 

Art*  3,  —  At  the  Stated  Meeting  in  December,  a  dominating 
Committee  of  five  persons  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the 
Society.  Any  three  or  more  members  of  the  Society  may 
nominate  one  or  more  merabere  of  such  Corainittee  by  Bending 
to  the  lieconling  Secretary,  three  days  at  least  before  said 
meeting,  a  nomination  paper  signed  by  them,  containing  such 
names.  The  Recording  Secretury  shall  cause  all  such  namce 
to  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order  on  a  ballot,  to  be  furnisheJ 
the  members  at  said  meeting.  And  any  member  desiring  to 
Tote  shall  mark  a  cross  (X)  on  such  ballot  against  the  names 
of  any  members  of  the  Society,  not  exceeding  five,  whether 
printed  on  euch  ballot  or  not,  wJiora  he  may  select.  This 
Committee  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  a  list  of 
candidates  for  Officers,  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Any  twenty  or  more  members  may  nominate  a  member  for 
election  to  any  position  to  be  filled  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
by  signing  and  sending  a  nomination  paper  to  the  Recording 
Secretary,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December ;  and  all  can- 
didates so  nominated  shall  have  their  names  printed  on  the 
ballots,  in  addition  to  the  names  of  those  nominated  by  the 
Committee.  Should  more  than  one  person  be  nominated  for 
any  position,  the  names  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  in  alpha- 
betical order  without  any  designation ;  and  each  member  vot- 
ing shall  mark  a  cross  (X)  against  the  name  of  the  candidate 
for  whom  he  desires  to  vote. 

Art.  4.  —  No  member,  in  voting  at  any  meeting,  for  any 
Officer,  or  for  any  member  of  the  Council  or  of  any  Committee, 
shall  be  limited  to  the  candidates  who  have  been  nominated ; 
but  he  may  vote  for  any  member  of  the  Society. 


Art.  5,  — Seven  days,  at  least,  before  every  meeting  at  which 
Officers  or  members  of  the  Council  are  to  be  chosen,  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  shall  send  a  notice  thereof  to  each  Resident  and 
Life  Member,  containing  the  names  of  all  persons  nominated 
for  such  positions. 


CHAPTER  V. 

THE   PRESIDENT, 

Art.  1.  —  The  President  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Officer 
of  the  Society;  and,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  shall 
superintend  and  conduct  its  prudential  affairs. 

Art.  2.  —  The  President,  and  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents  (the  Vice-President  for  Massachusetts  having  prece- 
dence), shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  In  the 
absence  of  all  these  oflScerSi  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be 
chosen. 

Art,  3. — ^  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  all  committees  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  presiding  officer,  and  confirmed  by  the 
Society. 


CHAPTER  VL 

THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY* 

Art.  1.  —  The  Recording  Secretary,  or,  in  case  of  his  death, 
absence,  or  inability,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  shall  warn 
all  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Council,  in  such  manner 
as  the  Council  shall  direct 

Art,  2,  —  He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  the  same ;  enter- 
ing in  full  all  accepted  reports  of  committees,  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed,  or  unless  the  same  are  to  be  included  in  the 
printed  Proceedings. 
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Art,  3-  —  H©  shall  enter  the  names  of  all  members  syateiH' 
atically  in  books  kept  for  the  purpose, 

Abt.  4  —  All  books  and  papers  in  his  official  cnstody  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  Society,  and  shall  be  kept  in  the  Libmry. 

Abt.  5.  —  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  of  all  the 
Vica-Preaideiits,  he  shall,  if  present,  call  the  meeting  to  order, 
and  preaide  until  a  President  fro  tempore  is  cboseiL 


CHAPTER  VIL 

THE  coEBESPONDma  becreta:bt. 

Abt.  1.  —  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  inform  all  per* 
sons  of  their  election  as  members ;  send  to  each  a  copy  of  the 
By-Laws,  calling  attention  to  Articles  5  and  6  of  Chapter  II. ; 
and  on  their  acceptance  issue  the  proper  diplomas* 

Aet.  2.  —  He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Soci- 
ety not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  deposit  all  original  letters 
received  and  copies  of  all  letters  sent,  in  regular  files,  in  the 
Library. 

Art.  3.  —  At  every  Stated  Meeting  he  shall  read  such 
communications  as  he  may  have  received  since  the  last 
Stated  Meeting. 


CHAPTER  VIIL 

THE  TREASUBEB. 

Art.  1.  —  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the 
Society,  and  shall  keep,  in  books  belonging  to  it,  regular  and 
faithful  accounts  of  all  the  moneys  and  funds  of  the  Society 
that  may  come  into  his  hands,  and  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures connected  with  the  same,  —  which  accounts  shall  be  open 
always  to  the  inspection  of  the  Council ;  and  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  he  shall  make  a  written  or  printed  report  of  all  his 
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doinga  for  the  year  preceding,  of  the  amount  and  condition 
of  all  the  property  of  the  Society  iDtrusted  to  him,  and  the 
character  of  the  investments. 

Akt.  2.—^  He  shall  invest  and  manage  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Council. 

Aet.  3,  —  "When  required  to  do  so,  he  shall  give  bonds  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

Aet.  4  —  He  shall  pay  no  moneys,  except  on  draft  of  the 
Council,  or  of  its  duly  authorized  committee. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

APPROPRIATIONS,  AND  TRBASUEER'S   ACCOUNTS. 

Aet.  1,  —  No  person  or  committee  shall  incur  any  debt  or 
liability  in  the  name  of  the  Societyj  unless  in  accordance  with 
a  previous  vote  and  appropriation  therefor  by  the  Society  or 
the  CouncE. 

Art.  2.  —  At  the  Stated  Meeting  in  December  an  Auditing 
Committee,  consisting  of  not  less  than  two  persona  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  shall  be  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  preceding,  and  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  to  report  thereon,  and  on  the  state  of  any  property  of 
the  Society  in  his  hands. 


CHAPTER  X. 

the  librarian. 

Art.  1.  —  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  books, 
tracts,  maps,  manuscripts,  and  other  property  appropriate  to 
the  Librarj^  and  of  all  coins^  works  of  art,  remains  of  anti- 
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quity,  and  other  articles  appropriatB  to  the  Cabinet ;  and  shall 
cause  to  be  made,  and  kept  exact  and  perfect,  catalogues  of 
each  and  aU  of  them,  doing  whatever  may  be  in  his  power, 
at  all  timesj  to  preserve  and  increase  the  collections  under 
his  care. 

He  shall  properly  assort,  store,  and  safely  keep,  ia  such  place 
or  places  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Council,  all  books, 
papers,  and  other  articles  not  appropriate  to  the  Library  or 
the  Cabinet, 

He  also  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  Society's  House. 

Art*  2.  —  He  shall  acknowledge  every  gift  that  may  be

Art.  3.  — ^  At  every  Stated  Meeting  he  shall  report  all  gifta 
made  to  the  Library  and  the  Cabinet  since  the  last  Stated 
Meeting;  and,  at  the  Annnal  Meeting,  he  shall  present  a  state- 
ment of  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  Library  and  of  the 
condition  of  the  Cabinet,  with  a  detailed  list  of  all  acce^ions 
to  each  during  the  year,  and  the  names  of  all  donors, 

Akt*  4  —  He  may  have  one  or  more  assistants,  appointed 
by  the  Council,  who  shall  aid  him  in  all  or  any  of  his  duties; 
who  also  shall  aid  the  Recording  Secretary  in  warning  meet- 
ings, copying  reports,  or  in  such  other  ways  as  may  be  required ; 
and  who  shall  render  such  other  services  to  the  Society  con- 
nected with  its  Library,  its  proceedings,  and  its  publications  as 
the  Council  may  direct 

Art.  5. — He  shall  be  present  in  the  Library,  in  person  or 
by  an  assistant,  at  such  hours  and  times  as  may  be  appointed 
by  the  Council  for  keeping  it  open,  and  shall  endeavor  to  ren- 
der it  useful  to  all  who  may  resort  to  it 

Art.  6.  —  He  shall  make  all  necessary  preparations  for  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Council,  to  whom  he  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties. 

Art.  7.  —  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices  as  the  Council  shall  determine.

CHAPTEE  XL 

THE  HISTORIOGRAPHEB. 

Art.  1. — The  Historiographer  shall  collect  materials  for  a 
history  of  the  Society,  prepare  biographies  of  its  deceased 
members  for  publication,  and  deposit  the  same  in  the  Library. 
He  may  read  at  the  Stated  Meetings  such  of  the  biographies, 
or  such  parts  of  them,  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

Art.  2.  —  He  may  have  such  assistants  as  the  Council  shall 
determine. 


CHAPTER  XIL 

THE  EDITOR  OF  PUBLICATIONS. 

Art.  L  —  The  Editor  of  Publications  shall  edit,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council,  the  New-England  Historical  and 
(Jenealogical  Register,  the  Memorial  Biographies  of  deceased 
members,  the  Proceedings  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  all 
other  publications  of  the  Society  not  specially  committed  to 
other  editorial  supervisioa 

Art.  2.  —  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices, and  may  have  such  assistants,  as  the  Council  shall 
determine. 
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CHAPTER  XHL 

THE   COUNCIL. 

Abt,  1, — ^The  Council  shall  detennine  their  own  quorum  j 
establish  rules  for  the  transaction  of  their  businesa ;  fix  all 
salaries;  authori^se  all  expenditures  of  motiey,  drawing  upoa 
the  Treasurer,  from  time  to  time^  for  such  sums  as  may  be 
required ;  provide  all  eograved  or  printed  blanks,  and  books  af 
record;  act  upon  all  resignations  and  forfeitures  of  member- 
ship ;  and  see  that  the  By-Laws  are  complied  with* 

They  also  may  dispose,  by  sale  or  exchange,  of  any  personal 
property  not  appropriate  to  the  Library  or  the  Cabinet  An 
exact  statement  of  all  property  so  disposed  of,  with  the  names 
of  recipients  and  manner  of  disposition,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Librarian,  and  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  members. 

Art.  2,  —  They  shall  appoint,  annually,  the  HistoriographeT 
and  the  Editor  of  Publications. 

Art.  3.  —  They  shall  appoint  such  subordinate  officers  and 
agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  (who  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council),  prescribe 
their  duties,  and  allow  them  reasonable  compensation. 

Art.  4.  —  They  shall  report,  at  their  discretion,  nominations 
for  Kesident,  Corresponding,  and  Honorary  Members,  to  which 
not  less  than  eight  of  their  number  shall  have  assented  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

Art.  5.  —  They  shall  meet  in  the  Society's  House  within  one 
week  previous  to  every  Stated  Meeting,  on  such  day  and  at 
such  hour  as  they  may  fix  by  standing  rule,  and,  upon  notice, 
at  such  other  times  as  the  Chairman  shall  appoint,  for  the  dis- 
charge of  their  appropriate  duties,  and  for  furthering  the  trans- 
action of  such  business  as  may  be  brought  before  the  Society. 
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Art.  6.  —  They  shall  report,  at  every  meeting  of  the  Society, 
such  business  as  they  may  deem  it  advisable  to  present. 

Aet.  7.  —  They  may  appoint,  for  terms  not  exceeding  one 
year,  and  prescribe  the  functions  of,  such  committees  of  their 
number,  or  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  to  facilitate  the  administration  of  the  Society's 
affairs ;  and  a  complete  list  of  such  committees  and  the  mem- 
bers composing  the  same,  shall  be  printed,  at  the  begiiming  of 
each  year,  in  the  Annual  Proceedings. 

Art.  8.  —  They  shall  make  all  proper  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  use  of  the  Library  and  the  Cabinet 

Art.  9.  —  At  the  Annual  Meeting  they  shall  make  an 
Annual  Eeport  It  shall  include  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  Library  and  the  Cabinet,  both  of  which  they 
shall  carefully  examine  annually  in  the  month  of  December. 

Art.  10.  —  The  records  of  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall 
always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the 
Society. 
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
